CHAPTER  I. 

Of  the  Boundaries  and  Incorporation  of  the  City. 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Astoria  is  bounded  as  follows: 
Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  center  of  the  main  ship  channel 
of  the  Columbia  river  at  its  intersection  with  the  east  line  of 
the  Robert  Shortess  Donation  Land  Claim  extended,  in  Clat¬ 
sop  County,  in  the  state  of  Oregon;  and  running  thence  south 
along  said  extended  line  to  an  intersection  with  the  north  line 
of  Birch  street  in  the  Town  of  Alderbrook;  and  thence  east 
along  the  north  line  .of  Birch  street  to  an  intersection  with  the 
east  line  of  Eleventh  street  in  the  town  of  Van  Dusen’s  Astoria; 
thence  south  along  said  east  line  of  Eleventh  street  to  a  point 
where,  if  the  same  were  extended,  it  wrould  intersect  a  line 
drawn  through  the  center  of  sections  Fourteen  and  Fifteen  of 
township  Eight  north  of  range  Nine  west  of  the  Willamette 
meridian;  thence  west  along  the  extension  of  a  line  drawn 
through  the  center  of  said  sections  Fourteen  and  Fifteen  to 
the  point  of  its  intersection  with  the  east  boundary  line  of  the 
John  M.  and  Susan  L.  Shively  Donation  Land  Claim;  and 
thence  south  along  said  east  boundary  line  of  said  Shively 
Donation  Land  Claim  to  the  southeast  corner  thereof;  and 
thence  west  along  the  south  boundary  line  of  said  Shively 
Donation  Land  Claim  to  its  intersection  with  the  east  line  of 
the  Town  of  Williamsport;  and  thence  south  along  the  east 
line  of  Williamsport  to  the  southeast  corner  thereof;  and 
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thenfe  west  along  the  south  line  of  said  Williamsport  to  its 
intersection  with  the  meander  line  of  Young’s  Bay;  thence 
westerly  along  said  meander  line  to  its  intersection  with  the 
extension  of  the  easterly  line  of  Dressden  avenue,  in  the 
Town  of  Taylor’s  Astoria;  and  thence  southerly  along  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  said  easterly  line  of  said  Dressden  avenue  to  its 
intersection  with  the  main  channel  of  Youngs  river;  and 
thence  down  said  channel  to  its  intersection  with  the  main 
channel  of  the  Columbia  river;  thence  due  north  across  said 
main  channel  of  the  Columbia  river  to  the  north  side  there¬ 
of;  and  thence  up  and  along  the  north  side  of  the  main  chan¬ 
nel  of  the  Columbia  river  to  a  point  due  north  of  the  point 
of  beginning,  and  thence  south  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

POWERS  OF  THE  CITY 

Section  2.  The  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Astoria  are 
hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  municipal  corporation 
by  the  name  and  style  of  The  City  of  Astoria,  and  by  such 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  pleaded  in  all  courts  of  Justice  and  in  all  actions,  suits 
or  proceedings  whatever;  may  purchase,  hold  and  receive 
property,  both  real  and  personal,  within  the  City,  for  public 
building,  public  works,  city  improvements,  and  property  sold 
for  taxes  and  street  improvement  purposes;  and  may  lease, 
sell  or  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  City;  may 
purchase,  hold  and  receive  property,  both  real  and  personal, 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  City  to  be  used  as  parks,  for  burial 
purposes,  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  hospital, 
for  the  reception  of  persons  affected  with  contagious  disease, 
for  work  houses  and  for  houses  of  correction;  also  for  the 
erection  of  water  works  to  supply  the  City  with  water,  may 
build,  purchase,  lease  and  operate  street  car  lines,  telephone, 
telegraphic  or  lighting  plants,  and  may  control,  lease,  sell  or 
dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  city.  All  property 
both  real  and  personal,  belonging  to  and  vested  in  the  present 
City  of  Astoria,  shall,  on  the  passage  of  this  Act,  become  the 
property  of  and  be  vested  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  as  created 
by  this  act.  And  they  may  control,  lease,  sell  or  dispose  of  the 
same  for  the  benefit  of  the  City.  And  they  shall  have  a  com¬ 
mon  seal  and  may  alter  and  break  the  same  and  make  a  new 
one  at  pleasure. 


CHAPTER  II. 

Of  the  Government  of  the  City 

POWERS  VESTED  IN  MAYOR  AND  COMMON  COUNCIL 

Section  3.  The  power  and  authority  given  to  the  muni¬ 
cipal  corporation  of  the  City  of  Astoria  by  this  act  is  vested  in 
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a  mayor,  a  common  council,  and  their  successors  in  office,  to 
be  exercised  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

WARDS  AND  BOUNDARIES 

Section  4.  For  the  purpose  of  Municipal  Representation 
the  City  of  Astoria  is  hereby  divided  into  four  wards  and  the 
boundaries  thereof  shall  be  as  follows,  until  changed  by  ordin¬ 
ance,  to-wit: 

The  First  Ward  shall  comprise  all  the  portion  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  lying  West  of  the  center  line  of  Fifth  Street,  ex¬ 
tended  a  sufficient  distance  North  and  South  to  intersect  the 
North  and  South  lines  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  The  Second 
Ward  shall  comprise  all  that  portion  of  the  City  of  Astoria  ly¬ 
ing  between  the  East  line  of  the  First  Ward  and  the  center 
line  of  Fourteenth  Street,  extended  a  sufficient  distance  North 
and  South  to  intersect  the  North  and  South  lines  of  the  City 
of  Astoria.  All  the  Third  Ward  shall  comprise  all  that  portion 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  lying  between  the  East  line  of  the 
Second  Ward  and  the  center  line  of  Thirty-fifth  Street,  ex¬ 
tended  a  sufficient  distance  North  and  South  to  intersect  the 
North  and  South  lines  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  the  Fourth 
Ward  shall  comprise  all  that  portion  of  the  City  -of  Astoria  ly¬ 
ing  East  of  the  East  boundary  of  the  Third  Ward;  and  the 
Common  Council,  by  ordinance,  may  create  additional  wards 
or  change  the  boundaries  of  those  established,  and  when  it 
creates  an  additional  ward  the  Council  may  appoint  two  Coun- 
cilmen  from  such  ward  to  hold  until  the  next  election,  at  which 
election  one  Councilman  from  each  additional  ward  shall  be 
elected  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  and  the  successors  of  each  shall  be  elected  for  the  term 
of  four  years,  so  that  one  Councilman  from  each  ward  shall 
be  elected  every  two  years. 

EACH  WARD  ENTITLED  TO  TWO  COUNCILMIEN. 

Section  5.  Each  ward  now  established  and  any  additonal 
ward  that  may  hereafter  be  established  is  entitled  to  elect  two 
members  of  the  Common  Council. 

TERM  OF  OFFICE  OF  OOUNCTLMEN 

Section  6.  That  from  and  after  the  general  election  to 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  December,  1908,  the 
members  of  the  Common  Council  from  each  ward  shall  be 
elected  to  a  term  of  four  years  and  shall  hold  their  office 
until  their  successors  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  one  Coun¬ 
cilman  at  large  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  two  years;  but 
at  said  election  one  member  of  the  Council  from  each  ward 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  one  Councilman 
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at  large  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
as  a  whole  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  one  Councilman 
from  each  ward  for  the  term  of  two  years  and  thereafter  the 
successors  to  each  of  the  Councilmen  from  the  respective 
wards  shall  be  elected  for  the  full  term  of  four  years,  to  hold 
their  office  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified, 
and  one  Councilman  at  Large  shall  be  elected  for  the  full 
term  of  two  years  and  so  that  one  Councilman  at  Large  and 
one-half  of  the  members  of  the  Council  from  the  respective 
wards  shall  be  elected  every  two1  years  and  until  said  general 
election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  December,  19  08,  there 
shall  be  no  other  election  of  officers  of  the  city  and  the 
present  elected  and  qualified  officers  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
who  shall  be  in  office  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  in  the 
year  following  the  adoption  of  this  Act  and  their  successors, 
shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January  fol¬ 
lowing  said  election  in  December  1908. 

THE  MAYOR — TERM  OF  OFFICE  . 

Section  7.  The  Mayor  shall  be  elected  for  two  years  and 
shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  quali¬ 
fied. 


OFFICERS  TO  BE  ELECTED 

Section  8.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  the  following  named  officers,  to-wit: 

A  Mayor,  Treasurer,  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  Attorney, 
Superintendent  of  Streets  and  a  Surveyor,  who  shall  be  the 
officers  of  this  Municipal  Corporation  and  hold  their  office  for 
two  years  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified, 
subject  to  removal  by  the  Common  Council  by  and  wth  a  con¬ 
currence  of  a  majority  of  the  members  thereof,  for  malfeas¬ 
ance,  inattention  or  incompetency  a.nd,  provided,  that  the 
Treasurer,  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  Surveyor  and  Mayor,  who  shall  be  in  office  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  1907,  and  their  successors,  shall  con¬ 
tinue  and  hold  office  until  the  1st  Monday  in  January,  1909, 
and  their  successors  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election 
on  the  second  Wednesday  in  December,  1908,  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  and  every  two  years  thereafter. 

QUALIFICATION S  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  9.  No  person  is  eligible  to  any  office  in  this 
Municipal  Corporation,  who,  at  the  time  of  his  election  or 
appointment  is  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  an  elector  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  has  not  resided  in  the 
City  of  Astoria  for  the  six  months  next  preceding  such  elec¬ 
tion  or  appointment. 
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COUNCILMAN  MUST  BE  A  TAX  PAYER. 

Section  10.  In  addition  to  the  qualifications  prescribed 
in  Section  9,  to  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Councilman,  a  per¬ 
son  must  be  a  resident  of  the  ward  from  which  he  is  elected 
and  a  bona  fide  tax  payer  in  the  City. 

CHAPTER  III. 

Elections. 

GENERAL  ELECTIONS — WHEN  HELD. 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  a  general  Election  in  the  City 
of  Astoria  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  December,  bi-annually, 
and  in  the  even  years.  The  first  Election  under  this  Act  to 
be  held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  December,  1908. 

ALL  OFFICERS  TO  RE  ELECTED  AT  GENERAL  ELECTION. 

Section  12.  All  officers  required  to  be  elected  by  this 
Act  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  or 
Ward  as  the  case  may  be,  at  the  General  Election  next  pre¬ 
ceding  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  then  incumbent  of 
the  office,  provided  that  the  Councilmen  in  office  when  this 
Act  takes  effect,  which  shall  constitute  the  Councilmen  in 
office  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1907,  and  their  succes¬ 
sors,  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  1st  Monday  in  January, 
1909,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  elected  on  the  second 
Wednesday  in  December,  1908,  at  which  time  a  full  Council 
consisting  of  two  Councilmen  from  each  ward  and  one  Coun¬ 
cilman  at  Large  shall  be  elected.  At  said  election  one  Coun¬ 
cilman  from  each  ward  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  two 
years  and  a  councilman  at  Large  for  the  term  of  two  years 
and  one  Councilman  from  each  ward  shall  be  elected  for  the 
term  of  four  years  and  the  successors  of  each  shall  be  elected 
for  the  full  term  of  four  years  thereafter,  excepting  Council¬ 
man  at  Large,  who  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  two  years, 
so  that  five  Councilmen  shall  be  elected  every  two  years;  and 
provided  further  that  the  Mayor,  Attorney,  Treasurer,  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  Surveyor 
who  shall  be  in  office  on  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1909, 
and  the  successors  of  each  shall  be  elected  at  the  General 
Election  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  December,  1908,  for 
the  term  of  two  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  January,  1909. 

VOTING  PLACES — JUDGES  AND  CLERKS  OF  ELECTION. 

Section  13.  The  Common  Council  shall  designate  one 
or  more  places  in  each  ward  for  holding  the  election  therein, 
and  appoint  three  judges  and  two  clerks  of  election  for  each 
polling  place. 
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TIEN  DAY’S  NOTICE  TO  BE  GIVEN  OF  ELECTION. 

Section  14.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Common  Council,  shall  give  ten  days’  notice 
by  publication  in  a  daily  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of 
Astoria,  of  each  general  election,  and  the  officers  to  be  elected 
there  at,  and  the  place  designated  in  each  ward  for  holding  the 
election  therein,  and  the  judges  and  clerks  appointed  to  con¬ 
duct  the  same. 

RESIDENCE  AND  REGISTRATION. 

Section  15.  No  person  is  qualified  to  vote  at  any  election 
under  this  Act,  who  is  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  an  elect¬ 
or  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  and  who  has  not  re¬ 
sided  in  the  City  of  Astoria  for  the  next  six  months  preceding 
such  election,  and  in  the  ward  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  for 
the  ten  days  next  preceding  such  election,  and  the  Common 
Council  shall,  by  Ordinance,  provide  for  the  registration  of 
Electors,  and  require  registration  as  a  condition  to  the  right  to 
vote  at  any  election. 

OFFICERS,  BY  WHOM  ELECTED. 

Section  16.  That  the  Mayor,  Treasurer,  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  Attorney,  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  Surveyor 
shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  City  and  the 
Councilmen  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Ward  from  which 
they  are  elected. 

OPENING  AND  CLOSING  OF  POLLS 

Section  17.  All  elections  shall  commence  at  9  o’clock, 
a.  m.  and  continue  until  6  o’clock,  p.  m . ,  of  the  same  day, 
without  closing  the  polls.  If  any  judge  of  election  fails  to  at¬ 
tend  and  serve  at  the  proper  time,  the  voters  of  the  ward 
then  present  may  elect  another  in  his  place,  and  if  any  clerk 
of  election  fails  to  attend  and  serve  at  the  proper  time,  the 
judges  of  election  may  elect  another  in  his  place. 

QUALIFICATIONS  OF  JUDGES  AND  CLERKS. 

Section  18.  Judges  and  clerks  of  election  must  possess 
the  qualifications  of  voters  in  the  ward  where  they  act  as 
such,  but  a  mistake  or  error  in  this  respect,  or  a  failure  to 
give  the  notice  required  by  Section  14  shall  not  invalidate  any 
election  otherwise  legal . 


CANVASSING  RETURNS. 


Section  19.  On  or  before  the  second  day  after  election. 
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the  returns  thereof  from  each  ward  must  be  filed  with  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and  on  the  fourth  day  after  the 
election,  or  sooner  if  the  returns  from  all  the  wards  are  in, 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  call  to  his  assistance  the 
County  Clerk  of  the  County  of  Clatsop  and  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  resident  in  Astoria,  and  they  three  shall  canvass  the 
returns  of  the  election . 


STATEMENT  OF  CANVASS  OF  VOTE. 

Section  20.  A  written  statement  of  the  canvass  shall  be 
made  and  signed  by  the  canvassers,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
and  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  within  the  time 
appointed  to  complete  the  canvass.  Such  writing  must  con¬ 
tain  a  statement  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  given  at  such 
election,  the  number  given  for  any  person  for  any  office,  and 
the  names  of  the  persons  elected  and  to  what  office. 

CERTIFICATE  OF  ELECTION. 

Section  21.  Immediately  after  the  completion  of  the 
canvass,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  must  make  and  sign  a 
certificate  of  election  for  each  person  declared  thereby  to 
be  elected,  and  deliver  the  same  to  him  on  demand. 

COMMON  COUNCIL  JUDGE  OF  ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

Section  22.  A  certificate  of  election  is  primary  evidence 
of  the  facts  therein  stated,  but  the  Common  Council  is  the 
final  judge  of  the  qualifications  and  election  of  its  members, 
and  in  case  of  a  contest  between  two  persons  claiming  to  be 
elected  thereto,  must  determine  the  same. 

CONTESTED  ELECTION  FOR  MAYOR. 

Section  23.  A  contested  election  for  Mayor  must  be  de¬ 
termined  according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon  regu¬ 
lating  proceedings  in  contested  elections  in  the  case  of  county 
officers. 


TERMS  OF  OFFICE. 

Section  24.  The  term  of  office  of  every  person  elected  to 
office  under  this  act  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  in 
January  after  his  election,  and  terminate  when  his  successor 
is  elected  and  qualified,  and  by  such  time  such  person  must 
qualify  therefor  by  taking  and  filing  the  oath  of  office,  or  he 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined,  and  the  office  considered 
vacant . 
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OFFICIAL  OATH. 

Section  25.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  this 
act,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  must  make 
and  tile  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  an  oath  of  office 
to  the  following  effect,  viz: 

• 

“I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  sup¬ 
port  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State, 
and  that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  faithfully  perform 

the  duties  of  the  office  of  . 

during  my  continuance  in  office,  so  help  me  God.”  If  the  per¬ 
son  affirms,-  instead  of  the  last  clause  there  must  be  added: 
“And  this  I  promise  under  the  pains  and  penalty  of  perjury.” 

STATE  LAWS  GOVERN  ELECTIONS: 

Section  26.  All  laws  of  this  State  regulating  and  govern¬ 
ing  general  election,  and  proceedings,  and  matters  incident 
thereto,  shall  apply  to  and  govern  elections  under  this  act, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

CHAPTER  IV. 

VACANCIES  IN  OFFICE — WHEN  TO  DEEM  VACANT. 

Section  27.  An  office  shall  be  deemed  vacant  upon  the 
death  or  resignation  of  the  incumbent,  or  in  case  the  incum¬ 
bent  shall  cease  to  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  City  of  Astoria  for 
a  period  of  sixty  days  without  first  obtaining  permission  of 
the  Common  Council.  The  office  of  Treasurer  shall  be  deem¬ 
ed  vacant  whenever  the  incumbent  thereof  shall  be  absent 
from  the  city  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  without  permission 
duly  obtained  from  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Astoria .  The 
office  of  Councilman  shall  be  deemed  vacant  whenever  any  in¬ 
cumbent  thereof  shall  cease  to  be  a  resident  of  the  ward 
which  he  represents,  or  shall  fail  to  attend  three  successive 
regular  meetings  of  the  Council,  unless  absent  on  leave  of 
the  Council,  first  obtained.  But  a  change  of  the  boundaries 
of  any  ward  shall  not  be  deemed  a  change  of  residence  of  any 
Councilman  so  as  to  create  or  cause  a  vacancy  in  such  office. 

VACANCIES  IN  OFFICE  FILLED  BY  APPOINTMENT 

Section  28.  A  vacancy  -in  any  office  caused  by  a  failure 
of  a  person  elected  to  qualify  therefor,  as  prescribed  in  Sec¬ 
tion  24,  or  made  by  or  consequent  upon  a  judgment  of  any 
Court,  or  in  any  of  the  cases  specified  in  Section  27,  must 
be  filled  by  appointment  by  a  majority  of  the  remaining  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Common  Council,  to  continue  in  office  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 
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APPOINTEE  MUST  QUALIFY  WITHIN  FIVE  DAYS 

Section  29.  Any  officer  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy,  must 
within  five  days  from  the  date  of  such  appointment,  qualify 
therefor,  as  in  the  case  of  an  officer  elected,  or  he  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  declined  and  the  office  considered  vacant. 


CHAPTER  V. 

Of  The  Organization  And  Powers  of  The  Council 
.MEETINGS  Or  THE  COUNCIL 

Section  30.  The  Council  must  provide  for  the  time  and 
place  for  its  regular  meetings,  at  any  of  which  it  may  ad¬ 
journ  to  the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting,  or  to  some 
specified  time  prior  thereto,  and  it  may  be  convened  by  the 
Mayor  at  any  time  upon  not  less  than  one  day’s  notice  to 
each  member  of  the  Council  at  that  time  present  in  the  city. 

A  MAJORITY  TO  CONSTITUTE  A  QUORUM 

Section  31.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a  less  number 
may  meet  and  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  compel  the  at¬ 
tendance  of  absent  members. 

ADOPTION  OF  RULES 

Section  32.  The  Council  may  adopt  rules  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  its  members  and  its  proceedings,  and  on  the  call  of 
any  two  of  its  members  must  cause  the  ayes  and  nays  to  be 
taken  and  entered  in  its  journal,  upon  any  question  before  it; 
but  upon  a  question  to  adjourn  the  ayes  and  nays  shall  not  be 
taken  unless  upon  the  call  of  four  members  Its  deliberations 
and  proceedings  must  be  public. 

COUNCIL  MAY  PUNISH  MEMBERS 

Section  33.  The  Council  may  punish  any  member  for 
disorderly  and  improper  conduct  at  any  meeting,  or  for  re¬ 
fusing  or  neglecting  to  attend  any  regular  meeting  without 
sufficient  excuse  therefor,  and  may,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  expel 
a  member. 


DUTIES  OF  MAYOR 

Section  34.  The  Mayor  is  ex-officio  president  of  the 
Council,  and  presides  over  its  deliberations  when  in  session. 
He  is  not  entitled  to  vote  but  has  authority  to  preserve  order, 
enforce  the  rules  of  the  Council  and  determine  the  order  of 
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business  subject  to  such  rules  and  to  appeal  to  the  Coucil . 
If  the  Mayor  should  be  absent  at  any  meeting  of  the  Council, 
the  President  of  the  Council  shall  act  during  the  meeting  or 
until  the  Mayor  attends,  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of 
Mayor.  The  President  of  the  Council  shall  be  elected  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Council  in  January  of  each  year,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  and  in  the  absence  or  inability 
of  the  Mayor,  or  during  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Mayor, 
shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Mayor,  approve  and  sign 
all  ordinances,  warrants,  bonds,  contracts,  and  other  papers 
requiring  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  He  shall  hold  his  office 
for  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

ELECTION — WHEN  HELD. 

Section  35.  On  the  first  Monday  in  January,  next  fol¬ 
lowing  any  general  election,  there  must  be  a  regular  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Council,  and  such  meeting  is  appointed  by  this 
Act,  and  no  notice  therefor  or  call  therefor  is  necessary. 

VACANCIES  IN  COUNCIL 

Section  3  6.  A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the 
Council  as  then  provided  by  law,  is  a  majority  of  the  Council 
or  the  members  thereof  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act;  Pro¬ 
vided,  in  case  of  vacancy  or  vacancies  existing  in  such  council, 
a  majority  of  the  remaining  members  thereof  within  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  the  act  shall  be  a  sufficient  majority  to  fill  such  va¬ 
cancy  or  vacancies.  The  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  a 
quorum  is  sufficient  majority  to  determine  any  question  or 
matter,  other  than  the  final  passage  of  an  ordinance,  and  the 
appointment  or  removal  of  an  officer. 

STYLE  OF  ORDINANCE 

Section  37.  The  style  of  every  Ordinance  shall  be:  “The 
City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows.” 

POWERS  OF  COUNCIL 

Section  38.  The  Council  has  power  and  authority  within 
the  City  of  Astoria:  — 


1. 

TAXES 

To  assess,  levy  and  collect  taxes  for  general 
municipal  purposes,  not  exceeding  two  per  centum 
upon  all  property,  both  real  and  personal,  within 
the  City  limits,  which  is  taxable  by  law  for  state 
and  county  purposes. 
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2 

TO  LEVY  SPECIAL  TAX,  NOT  TO  EXCEED  ONE 
PER  CENTUM. 

To  levy  and  collect  a  special  tax  of  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  one  per  centum  upon  all  the  property  as¬ 
sessed  by  authority  of  the  first  subdivision  of  this 
section,  for  any  specific  object  within  the  authority 
of  the  municipal  corporation,  including  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  any  existing  debt,  or  for  municipal  im¬ 
provement,  but  the  ordinance  providing  therefor, 
must  specify  the  object  thereof,  and  the  amount 
thereof. 


3 

TO  LICENSE  TRADES  AND  OCCUPATIONS. 

To  license,  tax  and  regulate  auctioneers,  hotel 
runners,  solicitors,  book  agents,  real  estate  and 
insurance  agents,  brokers,  taverns,  boarding¬ 
houses,  hawkers,  peddlers,  pawnbrokers,  barbers, 
bakers,  dealers  in  general  merchandise,  clothing, 
boots  and  shoes,  groceries,  dry  goods,  meat  mar¬ 
kets,  hardware,  tinware,  crockery,  glassware, 
millinery,  dealers  in  cigars  and  tobacco,  fruit  and 
confectionery,  lawyers,  doctors,  furniture  stores, 
dentists,  book  and  stationery  stores,  commission 
merchants,  tailoring  establishments,  jewelry  stores, 
and  all  offensive  trades  and  occupations,  and  to 
define  what  shall  constitute  the  same, 

4 

VEHICLES. 

To  license,  tax  and  regulate  and  provide  by 
Ordinance  for  licensing,  taxing  and  regulating 
hacks,  cabs,  hackneys,  carriages,  wagons,  carts, 
drays,  delivery  wagons,  express  wagons,  whether 
run  by  horses,  steam,  gasoline  or  any  motive 
power  whatsoever,  and  all  other  vehicles 
used  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
freight,  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  lumber,  wood, 
or  any  other  commodities  hauled  or  transported 
over  the  streets,  alleys  and  public  places  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  whether  the  same  be  transported, 
hauled  or  delivered  for  hire  or  not,  to  fix  the  rates 
thereof,  and  provide  for  the  collection  of  all  licen¬ 
ses  and  taxes,  and  provide  penalties  for  a  viola¬ 
tion  thereof. 
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5 

SALOONS  AND  GAMBLING 

To  license,  tax,  regulate,  restrain,  restrict  and 
prohibit  bar-rooms  and  drinking  shops,  and  all 
places  where  liquors  are  sold;  and  to  prohibit 
gambling  and  suppress  gambling  houses,  and 
nickel  in  the  slot  machines,  and  all  places  where 
gambling  is  carried  on.  No  license  shall  be  issued 
or  granted  by  the  Common  Council  at  the  meeting 
when  the  application  therefor  is  received,  but  all 
such  applications  shall  lay  over  at  least  one  meet¬ 
ing  of  said  Council.  If  any  person  or  persons  hold¬ 
ing  a  license  for  and  maintaining  a  bar-room  or 
drinking  shop  in  the  city  shall  be  convicted  either 
under  the  state  law,  or  a  city  ordinance  of  main¬ 
taining  a  nuisance,  or  of  keeping  a  disorderly 
house  on  account  of  the  manner  in  which  said 
bar-room  or  drinking  shop  is  conducted  or  carried 
on,  or  willfully  selling  liquors  to  minors,  or  allow¬ 
ing  minors  to  loiter  in  or  about  such  bar-room  or 
drinking  shop,  or  for  having  committed  a  felony, 
said  license  shall  be  deemed  forfeited,  and  there¬ 
after  no  license  for  a  barroom  or  drinking  shop 
shall  be  issued  or  granted  to  any  such  person  or 
persons.  No  license  for  a  bar-room  or  drinking 
shop  shall  be  issued  outside  of  the  following  de¬ 
scribed  limits:  Commencing  at  a  point  where 
Fifth  street  terminates  at  the  Columbia  river,  run¬ 
ning  thence  South  to  a  point  100  feet  South  of 
and  parallel  with  Commercial  Street;  thence  East 
to  12th  Street;  thence  South  to  the  North  line  of 
Duane  Street;  thence  East  100  feet;  thence  North 
to  a  point  100  feet  South  of  the  South  line  of  Com¬ 
mercial  street;  thence  East  on  said  line  to  23rd 
street;  thence  North  to  the  Columbia  river;  thence 
West  to  the  place  of  beginning.  Providing  that 
until  the  population  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall 
reach  20,000  inhabitants  as  determined  by  the  last 
preceding  state  or  federal  census,  the  number  of 
saloons  shall  not  exceed  fifty,  and  thereafter  only 
one  additional  saloon  above  said  number  shall  be 
allowed  for  each  1,000  inhabitants  over  and  above 
20,000.  That  licenses  shall  be  transferable  or  as¬ 
signable  only  and  by  the  consent  of  the  Common 
Council  and  under  such  regulations  and  restric¬ 
tions  as  shall  be  provided  by  ordinance.  The  hold¬ 
ers  of  licenses  at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect, 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  preference  right  in  renew¬ 
ing  said  license  from  year  to  year,  provided  it  does 
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not.  exceed  said  number  of  fifty.  The  City  of  As¬ 
toria  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  issue 
and  grant  licenses,  provide  rulies  nd  regulations  for 
the  conduct  of  saloons  and  the  srle  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
Provided  that  no  license  shall  be  granted  lor  a 
less  sum  than  $500.00  per  annum. 

6 

TO  LICENSE  WHARFINGERS  ANI)  THEATRES. 

To  license  and  tax  wharfingers;  to  license,  tax 
and  regulate  junk  dealers  in  second-hand  merch¬ 
andise;  to  license,  tax  and  regulate  theatres  and 
other  exhibitions,  merry-go-rounds,  shows,  public 
amusements,  steamboat  runners,  billiard  tables,  and 
other  tables  where  balls  and  cues  are  used,  shoot¬ 
ing  galleries  and  bowling  alleys,  and  to  suppress 
bawdy  houses,  gaming  and  gambling  houses,  places 
kept  for  opium  smoking,  or  smoking  opium  and  to 
punish  inmates  of  bawdy  houses  or  houses  of  ill 
fame,  and  to  define  what  shall  constitute  the  same 
and  to  punish  keepers  of  places  kept  for  smoking 
opium,  and  opium  smokers. 

7 

TO  REGULATE  AND  PREVENT  CONTAGIOUS 
DISEASES. 

To  make  regulations  to  prevent  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  contagious  diseases  in  the  City;  to  remove 
all  persons  afflicted  with  such  diseases  therefrom 
to  suitable  hospitals  provided  by  the  city  for  that 
purpose;  to  secure  the  protection  of  persons  and 
property  therein  and  to  p"ovide  for  the  health 
and  cleanliness,  ornament,  peace  ard  good  order  of 
the  city. 


8 

TO  PREVENT  AND  PUNISH  TRESPASS 

To  prevent  and  punish  trespass  upon  real  or 
personal  property 


9 

TO  PROVIDE  WATER  FOR  CITY. 

To  provide  the  city  with  good  and  wholesome 
water,  and  for  the  erection  and  construction  of 
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such  water-works  and  reservoirs  within  or  without 
the  limits  of  the  city,  as  may  be  necessary  or  conven 
ient  therefor;  and  to  grant  to  any  private  person  or 
corporation  a  franchise  for  the  erection  or  con¬ 
struction  of  water  works  within  the  limits  of  the 
city  and  all  rights  and  appurtenances  thereto,  in¬ 
cluding  the  power  to  use  the  streets  and  public 
highways  for  the  purpose  of  laying  pipes,  etc. 
Such  franchise  shall  be  used  and  exercised  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  and  restrictions  as  the 
Common  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  pre¬ 
scribe. 


10 

TO  PROVIDE  CITY  WITH  LIGHT. 

To  provide  for  lighting  the  streets  and  furn¬ 
ishing  the  city  with  gas,  electric  lights  or  other 
lights,  and  for  the  erection  and  construction  of 
such  works  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient 
therefor,  and  to  grant  to  any  person  or  corpora¬ 
tion  a  franchise  or  permission  for  the  erection  and 
construction  of  gas  works  and  electric  light  works 
within  the  limits  of  the  city,  with  all  the  rights  and 
appurtenances  thereto,  including  the  power  of 
using  the  streets  and  public  highways  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  laying  down  pipes,  erecting  poles  and 
hanging  wires,  etc. 

Such  franchise  shall  be  used  and  exercised  un¬ 
der  such  rules,  regulations  and  restrictions  as  the 
Common  Council  shall  from  time  to  time  pre¬ 
ss  uribe.

TO  PUNISH  VAGRANTS. 

To  provide  for  the  restraint,  support,  punish¬ 
ment  and  employment  of  vagrants  and  paupers, 
and  to  declare  by  ordinance  what  shall  constitute  a 
vagrant.

TO  PREVENT  AND  REMOVE  NUISANCES. 

To  prevent  and  remove  nuisances  and  to  de¬ 
clare  by.  general  rules  what  shall  constitute  the 
same,  and  to  make  the  expense  of  abating  a  nuis¬ 
ance  a  lien  upon  the  property  where  such  nuisance 
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exists;  to  fill  up  or  drain  any  lots  or  blocks  where 
stagnant  water  stands,  ard  to  make  the  cost  there¬ 
of  a  lien  upon  the  property,  but  in  such  c  se  the 
same  must  he  reported  to  the  Council  and  the  ne¬ 
cessity  thereof  declared  by  ordinance,  and  thereup¬ 
on  the  work  must  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder,  and  the  cost  thereof  be  collected  in  like 
manner  as  street  improvements. 

13 

TO  PRESENT  THE  ERECTION  OF  WOODEN 
BUILDINGS 

To  prohibit  the  erection  or  repair  of  wooden 
building's  within  the  fire  limits,  and  to  restrict  and 
limit  the  height  of  all  buildings;  to-  provide  for 
and  determine  the  number  and  size  of  entrances 
and  exits  from  all  public  halls,  churches  and  all 
other  buildings  used  for  public  gatherings,  and 
the  mode  for  hanging  doors  thereat.

TO  PROVIDE  FOR  PREVENTING  FIRES. 

To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  extinguish¬ 
ment  of  fires  and  for  the  preservation  of  property 
endangered  thereby,  and  for  the  appointment  of 
officers  required  for  such  purposes. 


15 

TO  REGULATE  COMPENSATION  OF  POLICE¬ 
MEN 

To  regulate  and  fix  the  compensation  of  the 
chief  of  police  and  policemen,  the  keeper  of  the 
city  prison  and  the  house  of  correction. 

16 

TO  REMOVE  OBSTRUCTIONS  TO  STREET'S. 

To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  removal  of 
all  obstructions  from  the  streets,  cross  and  side¬ 
walks;  for  the  cleaning  and  repairing  of  the  same, 
and  to  pass  necessary  ordinances  making  the  fail¬ 
ure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  subdivi¬ 
sion  a  misdemeanor,  and  to  provide  for  the  punish¬ 
ment  -of  the  same . 
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17 

TO  PREVENT  OBSTRUCTIONS  IN  COLUMBIA 

RIVER 

To  provide  for  the  prevention  and  removal  of 
obstructions  in  the  Columbia  River  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  and  prevent,  restrain  and  punish 
the  throwing  of  ballast,  sawdust,  ashes  or  other 
material  therein.

TO  REGULATE  THE  BUILDING  OF  WHARVES. 

To>  regulate  the  building  of  wharves  along  the 
river  front  and  the  driving  of  piles  in  the  Columbia 
River  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  to  es¬ 
tablish  a  wharf  line  beyond  which  wharves  shall 
not  be  built.

TO  PROVIDE  FOR  MARKET  PLAGE. 

To  provide  for  the  establishment  of  market 
houses  and  market  places,  and  to  regulate  the  lo¬ 
cation  and  management  of  market  houses  and 
slaughterhouses.

TO  PROVIDE  FOR  ERECTION  OF  CITY  HALL. 

To  provide  for  the  erecton  of  a  city  hall, 
jail,  house  of  correction  and  workhouse,  and  the 
government  and  management  of  the  same.

TO  REGULATE  STORAGE  OF  GUNPOWDER, 

ETC. 

To  regulate  the  storage  and  sale  of  gun¬ 
powder,  dynamite,  nitro-glycerine,  oil  or  combus¬ 
tible  material,  and  to  prevent  by  all  possible  means, 
danger  or  risk  of  injury  or  damage  thereby  by  fire, 
from  carelessness,  negligence  or  otherwise;  to 
regulate  the  storage  of  tar,  pitch,  resin,  lacquer 
and  the  use  of  candles,  lamps  and  other  lights  in 
stores,  shops,  stables  and  other  places;  to  suppress, 
remove  and  secure  any  fire  place,  stove,  chimney, 
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oven  or  boiler,  or  other  apparatus  which  may  be 
dangerous  in  causing  fires. 

22 

TO  PREVENT  AND  PUNISH  DISORDERLY 
CONDUCT 

To  prevent,  restrain  and  punish  intoxication, 
fighting  and  quarreling,  or  any  riot,  noise,  or  dis¬ 
turbance  or  disorderly  assemblage,  or  any  unlawful 
or  indecent  practice  in  any  street,  house  or  place 
in  the  city. 


23 

TO  PREVENT  CARRYING  CONCEALED 
WEAPONS. 

To  prohibit  the  carrying  of  deadly  weapons  in 
a  concealed  manner,  and  to  provide  for  the  punish¬ 
ment  thereof,  and  to  regulate,  prohibit  and  punish 
the  using  of  guns,  pistols,  firearms,  firecrackers, 
bombs,  and  detoning  works  of  all  descriptions.

PREVENT  AND  PUNISH  RIOTORS. 

To  prevent,  restrain,  punish  and  disperse  any 
riot  or  riotous  assemblage,  or  persons  taking  part 
therein.

TO  REGULATE  AND  LICENSE  LAUNDRIES. 

To  control,  regulate,  and  license  washhouses 
and  public  laundries,  and  to  provide  for  their  ex¬ 
clusion  from  the  city  limits  or  any  part  thereof. 

26 

TO  PREVENT  ANIMALS  RUNNING  AT  LARGE. 

To  prevent  any  and  all  domestic  animals  from 
running  at  large  within  the  city  limits,  or  any 
portion  thereof. 


27 

TO  PROHIBIT  BEGGING. 

To  prohibit  all  persons  from  begging  or  solicit- 
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ing  alms,  or  exhibiting  any  cripple  or  deformed 
person  on  any  street  or  in  any  pubic  place. 

28 

TO  COMPEL  CONNECTION  WITH  SEWER. 

To  compel  all  persons  erecting  or  maintaining 
privies,  or  cesspools,  within  three  hundred  feet  of 
any  street  in  which  a  sewer  has  or  may  be  con¬ 
structed,  to  connect  with  the  same;  PROVIDED, 
that  when  blocks  are  more  than  six  hundred  feet 
in  width,  this  authority  shall  extend  to  the  center 
of  the  block.

TO  REGULATE  FEES  OF  OFFICERS. 

To  establish  and  regulate  the  fees  and  com¬ 
pensation  of  all  officers  of  the  city,  except  when 
otherwise  provided.

other  attachments  as  may  be  deemed  necessary 
for  their  safe  keeping  during  the  term  thereof.

TO  PROVIDE  FOR  COLLECTING  AND  DISBURS¬ 
ING  MONEY 

To  provide  for  the  collecting  and  disbursing 
of  all  moneys  to  which  the  city  is  or  may  become 
entitled,  or  which  may  be  assessed,  levied  or  auth¬ 
orized  to'  be  collected  for  city  purposes  within  said 
city.

TO  BORROW  MONEY. 

To  borrow  money  on  the  faith  of  the  city,  or 
loan  the  credit  thereof,  or  both,  for  purely  munici¬ 
pal  purposes,  and  to  issue  or  dispose  of  negotiable 
or  other  municipal  bonds,  with  interest  coupons 
attached.

TO  CONTRACT  DEBTS — OFFICERS  NOT  TO  BE 
INTERESTED  IN  CONTRACTS. 

To  appropriate  money  to  pay  the  debts,  liabili¬ 
ties  and  expenditures  of  the  city,  or  any  part  or  item 
thereof,  from  any  fund  applicable  thereto;  PRO¬ 
VIDED,  that  no  bills  shall  be  contracted  by  any 
person  or  officer  of  the  city  without  first  sending 
to  the  Common  Council  a  written  requisition  there¬ 
for,  stating  the  items  needed  with  the  cost  thereof, 
and,  if  the  Council  deem  the  supplies  necessary, 
they  shall  authorize  the  proper  committee  to  pur¬ 
chase  the  same;  PROVIDED,  that  in  case  of  an 
emergency  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water, 
and  Streets  and  Public  Ways,  may  incur  indebted¬ 
ness  not  to  exceed  $100;  PROVIDED  FURTHER, 
that  neither  the  Mayor,  nor  any  member  of  the 
Common  Council,  nor  any  officer  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  shall  either  directly  or  indirectly  enter  into 
a  contract  with  the  city,  nor  furnish  supplies  or 
provisions  to  the  city.  If  the  Mayor  or  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Common  Council  or  any  officer  of  the 
city,  shall  violate  the  provision  of  the  City  Charter, 
his  office  will  be  deemed  vacant.

TO  PROVIDE  FOR  SURVEY  OF  STREETS  AND 
BROCKS. 

To  provide  for  a  survey  of  the  blocks  and 
streets  of  the  city,  and  for  marking  and  establish¬ 
ing  the  boundary  lines  of  such  blocks  and  streets.

TO  RAY  OUT  AND  CONSTRUCT  STREETS. 

To  lay  out  and  construct  streets  above  and  be¬ 
low  ordinary  low  water  mark  in  the  Columbia 
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river,  and  to  authorize  the  building  and  construc¬ 
tion  of  wharves  and  landing®  at  the  foot  of  streets 
terminating  at  the  water  front.  To  lay  out,  open, 
widen  and  improve  any  and  all  streets  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  city  as  now  provided  in  the 
Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  The  City  of  As¬ 
toria  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  damage  caused  in 
opening,  constructing  or  improving  any  of  the 
streets  within  the  city  from  sliding  ground  or  other 
causes.

TO  ERECT  PUBLIC  WHARVES. 

To  erect,  repair  and  regulate  public  wharves 
and  docks,  and  to  fix  the  rate  of  wharfage  and 
dockage  thereof,  and  to  provide  for  the  collection 
of  the  same.

TO  GRANT  FRANCHISES. 

To  grant  franchises  to  any  person  or  corpora¬ 
tion;  to  regulate  or  prohibit  the  erection  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  telegraph,  electric  light,  telephone  and 
other  poles  or  wires  used  within  the  city  upon 
and  over  streets,  alleys  and  public  parks  and  pub¬ 
lic  grounds  of  the  city,  and  in,  over  and  upon  any 
lands  owned  by  the  city  or  under  its  control, 
whether  they  be  within  the  limits  of  the  city  or 
without.

TO  PURCHASE  REAL  ESTATE. 

To  purchase,  take  and  hold  real  estate  when 
sold  for  taxes  or  for  any  improvement  ordered  by 
the  Common  Council,  and  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the 
same.

TO  PUNISH  ASSAULT  AND  BATTERY. 

To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  assault,  or 
assault  and  battery,  when  committed  within  the 
city  limits.

TO  CONDEMN  LAND. 

To  locate  and  construct  any  ditch,  canal  or 
pipe  for  the  conduit  of  water,  and  any  drain,  sewer 
or  culvert  it  may  deem  necessary  or  convenient, 
and  for  such  purpose  it  shall  have  the  right  to  en¬ 
ter  upon  any  land  between  the  termini  of  such  ditch, 
canal,  pipe,  drain,  sewer  or  culvert  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  examining,  locating  and  surveying  the  line 
of  such  ditch,  canal,  pipe,  drain,  sewer  or  culvert, 
doing  no  unnecessary  damage  thereby,  and  to  ap¬ 
propriate  so  much  of  said  land  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  construction  of  the  same,  in  like  man¬ 
ner  as  is  provided  in  Chapter  VII,  Miscellaneous 
Laws  of  Oregon,  for  the  appropriation  of  lands  or 
right  of  way  by  corporations  named  therein,  and  to 
appropriate  and  divert  from  its  natural  course  or 
channel,  for  the  purpose  of  draining  or  flushing 
any  sewer,  drain  or  culvert,  any  spring  or  stream 
of  water.

TO  APPROPRIATE  MONEYS  FOR  PUBLIC 
LIEiRARY. 

To  appropriate,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  pub¬ 
lic  library  in  said  city,  such  sums  of  money  as  the 
Council  may  deem  proper,  not  exceeding  $75  in 
any  one  month,  and  to  exercise  such  power  and 
authority  as  may  be  given  to  the  Common  Council 
by  the  Act.

TO  MAINTAIN  A  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

To  make  regulations  for  the  prevention  of 
accident  by  fire;  to  organize,  establish  and  main¬ 
tain  a  fire  department,  either  paid  or  volunteer; 
to  appoint  three  competent  persons  as  fire  commis¬ 
sioners,  and  to  make  and  ordain  rules  for  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  fire  department;  to  provide  engines 
and  other  apparatus  for  the  department.

TO  PURCHASE  OR  CONDEMN  LAND  FOR  CITY 
PURPOSES. 

To  purchase  or  condemn  and  enter  upon  and 
take  lands  within  or  without  the  city  limits  for 
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public  squares,  streets,  parks,  commons,  cemeter¬ 
ies,  hospital  grounds,  workhouses  or  houses  of  cor¬ 
rection,  or  any  other  proper  or  legitimate  munici¬ 
pal  purposes,  and  to  enclose  the  same,  improve  and 
ornament  and  erect  suitable  buildings  thereon.  The 
city  shall  have  entire  control  of  all  such  buildings, 
and  all  lands  purchased  or  condemned  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  and  all  streets,  highways, 
squares  and  other  public  grounds  within  the  limits 
established  or  appropriated  to  public  use  by  au¬ 
thority  of  law,  or  which  have  been  or  may  hereafter 
be  dedicated  to  the  public  use  by  any  person  or 
persons;  and  has  power,  in  case  such  lands  are 
deemed  insufficient  or  unsuitable  for  the  purpose 
intended,  to  dispose  of,  and  convey  the  same;  and 
conveyances  of  such  property,  executed  in  such 
manner  as  may  lie  prescribed  by  ordinance,  shall 
vest  in  the  purchaser  all  right,  title  and  interest 
of  the  city  therein.

TO  REGULATE  NAMING  STREETS. 

To  provide  for  and  regulate  the  naming  of  all 
streets  of  the  city,  and  changing  the  present  names, 
and  to  provide  for  the  numbering  of  houses,  stores 
and  other  building's  in  the  city  limits.

BUILDING  AWNINGS. 

To  regulate  and  prohibit  the  building  of  awn¬ 
ings,  signs,  sign  posts,  and  to  regulate  and  prohibit 
the  exhibition  and  hanging  of  banners  and  placards 
in  or  cross  the  streets  of  the  city.

STREET  RAILWAYS. 

To  authorize,  or  to  prohibit  the  location  of 
any  road,  railroad  or  street  railway,  alley  or  public 
place  in  the  city;  to  provide  for  the  alteration, 
change  of  grade  or  removal  of  any  such  road,  rail¬ 
road,  or  railway;  to  i-egulate  the  moving  and  oper¬ 
ating  of  trains,  cars  or  locomotives  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  the  city,  to  fix  the  rates  of  fares 
to  be  charged  thereon  and  to  prescribe  the  terms 
■and  conditions  upon  which  any  such  railroad  or 
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street  railway  shall  be  located,  constructed  and 
operated.  PROVIDED,  that  no  franchise  shall  be 
granted  to  any  road,  railroad  or  street-railway 
without  the  ordinance  making  said  grant  shall  con¬ 
tain  a  provision  that  the  person,  firm,  company  or 
corporation  to  whom  said  franchise  is  granted,  his, 
their  or  its  heirs,  executors,  administrators,  suc¬ 
cessor  or  assigns,  shall  improve  and  keep  in  repair 
and  shall  pay  for  the  improvement  and  keeping  in 
repair,  according  to  the  Charter  and  Ordinance  of 
the  city,  the  streets  or  grounds  over  which  said 
track  or  tracks  are  laid,  between  the  rails  of  said 
tracks  and  for  a  distance  of  one  foot  outside  of  said 
rails,  and  where  two  or  more  tracks  are 
situated  close  together,  either  for  switches 
or  otherwise,  such  improvements  and  repairs 
shall  be  made  by  the  person,  company  or 
corporation  operating  said  road,  railway  or 
street-railway;  and  all  such  requirements  of 
the  Charter  and  Ordinances  of  the  city. 

PROVIDED  FURTHER,  that  no  franchise 
shall  be  granted  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation 
unless  the  same  contains  a  provision  for  a  revenue 
to  the  city  from  the  person,  company  or  corporation, 
holding  such  franchises,  and  no  franchise  shall  be 
granted  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty  years. 
Any  franchise  granted  in  violation  of  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  this  subdivision,  or  which  shall  not  contain 
the  provisions  herein  provided  for  shall  be  null 
and  void.  AND  PROVIDED  FURTHER,  that  the 
City  of  Astoria  may  reserve  the  right  to  acquire  or 
purchase  any  street  railway  line,  and  any  power 
plant  connected  therewith,  for  which  a  franchise 
may  be  granted,  at  any  time  after  ten  years  from, 
the  date  of  granting  the  same,  when  authorized  so 
to  do  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  electors  of  the  City 
of  Astoria,  at  any  general  election  held  in  the  City 
of  Astoria,  at  the  appraised  value  thereof;  the 
city  appointing  one  appraiser,  the  holder  of  the 
franchise  one  appraiser,  and  in  case  the  two  ap¬ 
praisers  so  appointed  are  unable  to  agree  upon  the 
valuation  the  two  appraisers  so  appointed  shall 
elect  a  third  appraiser,  and  the  decision  of  two  of 
the  three  appraisers  made  in  writing  and  filed  with 
the  Council,  shall  be  final  in  fixing  the  valuation 
of  such  railway  and  any  power  plant  used  in  con¬ 
nection  therewith.

TO  PROVIDE  FOR  PURCHASE  OF  WATER¬ 
WORKS. 

To  provide  for  erecting,  purchasing,  appropri¬ 
ating  or  otherwise  acquiring  waterworks,  gas 
works  or  electric  light  plants  within  or  without 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  city,  to  supply  city  and 
its  inhabitants  with  water  and  light,  or  to  author¬ 
ize  the  construction  of  the  same  by  others.

TO  ESTABLISH  FIRE  LIMITS. 

To  establish  fire  limits  within  certain  defined 
limits  of  the  city.

PREVENT  PARADES. 

To  regulate  all  parades  and  processions,  and 
to  determine  what  parades  and  processions  upon 
the  streets  shall  be  unlawful;  to  declare  the  same 
a  misdemeanor,  and  to  provide  for  the  punish¬ 
ment  thereof.

LICENSE  DOGS. 

To  license,  tax,  regulate  and  restrain  the  keep¬ 
ing  of  dogs  within  the  city  limits,  and  to  authorize 
the  distraining,  impounding,  and  sale  of  the  same 
for  the  penalty  incurred  and  costs  of  proceedings 
or  to  authorize  their  destruction.

TO  PROVIDE  AND  REGULATE  CEMETERIES. 

To  provide  cemeteries  and  to  regulate  the 
^burial  of  the  dead,  and  shall  have  power  to  estab¬ 
lish  cemeteries  or  burial  grounds  within  or  without 
the  city  limits  and  have  authority  and  jurisdic¬ 
tion  over  the  same  necessary  to  safety,  preserva¬ 
tion,  regulation  and  ornamentation  of  the  same. 
The  power  and  authority  over  said  cemeteries  or 
■burial  grounds  shall  be  exercised  by  a  commission 
to  be  known  and  designated  as  the  Cemetery 
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Commission,  consisting  of  five  members  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  confirmed  by  the 
Common  Council,  and  who  shall  be  substantial 
tax-payers  and  bona  fide  residents  of  the  City  of 
Astoria.  Upon  the  organization  of  the  said  com¬ 
mission,  two  of  the  members  thereof  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  three  for  a 
term  of  four  years,  from  and  after  the  first  regu¬ 
lar  meeting  of  the  common  council  in  the  year 
1911;  and  thereafter  their  successors  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  such  com¬ 
missioners  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  qualified.  Each  commissioner 
shall  qualify  by  taking  the  oath  of  office  commonly 
required  of  other  officers  of  said  city,  and  shall 
serve  without  compensation  direct  or  indirect,  ex¬ 
cept  that  their  actual  traveling  and  other  small 
necessary  expenses  may  be  allowed  and  paid  by 
said  commission  upon  presentation  of  the  proper 
vouchers  therefor. 

Said  Cemetery  Commission  shall  have  power 
and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  levy  a 
tax  of  not  exceeding  one  half  ( V2 )  of  a  mill  on 
each  dollar  of  taxable  property  in  the  city  of  As¬ 
toria,  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  as  other 
taxes  of  the  said  city  are  levied.  The  funds  de¬ 
rived  from  the  levy  and  collection  of  the  said  tax 
shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  and  control  of  the 
said  Cemetery  Commission,  and  shall  be  used  ex¬ 
clusively  for  cemetery  purposes  and  in  maintain¬ 
ing,  repairing,  beautifying,  equipping  and  orna¬ 
menting  such  cemeteries  or  burial  grounds,  and 
for  the  building  and  maintenance  of  the  proper 
pumping  plants  or  other  devices  for  the  purpose 
of  irrigating  said  cemeteries  or  burial  grounds, 
and  other  needful  or  convenient  appliances  or 
devices  for  use  in  said  cemeteries  and  for  the  care 
and  preservation  thereof. 

The  Cemetery  Commission  shall  organize  im¬ 
mediately  after  appointment  and  thereafter  each 
second  year  at  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  its 
new  members,  and  shall  select  a  president  from 
its  own  number.  The  President  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  when  present  and  shall  vote  on  all 
questions.  In  the  absence  of  the  President  a 
chairman  shall  be  selected  to  preside,  upon  receiv¬ 
ing  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  present.  The 
City  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  be  the  Clerk 
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of  the  Commission.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  be 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Commission.  The  Treasurer 
shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  funds  and  shall  pay 
the  same  out  only  upon  warrants  properly  signed 
by  the  President  or  Acting  Chairman  and  attested 
by  the  'Clerk. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commission  to 
make  and  keep  exact  and  thorough  records  of  all 
matters  pertaining  to  such  cemeteries  or  burial 
grounds,  and  shall  record  in  a  plain  and  systematic 
manner  the  ownership  of  all  graves  or  other  plats 
of  ground  in  such  cemeteries,  transfers  of  bodies 
from  one  grave  to  another,  all  burials,  exhuma¬ 
tions;  and  shall  record  in  the  same  manner  the 
age,  sex,  color,  nativity  and  residence,  when  obtain¬ 
able,  of  all  persons  buried  in  any  of  such  cemeter¬ 
ies;  and  shall  make  and  keep  appropriate  records 
separate  from  the  others  of  all  burials,  transfers 
or  exhumations  in  the  Pauper  or  Potter’s  Field, 
with  the  same  attendant  facts.  Such  present  rec¬ 
ords  of  all  burials  and  other  facts  pertaining  there¬ 
to  that  may  be  secured  shall  be  carefully  preserv¬ 
ed. 


The  Cemetery  Commission  shall  meet  quart¬ 
erly,  and  shall  meet  oftener  wherever  necessary. 

Said  Cemetery  Commission  shall  have  author¬ 
ity  through  its  President  or  Acting  Chairman  and 
Clerk  to  sell  all  Lots,  Blocks  and  Plats  in  said 
cemeteries  for  burial  purposes,  and  execute  and 
deliver  good  and  sufficient  Deeds  of  Conveyance 
of  the  customary  title  thereof  in  the  name  of  the 
City  of  Astoria;  but  before  the  President  of  Act¬ 
ing  Chairman,  and  Clerk  shall  be  privileged  to 
sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  of  such  Lots, 
Blocks  or  Plats,  the  Commission  shall  carefully 
appraise  and  adopt  and  make  known  the  values 
placed  thereon;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Commission  to  make  such  appraisements  as  often 
as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time.  It  shall 
also  make  and  publish  rules  and  regulations  gov¬ 
erning  burials,  structures  permitted  in  said  ceme¬ 
teries,  and  on  all  other  proper  matters,  and  shall 
also  make  and  adopt  by-laws  for  its  own  govern¬ 
ance  and  procedure. 

Said  Commission  shall  make  an  annual  report 
to  the  Common  Council  of  all  funds  levied  by  it  in 
taxation,  and  of  all  funds  secured  by  taxes  from 
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the  sale  of  Lots  and  Blocks  or  otherwise,  the 
number  of  Lots  and  Blocks  sold  and  of  all  expendi¬ 
tures  and  disbursements,  in  detail.  Said  Com¬ 
mission  may  make  arrangements  with  the  County 
of  Clatsop  or  other  political  division  for  the  burial 
of  unknown  or  pauper  dead. 

The  City  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  the  City 
Treasurer,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  City  Engi¬ 
neer  shall  be  the  Clerk,  the  Treasurer,  the  Attor¬ 
ney,  and  the  Engineer  respectively  for  the  com¬ 
mission,  and  they  shall  render  such  services  as  they 
may  be  called  upon  for,  from  time  to  time,  without 
additional  compensation  other  than  their  regular 
salaries  as  such  City  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,. 
City  Treasurer,  City  Attorney  and  City  Engineer. 
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WIDTH  OF  TIRES 

To  regulate  the  use  of  streets,  roads,  and 
highways,  and  public  places  for  foot  passengers, 
animals,  and  vehicles;  to  protect  the  public  from 
injury  from  runaways,  by  punishing  persons  who 
negligently  leave  horses  and  carriages  in  the 
streets  without  secure  fastenings;  to  prescribe  the 
width  of  the  tires  of  all  trucks,  drays,  carts  and 
other  vehicles,  and  the  weight  to  be  carried  there¬ 
on,  for  the  preservation  of  streets,  roadways  and 
highways.

USE  OF  STREETS. 

To  regulate  the  use  of  streets  and  sidewalks 
and  prevent  the  extension  of  buildings  and  house 
fronts  within  the  street  line;  but  they  shall  have 
no  power  to  authorize  the  placing  or  continuing  of 
any  encroachment  or  obstruction  upon  any  street 
or  sidewalk,  except  for  the  temporary  use  or  oc¬ 
cupation  thereof  during  the  erection  or  repair  of 
a  building  upon  the  adjacent  property,  or  the  dis¬ 
play  of  goods  by  the  occupants  of  the  adjoining 
buildings.

TO  REGULATE  THE  OPENING  OF  STREETS. 


To  regulate  the  opening  of  street  surfaces,  the 
laying  of  gas  and  water  mains,  the  building  and 
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repairing  of  sewers,  and  the  erection  of  gas  and 
other  lights.

SIGNS,  AWNINGS. 

To  regulate  and  prevent  public  criers  and  ad¬ 
vertising,  noises,  steam  whistles,  the  ringing  of 
bells  in  the  streets;  to  control  and  limit  traffic  on 
the  streets,  avenues,  and  public  places,  to  regulate 
and  prohibit  the  use  of  streets  and  sidewalks  for 
the  use  of  signs,  sign  posts,  awnings,  awning  posts, 
telegraph,  telephone,  and  electric  light  posts  for 
other  purposes  than  travel  and  traffic;  to  establish 
from  time  to  time  such  police  stations  as  may  be 
necessary;  to  provide  for  the  sprinkling  of  streets 
and  cleaning  of  the  same,  and  to  punish  those  who 
refuse  so  to  do,  and  to  prohibit  persons  from  roam¬ 
ing  the  streets  at  unreasonable  hours.

TO  PREVENT  ERECTION  OF  Hl  l  1/DINGS. 

To  prevent  the  erection  of  buildings  within 
the  city  limits,  which  shall  be  dangerous  to  pass¬ 
ers-by,  or  to  adjacent  property,  and  in  case  any 
building  or  any  public  street  shall  become  danger¬ 
ous  to  passers-by  the  Council  shall  have  power  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  made  safe  at  the 
expense  of  the  property,  and  said  expense  shall 
be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  for  street  im¬ 
provements.

TO  LICENSE  AND  REGULATE  TRADES  AND 
OCCUPATIONS. 

To  license  and  regulate  all  such  callings, 
trades,  and  employments,  not  herein  specially  pro¬ 
vided  for,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Council,  the 
public  good  may  require  to  be  licensed  and  regulat¬ 
ed,  and  as  are  now  prohibited  by  law. 

POWER  TO  BE  EXERCISED  BY  ORDINANCE. 

Section  39.  The  power  and  authority  given  to  the  Coun¬ 
cil  by  Section  38  can  only  be  exercised  or  enforced  by  ordi¬ 
nance,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  a  majority  of  the  Coun- 
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oil  may  pass  any  ordinance  or  make  any  by-law  not  repugnant 
to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  necessary 
or  convenient  for  the  carrying  such  power  and  authority,  or 
any  part  thereof  into  effect,  and  as  may  be  necessary  to  se¬ 
cure  the  peace  and  good  order  of  the  city,  and  the  health  of  its 
inhabitants. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

The  Mayor — His  Powers  And  Duties 
MAYOR’S  ANNUAL  MESSAGE 

Section  40.  The  Mayor  is  the  executive  of  the  Municipal 
Corporation,  and  as  such  must  exercise  a  careful  supervision 
over  its  general  affairs  and  subordinate  officers,  and  see  that 
the  laws  relating  to  the  city,  and  the  ordinances  and  regulations 
of  the  Council  are  enforced  and,  in  order  to  enable  the  Mayor 
to  enforce  all  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city,  he  shall 
have  the  power  to  suspend  from  service  any  officer  or  employee 
of  the  Police  Force,  Fire  Department,  Street  Department  and 
Surveyor’s  Department  of  the  City,  who  shall  refuse  to  en¬ 
force  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city,  pending  an  inves¬ 
tigation  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and 
shall  forthwith  report  such  suspension  to  the  Common  Council, 
and  unless  such  officer  is  exonerated  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Council  within  thirty  days  after  the  Mayor  shall  have 
filed  notice  of  his  suspension  with  the  City  Auditor,  the  office 
of  such  negligent  official  shall  be  deemed  vacant.  It  is  his 
duty  annually  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  appointed 
by  this  Act,  to  communicate  by  message  to  the  Council,  a 
general  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Corporation  and  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  such 
measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient  and  proper,  and  to  make 
such  special  communication  to  the  Council  from  time  to 
time  as  he  may  think  proper  and  useful. 

APPROVE  BONDS 

Section  41.  The  Mayor  shall  take  and  approve  all  offi¬ 
cial  undertakings  which  the  ordinances  of  the  city  may  re¬ 
quire  any  officer  to  give  rs  a  security  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  his  duty,  or  any  undertaking  which  may  be  re¬ 
quired  of  any  contractor  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
contract,  and  when  he  approves  such  undertaking,  he  must  im¬ 
mediately  file  the  same  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

OTHER  DUTIES  TO  BE  PERrORMED 

Section  4  2.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties,  and  ex¬ 
ercise  such  other  authority  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  this 
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Act,  any  city  ordinance  or  any  law  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  State. 

PRESIDENT  MAY  APPROVE  ORDINANCE. 

Section  43.  No  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Coun¬ 
cil  shall  go  into  force  or  be  of  any  effect  until  approved  by 
the  Mayor,  except  as  provided  in  Sections  44,  45,  and  46;. 
PROVIDED,  that  in  the  absence  of  the  Mayor  from  the  city 
the  president  of  the  Council  shall  have  the  right  and  power  to- 
take  and  approve  such  ordinances  as  may  be  passed  during 
such  absence. 


APPROVAL  OF  ORDINANCE 

Section  44.  Upon  the  passage  of  any  ordinance,  the  en¬ 
rolled  copy  thereof  attested  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  and  if  the  Mayor  approve  the  same,  he  shall  write  up¬ 
on  it  “approved,”  with  the  date  thereof,  and  sign  it  with  his 
name  of  office,  and  thereupon,  unless  otherwise  provided 
therein,  such  ordinance  shall  become  law  and  of  force  and. 
effect. 


POWER  TO  VETO  ORDINANCE 

Section  45.  If  the  Mayor  does  not  approve  an  ordinance' 
so  submitted,  he  must,  within  ten  days  from  the  receipt  there¬ 
of,  return  the  same  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  with  his 
reasons  for  not  approving  it;  and  if  the  Mayor  do  not  so  re¬ 
turn  it  such  ordinance  shall  become  law  as  if  he  had  approved 
it. 


PASSAGE  OVER  VETO 

Section  46.  Upon  the  first  meeting  of  the  Council  after 
the  return  of  an  ordinance  from  the  Mayor,  not  approved, 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the 
Council  with  the  message  of  the  Mayor,  which  must  be  read, 
and  such  ordinance  shall  then  be  put  upon  its  passage  again, 
and  then,  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  constituting  the 
Council,  as  then  provided  oy  law,  vote  in  the  affirmative,  it 
shall  become  a  law  without  the  approval  of  the  Mayor,  and 
not  otherwise. 


PRESIDENT  OF  COUNCIL 

Section  47.  During  any  absence  of  the  Mayor  from  the 
city,  or  in  case  of  his  inability  to  act,  or  during  any  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  Mayor,  the  President  of  the  Council  shall  be  the 
acting  Mayor  and  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  such  office 
during  such  absence,  inability  or  vacancy,  excepting  as  other¬ 
wise  provided  in  this  Act. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 

Powers  and  Duties  of  Officers  of  Corporation 
TREASURER  IS  RECEIVER  OF  MONEYS. 

Section  48.  The  Treasurer  is  receiver  of  taxes  and  must 
receive  and  keep  all  moneys  that  shall  come  to  the  city,  by 
taxation  or  otherwise,  and  pay  out  the  same  upon  a  warrant 
from  the  Council,  attested  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

DUTIES  OF  TREASURER 

Section  49.  The  Treasurer  must  keep  an  account  with 
the  general  fund  and  a  separate  account  with  each  special 
fund  that  may  be  raised  for  any  specific  object,  and  when  a 
warrant  is  drawn  on  any  particular  fund  it  can  only  be  paid 
out  of  such  fund  and  in  the  order  of  its  presentation  for  pay¬ 
ment. 


TREASURER’S  QUARTER  I  A'  REPORT. 

Section  50.  The  Treasurer  must  make  a  report  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  quarters  ending  the  last 
day  of  March,  June,  September  and  December,  and  file  the 
same  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  within  five  days 
from  the  expiration  of  such  quarters,  respectively,  which  re¬ 
port  must  be  published  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance. 

DUTIES  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 

Section  51.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
■Streets  to  inspect  the  construction  or  improvement  of  all 
streets,  alleys  or  highways  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  the  con¬ 
struction  of  all  sewers  of  the  city  of  Astoria,  and,  together 
with  the  City  Surveyor  and  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
Ways,  to  certify  in  writing  of  the  completion  of  the  same,  as 
required  by  the  contract  for  the  improvement  thereof;  be¬ 
fore  acceptance  thereof;  and  to  superintend  the  work  per¬ 
formed  in  the  repair,  rolling  or  cleaning  of  the  streets;  and  he 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be,  at  anytime,  re¬ 
quired  of  him  by  ordinance,  and  as  are  required  of  him  by 
this  Act;  and  he  shall  be  allowed  not  to  exceed  three  deputies 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  him  subject  to  the  approval  of  a 
majority  of  the  Common  Council. 

DUTIES  OF  CITY  ATTORNEY. 

Section  52.  The  City  Attorney  must  attend  to  all  actions, 
■suits,  or  proceedings  in  which  the  city  is  legally  interested; 
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and  attend  to  the  prosecution  of  all  persons  charged  with  a 
violation  of  City  ordinance;  and  give  his  advice  and  opinion 
in  writing  concerning  any  matter  in  which  the  Council  is  in¬ 
terested,  when  required  by  the  Mayor  and  Council,  and  per¬ 
form  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance.  The 
City  Attorney  shall  also  be  the  legal  advisor  and  attorney  of 
the  Water  Commission  but  for  all  such  services  the  said  com¬ 
mission  shall  pay  such  reasonable  compensation  as  they  may 
prescribe. 

AUDITOR  IS  CLERK  AND  POLICE  JUDGE. 

Section  53.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  is  the  account¬ 
ing  and  clerical  officer  of  the  city,  and  judge  of  the  police 
court  of  the  Council  and  clerk  of  the  Council.  He  shall  ex¬ 
ercise  and  periorm  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Police 
Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

DUTIES  OK  THE  AUDITOR 

Section  5  4.  All  demands  and  accounts  against  the  city 
shall  be  presented  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  with  the 
necessary  evidence  in  support  thereof,  and  he  shall  audit 
the  same  and  report  them  to  the  Council  with  all  convenient 
speed,  together  with  any  suggestions  or  explanations  which  he 
may  deem  proper  and  pertinent;  PROVIDED,  that  no  demands 
or  accounts,  or  either  of  them,  of  fees  for  extra  services  per¬ 
formed  by  any  officers  under  this  act  shall  be  presented  to 

or  audited  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  All  such  de¬ 
mands  shall  be  the  subject  of  petition  to  the  Council  who 
shall  allow  only  for  such  extra  services  as  may  have  been  in¬ 
dispensably  necessary,  and  for  which  no  salary  is  allowed  by 
law.  All  such  petitions  shall  lie  over  from  the  meeting  at 

which  they  are  presented  until  the  next  regular  meeting. 

ACCOUNTS  TO  BE  PRESENTED  TO  COUNCIL  BY  AUDITOR 

Sec.  5  5.  When  a  demand  or  account  has  been  presented 
to  the  Council  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  they  must 
examine  the  same  and  if  they  deem  it  correct,  they  may  by 
vote  direct  whether  the  same  shall  be  paid,  or  any  part  there¬ 
of,  as  they  may  deem  just  and  legal. 

AUDITOR  IS  TO  DRAW  WARRANTS 

Section  56.  When  the  Council  orders  any  demand  or 
account  to  be  paid,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  must  draw 
a  wiarrant  upon  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  ordered  paid, 
which  warrant  must  be  drawn  on  the  special  fund  appropriat¬ 
ed  therefor  and  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  be  attested  by 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 
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AUDITOR  AND  POLICE  JUDGE  TO  KEEP  MINUTES 

Section  57.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge’s  name  of 
office  whether  acting  as  Auditor,  Police  Judge  or  Clerk  of  the 
Council,  is  “Auditor  ard  Police  Judge  of  the  city  of  Astoria.” 
It  is  his  duty,  under  direction  of  the  Council,  to>  keep  a  fair 
and  correct  journal  of  its  proceedings  and  to  file  and  keep  all 
papers  and  books  connected  with  the  business  of  the  Council. 
He  may  have  a  deputy,  fioi  be  appointed  by  him  in  writing,  and 
to  continue  during  his  pleasure.  Such  deputy  shall  have  the 
power  to  perform  any  act  or  duty  required  of  his  principal, 
and  his  principal  is  responsible  for  his  acts  and  conduct. 

AUDITOR  TO  ISSUE  LICENSES. 

Section  5  8.  He  must  issue  all  licenses  authorized  by 
City  ordinances,  upon  delivery  tio-  him  of  the  receipt  of  the 
Treasurer,  or  other  officer  authorized  to  collect  for  licenses, 
for  the  amount  of  money  required  for  such  license. 

AUDITOR  TO  KEEP  BOOKS  OI  ACCOUNT. 

Section  5  9.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  must  keep 
proper  books  of  account  showing  therein  all  sums  appropriat¬ 
ed,  the  date  thereof,  and  out  of  what  fund,  the  date  and 
amount  of  all  warrants  drawn  thereon,  and  to  whom  payable, 
and  all  such  other  matters  and  things  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance,  or  proper  or  necessary  to  a  correct  understand¬ 
ing  of  the  City  finances. 

OFEICIAL  BOOKS. 

Section  60.  The  official  books  and  papers  of  all  the 
offices  mentioned  in  this  chapter  are  city  property,  and  must 
be  kept  as  such  by  such  officers  during  their  continuance  in 
office,  and  then  delivered  to  their  successors. 

POLICE  COURT. 

Section  61.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  is  the  judicial 
officer  of  the  city  and  shall  hold  a  court  therein,  at  such  place 
as  the  Council  shall  provide,  which  shall  be  known  as  the 
Police  Court. 

OFFICE — WHEN  DEEMED  VACANT. 

Section  62.  The  office  of  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall 
be  deemed  vacant  whenever  he  shall  be  absent  from  the  city 
for  a  period  of  more  than  ten  days,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Mayor  first  had  and  obtained,  except  in  case  of  sickness.  In 
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the  absence  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  the  Mayor  may 
preside  over  the  Police  Court  in  all  matters  relating  to  a 
violation  of  any  city  ordinance. 

JURISDICTION  OF  AUDITOR  AND  POLICE  JUDGE. 

Section  63.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  has  jurisdic¬ 
tion  and  authority  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  in  both  civil  and 
criminal  matters  and  shall  have  the  same  power  and  jurisdic¬ 
tion  and  be  subject  to  all  general  laws  of  the  state  of  Oregon 
prescribing  the  duties  and  rights  of  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
and  mode  of  performing  them,  and  shall  receive  the  same 
compensation  and  in  like  manner  as  other  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  as  provided  for  in  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of 
Oregon  regulating  the  compensation  of  Justices  of  the 
Peace. 


APPEAL  FROM  POLICE  COURT. 

Section  64.  All  civil  and  criminal  proceedings  before 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  or  in  the  police  court,  including 
all  proceedings  for  the  violation  of  any  city  ordinance,  are 
governed  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  appli¬ 
cable  to  Justices  of  the  Peace  or  justice  courts  in  like  or 
similar  cases,  but  in  a  proceeding  for  a  violation  of  a  city 
ordinance  the  trial  shall  be  without  a  jury,  unless  the  de¬ 
fendant,  on  demanding  a  jury,  shall  pay  into  the  court  a  sum 
sufficient  to  pay  the  expense  of  such  jury.  PROVIDED,  that 
any  party  to  a  proceeding  in  the  police  court  may  appeal  to  the 
circuit  court  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  for  the  County  of  Clatsop, 
from  a  final  judgment  rendered  against  him  therein  for  a 
violation  of  a  city  ordinance  at  any  time  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  same  is  entered,  upon  his  giving  an  undertak¬ 
ing  in  not  less  than  double  the  amount  of  said  judgment  im¬ 
posed  thereby,  and  in  no  case  less  than  $100.00,  conditioned 
that  he  pay  to  the  City  of  Astoria  any  fine  and  all  costs  and 
disbursements  assessed  against  him  on  the  appeal,  or  in  case 
said  judgment  be  that  the  party  appealing  be  imprisoned, 
that  he  will  render  himself  in  execution  thereof  and  pay  all 
costs  and  disbursements  adjudged  against  him  on  said  ap¬ 
peal. 

AUDITOR  SHALL  MAKE  MONTHLY  STATEMENT. 

Section  6  5.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  make 
out  and  report  to  the  Council  a  monthly  statement  of  the 
business  transacted  before  him  while  acting  as  Police  Judge 
and  the  amount  of  money  received  and  collected  on  account 
thereof. 
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COMPENSATION  OF  AUDITOR. 

Section  6  6.  The  Council  shall,  by  ordinance,  regulate 
the  manner  of  compensating  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
for  his  services,  except  as  provided  for  in  Section  63;  PRO¬ 
VIDED,  that  in  the  event  of  the  Common  Council  providing 
a  salary  ior  such  officer,  costs,  fees,  and  expenses  taxed  against 
or  received  from  any  defendant  in  a  proceeding  before  the 
Police  Judge  for  a  violation  of  a  city  ordinance  shall,  when 
received  or  collected,  be  paid  by  said  Judge  to  the  City  Treas¬ 
urer,  who  shall  give  him  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of 
w'hich  receipts  shall  be  filed  with  the  Auditor;  and  PROVID¬ 
ED  FURTHER,  that  no  fees,  expenses,  or  disbursements 
whatever,  on  account  of  such  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.,  or 
any  police  officer,  on  account  of  any  service  performed  by 
either  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  taxed  or  collected  in  any  pro¬ 
ceeding  before  such  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  for  a  violation 
of  a  law  of  the  state  under  any  circumstance. 

DISPOSAL  OF  FINES. 

Section  67.  All  fines  imposed  by  said  judge,  and  pen¬ 
alties  recovered  by  him  for  a  violation  of  a  city  ordinance 
shall,  when  received  or  collected,  be  paid  by  said  judge  to 
the  City  Treasurer,  who  shall  give  duplicate  receipts  there¬ 
for.  All  fines  and  penalties  for  a  violation  of  a  state  law 
shall  be  disposed  of  by  said  Judge  as  provided  by  the  general 
laws  of  the  State. 

ACTIONS — HOW  TO  BE  TRIED. 

Section  68.  All  actions  and  proceedings  pending  in  the 
police  court  of  the  city  of  Astoria,  on  the  taking  effect  of 
this  Act,  shall  thereafter  be  proceeded  in,  in  criminal  mat¬ 
ters  or  cases,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  All 
actions  and  proceedings  in  civil  matters  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  acting  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  pending 
on  the  taking  effect  of  this  Act,  shall  thereafter  be  continued 
and  tried  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

AUTHORIZED  TO  ADMINISTER  OATHS. 

Section  69.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  is  authorized 
to  administer  any  oath  authorized,  or  required,  to  be  taken 
by  any  law  of  this  State  or  City  ordinance. 

DUTIES  OF  SURVEYOR. 

Section  70.  The  duties  of  the  Surveyor  shall  be  provided 
by  ordinance,  and  other  duties  not  inconsistent  with  this  Act 
may  be  required  of  any  officer  mentioned  in  this  Chapter  by 
ordinance. 
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BOOKS  TO  BE  INSPECTED. 

Section  71.  The  official  books  and  papers  of  any  officer 
mentioned  in  this  Chapter  may  be  inspected  at  any  time  by 
a  committee  of  the  Council,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  that 
purpose. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

Improvement  of  Streets. 

Council  has  Power  to  grade,  Pave,  etc.,  and  Improve  Streets 
Fee  in  City — All  Streets  running  North  and  South  ex¬ 
tend  to  Columbia  River — No  part  of  Expense  of  improv¬ 
ing  Streets  to  be  paid  from  General  Fund — Power  to  sell 
Ronds — Improvements  in  front  of  City  Property  to  be 
paid  from  General  Fund. 

Section  72.  The  Council  shall  have  the  power  and  auth¬ 
ority  to  grade,  pave,  plank,  gravel,  curb,  and  otherwise  im¬ 
prove  and  repair  the  highways,  streets,  avenues,  lanes,  and 
alleys  of  the  city,  and  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  ex¬ 
penses  thereof  may  divide  the  city  into  street  improvement 
districts.  The  term  paving  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the 
construction  of  crosswalks,  gutters  and  curb.  The  power  and 
authority  to  improve  a  street  includes  the  power  and  authority 
to  improve  the  sidewalks  and  pavements,  and  to  determine 
and  provide  for  everything  convenient  and  necessary  concern¬ 
ing  such  improvement.  The  fee  of  all  the  streets  now  within 
the  city  and  recorded  between  low  and  high  water  mark  of  the 
Columbia  river  is  granted  to  the  city,  and  all  the  streets  with¬ 
in  the  city  limits  and  at  right  angles  to  the  Columbia  river 
are  extended  to  the  ship’s  channel  for  the  use  of  the  public, 
and  the  fee  of  the  same  is  hereby  vested  in  the  city  of  Astoria 
and  all  streets  now  constructed  below  ordinary  high  tide,  and 
provided  for  in  this  Act,  shall  vest  in  the  city  in  fee,  and 
shall  forever  remain  open  as  thoroughfares  for  the  use  of  the 
public.  No  part  of  the  expense  of  improving  any  street,  lane, 
or  alley,  by  grading,,  paving,  planking,  or  graveling,  or  other¬ 
wise,  or  repairing  the  same,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  be  paid  from  the  general  fund,  but  the  whole  of  the 
expense  of  such  improvements,  including  the  street  crossings, 
shall  be  defrayed  by  special  assessment  upon  the  lots,  lands, 
and  premises,  inclusive  of  water  frontage  out  to  the  harbor 
line,  including  in  a  special  assessment  district,  to  be  constitut¬ 
ed  of  the  lands  fronting  upon  the  part  of  the  street  or  alley 
so  improved  or  proposed  so  to  be,  and  of  such  other  lands  as 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  may  be  benetitted  by  tne  improve¬ 
ment;  except  that  repairs  can  be  made  as  hereinafter  provid¬ 
ed  in  Section  76;  except,  also,  that  whenever  any  of  the  own¬ 
ers  of  the  land  assessed  for  such  improvement  shall  ask  for 
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the  privilege  of  paying  his  assessments  in  installments,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  the  Council  shall  have  the  authority  to 
pay  out  of  the  general  fund  for  said  improvement  a  sum  of 
money  equivalent  to  the  amount  left  owing  to  the  city  through 
the  acceptance  of  the  provision  for  such  payment  in  install¬ 
ments.  And  the  Council  shall  have  the  power  and  authority 
to  issue  and  sell,  from  time  to  time,  bonds  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  for  the  purposes  of  meeting  such  expenses  or  replenish¬ 
ing  the  said  general  fund,  ana  all  bonds,  the  proceeds  of  sales 
of  which  are  applied  in  meeting  such  expenses  or  replenishing 
said  general  fund,  shall  not  be  taken  into  computation  in  as¬ 
certaining  Liie  amount  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  mentioned 
in  Section  132  of  this  Act.  PROVIDED,  however,  that  the 
bonds  issued  and  warrants  drawn  upon  the  general  fund  for 
the  purpose  of  meeting  such  expense  shall  not  exceed  in  the 
aggregate,  at  any  one  time,  the  sum  of  $50,000,  and  any 
and  all  bonds  issued  and  warrants  drawn  in  excess  of  said 
amount  for  said  purpose  shall  be  void.  When  the  expenses 
for  any  improvement  or  repairs  shall  be  assessed  in  a  special 
assessment  district  and  there  shall  be  lands  belonging  to  the 
city  or  used  for  public  buildings  or  public  grounds,  and  exempt 
by  law  from  such  assessments,  fronting  on  such  improvement, 
or  within  said  district,  such  part  of  -the  expenses  of  such  im¬ 
provement  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council  or  board  of  assess¬ 
ors  making  the  special  assessment  would  be  justly  apportion- 
able  to  such  public  grounds  buildings  and  city  property,  shall 
be  paid  from  the  general  fund. 

COUNCIL  TO  CONTROL  SIDEWALKS-FTX  GRADE  THERE¬ 
OF —  POWER  TO  CAUSE  OWNER  TO 
REMOVE  OBSTRUCTION. 


Section  73.  The  city  shall  have  control  of  all  sidewalks 
in  the  public  streets  and  alleys  of  the  City,  and  may  prescribe 
the  grade  thereof.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  construct 
and  maintain  sidewalks  and  crosswalks  in  the  public  streets 
and  alleys  and  charge  the  expense  thereof  upon  the  lots  and 
premises  adjacent  to  and  abutting  upon  such  walks.  The 
Council  shall  also  have  authority  to  require  the  owners  and 
occupants  of  lots  and  premises  to  construct  and  maintain 
sidewalks  in  the  public  streets  adjacent  to.  and  abutting  upon 
such  lots  and  premises,  and  to  keep  them  in  repair  at  all 
times,  and  to  construct  and  lay  the  same  upon  such  lines  and 
grades  and  of  such  widths,  materials  and  manner  of  construc¬ 
tion  and  within  such  time  as  the  Council  shall  by  ordinance 
or  resolution  prescribe.  The  Goiuncil  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  cause  and  require  the  owners  and  accupants  of  any 
lot  or  premises  to  remove  all  earth,  snow  and  ice  from  the 
sidewalks  in  front  of  and  adjacent  to  such  lots  and  premises, 
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and  to  keep  the  same  free  from  obstructions, encroachments,  in¬ 
cumbrances,  filth,  and  other  nuisances.  If  the  owner  or  oc¬ 
cupant  of  any  lot  or  premises  shall  fail  to  construct  or  main¬ 
tain  any  particular  sidewalk,  as  mentioned  and  prescribed 
above,  or  shall  fail  to  keep  the  same  in  repair,  or  to  remove 
the  earth,  snow,  ice,  and  filth  therefrom,  or  to  remove  and 
keep  the  same  free  from  obstructions,  encroachments,  incum¬ 
brances,  or  other  nuisances,  or  shall  fail  to  perform  any  other 
duty  as  required  by  the  Council  in  respect  to  such  sidewalk, 
within  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Council  shall  re¬ 
quire,  the  Council  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  and  such 
sidewalk  to  be  constructed  or  repaired  at  the  expense  of  such 
owner  or  occupant;  and  the  amount  of  all  expenses  incurred 
by  the  Council  thereby,  together  with  a  sum  equivalent  to 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  such  expenses  as  a  penalty  for  the 
delinquency  of  the  property  owner,  shall  be  charged  against 
and  become  a  lien  upon  the  abutting  property,  which  shall  be 
equalized  and  collected  in  the  manner  provided  in  Section  7  6 
for  the  equalization  and  collection  of  amounts  due  for  certain 
street  repairs. 

Section  74.  When,  by  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the 
cost  and  expenses  of  any  street.,  local  or  public  improvement, 
may  be  defrayed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  special  assessment 
upon  lands  abutting  or  adjacent  to,  or  otherwise  benefitted 
by  the  improvement,  such  assessment  may  be  made  as  in 
this  Chapter  provided,  there  shall  be  a  board  of  assessors, 
consisting;  of  the  City  Surveyor  and  two  other  members,  who 
shall  be  freeholders  and  electors  in  the  City,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Council.  Their  compensation  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Council.  Special  assessments  authorized  by  this  Act  shall  be 
made  by  such  board.  If  a  member  of  the  board  shall  be  in¬ 
terested  in  any  special  assessment  directed  by  the  Council, 
they  shall  appoint  some  other  person  to  act  in  his  stead  in 
making  the  assessment,  who  for  the  purpose  of  that  assess¬ 
ment,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  board.  When  the  Council 
shall  determine  to  make  any  public  improvement  or  repairs, 
and  defray  the  cost  and  expenses  thereof  by  special  assess¬ 
ment,  they  shall  so  declare  by  a  resolution  or  Ordinance, 
stating  in  general  terms  the  improvement  and  shall  designate 
the  district  of  lands  and  premises  which  in  their  judgment 
shall  be  benefitted  thereby,  and  upon  which  the  special  assess¬ 
ment  shall  be  levied.  It  shall  be  sufficient  to  state  in  general 
terms  in  such  resolution  or  Ordinance,  in  describing  the  pro¬ 
posed  improvement  or  repairs,  whether  the  street  or  other 
highway  is  to  be  improved  or  repaired  by  grading  and  plank¬ 
ing  or  piling,  or  under  pinning  and  planking,  or  in  any  other 
generally  designated  manner,  and  the  width  of  the  improve¬ 
ment,  but  no  more  particular  statement  of  such  improvement 
shall  therein  be  required.  By  such  Resolution  or  Ordinance 
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the  Council  shall  also  direct  notice  of  their  intention  to  make 
such  improvement  or  repair  to  be  given  by  publication  in  a 
daily  newspaper  published  in  said  City.  Such  notice  shall 
contain  a  statement  of  the  improvement  to  be  made  in  such 
general  terms  as  can  be  used  in  such  Resolution  or  Ordin¬ 
ance,  and  a  statement  of  the  district  to  be  assessed  for  such 
improvement  or  repair,  and  such  notice  shall  be  published  in 
said  newspaper  for  at  least  eight  days.  If  a  remonstrance 
against  such  improvement  or  repair,  signed  by  the  residents  of 
the  City,  owning  more  than  one  half  of  the  property  in  the 
district  in  which  the  special  assessment  is  to  be  levied,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  by  the  time  of  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  Council  following  the  final  publi¬ 
cation  of  such  notice,  no  such  improvement  or  work  shall  be 
ordered,  except  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  all  members  of  the 
Council.  Before  ordering  any  public  improvements  or  repairs, 
any  part  of  the  expense  of  which  is  to  be  defrayed  by  such 
district  assessment,  the  Council  shall  also  by  Resolution  or 
Ordinance  cause  estimates  of  the  expense  thereof  and  specifi¬ 
cations  for  the  proposed  work  to  be  made  and  deposited  with 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  At  any  time  after  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  said  time  in  which  said  remonstrances  can  be  filed, 
and  within  ninety  days  thereof,  and  also  after  such  estimates 
and  specifications  are  deposited,  the  Council  may  by  Ordin¬ 
ance  order  the  improvement  or  repair  made,  and  prescribe 
the  time  and  manner  of  making  the  same. 

Where,  during  the  cause  of  an  improvement  of  a  street, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  it  should  develop  that 
the  improvement  cannot  be  made  according  to  the  original 
plans  and  specifications  hereinbefore  provided  for,  by  reason 
of  the  character  of  the  ground  where  the  improvement  is  to 
be  made,  or  for  any  other  reason,  and  the  City  Surveyor  shall 
so  report,  the  Common  Council  shall  have  the  authority  to 
provide  by  Resolution  for  new  plans  and  specifications  to  fin¬ 
ish  the  improvement;  such  new  plans  and  specifications  shall 
deviate  as  little  as  possible  from  the  original  plans  and  specifi¬ 
cations  so  that  the  improvement  may  be  made  as  nearly  as 
possible  like  the  improvement  contemplated  in  nr  provided 
for  in  the  original  plans  and  specifications.  Upon  the  filing  of 
such  new  plans  and  specifications,  the  Common  Council  shall 
give  notice  by  publication  in  a  daily  newspaper  published  in 
the  City  of  Astoria,  for  a  period  of  eight  days,  of  the  intention 
of  the  Common  Council  to  direct  such  improvement  to  be 
completed  under  the  new  plans  and  specifications,  such  notice 
shall  contain  the  report  of  the  City  Surveyor  and  designate 
wherein  the  new  plans  and  specifications  differ  from  the  origin 
al  plans  and  specifications,  and  the  reason  why  the  said  im¬ 
provement  cannot  be  made  or  completed  thereunder,  and  said 
Common  Council,  in  said  Resolution  and  in  said  notice,  shall 
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designate  a  time  and  place  where  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways  ioif  the  Common  Council,  shall  consider  writ¬ 
ten  or  verbal  objections  to  the  completion  of  said  improve¬ 
ment,  under  the  new  plans  and  specifications,  and  at  the  time 
and  place  mentioned  in  said  notice,  the  Committee  on  streets 
and  public  ways  shall  proceed  to  hear  all  objections  written 
and  verbal  and  thereafter  make  a  report  to  the  Common 
Council,  together  with  their  recommendation,  and  thereupon 
and  thereafter,  if  the  Common  Council  deems  it  advisable  to 
complete  the  improvement  according  to  the  new  plans  and 
specifications,  proceedings  shall  be  taken  as  provided  by  Char¬ 
ter,  for  the  completion  of  said  improvement,  the  same  as 
though  the  street  were  to  be  completed  under  the  original 
plans  and  specifications,  providing  however,  that  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  give  any  further  or  other  notice  of  the  inten¬ 
tion  to  make  such  improvement  or  to  complete  the  same. 

In  the  event  of  a  street  being  completed  according  to  new 
plans  and  specifications,  the  contractor  under  the  original 
plans  and  specifications  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  pay  for  the 
actual  amount  of  the  work  performed  by  him  under  such 
original  plans  and  specifications,  the  value  thereof  to  be  de¬ 
termined  by  the  City  Surveyor  and  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways,  and  if  there  be  a  disagreement  as  to  the 
value  of  the  actual  amount  of  work  performed  by  such  con¬ 
tractor,  under  the  original  plans  and  specifications,  the  con¬ 
tractor  shall  have  a  right  to  appeal  to  the  Common  Council 
from  the  report  of  the  City  Surveyor  and  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways,  and  the  judgment  of  the  Common 
Council  in  said  matter,  shall  be  final.  The  appeal  provided 
for  in  this  Section  shall  consist  of  a  written  statement  by  the 
contractor  to  the  Common  Council,  declaring  an  appeal  from 
the  decision  of  the  City  Surveyor  and  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways.  The  assessment  in  cases  where  a 
street  is  completed  under  new  plans  and  specifications  shall 
consist  of  the  amount  paid  or  to  be  paid  the  contractor  under 
the  original  plans  and  specifications,  as  well  as  the  amount 
of  the  contract  under  the  new  plans  and  specifications,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  costs  and  expenses  of  making  such  improve¬ 
ment  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Charter.  The  costs 
and  expenses  thereof  to  include  all  costs  and  expenses  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  improvement  of  the  street,  including  news¬ 
paper  advertising,  Surveyor’s  costs  and  expenses,  costs  of  mak¬ 
ing  the  assessment  and  any  other  costs  and  expenses  in  con¬ 
nection  therewith,  both  under  the  original  plan  and  specifica¬ 
tions,  as  well  as  the  new  plans  and  specifications. 

This  Section  shall  be  effective  in  the  case  of  all  street 
improvement  work  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  where  the  same  has 
heretofore  been  begun  and  not  fully  completed,  and  the  pro- 
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visions  hereof  shall  fully  extend  to  the  improvement  of  Irv¬ 
ing  avenue  in  said  City  iof  Astoria  from  the  West  line  of 
Eighteenth  street  to  th©  East  line  of  the  City  of  Astoria  as 
laid  out  and  recorded  by  John  M.  Shively. 

MANNER  OF  ASSESSMENT. 

Section  75.  Whenever  any  special  assessment  is  to  be 
made  pro  rata  upon  the  lots  and  premises  in  any  special 
assessment  district  according  to  the  benefits,  the  Council  shall, 
by  resolution  or  ordinance  either  at  the  time  of  ordering  the 
improvement  or  repair,  or  before  or  after  the  time,  direct  the 
same  to  be  made  by  the  hoard  of  Assessors,  and  shall  state 
therein  the  amount  to  be  assessed,  and  describe  or  designate 
the  lots  and  premises  or  locality  constituting  the  district  to  be 
assessed.  Upon  receiving  such  order  or  directions,  the 
Board  of  Assessors  shall  make  out  an  assessment  roll,  order¬ 
ing  and  describing  therein  all  lots,  premises  and  parcels  of  land 
to  be  assessed  and  the  value  thereof,  with  the  names  of  the 
parties,  if  known,  and  shall  levy  thereon  and  against  such 
persons  the  amount  to  be  assessed  in  the  manner  to  be  directed 
by  the  Council  and  provisions  of  this  Act  applicable  to  assess¬ 
ments.  They  shall  assess  upon  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
such  relative  portion  of  the  whole  sum  to  be  levied  as  shall 
be  proportionate  to  the  estimated  benefit  resulting  to  such 
part  or  parcel  of  land  from  the  improvement;  and  when  such 
assessment  is  completed,  they  shall  report  the  same  to  the 
Council.  The  costs  and  expenses  of  any  improvement  which 
may  be  defrayed  by  special  assessment,  shall  include  the  costs 
of  survey,  plans,  inspection,  assessments,  advertisements  and 
costs  of  construction. 

COUNCIL  MAY  REPAIR  STREETS. 

Section  7  6.  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Council 
or  its  committee  on  streets  and  public  ways  it  is  necessary  or 
advisable  to  repair  a  street  in  front  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of 
land  and  the  cost  of  the  repairs  shall  not  exceed  $25,  or  a  sum 
so  apportionate  to  $25  as  fifty  feet  of  frontage  is  to  the  en¬ 
tire  frontage  of  a  lot  or  parcel  of  land  upon  the  street,  if  the 
lot  or  parcel  of  land  have  more  or  less  than  fifty  feet  of  front¬ 
age  on  the  street  to  be  improved,  the  repair  may  also  be 
made  as  follows:  If  the  owner  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  be 
a  resident  of  the  city,  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  may 
serve  upon  him  personally  a  notice  in  writing,  stating  the 
repairs  to  be  made  and  requiring  him  to  make  the  same 
within  twenty-four  hours  from  the  time  such  service  of  notice 
is  made.  If  the  owner  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  be  not  a 
resident  of  the  city  or  be  absent  therefrom,  such  a  notice  re¬ 
quiring  the  improvement  to  be  made  within  seventy-two 
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hours  may  be  served  upon  him  by  posting  the  same  upon  the 
lot  or  parcel  of  land.  If  the  repair  be  not  then  made  within 
the  time  specified  within  the  notice,  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  may  at  any  time  within  sixty  days  thereafter  cause 
the  same  to  be  made,  and  the  cost  of  the  repair,  together 
with  the  further  sum  equivalent  to  10  per  cent  of  the  cost  of 
the  repair,  as  a  penalty  for  the  delinquency  of  the  property 
owner,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  from 
the  time  the  repair  is  so  made.  PROVIDED,  that  within  thirty 
days  from  the  time  of  the  completion  of  the  repair  the  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  Streets  shall  file  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  an  itemized  statement  showing  the  cost  of 
the  repair,  the  amount  due  for  the  same,  inclusive  of  the 
penalty,  and  that  service  of  such  notice  has  been  made  as 
herein  provided.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  keep 
a  lien  docket  in  which  the  amount  of  such  liens  returned  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  be  entered  by  him,  and 
such  docket  shall  also  contain  a  column  or  space  in  which 
shall  be  entered  the  amount  of  such  liens  after  the  same  are 
equalized  or  corrected,  as  well  as  descriptions  of  the  proper¬ 
ty  upon  which  the  liens  may  exist,  the  names  of  the  owners 
thereof,  and  the  dates  of  the  completion  of  the  work,  and 
the  dates  upon  which  the  statements  are  filed.  At  any  time 
after  the  amounts  of  any  liens  are  returned  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Streets  have  been  entered  in  such  a  lien  docket, 
the  Council  may,  by  resolution,  cause  a  notice  to  be  publish¬ 
ed,  for  at  least  ten  days,  in  some  newspaper  of  the  City,  of 
its  intention  to  examine  and  correct  or  confirm  or  equalize 
the  charges  entered  in  such  lien  docket  as  returned  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  at  a  designated  regular  meeting  of 
the  Council  and  that  any  objections  to  the  same  can  be  made, 
and  will  be  considered  at  such  meeting.  Such  lien  charges 
shall  be  examined,  equalized,  corrected  or  confirmed  by  the 
Council  at  such  meeting;  and  at  said  time,  or  any  time  there¬ 
after,  the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct  the  amount,  as 
equalized,  corrected  or  confirmed,  to  be  entered  in  the  ap¬ 
propriate  column  or  space  thereof.  At  any  time  thereafter  a 
warrant  for  the  sale  of  the  property  can  be  issued  as  in  case 
of  any  other  assessment.  PROVIDED  FURTHER,  that  when 
the  cost  of  making  repairs  to  any  street  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  $125  for  three  hundred  lineal  feet  of  the  street  re¬ 
paired  and  a  proportionate  amount  of  any  nfty  lineal  feet 
thereof,  the  Common  Council  may  order  the  same  repaired, 
and  pay  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof  out  of  the  street  re¬ 
pair  fund;  and  in  case  of  an  emergency,  any  repair  to  a  street 
may  be  made  and  paid  out  of  said  repair  fund,  at  a  cost  not 
exceeding  $300,  when  authorized  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  of  the  Council;  and  no  repairs  shall  be  paid 
for  out  of  any  fund  other  than  said  street  repair  fund.  All 
material  placed  upon  the  streets  in  the  repair  and  improve-

ment  thereof  shall  remain  the  property  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria. 


SPECIAL  ASSESSMENTS. 

Section  77.  When  any  special  assessment  shall  be  re¬ 
ported  by  the  board  of  assessors  to  the  Council,  as  in  this 
Chapter  directed,  the  same  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and  numbered;  before  adopting 
the  assessment  the  Council  shall  cause  notice  to  be  published 
for  at  least  ten  days,  in  some  newspaper  of  the  City,  of  the 
filing  of  the  same,  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and 
appointing  a  time  when  a  committee  of  the  Council  appointed 
by  it,  for  that  purpose,  and  the  board  of  assessors  will  meet 
to  review  the  assessment.  This  committee  and  the  board  of 
assessors  shall  sit  as  a  board  of  equalization  and  shall  have 
power  to  raise  or  lower  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  assess¬ 
ment;  PROVIDED,  that  in  case  any  assessment  is  raised,  the 
parties  affected  thereby  shall  be  notified  in  writing  three  days 
before  such  change  shall  be  made.  Any  person  objecting  to 
the  assessment  must  file  his  objections  thereto  in  writing,  with 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  The  said  committee  and  board 
of  assessors  shall  report  the  result  to  the  Council,  who  shall 
have  the  power  and  authority  to  review  and  correct  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  the  said  board  of  equalization,  and  confirm  the  same 
as  corrected;  or  they  may  refer  the  same  back  to  the  board 
of  assessors  for  revision,  or  annul  it  and  direct  a  new  assess¬ 
ment — in  which  case  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in 
respect  to  the  previous  assessment.  When  a  special  assess¬ 
ment  shall  be  confirmed,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall 
endorse  a  certificate  thereof  upon  the  roll,  showing  the  date 
of  confirmation.  When  any  special  assessment  shall  be  con¬ 
firmed  by  the  Council,  it  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  All 
special  assessments  from  the  date  of  confirmation  thereof, 
constitute  a  lien  upon  the  respective  lots  or  parcels  of  land 
assessed,  and  shall  also  be  a  charge  against  the  person  to 
whom  assessed,  until  paid.  Upon  the  confirmation  of  such 
assessment  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  to  enter  a  statement  thereof  in  the  Docket  of  City 
Liens,  as  provided  in  the  next  section. 

DOCKET  OF  CITY  LIENS. 

Section  78.  The  Docket  of  City  Liens  is  a  book  in  which 
must  be  entered  in  pursuance  of  Section  77,  the  following 
matters  in  relation  to  assessments  for  the  improvement  of 
streets: 

1.  The  name  of  the  owner  thereof,  or  that  the  owner 
is  unknown. 
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2.  The  number  or  letter  of  the  lot  assessed  and  the 
number  or  letter  of  the  block  and  the  town  or  addition  in 
which  it  is  situated,  or,  if  a  tract  of  land,  a  description  of 
the  tract  of  land. 

3.  The  sum  assessed  upon  such  lot  or  tract  of  land 
and  the  date  of  entry. 

4.  The  time  and  manner  in  which  the  assessment  is. 
to  be  paid. 


PAYMENT  IN  INSTALLMENTS. 

Section  79.  Whenever  the  assessment  against  a  lot  of 
twenty-five  by  one  hundred  feet,  or  an  equivalent  quantity 
of  land,  shall  amount  to  the  sum  of  $50  or  more,  the  Coun¬ 
cil  shall  order  that  the  assessment  for  such  improvement 
shall  be  paid  in  five  equal  installments,  one  to  be  paid  at 
the  time  for  the  payment  of  the  special  assessment  and  one 
shall  be  paid  every  year  thereafter,  at  such  time  as  the 
Council  shall  order,  together  with  interest  on  the  portion 
still  remaining  unpaid  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per  annum 
until  the  whole  amount  is  paid;  PROVIDED,  however,  that 
all  persons  entitled  to-  the  benefit  of  this  provision  shall,  on 
or  before  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment,  file  with  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  his  written  application  that  he  be 
allowed  to  pay  the  cost  of  such  improvement  in  installments, 
and  in  such  written  application  shall  also  state  that  he  does 
thereby  waive  all  and  any  irregularities  in  such  proceed¬ 
ings  to  improve  such  street  and  giving  therein  also 
a  description  of  his  property  affected  thereby  by 
lots,  blocks,  or  other  convenient  description;  and  thereafter 
and  thereupon  such  property  owner  and  such  property  there¬ 
by  affected  shall  pay  the  cost  of  such  improvement  in  install¬ 
ments  as  above  provided.  PROVIDED  FURTHER,  however, 
that  such  property  owner  and  such  property  shall  have  the 
privilege  at  any  time  of  paying  the  whole  of  such  assess¬ 
ment  and  all  interest  accured  and  thereupon  have  such  prop¬ 
erty  released  from  the  lien  of  said  assessment.  PROVIDED, 
FURTHER,  that  whenever  the  assessment  of  any  one  per¬ 
son  or  persons  owning  property  jointly,  company,  or  corpora¬ 
tion,  for  such  street  improvement,  shall  exceed  the  sum  of 
$200  then  such  person  or  persons,  company,  or  corporation 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  this  section  as  to  payment  in  in¬ 
stallments  upon  like  terms.  All  special  assessments,  except 
such  installments  thereof  as  the  Council  shall  make  payable 
at  a  future  time,  as  provided  herein,  shall  be  due  and  pay¬ 
able  on  confirmation,  -or  such  time  thereafter  as  the  Council 
may  prescribe.  If  any  special  assessment  shall  be  divided 
into  installments,  a  special  assessment  roll  shall  be  made 
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for  each  installment  as  the  same  shall  become  due,  with  the 
accrued  interest  on  all  unpaid  installments  included  assessed, 
therein.  Such  special  roll  may  be  made  and  confirmed  with¬ 
out  notice  to  the  person  assessed.  In  c_,se  any  installment 
of  assessment  against  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  shall  not  be 
paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  the  same  become! 
due,  the  Council  shall  have  the  privilege  and  opt.'Ou  of  de¬ 
claring  by  resolution  or  ordinance  that  all  of  the  remaining 
unpaid  installments  which  stand  against  the  same  property 
shall  at  once  become  due  and  payable;  ar.d,  when  so  declar¬ 
ed,  all  such  installments  may  be  collected  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  the  first  installment 
then  overdue,  or  said  remaining  unpaid  installments  may  be 
collected  at  one  time  by  a  suit  in  the  circuit  court  of  the 
State  of  Oregon  for  Clatsop  County,  in  which  suit  the  persons 
owning  the  property  upon  which  the  unpaid  installments  foi 
any  one  street  assessment  remain  due  may  be  joined  as  parties 
defendant.  The  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be  deemed  to 
exclude  the  operation  of  the  general  law  now  in  force  as  ts 
the  payment  of  street  and  sewer  assessments  in  installments 


COUNCIL.  MAY  MAKE  ADDITIONAL.  ASSESSMENTS. 

Section  80.  Should  any  lot  or  lands  be  divided  after  a 
special  assessment  thereon  has  been  confirmed  and  divided 
into  installments,  and  before  the  collection  of  all  the  in¬ 
stallments,  the  Council  may  require  the  board  of  assessora 
to  apportion  the  uncollected  amount  upon  the  several  lota 
and  parcels  of  land  so  divided.  The  report  of  such  apportion* 
ment,  when  confirmed,  shall  be  conclusive  upon  ail  the  parties 
and  all  the  assessments  thereafter  made  upon  such  lots  or 
lands  shall  be  according  to  such  division.  Should  any  special 
assessment  prove  insufficient  to  pay  for  the  improvement  or 
work  for  which  it  was  levied,  and  all  of  the  expenses  in¬ 
cident  thereto,  the  Council  may,  with  the  limitation  prescribed 
for  such  assessments,  make  an  additional  pro  rata  assessment 
to  supply  the  deficiency;  and  in  case  a  larger  amount  shall 
have  been  collected  than  was  necessary,  the  excess  shall  be 
refunded  ratably  to  those  by  whom  it  was  paid.  Whenever 
any  special  assessmen  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  be 
invalid  bv  reason  of  any  irregularity  or  informality  in  the 
proceeding,  or  if  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall 
adjudge  such  assessment  to  be  illegal,  or  the  Council  shall 
have  failed  to  assess  the  cost  of  any  street  improvement  upon 
the  lands  properly  chargeable  therewith,  the  Council  shall, 
whether  the  improvement  has  been  made  or  not,  have  the 
power  to  cause  a  new  assessment  to  be  made  for  the  same 
purpose  for  which  the  former  assessment  was  made.  All  the 
proceedings  of  such  reassessment,  and  for  the  collection  there- 
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of,  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  in 
the  original  assessment,  and  whenever  any  sum,  or  any  part 
thereof,  levied  upon  any  premises  in  the  assessment  so  set 
aside  has  been  paid  and  not  refunded,  the  payment  so  made 
shall  he  applied  upon  the  reassessment  upon  such  premises, 
and  the  reassessment  shall  to  that  extent,  be  satisfied.  Nc 
judgment,  or  decree,  nor  any  act  of  the  Council  vacating  a 
special  assessment,  shall  destroy  or  impair  the  lien  of  the 
City  upon  the  premises  assessed  for  such  amount  of  the  as¬ 
sessment  as  may  be  equitably  charged  against  the  same  or 
as  by  a  regular  assessment  mode  of  proceedings  might  have 
been  lawfully  assessed  thereon;  and,  PROVIDED,  FURTH¬ 
ER,  that  in  case  of  any  irregularity  of  any  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  for  the  improvement  or  repair  of  any  street,  and  the  levy 
of  the  assessment  to  defray  costs  and  expenses  thereof,  wheth 
er  such  irregularities  be  jurisdictional  or  otherwise,  the  City 
of  Astoria  shall  have  power  to  bring  suit  in  the  circuit  court 
of  the  State  of  Oregon  for  Clatsop  County  against  the  owner 
or  owners  of  lot  or  lots,  block  or  blocks,  parcel  or  parcels  of 
land  upon  which  the  cost  of  such  improvements  or  repairs 
might  or  could  have  been  charged  or  imposed,  and  which 
were  benefited  thereby,  which  said  lands,  lots,  and  premises 
shall  include  all  lots,  lanas,  and  premises  to  the  middle  of 
each  block  abutting  upon  the  portion  of  the  street,  so  im¬ 
proved  or  repaired  and  on  each  side  of  said  portion  of  said 
street,  unless  a  different  district  shall  be  legally  descrioed  in 
the  resolution  or  ordinance  declaring  the  intention  of  the 
Council  to  make  the  improvement,  and  recover  the  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  costs  of  such  improvement  or  repairs  from  each 
of  said  lots,  lands,  and  premises  benentteu  by  such  repairs 
or  improvements,  according  to  the  benefits  resulting  to  each 
lot  or  parcel  of  land  from  the  improvement.  In  any  such 
suit  -soi  instituted  all  persons  whose  property  is,  or  would 
he,  so  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  such  proportion  of  the 
assessment  aforesaid,  shall  be  joined  as  parties  aefendant  in 
one  action,  and  the  judgment  rendered  therein  shall  be  a  sev¬ 
eral  judgment  in  rem  against  each  of  said  lots  or  parcels  of 
land  owned  by  each  of  the  several  defendants  fo”  its  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  and  costs  and  disburse¬ 
ments,  and  the  lien  therefor  shall  be  decreed  upon  the  prem¬ 
ises.  The  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon  governing  suits 
in  equity,  service  of  summons,  and  other  process,  shall  apply 
to  any  such  suit. 

DOCKET  OF  CITY  LIi.NS. 

Secton  81.  The  Docket  of  City  Liens  is  a  public  writ¬ 
ing,  and  the  original  or  certified  copies  of  any  matter  auth¬ 
orized  to  be  entered  therein  are  entitled  to  the  force  and 
effect  thereof,  and  from  the  date  of  the  entry  therein  of  an 
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assessment  upon  a  lot  or  part  thereof  the  sum  so  entered 
is  to  be  deemed  a  tax  levied  and  a  lien  thereon,  which  said 
lien  shall  have  priority  over  all  other  liens  or  incumbrances 
thereon  whatsoever. 

COUNTY  CTjERK  TO  FURNISH  CERTIFICATE  OF 
OWNERSHIP 

Section  8  2.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  who  is  the 
owner  of  any  lot,  or  part  thereof  .assessed  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  a  street,  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  take  the 
certificate  of  the  County  Recorder  of  the  County  of  Clatsop, 
stating  who  is  the  owner  thereof  at  the  date  of  the  ordinance 
mak'ng  the  assessment,  as  may  appear  from  the  records  oi 
deeds  for  said  county,  which  certificate  such  County  Recorder 
is  authorized  and  required  to  give  when  demanded  to  give  by 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

NOTICE  FOR  CORRECTION  OF  ASSESSMENT. 

Section  8  3.  A  sum  of  money  assessed  for  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  a  street  cannot  be  collected  until,  by  order  of  the 
Council,  ten  days’  notice  thereof  is  given  by  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  by  publication  in  a  daily  newspaper  published 
in  the  City  of  Astoria.  Such  notice  must  contain  the  number 
of  the  assessment  roll,  a  brief  description  oif  the  street  or 
part  of  street  improved  or  repaired,  and  the  names  of  the 
persons  against  whom  the  assessments  are  made,  and  the 
amount  owing  by  each,  and  no  other  statement  shall  be  re¬ 
quired. 


WARRANT  FOR  COLLECTION. 

Section  8  4.  If  within  five  days  from  the  expiration  of 
said  ten  days,  as  required  by  Section.  83,  the  sum  assessed 
upon  any  lot,  or  part  thereof,  is  not  wholly  paid  to  the  City 
Treasurer  and  a  duplicate  receipt  filed  with  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  the  Council  may  thereafter  order  a  warrant 
issued  for  the  collection  of  the  same,  to  be  issued  by  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  directed  to  the  Chief  of  Police, 
or  other  person  authorized  to  collect  delinquent  taxes  due  the 
City. 


LEVY 

Section  8  5.  Such  warrant  must  require  the  person  to 
whom  it  is  directed  to  forthwith  levy  upon  the  lots,  or  por¬ 
tion  of  lot,  upon  which  the  assessment  is  unpaid,  and  sell  the 
same  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  and  return  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  such  sale  to  the  Treasurer,  and  the  warrant  to  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  with  his  doings  endorsed  thereon, 
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together  with  the  receipt  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  proceeds 
of  such  sale  as  paid  to  him. 

RETURN  OF  WARRANT. 

Section  86.  Such  warrant  shall  have  the  force  and  ef¬ 
fort  of  an  execution  against  real  property,  and  shall  be  exe¬ 
cuted  in  like  manner,  except  as  in  this  Chapter  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided.  Such  warrant  must  require  the  Chief  of  Police  to  pro¬ 
ceed  to  collect  the  unpaid  assessment  named  therein,  by  ad¬ 
vertising  and  selling  to  the  highest  bidder  the  lot,  part  there¬ 
of,  or  tract  of  land  described  in  the  warrant,  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  for  the  sale  and  collection  of  delinquent 
state  and  county  taxes,  and  return  the  proceeds  of  such  sales 
to  the  City  Treasurer  and  the  warrant  to  the  Auditor  with 
his  doings  endorsed  thereon,  together  with  the  receipt  of  the 
Treasurer  for  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  as  paid  to  him.  PRO¬ 
VIDED,  that  all  the  unpaid  assessments  for  any  one  im¬ 
provement  or  repair  of  a  street,  or  for  the  construction  or 
repair  of  a  sewer,  may  be  included  in  one  advertisement  and 
notice  of  sale,  but  each  piece  or  parcel  of  land  shall  be  sold 
separately  and  for  a  sum  not  less  than  the  unpaid  assessment 
thereon,  and  the  interest  and  costs  of  advertising  the  sale; 
and,  PROVIDED  FURTHER,  that  in  the  execution  of  said 
warrant  no  levy  upon  the  lot,  or  lots,  or  parcels  of  land  de¬ 
scribed  therein  shall  be  required.  The  notice  of  sale  shall  be 
published  once  a  week  for  four  successive  weeks  prior  to  the 
date  of  sale.  The  warrant  shall  be  returned  within  ninety 
days  after  the  receipt  of  the  same  by  the  Chief  of  Police.  At 
every  sale  of  real  estate  under  any  such  warrant  for  the 
collection  of  delinquent  assessments,  as  provided  in  this 
Chapter,  or  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes,  as  provided 
in  Chapter  X  of  this  Act,  tne  Chief  of  Police,  or  some  other 
officer  duly  authorized  by  the  Common  Council,  shall  bid  for 
and  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Astoria  for  each  tract,  lot,  or 
parcel  of  land  offered,  the  amount  of  the  assessment  against 
the  same,  or  the  tax  for  which  it  is  offered,  including  the 
amount  of  any  costs  and  charges  accrued;  and  if  no  greater 
sum  be  bid,  such  tract,  lot,  or  parcel  of  land  shall  be  struck 
off  to  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  shall  be  held  by  it,  and  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  redemption  in  like  manner  as  if  it  had  been  sold  to  a 
private  person. 


DEED  TO  PURCHASER. 

Section  8  7.  The  person  executing  such  warrant  shall 
immediately  make  a  deed  for  the  property  sold  thereon  to  the 
purchaser,  stating  therein  that  the  same  is  made  subject  to 
redemption  as  provided  in  this  Chapter.  Within  three  years 
from  the  date  of  such  sale  the  owner  or  his  successor  in  in- 
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terest  or  any  person  having  a  lien  by  judgment,  decree,  or 
mortgage  on  the  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  separately 
sold,  may  redeem  the  same  upon  the  terms  and  conditions 
provided  in  the  next  Section. 

REDEMPTION — HOW  MADE 

Section  88.  Redemption  is  made  by  the  payment  of  the 
purchase  money  and  twenty-five  per  cent  additional,  togeth¬ 
er  with  interest  on  the  purchase  money  from  the  date  of 
sale  toi  the  time  of  payment,  at  legal  rate,  and  the  amount 
of  any  tax  which  the  purchaser  may  have  paid  on  the 
property. 


EFFECT  OF  REDEMPTION. 

Section  89.  A  redemption  discharges  the  property  from 
the  effects  of  the  sale  for  the  assessment.  If  made  by  the 
owner  or  his  successor  in  interest,  the  estate  in  the  proper¬ 
ty  is  thereby  restored  to  the  owner  or  his  successor  in  inter¬ 
est,  as  the  case  may  be,  but  if  made  by  a  lien  creditor  the 
amount  paid  for  redemption  is  thereafter  to  be  deemed  a 
part  of  the  judgment,  decree,  or  mortgage,  as  the  case  may 
be,  and  shall  bear  like  interest,  and  may  be  enforced  and 
collected  as  a  part  thereof. 

MAY  ENFORCE  REDEMPTION. 

Section  9  0.  Whenever  a  purchaser,  or  those  claiming 
under  him,  refuse  to  convey  to  a  person  entitled  to  redeem, 
such  person  may  enforce  a  conveyance  therefor  by  a  suit  in 
equity  as  for  a  specific  contract  to  convey  real  property  and 
such  suit  may  be  maintained  against  absent  persons  without 
proof  of  tender  of  money  and  offer  to  redeem,  if  the  plaintiff 
bring  the  money  into  court  and  offers  to  redeem.  Every  ac¬ 
tion,  suit,  or  proceeding  which  may  be  commenced  for  the  re¬ 
covery  of  land  which  shall  have  been  sold  by  the  Chief  of 
Police  of  Astoria  for  any  assessment  or  tax  .except  in  cases 
where  the  assessment  or  tax  for  which  the  land  was  sold  has 
been  paid  before  the  sale  of  the  land  redeemed  as  provided  by 
law,  shall  be  commenced  within  four  years  from  the  time  of 
the  recording  of  the  deed  executed  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  and 
not  thereafter. 

Section  91.  The  Council  shall  have  authority  to  deter¬ 
mine  and  establish  the  grade  of  all  streets,  avenues,  alleys  and 
public  grounds  within  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  to  require  im¬ 
provements  and  buildings  adjacent  to,  or  abutting  upon  such 
streets,  alleys  or  grounds  to  be  made  and  constructed  in  con¬ 
formity  with  such  grades,  and  the  Council  may  change  or 
.alter  the  grade  of  any  street,  alley  or  public  ground,  or  any 
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part  thereof,  whenever,  in  their  opinion  the  public  conveni¬ 
ence  will  be  promoted  thereby.  Whenever  a  grade  shall  be 
established  or  altered  ,a  record  and  diagram  thereof  shall 
be  made  in  the  book  of  Street  Records  in  the  office  of  the 
City  Surveyor;  PROVIDED  that  in  the  case  of  a  street  or 
portion  thereof,  which  has  been  once  fully  improved  as  re¬ 
quired  by  ordinance,  no  grade  shall  be  changed  on  such  im¬ 
proved  street,  or  portion  thereof,  except  upon  a  written  peti¬ 
tion  of  the  owners  of  at  least  three-fourths  ( % )  of  the 
property  abutting  upon  such  street,  or  that  part  thereof,  upon 
which  said  change  of  grade  is  proposed  to  be  made. 

If  any  damage  shall  result  to  any  owner  by  change  of 
the  established  grade  of  any  street,  alley,  sidewalk,  wharf  or 
landing,  the  Council  may,  in  their  discretion,  levy  and  collect 
the  amount  thereof  by  special  assessment  upon  the  lots,  lands 
and  premises  benefited  thereby,  and  therewith  pay  the  same, 
but  the  city  of  Astoria  shall  incur  no  liability  by  reason  of 
anything  in  this  section  contained. 

Before  the  grade  of  any  street,  avenue  or  alley  shall  be 
established  or  altered,  ten  day’s  notice  thereof  must  be  given 
by  a  publication  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  and  such  notice  must  be  given  by  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  by  order  of  the  Common  Council  and  must 
specify,  with  convenient  .certainty  the  street,  avenue  or  alley 
or  part  thereof,  for  which  the  grade  is  proposed  to  be  es¬ 
tablished  or  altered. 

Within  ten  days  from  the  final  publication  of  such  notice, 
the  'owners  of  one-half  of  the  property  abutting  upon  such 
street,  avenue  or  alley,  or  part  thereof  as  the  case  may  be, 
may  make  and  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  a 
written  remonstrance  against  the  proposed  grade  or  altera¬ 
tion,  and  thereupon,  the  same  shall  not  be  made  or  any  furth¬ 
er  proceedings  taken  therein. 

If  no  such  remonstrance  be  made  and  filed,  the  Council 
at  its  earliest  convenience  thereafter  and  within  six  months 
from  the  final  publication  of  the  notice  hereinbefore  specified, 
may  by  ordinance,  establish  the  proposed  grade. 

That  the  grade  upon  the  portions  of  streets  hereinafter 
mentioned  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  established  at  the  here¬ 
inafter  mentioned  elevations  above  the  base  of  grades,  as  es¬ 
tablished  by  Ordinance  No.  71  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  entitled, 
“An  Ordinance  to  Establish  a  Base  of  Grades  for  the  Streets 
of  Astoria.”  Passed  the  Board  of  Trustees,  June  24,  1872.

SA  Jj E — \V HAT  CON  VEYS. 

Section  93.  A  sale  of  property  under  the  provision  of 
this  Chapter  conveys  to  the  purchaser,  subject  to  redemption, 
as  herein  provided,  all  the  estate  or  interest  therein  of  the 
owner,  whether  known  or  unknown  .together  with  all  the 
rights  and  appurtenances  thereunto  belonging. 

DISCHARGE  FROM  ASSESSMENT. 

Section  94.  When  an  assessment  on  any  lot  or  any  part 
thereof  becomes  delinquent,  any  person  having  a  lien  there- 
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■on  by  judgment,  decree,  or  mortgage,  may,  at  any  time  before 
the  sale  of  such  lot,  or  part  thereof,  pay  the  same,  and  such 
payment  discharges  the  property  from  the  effects  of  such 
assessment;  and  the  amount  of  such  delinquent  assessment, 
and  all  accruing  costs  and  charges,  if  any,  when  so  paid  is 
thereafter  to  be  deemed  a  part  of  such  lien  creditor’s  judg¬ 
ment,  decree,  or  mortgage,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall 
bear  like  interest,  and  may  be  enforced  and  collected  as  a  part 
thereof. 


WORK  TO  BE  LET  TO  LOWEST  BIDDER. 

Section  95.  The  Council  must  provide  by  ordinance  for 
the  time  and  manner  of  doing  the  work  of  any  proposed  im¬ 
provement,  subject  only  to  the  following  restrictions,  viz., 
after  proper  notice,  the  work  must  be  let  to  the  lowest  re¬ 
sponsible  bidder,  for  either  the  whole  work  necessaw  to  com¬ 
plete  the  proposed  improvement,  or  such  subdivision  thereof 
as  will  not  materially  conflict  with  the  completion  of  the 
remaining  portions,  but  no  bid  for  a  fractional  part  of  any 
class  of  work  chargeable  to  any  block  fronting  on  the  street 
to  be  improved  shall  be  received.  And  a  bid  by  the  owner 
or  owners  of  two-tliirds  of  the  property  fronting  on  a  street 
proposed  to  be  improved,  must  be  accepted;  PROVIDED, 
the  same  is  as  low  as  any  other  bid,  and  the  work  can  be  so 
subdivided  without  injury  to  the  owners  of  adjacent  prop¬ 
erty.  The  Council  may  provide  for  rejection  of  any  or  all 
bids,  when  deemed  unreasonable,  and  that  the  bid  of  a  per¬ 
son  who  before  bid  or  contracted  for  such  work,  and  been 
delinquent  therein,  shall  not  be  received.  The  Council  may 
provide  for  taking  surety  by  bond,  for  the  faithful  perform¬ 
ance  of  any  contract  let  under  its  authority,  and  the  pro¬ 
visions  thereof  may  be  enforced  by  an  action  in  the  name  of 
the  City. 


SPECIAL  FEND. 

Section  9  6.  All  money  paid  or  collected  upon  assess¬ 
ments  for  the  improvement  of  streets  shall  be  kept  as  a 
separate  fund,  and  in  no  wise  used  for  any  other  purpose 
whatever;  all  money  so  assessed,  including  a  deficit,  from 
the  time  of  being  in  the  Docket  of  City  Liens,  shall  bear 
interest  at  the  legal  rate  until  paid,  or  collected. 

PETITION  OF  OWNERS  TO  ESTABLISH  GRADE — PRO¬ 
CEDURE. 

Section  97.  The  proceedings  authorized  by  this  Chapter 
for  the  establishment  or  alteration  of  a  grade  or  the  im¬ 
provement  of  a  street  or  part  thereof,  may  be  taken  and  had 
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without  giving  the  notice  prescribed  in  Section  91,  whenever 
the  owner  or  owners  of  two-thirds  of  the  adjacent  property 
shall,  in  writing,  petition  the  Council  therefor. 

POWER  OF  COUNCIL  TO  CONSTRUCT  SEWERS. 

Section  98.  The  Council  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  locate,  establish,  lay  down,  and  construct  and  maintain 
all  such  sewers  and  drains  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  neces¬ 
sary,  either  for  general  sewerage  or  drainage  purposes,  or  to 
prevent  land  fom  sliding,  and  to  that  end  may,  by  ordinance 
or  resolution,  establish  sewer  or  drainage  districts  to  be 
composed  of  such  lands  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  benefited 
thereby,  and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  ex¬ 
penses  of  such  sewer  or  drains  by  assessment  upon  the  prop¬ 
erty  in  such  districts  in  portion  to  the  benefits  received,  sub¬ 
stantially  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  Charter  for  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  street  improvement  districts,  and  the  assess¬ 
ment  of  the  costs  of  such  improvement  upon  the  property 
benefited  thereby.  And  the  Council  shall  not  only  have  power 
and  authority  to  establish  such  sewers  and  drains  in  the 
streets  of  the  City,  but  shall  have  full  power  and  authority 
when  they  deem  it  necessary,  to  establish  and  lay  down  such 
sewers  and  drains  through  lots  and  blocks,  or  other  private 
property  in  the  city,  and  to  that  end  are  hereby  au'horized  and 
empowered  to  condemn  and  appropriate  so  much  of  such 
private  property  or  an  easement  of  right  of  way  over  the 
same  for  the  purpose  of  laying  and  maintaining  such  sewer 
or  drain  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  that  purpose,  and 
substantially  in  the  manner  now  provided  in  this  Charter  for 
the  condemnation  of  land  for  general  street  purposes;  PRO¬ 
VIDED,  that  all  costs  of  such  condemnation  and  appropria¬ 
tion  shall  be  considered  part  of  the  cost  of  such  sewer  or 
drain  and  shall  be  included  in  the  assessment  made  on  the 
property  benefitted  by  such  sewer  or  drain. 

GENERAL  FUND. 

Section  9  9.  The  cost  of  establishing  or  altering  the  grade 
of  any  street,  or  part  thereof,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  gen¬ 
eral  fund  of  the  city.  The  term  “general  fund,”  as  used  in 
this  Chapter,  includes  any  fund  raised  by  special  tax  for  the 
purpose  in  connection  with  which  such  term  is  used. 

SURPLUS  ON  SALE. 

Section  100.  Whenever  any  lot  or  part  thereof,  sold 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter,  shall  bring  more  than 
the  assessment  thereon,  with  interests  and  costs,  and  charges 
of  collection,  the  surplus  must  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  and 
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the  person  executing  the  warrant  must  take  a  separate  receipt 
for  such  surplus  and  file  it  witk  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  on  the  return  of  *he  warrant.  At  any  time  thereafter 
the  owner  or  his  legal  representative,  is  entitled  to  a  warrant 
on  the  Treasurer  for  such  surplus;  PROVIDED,  whenever  any 
lot,  or  part  thereof,  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter, 
shall  bring  less  than  the  assessment  thereon,  the  Common 
Council  shall  supply  the  deficiency  out  of  the  general  fund 
if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  such  improvement  is  neces¬ 
sary. 


DEED — WHAT  TO  SPECIFY. 

Section  101.  The  deed  to  the  purchaser  must  express 
the  true  consideration  therefor,  which  is  the  amount  paid  by 
the  purchaser,  and  the  return  of  the  person  executing  the 
warrant  must  specify  the  amount  for  which  each  lot,  or 
portion  thereof,  sold,  and  the  name  of  the  purchaser. 

WHO  DEEMED  OWNER. 

Section  102.  Whenever  any  lot  or  part  thereof,  is  sold 
for  a  delinquent  assessment  for  a  street  improvement,  and 
afterwards  resold  for  a  deficit  in  such  assessment,  as  in  this 
Act  provided,  to  any  other  person  than  the  purchaser  at  the 
first  sale,  or  his  successor  in  interest,  such  purchaser  or 
successor  for  the  purpose  of  making  redemption  from  the 
purchaser  at  such  sale,  is  to  be  deemed  an  owner  within  the 
meaning  of  this  Act. 

OWNER  MAY  GRADE  STREET. 

Section  103.  Whenever  the  grade  of  any  street  has  been 
established  the  Common  Council  may  authorize  the  owner 
or  owners  of  any  property  thereon  to  cut  down  or  fill  up 
such  street  in  front  of  such  property,  according  to  such  grade, 
at  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  owner. 

OWNER  MAY  NOT  GRADE  AFTER  ASSESSMENT  MADE. 

Section  10  4.  The  authority  mentioned  in  the  last  Section 
cannot  be  given  after  an  assessment  has  been  made  for  the 
improvement  of  a  street  in  front  of  such  property,  and  in 
giving  such  authority  the  Council  may  impose  such  terms 
and  conditions  thereon  as  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the 
deposit  of  excavations  upon  part  of  such  street  as  may  be  re¬ 
quired  to  be  filled  up. 
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Oldening,  Laying  Out  and  Widening  Streets. 

COUNCIL  HAS  AUTHORITY  TO  OPEN  STREETS. 

Section  105.  The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  has  power  and  authority  within  the  city,  whenever 
it  deems  it  expedient,  to  open,  lay  out,  establish,  widen, 
straighten,  close,  vacate,  and  extend  the  streets  and  alleys 
and  to  appropriate  private  property  for  that  purpose,  PRO¬ 
VIDED,  that  no  street  nor  part  thereof  shall  be  vacated  or 
abolished  against  the  objections  of  the  owner  of  the  prop¬ 
erty  abutting  upon  said  street  or  part  of  street  without  due 
compensation  being  made  to  him  for  any  damage  occasioned 
to  his  property  thereby.  Such  compensation  shall  be  assessed 
and  paid  in  the  manner  provided  for  assessments  and  pay¬ 
ments  as  in  the  case  of  street  improvements,  and  the  amount 
of  damage  may  be  determined  in  the  same  manner  as  dam¬ 
ages  are  determined  in  the  case  of  laying  out  of  streets. 

SURVEYOR  TO  SURVEY  OPENING  OF  STREETS. 

Section  106.  Whenever  the  Council  shall  deem  it  ex¬ 
pedient  to  lay  out  and  establish  or  widen  a  street  or  alley 
it  shall  direct  the  City  Surveyor  to  survey  such  street  or 
alley,  or  such  widened  street  or  alley,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  to  mark  the  boundaries  thereof,  and  to  make  his  report, 
containing  a  plat  of  the  survey  of  such  street  or  alley,  and 
a  full  and  perfect  description  of  such  street  or  alley,  and 
the  boundaries  thereof  and  of  the  portion  or  each  lot  or 
part  to  be  appropriated  for  such  street  or  alley,  to  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  which  report,  when  so  made,  if  satisfactory  to  the  Council, 
shall  be  adopted  by  an  ordinance  embodying  such 
report.  The  City  Surveyor  shall  make  such  survey,  and  re¬ 
port  within  twenty  days  from  the  time  the  same  is  ordered, 
unless  the  Council  shall  grant  further  time. 

COUNCIL  TO  APPOINT  VIEWERS. 

Section  107.  Thereafter,  and  within  thirty  days  of  the 
adoption  of  such  report,  the  Council  shall  appoint  three 
disinterested  freeholders  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  no  kin  to 
any  owner  or  person  interested  in  any  property  to  be  ap¬ 
propriated,  possessing  the  quaPfications  of  jurors  of  the 
circuit  court  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  for  Clatsop  County,  to 
view  such  street  and  make  an  assessment  of  the  damages 
and  benefits  as  provided  in  the  next  following  Section  of  this 
Act,  and  shall  assign  a  day  and  place  for  them  to  meet,  and 
shall  cause  ten  days  notice  to  be  given  by  publication  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  Astoria  of  the  ap- 
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pointment  of  such  viewers,  with  their  names  and  the  time 
and  place  appointed  for  them  to  meet,  and  specifying  with  con¬ 
venient  certainty  the  boundaries  and  terminus  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  street  or  alley  to  be  laid  out,  established,  or  widened, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  boundaries  and  descriptions  of 
the  private  property  to  be  apportioned  for  such  purpose. 

VIEWERS — THEIR  DUTIES. 

Section  108.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  im¬ 
mediately  and  at  least  five  days  before  the  time  assigned  for 
such  meeting,  cause  such  viewers  to  be  notified  of  their  ap¬ 
pointment  and  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  and  such 
viewers  shall  meet  at  the  time  and  place  designated,  and 
take  an  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties  assigned  them, 
and  shall  then,  or  on  any  other  day  to  which  they  may  ad¬ 
journ,  not  exceeding  one  week,  proceed  to  view  the  proposed 
street  or  alley,  and  to  assess  and  determine  how  much  less 
valuable,  if  any,  any  lands  tenements,  hereditaments  or  premis¬ 
es,  or  any  part  thereof,  through  or  over  which,  or,  any  part  of 
which,  such  street  or  alley  is  to  be  laid  out,  estab’ished,  or 
widened  will  be  rendered  by  the  laying  out,  establishing  or 
widening,  of  such  street  or  alley,  and  if  several  parties  have  dif¬ 
ferent  estates  or  interests  in  any  lot,  or  parts  thereof,  or  any 
improvements  thereof  the  damages  of  which  each  of  said  per¬ 
sons  will  respectively  sustain, accordmg  to  the  rules  of  law,  the 
suits  of  partition,  and  shall  also  make  a  just  and  equitable 
estimate  and  assessment  of  the  value  of  the  benefits  and 
advantages  of  such  street,  or  alley,  so  to  be  laid  out,  establish¬ 
ed  or  widened,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  respective  owners, 
lessees,  or  other  persons  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments  and  premises,  any  part  of  which  is  required 
for  the  opening,  laying  out,  or  widening  of  such  street  or 
alley,  and  of  the  value  of  the  benefits  and  advantages  of 
such  street  or  alley  in  excess  of  the  damages  which  any  such 
owner,  lessee  or  other  person  interested  will  sustain  by  rea¬ 
son  of  the  opening,  laying  out,  establishing  or  widening  of 
such  street  or  alley,  and  of  the  value  of  the  benefits  and 
advantages  of  such  street  or  alley  to  the  respective  owners, 
lessees,  or  other  persons  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements, 
hereditaments  and  premises,  not  required  for  the  purposes 
of  laying  out,  opening,  establishing  and  widening  any  such 
street  or  alley,  but  fronting  on  or  to  the  front  thereon,  or 
being  at,  and  within  half  the  distance  of  the  next  street  or 
alley  thereto,  and  also  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  bound¬ 
ary  of  the  street  or  alley  to  be  laid  out,  opened,  established 
or  widened,  on  each  side  thereof,  and  which  the  said  viewers 
shall  deem  to  be  benefitted  by  such  street  or  alley,  in  re¬ 
spect  to  the  respective  estates  and  interest  of  such  owners, 
lessees  and  other  persons  interested  in  any  lands,  tenements, 
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hereditaments  and  premises,  and  shall  report  ruch  assessment 
to  the  next  session  of  the  Council.  The  respective  suftis  so 
assessed  by  said  viewers  on  the  owners,  lessees  or  other 
persons  interested  in  the  lands,  tenements,  hei  editaments, 
or  premises,  deemed  by  the  said  viewers  to  be  benefited  by 
the  laying  out,  opening,  establishing  or  widening  of  any  such 
street  or  alley,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  a 
lien  or  charge  on  the  estate  and  interest  of  the  respective 
owners,  lessees  and  other  persons  interested  in  such  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments  and  premises  for  and  on  account 
of  which,  the  said  respective  sums  shall  be  assessed  by  said 
viewers  upon  the  said  respective  owners,  lessees  or  other 
persons  interested  therein,  and  shall  be  entered  in  the  docket 
of  the  city  liens,  in  like  manner  as  an  assessment  for  street 
improvements  in  said  City  of  Astoria,  and  the  said  owners 
lessees  and  other  persons  interested  as  aforesaid  shall,  more¬ 
over,  be  respectively  and  severally  liable  to  pay  such  assess¬ 
ment,  and  in  case  no  appeal  is  taken  as  to  any  such  assess¬ 
ment  benefits,  the  said  assessment  shall  be  paid  to  the  City 
Treaurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria  within  ten  days  from  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  the  time  limited  for  appeal,  or  the  same  shall  be 
deemed  delinquent  and,  thereupon,  whenever  the  Council 
so  orders,  shall  be  collected  in  like  manner  as  provided  for 
the  collection  of  delinquent  street  assessments  by  the  Act  in¬ 
corporating  the  City  of  Astoria.  All  moneys  arising  from 
such  assessments  or  benefits  shall  be  kept  in  a  separate  fund, 
to  be  applicable  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  damages  assessed  to 
the  owners  and  other  persons  interested  in  property  taken 
for  the  purpose  of  laying’  out,  opening,  establishing  or  widen¬ 
ing  the  street  or  alley  in  which  such  benefits  are  assessed. 
The  liability  to  pay  a  tax,  except  the  benefits  provided  in  this 
Act,  to  satisfy  any  such  assessment  or  damages,  shall  not  dis¬ 
qualify  any  persons  from  serving  as  such  viewer. 

VIEW  MAY  BE  SET  ASIDE. 

Section  109.  If  it  shall  appear  to  the  Council  that  the 
damages  assessed  are  unreasonable,  or  that  the  benefits  as¬ 
sessed  are  insufficient  in  any  respect,  the  Council  may  set 
aside  such  view  and  order  another  view  under  the  same 
regulation  as  provided  in  the  case  of  the  first  view.  The 
viewers  shall  receive  as  a  compensation  for  their  services  the 
same  fees  as  referees  in  courts  of  record,  to  be  paid  by  the 
City  of  Astoria. 


ASSESSMENTS  OF  BENEFITS  AND  DAMAGES. 

Section  110.  If  no  further  view  be  ordered,  the  Council 
shall  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  hereinafter  limited  for 
appeal,  if  no  appeal  shall  be  taken,  and  immediately  after 
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judgment  is  rendered,  if  an  appeal  is  taken,  make  an  appro¬ 
priation  for  damages  and  costs  as  the  case  may  be,  assessed 
by  such  viewers  or  by  the  jury  on  appeal  against  the  city 
and  shall  order  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer,  pay¬ 
able  out  of  a  fund  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  for  the 
amount  of  damages  and  costs  assessed  to  the  owner  or  own¬ 
ers,  or  other  persons  interested  in  each  lot  or  part  thereof,  or 
of  the  improvements  thereon,  in  favor  of  the  owner  or  own¬ 
ers,  or  other  persons  interested  and  as  soon  thereafter  as 
the  full  amount  of  such  appropriation  shall  be  in  the  City 
Treasury  subject  to  such  warrants,  and  the  amounts  respect¬ 
ively  assessed  shall  be  tendered  to  the  parties  entitled  to  the 
same,  such  property  shall  be  deemed  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  such  street  or  alley  and  not  otherwise;  PROVID¬ 
ED,  that  no  process  of  any  court  shall  issue  to  compel  any 
appropriation  of  damages  on  the  issuing  of  warrants  for  the 
same. 


APPEAL  TO  CIRCUIT  COURT. 

Section  111.  The  owner  or  owners  of  any  lot,  or  part 
thereof,  so  sought  to  be  appropriated  as  aforesaid,  or  of  the 
improvements  thereon,  or  any  person  having  as  interest  there¬ 
in,  or  any  person  against  whom  an  assessment  of  benefits  has 
been  made,  may  appeal  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  State  of 
Oregon,  for  Clatsop  County,  from  such  report  and  assessment 
of  damages  and  benefits.  Any  number  of  persons  may  join  in 
such  appeal,  and  the  only  question  to  be  determined  by  such 
appeal  shall  be  the  question  of  damages  and  benefits. 

APPEAL — HOW  TAKEN. 

Section  112.  An  appeal  shall  be  taken  by  serving  a 
notice  of  appeal  upon  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
and  City  Attorney,  and  filing  an  undertaking  with  one  or 
more  sureties,  who  shall  justify  in  the  same  mannef  as  bail 
upon  arrest  in  civil  action,  conditioned  that  the  appellant 
will  pay  all  costs  and  disbursements  that  may  be  awarded 
against  them  on  appeal,  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dol¬ 
lars,  together  with  proof  of  service  of  such  notice  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  State  of  Ore¬ 
gon,  for  Clatsop  County  within  twenty  days  from  the 
adoption  of  the  report  of  the  viewers  of  the  Council. 

JURY  TO  VIEW  STREET. 

Section  113.  Such  appeal  shall  be  deemed  and  be  heard 
and  determined,  and  the  judgment  thereon  enforced  so  far 
as  practicable,  in  the  same  manner  as  an  action  at  law.  The 
jury  shall  view  the  proposed  street  or  alley,  the  property  to 
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t>e  appropriated,  and  the  property  against  which  benefits  are 
assessed,  and  proof  of  damages  and  benefits  may  be  intro¬ 
duced  by  the  City  and  the  appellants.  The  City  shall  be  con¬ 
sidered  the  plaintiff. 

JURY  TO  ASSESS  DAMAGES. 

Section  114.  The  jury  shall  assess  and  determine  by 
their  verdict  how  much  less  value,  if  any,  each  lot  or  part 
thereof,  with  the  improvements,  may  be  rendered  by  the 
opening,  laying;  out,  establishing  or  widening  such  street, 
or  alley,  and  in  case  of  persons  having  different  estates 
and  separate  interests,  in  any  lot,  or  part  thereof,  or  of 
the  improvement  thereon,  shall  apportion  the  same  between 
them  and  shall  also  assess  and  determine  the  value  of  the 
benefits  and  advantages,  if  any,  of  such  street  or  alley  so 
to  be  opened,  laid  out,  established,  or  widened,  as  the  case 
may  be,  to  the  respective  owners,  lessees,  and  other  persons 
interested  in  any  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  prem¬ 
ises,  any  part  of  which  is  required  for  the  opening  laying  out, 
establishing,  or  widening  of  such  street  or  alley,  in  excess 
of  the  damages  which  the  owner,  lessee  or  other  person  will 
sustain  by  the  opening,  laying  out,  establishing,  or  widen¬ 
ing  of  any  such  street  or  alley,  and  assess  and  determine  the 
value  of  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  such  street  or  alley 
to  the  respective  owners,  lessees,  or  other  persons  interested 
in  any  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  premises  not  re¬ 
quired  for  the  purpose  of  laying  out,  opening,  establishing, 
or  widening  any  such  street  or  alley,  but  fronting  ion,  or  to 
front  thereon,  or  being  at  or  within  half  the  distance  of  the 
next  street  or  alley  thereto,  and  also  within  one  hundred 
feet  of  the  boundary  of  the  street  or  alley  to  be  laid  out, 
opened,  established,  or  widened  on  each  side  thereof,  and 
which  the  jury  shall  deem  to  be  benefitted  by  such  street  or 
alley  in  respect  to  their  respective  estates  and  interest  of 
•said  owners,  lessees,  and  other  persons  respectively,  so  in¬ 
terested  in  any  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and  prem¬ 
ises;  but  the  issues,  testimony  and  verdict  upon  such  appeal, 
shall  be  confined  to  the  parties  appealing,  and  the  jury  shall 
not  reassess  any  damages  or  benefits  unappealed  from. 

The  verdict  of  the  jury  shall  be  final  and  conclusive 
determination  of  the  matter  of  such  assessment.  On  an 
appeal  from  the  report  and  assessment  of  damages  and 
benefits  the  fact  that  one  called  as  a  juror  is  a  taxpayer  with¬ 
in  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  not  disqualify  him  from  sitting  as 
such  juror. 

AMOUNT  OF  DAMAGES. 

Section  115.  If  the  appellant,  or  any  of  them,  fail  to 
recover  greater  damages,  or  receive  a  more  favorable  as- 
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sessment  of  benefits,  as  the  <ase  may  be,  than  were  assessed 
by  the  viewers,  judgment  shall  render  against  them  and 
their  sureties  on  the  appeal  bond  for  their  proportion  of 
costs  of  such  appeal  to  be  paid  pro  rata,  according  to  the 
amount  of  damages  and  benefits  assessed,  and  in  all  cases 
against  the  appellant  appealing  from  an  assessment  of  bene- 
fits  for  the  amount  of  benefits  assessed  by  the  jury 
against  them  and  aganst  the  city  for  the  damages  assessed 
to  the  owner  or  other  persons  interested  in  any  lands,  tene¬ 
ments,  hereditaments,  and  premises,  and  for  the  costs  of 
such  appeal,  that  are  not  adjudged  against  the  appellant. 


COSTS  AND  FEES  ALLOWED. 

Section  116.  The  same  costs  and  fees  shall  be  taxed  and 
paid  upon  such  appeal  as  are  allowed  in  other  actions. 

POWERS  OF  COUNCIL. 

Section  117.  The  power  and  authority  granted  to  the 
Council  by  this  Chapter  is  granted  to  the  municipal  corpora¬ 
tion  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  to  be  exercised  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  creating  such  corporation,  unless  other¬ 
wise  specially  provided  therein;  the  power  to  approve  and 
adopt  the  survey  of  any  street  or  alley,  or  appropriate  money 
as  herein  granted,  must  be  exercised  by  ordinance,  and  not 
otherwise. 


CHAPTER  X. 

POLICE  FORCE 

Section  118.  The  police  force  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall 
consist  ;of  a  Chief  of  Police  and  all  necessary  captains  of 
police,  detectives  and  regular  and  special  policemen  and 
clerks. 

The  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Common 
Council,  and  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the 

Mayor. 

All  captains  of  police,  detectives,  regular  and  special 

policemen  and  clerks  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chief  of 
Police  by  and  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Mayor,  to 
be  approved  by  the  Common  Council. 

The  Mayor  may  remove  ior  suspend  the  Chief  of  Police, 

or  any  member  of  the  police  force,  for  any  cause  which  he 

may  deem  sufficient,  and  upon  the  removal  or  suspension  of 
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any  such  officer,  the  Mayor  shall  immediately  report  the 
same  to  the  Council,  together  with  the  cause  thereof. 

The  Chief  of  Police  shall  make  all  necessary  rules  and 
regulations  in  the  government  of  the  police  department,  and 
shall  report  the  same  for  approval  to  the  Mayor,  and  when 
approved  shall  have  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  119.  In  addition  to  the  bond  required  of  the 
Chief  of  Police,  each  Captain  of  Police,  detective,  regular 
and  special  policeman,  and  clerk,  shall  file  a  good  and  suffi¬ 
cient  bond  in  the  sum  of  $500.^0,  with  sureties  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Mayor,  for  the  faithful  performance  and  dis¬ 
charge  of  his  duties,  and  the  payment  of  any  damage  that 
may  be  adjudged  against  him  by  any  tribunal  for  the  illegal 
arrest,  imprisonment,  or  injury  by  him  to  any  person. 

Section  12  0.  The  police  force  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
shall  be  under  the  supervision  and  authority,  in  the  first  in¬ 
stance,  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  he  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  suspend  or  remove  any  member  of 
the  police  force  for  any  cause  which  he  may  deem  sufficient 
for  the  welfare  of  the  city,  and  immediately  upon  the  re¬ 
moval  or  suspension  of  any  police  officer,  the  same  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Council.  Upon  the  suspension  or  dismissal 
of  such  officer,  the  salary  of  such  officer  shall  immediately 
cease. 


CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 

Section  121.  The  Chief  of  Police  is  a  peace  officer,  and 
must  execute  all  process  issued  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  or  directed  to  him  by  any  magistrate  of  this  State. 
He  may  make  arrests  for  a  breach  of  the  peace  or  commis¬ 
sion  of  a  crime  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  with  or  without 
a  warrant,  as  a  peace  office  may  do  under  the  laws  of  the 
state.  He  must  exercise  a  vigilant  control  over  the  peace  and 
quiet  of  the  City.  He  is  keeper  of  the  city  prison,  or  house  of 
correction,  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  the  Common  Coun¬ 
cil.  He  must  collect  all  delinquent  assessments,  when  re¬ 
quired  by  warrant,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  month¬ 
ly.  He  must  attend  regularly  upon  the  sittings  of  the  police 
court,  and  the  meetings  of  the  Common  Council.  He  shall 
have  control  of  Captains  of  Police  and  Policemen,  when  they 
are  on  duty,  and  shall  see  that  the  city  ordinances  and  the 
rules,  orders,  and  regulations  of  the  Common  Council  are  ob¬ 
served  and  enforced.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office  he  shall  file  a  bond  in  such  sum  as  the  Common  Coun¬ 
cil  may  require  and  subscribe  and  take  an  oath  that  he  will 
faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  Chief  of  Police  during  his 
continuance  in  office,  and  will  account  for  and  pay  over  all 
moneys  that  may  come  into  his  hands  by  virtue  of  his  office. 
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PEES — PAY  TO  CITY  TREASURER. 

Section  122.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  receive  and  col¬ 
lect  the  same  fees  for  the  collection  of  taxes  and  assess¬ 
ments  as  are  allowed  by  law,  or  as  may  be  provided  by 
ordinance,  which  fees  he  shall  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer, 
taking  duplicate  receipts  therefor,  one  of  which  shall  he 
filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  The  fees  earned, 
received,  and  collected  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  any  member 
of  the  police  force  in  the  police  court,  in  proceedings  for  a 
violation  of  a  city  ordinance,  or  a  crime  against  a  state  law, 
shall  be  disposed  of  in  a  similar  manner. 

PO  El  CEMEX — POWERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Section  123.  The  Captains  of  Police  and  Policemen 
shall  possess  the  same  power  and  authority  as  the  Chief  of 
Police  in  making  arrests  and  serving  processes;  they  must 
exercise  a  vigilant  control  over  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the 
city.  Every  Policeman  shall,  before  entering  upon  his  duties, 
take  and  subscribe  an  oath  that  he  will  faithfully  perform 
his  duty  lor  which  he  was  appointed. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

CONTRACTS  AUTHORIZED  RY  ORDINANCE. 

Miscellaneous  Provisions. 

Section  124.  The  City  of  Astoria  is  not  bound  by  an> 
contract  or  in  any  way  liable,  thereon,  unless  the  same  is 
authorized  by  city  ordinance,  and  made  in  writing,  and  by 
order  of  the  Council,  signed  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
or  some  other  person  duly  authorized,  on  behalf  of  the  city. 
But  an  ordinance  may  authorize  any  officer  or  agent  of  the 
city,  naming  him,  to  bind  the  city,  without  a  contract  in  writ¬ 
ing,  for  the  payment  of  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars. 


ROAD  TAXES. 

Section  125.  All  road  taxes  collected  upon  property 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  all  poll  taxes 
collected  upon  persons  residing  therein,  shall  be  turned  over 
to  the  city  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  collected 
it,  and  shall  be  expended  exclusively  upon  the  repair  of  roads, 
streets,  highways,  and  alleys  of  said  city,  and  shall  be  kept  in 
a  separate  fund,  known  as  the  “Street  Repair  Fund.” 

MONEY  DRAWN  FROM  TREASURY. 

Section.  12  6.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treas¬ 
ury  but  in  pursuance  of  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose 
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made  by  ordinance;  and  an  ordinance  making  an  appropria¬ 
tion  of  money  must  not  contain  a  provision  upon  any  other 
subject,  and  if  it  does,  such  ordinance  as  to  such  provision 
shall  be  void,  and  not  otherwise. 

ADDITIONAL  WARD. 

Section  127.  When  an  additional  ward  is  created  by  the 
Council,  the  two  Councilmen  from  such  ward  shall,  at  the 
first  election  therefor  be  elected  for  the  terms  of  twioi  and 
four  years,  respectively,  and  the  voting  and  returns  there¬ 
for  shall  take  place  and  be  made  accordingly,  and  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  for  the  full  term  of  four  years. 

FIRST  ELECTION. 

Section  12  8.  The  first  election  under  this  Act  shall  be 
held  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  December,  1899. 

SALARY  OF  MAYOR  AND  COUNCILMEN. 

Section  12  9.  A  member  of  the  Common  Council  for 
words  uttered  in  a  debate  therein  shall  not  be  questioned  in 
any  other  place  and  no  member  of  the  Common  Council 
shall  in  any  manner  be  liable  for  any  damages  resulting  from 
a  defective  condition  of  any  street,  alley  or  highway  thereof, 
and  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  in  no  case  be  liable  for  any 
damages  resulting  from  a  defect  in  any  street,  alley  or  high¬ 
way  thereof,  unless  such  persons  claiming  such  damages 
shall  within  thirty  days  from  the  time  of  the  accident  or 
injury  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  under  oath  a 
statement  of  his  or  her  claim,  stating  the  time  and  place  of 
the  accident  or  injury  and  the  nature  thereof  and  the  per¬ 
sons  present;  if  any;  and  the  Mayor  shall  receve  a  salary  of 
Six  Hundred  Dollars  ($600.00)  per  year  and  each  member  of 
the  Common  Council  a  salary  of  Two  Hundred  Dollars 
(200.00)  per  year,  from  which  shall  be  deducted  by  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  the  sum  of  five  dollars  ($5.00)  for 
each  time  that  the  Mayor  or  a  member  of  the  Council  shall 
be  absent  from  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Council. 

OFFICERS  TO  CONTINUE  IN  OFFICE. 

Section  130.  The  present  Mayor  and  Council  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  and  all  officers  of  said  City,  shall  continue 
in  office  during  the  term  for  which  they  were  elected,  as 
if  elected  or  appointed  under  this  Act,  and  all  ordinances 
of  the  City  now  in  force,  shall  continue  in  force  until  repealed 
by  the  Council. 
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FISCAL  YEAR, 

Section  131.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall 
commence  on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  end  on  the  last 
day  of  December  of  each  year,  and  during  any  such  year  the 
rates  of  general  and  special  taxes  levied  must  not  exceed 
in  the  aggregate  two  per  centum. 

INDEBTEDNESS  OF  THE  CITY. 

Section  132.  The  net  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  shall  never  exceed  the  sum  of  $230,000.00,  and  any 
debt  or  liability  incurred  in  violation  of  this  section,  except 
otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Act,  whether  by  borrowing 
money,  loaning  the  credit  of  the  city,  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
null  and  void  and  of  no  effect.  In  estimating  the  indebted¬ 
ness  of  the  city  provided  for  in  this  section,  as  well  as 
other  indebtedness  provided  for  in  this  Act,  no  assets  or 
resources  shall  be  taken  into  consideration,  excepting  real 
estate  with  improvements  thereon,  at  the  amount  the  same 
shall  have  cost  the  city,  taxes  due  the  city  and  street  assess¬ 
ments  due  the  city,  and  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasur¬ 
er  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  all  warrants  issued  and  lia¬ 
bilities  incurred,  whether  for  salaries  of  officers,  or  for 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  city,  whether  incurred  voluntarily 
or  involuntarily,  except  where  there  is  cash  on  hand  accumu¬ 
lated  in  the  fund  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  excepting 
warrants  issued  upon  a  special  fund  for  the  improvement  of 
streets  where  the  fund  is  to  be  raised  by  assessment  upon 
property  to  defray  the  costs  and  expenses  of  improving  such 
street,  shall  be  taken  and  considered  to  be  part  of  said  in¬ 
debtedness. 


ASSESSMENT  PRESUMED  TO  BE  REGULAR. 

Section  133.  In  any  suit,  action,  or  proceeding  in  any 
court,  concerning  any  assessment  of  property  or  levy  of 
taxes  authorized  by  this  Act,  or  the  collection  of  such  tax 
or  proceeding  consequent  thereon,  isuch  assessment,  levy, 
consequent  proceeding  and  all  proceedings  connected  there¬ 
with,  shall  be  presumed  to  be  regular  and  duly  done  or  tak¬ 
en,  until  the  contrary  is  shown;  and  when  any  proceeding, 
matter  of  thing  is  by  this  Act  committed  or  left  to  the  dis¬ 
cretion  or  judgment  of  the  council,  such  discretion  or  judg¬ 
ment  when  exercised  or  declared  is  final  and  cannot  be  revers¬ 
ed  or  called  in  question  elsewhere. 

DEED  FOR  PROPERTY  SOLD. 

Section  13  4.  In  making  a  deed  for  real  property  sold 
for  delinquent  taxes,  or  a  delinquent  assessment  for  the  im- 
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provement  of  a  street  or  sewer,  it  is  nor  necessary  to  recite 
or  set  forth  the  proceedings  prior  to  the  sale,  but  it  is  suffi¬ 
cient  if  it  substantially  appears  from  such  deed  that  the  prop¬ 
erty  is  sold  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  from  the  City  of  Astoria, 
and  the  date  thereof,  together  with  the  date  of  sale  and  the 
amount  bid  thereat  by  the  purchaser;  and  such  deed  shall 
be  prima  facia  evidence  of  the  authority  to  make  the  sale  and 
the  regularity  of  all  anterior  proceedings.  No  suit  or  legal 
proceedings  shall  be  instituted  to  set  aside  such  a  deed  or  to 
have  the  same  declared  void,  without  first  tendering  to  the 
purchaser  of  the  property  at  the  tax  or  assessment  sale,  his 
heirs  or  assigns,  whether  the  purchaser  be  the  city  or  other¬ 
wise,  the  amount  bid  at  such  sale  for  the  property  together 
with  10  per  cent  penalty  on  said  amount,  with  interest  on 
the  amount  bid  at  such  sale  from  the  date  of  sale,  and  all 
taxes  and  assessments  paid  by  such  purchaser  on  account  of 
such  property,  with  legal  interest  thereon.  And  in  any  suit 
or  action  prosecuted  by  any  person  claiming  to  be  the  owner 
of  any  property  under  a  tax  or  assessment  sale:  for  the  re¬ 
covery  of  the  possession  of  such  property,  the  defendant  ex¬ 
cept  in  cases  where  the  taxes  or  assessments  have  been  paid 
shall  tender  with  his  answer,  and  pay  in  court  for  the  benefit 
of  the  holder  of  the  tax  title,  the  amount  hereinbefore  re¬ 
quired  to  be  tendered  in  an  action  brought  to  set  aside  such 
tax  deed.  The  style  of  the  warrant  for  the  collection  of  de¬ 
linquent  assessments  or  taxes  shall  be:  “In  the  name  of  the 
City  of  Astoria.” 

Sec.  135.  (Repealed  Laws  of  1901.) 

REAL  PROPERTY  TO  BE  SOLI)  FOR  U.  S.  COLD  COIN. 

Section.  136.  Real  property  when  sold  for,  or  to  satisfy 
delinquent  assessment  or  tax,  must  be  sold  for  United 
States  gold  or  silver  coin,  and  not  otherwise;  and  any  one 
applying  or  seeking  to  redeem  property  so  sold  as  in  this 
Act  provided,  must  pay,  or  offer  to  pay,  the  sum  necessary 
therefor  in  such  coin,  and  not  otherwise. 

PROPERTY  TO  BE  ASSESSED. 

Section  137.  All  property,  real  and  personal,  subject  to 
taxation  for  municipal  purposes,  shall  be  assessed  at  the 
actual  cash  value  thereof,  and  real  property  not  laid  off  into 
lots  at  the  time  of  making  the  assessment  shall  be  as¬ 
sessed  at  its  actual  cash  value  per  acre,  or  fraction  thereof. 

ORDINANCES  TO  REMAIN  IN  FORCE. 

Section  138.  All  City  ordinances  heretofore  passed  by 
the  municipal  authorities  of  the  City  of  Astoria  in  force 
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when  this  Act  takes  effect,  shall  be  and  remain  in  full  force 
after  this  Act  takes  effect  and  thereafter  until  repealed  by 
the  Council;  all  rights  vested  or  liabilities  incurred  under 
the  Act  of  incorporation  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  any  city 
ordinance  when  this  Act  takes  effect,  shall  not  thereby  be 
lost,  impaired,  or  discharged. 

ORDINANCES  TO  BE  PUBLISHED. 

Section  13  9.  The  Council,  as  soon  as  practicable,  after 
this  Act  takes  effect,  must  provide  by  ordinance  for  the 
codifying  and  publishing  in  book  or  pamphlet  form,  of  all 
ordinances,  or  parts  thereof,  then  in  force,  and  for  the 
publishing  in  like  form  annually  thereafter  the  city  ordin¬ 
ances  for  the  current  year. 


CHAPTER  XII. 

POWEIl  TO  MAINTAIN  WATER  WORKS. 

Section  140.  The  City  of  Astoria,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  “the  city,”  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  contract  or 
purchase,  keep,  conduct  and  maintain  water  works  therein, 
of  a  character  and  capacity  sufficient  to  furnish  the  city 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  an  abundance  of  good,  pure 
and  wholesome  water  for  all  uses  and  purposes  necessary 
for  the  convenience  and  well  being  of  the  same,  and  also 
one  or  more  electric  light  plants  to  be  operated  by  water  or 
other  power,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  city  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof  with  an  abundance  of  electric  lights  for 
all  uses  whatever,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  supply  the  city  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  with  electric 
lights;  and  to  that  end  may  acquire  by  purchase  or  other¬ 
wise  and  own  and  possess  such  real  and  personal  property, 
within  and  without  the  limits  of  the  city,  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  persons  herein  authorized  to  construct,  purchase,  con¬ 
duct  and  maintain  the  same,  may  be  deemed  necessary  and 
convenient,  and  for  such  purpose  may  also  issue  bonds  run¬ 
ning  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  fifty 
years,  and  dispose  of  the  same  as  hereinbefore  provided. 
PROVIDED,  that  nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed 
to  limit,  restrict,  or  cut  off  any  power  or  authority  hereto¬ 
fore  given  the  Council  of  said  city,  and  the  rates  for  all 
water  or  light  furnished  the  city,  under  the  provisions  of 
this  Section,  shall  be  such  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon 
by  the  said  Council  and  the  hereinafter  mentioned  Com¬ 
mission.  In  case  the  Common  Clouncil  of  said  city  shall  at 
any  time  desire  to  acquire  for  any  purpose  herein  mentioned 
any  real  or  personal  property  or  fanchise,  or  any  right  of 
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way  upon  or  over  any  land  or  lands  without  or  within  the 
limits  of  the  city,  or  to  acquire  the  right  to  construct  and 
maintain  any  reservoir,  ditch,  aqueduct,  flume,  water  pipes 
or  water  pipe  line  over,  across  or  upon  any  such  land  or 
lands,  or  shall  desire  to  acquire  any  property,  real  or  per¬ 
sonal,  water,  watercourse,  or  water  and  riparian  rights  with¬ 
in  or  without  said  city,  and  the  Water  Commission,  through 
its  chairman  and  secretary,  shall  certify  to  such  Common 
Council  that  it  has  been  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  or 
owners  thereof,  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  appropria¬ 
tion  thereof,  the  said  Common  Council  shall  by  ordinance 
direct  an  action  to  be  instituted  in  the  name  of  the  city 
of  Astoria,  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  State  of  Oregon  for 
Clatsop  County,  to  condemn  and  appropriate  to  the  use  of 
such  city  such  property,  franchise,  right  of  way,  water, 
watercourse,  water  and  riparian  rights,  and  it  shall  not  be 
necessary  in  order  to  maintain  any  such  action  to  submit 
any  question  to  a  vote  of  the  taxpayers,  inhabitants,  or  vot¬ 
ers  of  the  city.  Such  action  shall  be  commenced  and  prosecut¬ 
ed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  general  laws  of  the  State 
of  Oregon,  providing  and  regulating  the  mode  of  proceeding 
to  appropriate  land  by  private  corporations. 

COMMISSIONERS. 

Section  141.  The  power  and  authority  given  to  the  city 
by  Section  140  hereof,  to  construct  or  purchase  water  works 
and  electric  light  plants,  and  issue  and  dispose  of  bonds  there¬ 
for,  shall  be  exercised  as  hereinafter  provided  by  the  follow¬ 
ing  named  substantial  taxpayers  and  bona  fide  residents  there¬ 
of,  namely:  J.  Q.  A.  Bowlby,  H.  G.  Van  Dusen,  P.  A.  Fisher, 
C.  J.  Trenchard,  S.  Elmore,  W.  E.  Dement,  and  Charles  S. 
Wright  who  shall  be  styled  collectively  “The  Water  Com¬ 
mission,’’  and  are  hereinafter  mentioned  and  referred  to  as 
The  Commission. 


FIRST  MEETING. 

Section  142.  Within  thirty  days  from  the  time  this  Act 
goes  into  effect  the  seven  persons  named  in  Section  141 
hereof  shall  meet  at  some  convenient  place  in  the  city  on 
the  written  call  of  three  or  more  of  their  number,  publish¬ 
ed  in  a  daily  newspaper  of  the  city,  from  not  less  than  three 
days  before  the  time  named  therein  for  said  meeting  and  or¬ 
ganize  by  the  election  of  a  presiding  officer  from  their  num¬ 
ber,  who  shall  be  styled  “The  Chairman  of  The  Commission’’ 
and  also  a  clerk,  who  shall  be  styled  The  Clerk  of  The 
Commission.” 
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C  OMMISSION  TO  FILL  VACANCIES. 

Section  143.  The  Commission  shall  fill  any  vacancy  that 
may  occur  in  that  body  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from 
the  city,  ior  otherwise,  by  the  appointment  of  a  person  to  be 
a  member  thereof  who  is  a  bona  fide  resident  and  taxpayer  of 
the  city;  and  five  members  of  the  Commission  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  organization,  as  well  as  the 
transaction  of  all  other  business.  The  present  Commissioners 
shall  hold  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  January  1909,  and 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  have  quali¬ 
fied,  and  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  December,  1908,  a  Commission  consisting  of 
nine  members  shall  be  elected,  two  of  which  members  shall 
be  elected  from  each  ward,  and  one  at  large;  .one  member 
from  each  ward  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years, 
and  one  from  each  ward  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  and  the 
Commssioner  at  large  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  eight 
years,  and  the  successors  of  each  shall  be  elected  for  the  full 
term  of  eight  years,  so  that  one  member  of  the  Water  Com¬ 
mission  from  each  ward  shall  be  elected  every  four  years 
and  the  term  of  office  shall  be  eight  years  and  until  their  suc¬ 
cessors  are  elected  and  have  qualified,  and  any  persons  ap¬ 
pointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  hold  for  the  remainder  of  the 
unexpired  term. 


CHAIRMAN  TO  PRESIDE. 

Section  144.  The  charman  of  the  Commission  shall,  if 
present  preside  at  all  meetings  thereof,  and  in  case  of  his 
absence,  The  Commission  may  appoint  from  their  number 
a  chairman  for  the  time  being. 

CHAIRMAN  TO  EXECUTE  CONTRACTS. 

Section  145.  The  chairman  of  the  Commission  shall 
execute  all  written  contracts  on  behalf  thereof,  and  sign 
all  orders  for  the  payment  of  money  authorized  thereby. 

CLERKS — DUTIES. 

Section  14  6.  The  clerk  of  The  Commission  is  its  clerical 
officer,  and  he  shall  make  and  keep  a  fair  minute  of  its  acts 
and  doings,  countersign  all  orders  authorized  by  it,  and 
signed  by  the  chairman,  for  the  payment  of  money,  and  wit¬ 
ness  all  written  contracts  signed  by  the  chairman  on  its  be¬ 
half,  keep  its  accounts,  and  have  the  custody  of  its  books 
and  papers. 


TRE  A  SURE R — DUTIE  S. 

Section  147.  The  Water  Commission  shall  elect  a  treas¬ 
urer  who  shall  be  custodian  of  all  funds  arising  from  the 
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sale  of  bonds,  and  all  moneys  coming  into  the  hands  of  The 
Commission  or  any  of  the  officers  of  said  Commission.  He 
shall  give  bonds  in  such  sum  as  the  Commission  shall  decide 
upon,  and  shall  pay  out  the  same  on  the  order  of  the  chair¬ 
man,  countersigned  by  the  clerk. 

CHAIRMAN  AND  CLERK — TERM  OF  OFFICE. 

Section  148.  The  chairman  and  clerk  aforesaid  shall 
alsio  do  and  perform  all  such  other  acts  and  duties  as  may 
be  required  of  them  or  either  of  them  by  The  Commission  or 
this  Act,  and  they  and  each  of  them  shall  hold  their  offices 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  Commission,  and  the  clerk  and  treasur¬ 
er  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  The  Commission  may 
from  time  to  time  direct  or  prescribe. 

EMPLOYES. 

Section  149.  The  Commission  may  also  from  time  to 
time  employ  and  discharge  <such  other  agents,  workmen, 
laborers,  and  servants  at  such  compensation  or  wages  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  accomplishment 
of  the  purpose  of  this  Act. 

MEETINGS. 

Section  15  0.  The  Water  Commission  shall  meet  in  the 
City  of  Astoria  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  least  once 
a  month,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  it  may  direct,  and  at  such 
other  times  as  it  my  provide,  and  all  meetings  of  said  Com¬ 
mission  shall  be  public;  and  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  not  be 
bound,  nor  be  in  any  way  liable  on  any  contract  made  by  the 
said  Water  Commission  or  any  servant  or  agent  or  employee 
thereof,  except  said  contract  be  duly  authorized  by  resolution 
of  said  Commission  passed  at  any  meeting  thereof,  and  unless 
said  contract  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  chairman  and 
clerk  of  said  Commission;  and  no  agents,  servants,  or  em¬ 
ployee  of  said  Commission  shall  have  any  power  or  authority 
to  incur  indebtedness  or  liability  for  or  on  behalf  of  said 
Commission  or  said  City  of  Astoria  for  any  labor,  material,  or 
for  any  work  outside  of  any  contract  of  said  Commission, 
except  same  be  authorized  as  hereinbefore  provided,  or  be 
expressed  in  the  contract  of  said  Commission. 

B<  )NI)S — ISSUE — AMOUNT. 

Section  151.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  Act  into 
effect  The  Commission  is  authorized  to  issue  and  dispose  oif 
the  bonds  of  the  city  of  the  denomination  of  from  $100  to 
$1,000,  as  the  purchaser  may  desire,  with  interest  coupons 
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attached  thereto,  the  par  value  of  which  shall  noi  exceed  the 
sum  of  $500,000,  signed  by  its  chairman  and  countersigned 
by  its  clerk,  whereby  the  city  shall  be  held  and  considered  in 
substance  and  effect  to  undertake  and  promise,  in  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  premises,  to  pay  to  the  bearer  of  each  of  said 
bonds  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  years  for  which  th  t 
same  are  issued,  which  must  not  be  less  than  twenty  nor 
more  than  fifty  years  from  the  date  thereof,  the  sum  named 
therein  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  together  with  in¬ 
terest  thereon  in  like  gold  coin  at  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed 
six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  half  yearly  as  provided 
in  said  coupons;  PROVIDED,  that  all  bonds  theretofore  is¬ 
sued  by  The  Commission  under  the  authority  of  the  existing 
Charter,  and  pursuant  to  the  authority  therein  contained, 
shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  herein  authorized  to  be 
issued,  and  all  such  bonds  are  hereby  validated  and  made 
binding  obligations. 

POWER  AND  AUTHORITY  OP  COMMISSION. 

Section  152.  The  Commission,  or  a  majority  thereof, 
has  power  and  authority: 

1.  To  employ,  hire,  and  discharge,  from  time  to  time 
all  such  agents,  workmen,  laborers,  and  servants  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  or  convenient  in  the  conduct  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  said  waterworks  and  said  electric  light  plants. 

2.  To  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
conduct  and  management  of  the  same  by  the  city  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof. 

3.  To  establish  rates  for  the  use  and  consumption  of 
water  or  light  by  the  city  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  in¬ 
cluding  the  people  living  along  the  line  or  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  works  without  the  city,  except  that  such  rates  for 
the  city  shall  be  established  only  by  the  mutual  agreement 
and  consent  io!f  the  Council. 

4.  To  provide  for  the  payment  of  water  and  light  rates 
monthly,  in  advance  or  otherwise,  and  to  shut  off  the  water 
or  light  from  any  house,  tenement  or  place  for  which  water 
or  light  rate  is  not  duly  paid,  or  when  any  rule  or  regulation 
is  disregarded  or  disobeyed. 


ANNUAL  STATEMENT. 

Section  153.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  of 
each  year  the  Water  Commssion  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall 
make  a  written  statement  of  the  probable  cost  and  expense 
of  operating  and  maintaining  the  waterworks  system  and 
electric  light  plant,  in  case  any  exists,  during  the  year  next 
ensuing,  and  also  the  probable  cost  of  any  contemplated  alter- 
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ation,  improvement,  or  extension  of  such  water  works  system 
or  part  thereof,  or  said  electric  light  plant,  or  both,  and 
thereupon  said  Commission  shall  ascertain  and  prescribe,  as 
nearly  as  it  conveniently  can,  such  a  water  and  light  rate  to 
be  charged  to  the  consumers  of  water  and  light  during  such 
year  as  will  insure  sufficient  income  from  the  sale  of  water 
and  light  to  pay  said  estimated  expenses  and  cost,  together 
with  one  years  interest  on  the  bonds  which  have  been  issued 
by  said  Commission  and  are  outstanding,  within  the  meaning 
of  the  term  outstanding  as  in  the  following  Section  of  this 
Act  expressed. 


ADDITIONAL  ESTIMATE. 

Section  15  4.  The  Water  Commission  shall,  at  the  time 
of  making  the  written  statement  and  estimate  provided  for 
in  the  preceding  Section  of  this  Act,  make  an  additional  es¬ 
timate  in  a  sum  equal  to  one  per  centum,  and  not  to  exceed 
two  per  centum  of  the  par  value  of  the  bonds  mentioned  in 
the  said  preceding  Section  of  this  Act,  which  sum  when  so 
estimated,  shall  also  be  considered  in  fixing  the  water  rate 
and  light  rate,  in  addition  to  the  cost,  expenses,  and  interest 
the  estimate  of  which  is  provided  in  the  said  preceding  Sec¬ 
tion  of  this  Act;  and  the  said  sum  herein  provided  for  as 
an  additional  estimate  shall  also  be  collected  as  a  part  of  said 
water  and  light  rate;  and  said  sum  when  so  collected  shall 
be  kept  and  invested  under  the  direction  of  The  Commis¬ 
sion,  or  as  hereinafter  provided,  as  a  sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  and  the  redemption  of  such  bonds.  The  said 
Commission  is  hereby  granted  the  privilege,  in  its  discretion, 
of  investing  said  sinking  fund  in  the  bonds  or  warrants  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  and  to  that  end  may,  prior  to  the  maturity 
of  any  bonds  which  have  been  issued  by  said  Commission  and 
are  then  outstanding  within  the  meaning  of  the  word  out¬ 
standing  as  hereinafter  defined,  on  such  terms  and  at  such  times 
as  to  said  commission  may  appear  advantageous  to  the  city, 
purchase  such  of  said  bonds  as  it  may  be  able  to  acquire 
with  the  said  sinking  fund.  Said  bonds  when  so  purchased 
shall  be  by  order  of  the  said  Commission  endorsed,  “Pay¬ 
able  only  on  the  order  of  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  the 
Water  Commission  of  the  City  of  Astoria”  and  said  bonds  when 
so  indorsed  shall  be  non-negotiable,  but  shall  be  deposited 
with  the  treasurer  of  said  Commission  and  shall  not  be  can¬ 
celled,  but  shall  be  deemed  outstanding  for  the  purpose  of 
said  investment  and  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  additional 
estimate  hereinabove  referred  to.  Any  surplus  earnings  or 
money  received  by  The  Commssion  from  any  source  and  not 
included  in  the  said  per  centum  hereinabove  provided  for, 
may,  at  the  discretion  of  said  Commission,  be  carried  to  said 
sinking  fund  for  the  purposes  hereinabove  expressed. 
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QUARTERLY  STATEMENT. 

Section  155.  The  Commission  shall  cause  a  quarterly 
statement  in  detail  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  to  be 
made  and  signed  by  its  chairman  and  clerk,  and  filed  with 
the  City  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  who  shall  preserve  the 
same  among  the  files  of  his  office,  and  shall  cause  the  same 
to  be  published  in  at  least  one  daily  paper  of  the  city  and 
The  Commission  shall  cause  to  be  so  made,  filed  and  pub¬ 
lished,  as  a  part  of  its  last  quarterly  report  of  each  year,  an 
inventory  or  statement  of  the  property,  implements,  and  ma¬ 
terial  in  its  possession  or  control  pertaining  to  the  water¬ 
works  and  electric  light  plants,  together  with  the  condition 
and  approximate  value  thereof. 

QUALIFICATION  OF  COMMISSIONERS. 

Section  156.  The  qualifications  for  Water  Commission¬ 
ers  shall  be  that  each  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  a  bona 
fide  resident  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  owns  property  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  upon  which  he  pays  a  tax  of 
not  less  than  $10.00,  and  whenever  any  member  of  said 
commission  ceases  to  be  a  resident  of  the  city,  or  fails  to  pay 
such  a  tax  to  the  City  for  one  year  his  office  shall  be  declared 
vacant. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 

HOURS  OF  LABOR. 

Section  157.  First.  Eight  hours  work  shall  constitute 
a  day’s  work  for  all  employees  of  the  City  of  Astoria  in  the 
Street,  Water,  Street-car  and  Light  Department,  employed 
under  the  proper  officials. 

Second.  Two  Dollars  and  Fifty  Cents,  shall  be  the 
minimum  wages  of  employees  in  any  of  the  aforementioned 
departments,  per  day. 

Third.  Only  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America 
and  those  who  have  declared  their  intention  to  become  such, 
shall  be  eligible  to  perform  contract  or  any  other  work  for 
the  city. 

Fourth.  Every  contract  for  work  to  be  performed  for  the 
city  must  provide  that  in  the  performance  of  the  contract 
eight  hours  shall  be  the  maximum  hours  of  labor  on  any 
calendar  day.  Any  contract  for  work  to  be  performed  for  the 
city  which  does  not  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  null  and  void,  and  any  officer  who  shall  sign  the  same 
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shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  misfeasance  and,  upon  proof  of  such 
misfeasance,  shall  be  removed  from  office. 

Fifth.  Any  contractor  who  shall  undertake  any  contract 
for  the  construction  of  any  public  work  shall  be  requested  to 
give  bond,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  in  a  sum  to  be  fixed 
by  ordinance,  conditional  that  such  contractor  will  pay  all 
persons  performing  labor  or  furnishing  material  in  executing 
the  contract  upon  which  any  such  person  furnishing  labor  or 
material  shall  have  a  right  to  bring  suit  in  the  name  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  which  suit  shall  be  prosecuted  to  final  judg¬ 
ment,  as  a  suit  in  equity,  for  the  benefit  of  all  persons  in¬ 
terested. 

SANITARY  AND  RECLAMATION  COMMISSION 

Section  158 — In  order  to  protect  the  health  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and  to  prevent  the  noisome 
disease  breeding  stenches  that  arise  from  the  tide  flats,  it 
is  deemed  necessary  and  proper  that  the  tide  land,  mud  flats 
and  overflowed  lands  within  the  city  be  reclaimed  by  filling 
in  the  same  to  and  above  the  high  tide  line  and  that  bulk 
heads  and  retaining  walls  be  constructed  within  the  city  at 
such  place  or  places  as  may  seem  proper  or  con¬ 
venient  for  the  purpose  of  retaining  and  Holding  such 
or  convenient  for  the  purpose  of  retaining  and  holding  such 
fills  as  the  same  shall  from  time  to  time  be  made  or  construct¬ 
ed  and  that  the  power  and  authority  given  to  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  by  this  amendment  to  its  Charter  including  the  con¬ 
struction  of  all  necessary  bulkheads  and  retaining  wall  and 
fills,  and  the  issue  and  sale  of  all  bonds  to  defray  the  ex¬ 
pense  thereof,  and  the  establishment  of  improvement  dis¬ 
tricts  and  letting  and  supervision  of  all  contracts  for  reclaim¬ 
ing  and  filling  in  all  or  any  portion  of  the  tideflats,  mud¬ 
flats  or  overflowed  lands  of  the  City,  and  making  the  assess¬ 
ments,  to  defray  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof,  and  issuing 
and  selling  bonds  to  pay  the  contractors  for  such  filling  where 
the  property  owners  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  pay¬ 
ing  their  assessments  in  installments,  and  all  other  acts 
necessary  and  proper  to  be  done  in  carrying  out  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  except  where  herein  otherwise  specially  provided, 
shall  be  exercised  and  performed  as  hereinafter  provided  by 
a  Commission  consisting  of  nine  electors  and  bona  fide  resi¬ 
dents  and  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  which  said  Com¬ 
mission  shall  be  known  as  and  styled  “The  Sanitary  and  Re¬ 
clamation  Commission  of  the  City  of  Astoria,”  and  said  Com¬ 
mission  shall  collectively  consist  of  the  following  named  elect¬ 
ors  and  bona  fide  residents  and  taxpayers  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  to-wit: — Alfred  Kinney,  W.  C.  Logan,  W.  E.  Schimpff, 
W.  P.  O’Brien,  Norris  Staples,  Martin  Franciscovich,  E.  Hauke, 
Andrew  Birch  and  Jens  Hansen. 
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And  when  the  Commission  shall  be  hereinafter  referred 
to  or  mentioned  it  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  and  include  “the 
Sanitary  and  Reclamation  Commission  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 
The  remaining  members  of  the  Commission  shall  fill  any 
vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  body  by  death,  resignation 
removal  from  the  City,  or  otherwise,  by  the  appointment  of 
a  person  to  be  a  member  thereof  who  is  a  bona  fide  elector, 
resident  and  taxpayer  of  the  City;  and  five  members  of  the 
Commission  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of 
organization,  as  well  as  the  transaction  of  all  other  business, 
but  it  shall  require  the  affirmative  vote  of  five  members  of 
the  Commission  to>  adopt  any  measure  or  authorize  any  ac¬ 
tion.  The  commissioners  named  shall  hold  office  until  the 
first  Monday  in  January,  1917,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified,  and  at  the  general  elec¬ 
tion  to  be  held  the  second  Wednesday  in  December,  1917,  a 
commission  consisting  of  nine  members  shall  be  elected,  two 
of  which  members  shall  be  elected  from  each  ward  of  the 
City  and  one  at  large;  one  member  from  each  ward,  shall  be 
elected  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  one  from  each  ward 
for  the  term  of  eight  years  and  the  commissioner  at  large 
shall  be  elected  for  the  full  term  of  eight  years,  so  that  one 
member  of  the  Commission  from  each  ward  shall  be  elected 
every  four  years,  and  the  term  of  office  shall  be  eight  years 
and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  shall  have  quali¬ 
fied,  and  any  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  shall  hold 
for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Within  sixty  days  from  the  time  this  act  goes  into  effect, 
the  nine  persons  named  in  this  section  shall  meet  at  some 
convenient  place  in  the  City  on  the  written  call  of  three  or 
more  of  their  number  personally  served  upon  the  other  mem¬ 
bers  or  published  in  a  daily  paper  of  the  City  for  not  less  than 
three  days  before  the  time  named  therein  for  said  meeting 
and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  presiding  officer  from  their 
number  who  shall  be  styled  “Chairman  of  the  Sanitary  and 
Reclamation  Commission  of  the  City  of  Astoria,”  and  a  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Commission  who  shall  be  styled  “Secretary  of 
the  Sanitary  and  Reclamation  Commission  of  the  City  of 
Astoria”  and  also  a  Treasurer  who  shall  be  known  as  “Treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Sanitary  and  Reclamation  Commission  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,”  and  also  an  attorney  who  shall  be  styled 
“Attorney  of  the  Sanitary  and  Reclamation  Commission  of 
the  City  of  Astor'a”  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  said 
Secretary,  Treasurer  or  Attorney  to  be  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,  and  said  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Attorney  shall 
hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Commission  and  may  be 
removed  at  any  time  and  shall  receive  such  salary  or  salaries 
as  the  Commission  from  time  to  time  by  by-law  or  resolu¬ 
tion  prescribe;  and  such  Commission  shall  also  have  power 
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and  authority  to  employ  and  hire  and  discharge  at  pleasure 
and  to  fix  the  compensation  of  an  engineer  and  such  other 
inspectors,  workmen,  laborers  and  servants  as  it  may  deem 
necessary  and  convenient  for  the  accomplishment  of  the 
purposes  of  this  act. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commission,  the  members 
thereof  shall  qualify  by  taking  and  subscribing;  the  following 
oath  of  office  before  some  person  authorized  to  administer 
an  oath,  viz:

“State  of  Oregon,  (  bS' 

I. . being  first  duly  sworn, 

say  under  oath,  that  I  will  suport  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  the  State  of  Oregon  and  of  the  United  Staes  and  honestly 
and  faithfully  discharge  my  duties  as  a  member  of  the  Sanit¬ 
ary  and  Reclamation  Commission  of  the  City  of  Astoria  dur¬ 
ing  my  term  of  office.” 

In  case  all  the  persons  named  in  this  act  shall  fail  to  meet 
and  qualify  at  the  time  fixed  in  the  notice  of  the  first,  meet¬ 
ing,  a  majority  of  the  members  of  said  Commission  may  meet, 
qualify  and  organize  and  thereupon  may  fill  any  vacancy  in 
the  board  caused  either  by  the  failure  or  refusal  of  any  mem¬ 
ber  thereof  to  qualify  or  by  his  resignation  or  withdrawal 
either  before  or  after  the  adoption  of  this  act.  If  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Commission  shall  fail  to  qualify  at  the  first  meet¬ 
ing  thereof,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  declined  to  serve 
as  a  member  of  the  Commission  and  in  case  any  person 
above  named  shall  decline  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  by  failing  to  qualify  or  otherwise,  his  office  shall  be 
deemed  vacant  and  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appoint¬ 
ment  made  by  a  majority  of  the  remaining  qualified  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Commission.  Any  member  of  the  Commission 
may  be  removed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
Commission  upon  conviction  after  hearing  for  misfeasance, 
malfeasance  or  neglect  of  duty  and  the  office  of  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Commission  who  shall  fail  to  attend  three  consecu¬ 
tive  regular  meetings  of  the  Commission  may  be  declared 
vacant. 

Section  159.  The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  shall 
preside  at  all  the  meetings  and  appoint  all  regular  or  standing 
committees  thereof,  and  in  case  of  his  absence,  the  Commis¬ 
sion  may  appoint  from  their  number  a  chairman  for  the  time 
being.  The  Chairman  of  the  Commission  shall  execute  all 
written  contracts  on  behalf  of  the  same  and  sign  all  orders 
or  warrants  for  the  payment  of  money  authorized  thereby, 
and  together  with  the  Secretary  shall  verify  and  sign  the 
record  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings.  The  Chairman 
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of  the  Commission  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  Monday 
in  January  following  his  appointment,  and  until  his  suc¬ 
cessors  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified,  and  a  chairman 
of  the  Commission  shall  be  selected  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Commission  by  ballot  at  the  meetng  of  the  Commission 
on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year. 

Section  160.  The  Secretary  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  its  clerical  officer  and  he  shall  make  and  keep  an  accurate 
record  and  minute  of  its  acts  and  proceedings,  contersign 
all  warrants  and  orders  authorized  by  it  and  signed  by  the 
Chairman,  for  the  payment  of  money,  and  attest  all  written 
contracts  signed  by  the  Chairman  on  its  behalf,  keep  its 
accounts  and  have  and  keep  the  custody  of  all  its  books  and 
records  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  resolution  of  the  Commission. 

Section  161.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Commission  shall  be 
custodian  of  all  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  bonds,  and  all 
moneys  coming  into  the  hands  of  the  Commission  or  any  of 
the  officers  of  said  Commission  from  collection  of  taxes  or 
assessments,  or  any  other  source  whatever.  He  shall  give  a 
bond  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties  in  such  sum  as  the 
Commission  shall  provide  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perform¬ 
ance  of  his  duties  as  Treasurer  of  the  Commission  and  that 
he  will  keep  or  account  for  and  pay  over  to  his  successor 
all  funds  coming  into  his  possession  by  virtue  of  his  office. 
The  Treasurer  shall  keep  all  funds  derived  from  the  sale 
of  bonds  by  said  Commission  and  from  all  other  sources 
under  this  act  in  a  separate  fund  and  shall  pay  the  same  out 
only  upon  the  order  of  the  Chairman,  countersigned  by  the 
Secretary  and  no  order  or  warrant  shall  be  issued  except  in 
pursuance  of  an  order  adopted  by  the  Commission. 

Section  162.  The  Commission  may  adopt  rules  for  the 
government  of  its  members  and  its  proceedings  and  on  the  call 
of  any  two  of  its  members  must,  cause  the  yeas  and  nays 
to  be  taken  and  entered  in  its  journal  upon  any  question 
before  it,  and  its  deliberations  and  proceedings  must  be 
public. 

Section  163.  The  Commission  shall  meet  in  the  City  for 
the  transaction  of  business  at  least  once  a  month  at  such  hour 
and  place  as  it  may  direct  and  at  such  other  times  as  it  may 
provide,  and  said  Commission  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting 
on  the  first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year  at  the  hour  of 
noon,  and  it  may  be  convened  by  the  Chairman  at  any  time 
upon  not  less  than  one  day’s  notice  to  each  member  at  that 
time  present  in  the  City. 

Section  164.  Said  Commission  shall  act  only  at  regular 
or  special  meetings  and  neither  the  City  of  Astoria  nor  said 
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C  ommission  shall  be  bound  by  any  contract  or  in  any  way 
held  liable  thereon  unless  the  same  shall  be  authorized  by  a 
resolution  of  such  commission  and  made  in  writing  and  by 
order  of  the  Commission  signed  by  the  Chairman  "and  Sec¬ 
retary  thereof,  or  some  other  person  duly  authorized  on  be¬ 
half  of  the  Commission.  The  style  of  all  resolutions  or 
by-laws  of  said  Commission  shall  be  “Be  it  resolved  by  the 
Sanitary  and  Reclamation  Commission  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria.  The  Commission  may  provide  for  punishing  any  per¬ 
son  for  violating  any  Resolution  or  by-law  by  fine  or  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  Jail  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  up¬ 
on  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of 
the  City  of  Astoria. 

Section  165.  The  City  of  Astoria  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  construct,  keep  and  maintain  bulk-heads 
or  retaining  walls  in,  upon,  over,  along,  under,  across  cr  on 
any  of  the  streets,  alleys,  or  highways  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
that  are  now  laid  out  and  established  or  that  may  be  here¬ 
after  laid  out  or  established  or  secured  either  by  dedication 
or  condemnation,  or  otherwise,  and  to  construct  and  maintain 
the  same  upon  any  right  of  way  therefor  hereafter  secured 
either  by  purchase,  dedication  or  condemnation  or  in  any 
other  manner,  which  said  bulk-heads  or  retaining  walls 
shall  be  of  such  length,  dimensions,  kind  or  character  and 
constructed  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Commission  shall 
from  time  to  time  determine  and  designate  at  and  below  the 
extreme  high  tide  line  on  the  shore  or  water  frontage  of  the 
Columbia  river  above  or  below  low  tide  within  the  City  and 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing  such  retaining;  walls  or  bulk¬ 
heads  the  City  may  acquire  by  purchase  or  condemnation  or 
otherwise  such  rights  ot  way  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  the  same. 

Said  Commission  shall  have  power  and  authority  at 
any  regular  meeting  thereof  to  levy  a  tax  not  exceeding  five 
mills  on  the  dollar  in  any  one  year,  upon  the  taxable  proper¬ 
ty  of  the  City  which  said  tax  shall  be  levied  by  resolution  which 
shall  be  certified  to  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  before  said  Council  shall  lexy  taxes  for  general  muni¬ 
cipal  purposes  for  the  ensuing  year  and  such  taxes  shall  be 
included  in  the  general  levy  of  taxes  for  that  year  and  as 
made  by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  which 
tax  shall  be  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner  as  other  taxes  of  the  City  of  Astoria  are  collected  and 
when  so  collected  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Commission  and  shall  be  exclusively  under  the  control 
of  such  Commission  and  shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  constructing  such  bulk- 
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heads  and  retaining  walls  and  paying  interest  on  bonds  issu¬ 
ed  for  that  purpose  and  for  retiring  or  redeeming  such  bonds 
and  in  paying  salaries  of  officers,  servants  and  employees  and 
the  general  incidental  expenses  of  the  Commission.  And  to 
defray  the  costs  and  expenses  of  constructing  said  bulk-heads 
or  retaining  walls,  said  Commission  may  also  from  time 
to  time  as  required  issue  and  sell  negotiable  bonds  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  running  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  forty 
years,  the  aggregate,  amount  of  which  bonds  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  such  bulk-heads  or  retaining  walls  shall  not  ex¬ 
ceed  the  sum  of  $300,000.00.  All  bonds  issued  and  sold  to 
raise  funds  for  the  construction  of  bulkheads  or  retaining 
walls  shall  provide  that  the  same  may  be  recalled  and  paid 
at  the  option  of  the  City  at  par  at  any  time  alter  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  same. 
Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  limit  or  restrict  the  amount  of  twenty  year  bonds  that  may 
be  issued  and  sold  from  time  to  time  to  detray  the  costs  and 
expenses  of  filling  in  the  tide  lands,  mud  flats  and  overflow¬ 
ed  lands  where  the  owners  of  property  assessed  to  defray  the 
expenses  thereof  shall  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of 
paying  assessments  in  ten  equal  installments  as  hereinafter 
provided;  it  being  the  expressed  intention  of  this  act  that 
the  costs  and  expenses  of  constructing  the  bulk-heads  shall 
be  defrayed  by  general  taxation  or  the  issue  and  sale  of  bonds 
but  the  costs  and  expenses  of  filling  in  and  reclaiming  the  tide 
lands,  mud  flats  and  overflowed  lands  shall  be  by  local  spec¬ 
ial  assessments  levied  upon  each  lot  or  parcel  of 
land  or  tract  of  water  frontage  filled  in  according  to  the 
benefits  resulting  from  the  filling  in  and  reclaiming  of  the 
same  including  the  filling  in  of  the  abutting  streets  and  alleys. 
All  bonds  issued  under  this  act  shall  bear  such  rate  of  in¬ 
terest  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the  Commission  not 
exceeding  5  per  cent  per  annum  and  all  bonds  issued  to  pay 
for  filling  in  or  leclaiming  the  tide  lands,  mud  flats  and 
overflowed  lands  on  account  of  persons  owning  property  as¬ 
sessed  for  that  purpose  availing  themselves  of  paying  assess¬ 
ments  in  installments,  shall  provide  that  the  same  shall  be 
redeemable  at  the  option  of  the  City  at  par  with  accrued  in¬ 
terest  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the 
date  of  issue  and  all  bonds  shall  be  signed  by  the  Chairman 
and  Secretary  of  the  Commission  and  the  full  faith  and  credit 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  be  pledged  to  the  payment  of  all 
bonds  issued  under  this  act. 

No  part  of  the  expense  of  filling  in  or  reclaiming  any 
of  the  tide  lands,  overflowed  lands,  mud  flats  or  water  front¬ 
age  including  the  streets  of  any  reclamation  district  (except¬ 
ing  the  retaining  walls  or  bulk-heads)  shall  be  paid  from  gen¬ 
eral  taxation,  but  the  whole  expense  of  filling  in  and  reclaim- 
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ing  such  tide  lands,  mud  flats  or  water  frontage  in  any  dis¬ 
trict  including  the  streets,  and  street  crossings  and  alleys 
thereof  shall  be  defrayed  by  special  assessment  upon  the  lots, 
lands  and  premises  inclusive  of  water  frontage  included  with¬ 
in  the  special  assessment  district  to  be  constituted  of  the  lands 
so  filled  in  and  benefited  by  the  improvement  and  the  con¬ 
tract  for  any  such  improvement  shall  provide  that  the  con¬ 
tractor  shall  look  exclusively  to  such  assessments  and  the 
funds  to  be  derived  therefrom  for  payment  for  constructing 
the  same,  except  whenever  any  of  the  owners  of  the  land 
assessed  for  such  improvement  shall  ask  for  the  privilege  of 
paying  his  assessment  in  ten  installments  as  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided,  the  Commision  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  issue  and  dispose  of 
negotiable  bonds  of  the  City  of  Astoria  from  time  to  time, 
equal  in  amount  at  the  part  value  thereof  to  the  amount  re¬ 
maining  due  the  City  of  Astoria  on  account  of  such  persons 
so  assessed  having  availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  pay¬ 
ing  such  assessments  in  installments,  and  said  bonds  shall 
be  payable  twenty  years  from  date  of  issue  and  draw  inter¬ 
est  at  such  rate  as  the  Commission  shall  determine  not  exceed¬ 
ing  five  per  cent,  per  annum  payable  annually  and  shall  pro¬ 
vide  that  the  same  may  be  called  at  any  time  after  two  years 
from  date  of  issue  at  par  plus  the  accrued  interest,  and  all 
moneys  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commission  on  account 
of  installments  of  such  assessments  shall  immediately  be 
used  in  retiring  such  bonds. 

Such  bonds  may  be  issued  and  sold  at  par  direct  to  the 
contractor  executing  the  work.  The  aggregate  amount  of  such 
twenty  year  bonds  so  issued  on  account  of  installments  shall 
not  exceed  $500,000.00  at  any  one  time  and  such  bonds  as 
well  as  the  bonds  issued  to  secure  funds  for  constructing 
bulk-heads  or  retaining  walls  shall  not  be  taken  into  compu¬ 
tation  in  ascertaining  the  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the  City 
mentioned  in  Section  132  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria.  When  the  expenses  of  any  fill  shall  be  assessed 
against  any  lands  belonging  to  the  City  or  used  for  public 
buildings  or  public  grounds  and  exempt  by  law  from  such  as¬ 
sessments  the  amount  of  such  assessment  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Common  Council  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commission  by 
Warrant  on  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria  payable 
out  of  the  general  fund. 

Section  166.  In  case  the  Commission  shall  at  any  time 
desire  to  acquire  any  real  property  or  water  frontage  within 
the  City  for  a  right  of  way  upon  or  over  any  land  or  lands  or 
water  frontage  to  construct  or  maintain  any  bulk-head  or 
retaining  wall  across  or  upon  such  land  or  lands  or  water 
frontage  it  may  maintain  an  action  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
State  of  Oregon  for  Clatsop  County  against  the  owner  or 
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owners  thereof  for  that  purpose  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary 
in  order  to  maintain  any  such  action  to  submit  any  question 
to  a  vote  of  the  taxpayers,  inhabitants  or  voters  of  the  City; 
or  in  case  the  Commission  shall  through  its  Chairman  and 
Secretary  certify  to  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  that  it  has  been  unable  to  agree  with  the  owner  or  own¬ 
ers  of  property  desired  for  said  purpose  as  to  the  amount 
to  be  paid  for  the  appropriation  thereof,  the  said  Common 
Council  shall  by  Ordinance  direct  an  action  or  actions  to  be 
instituted  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Astoria  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  State  of  Oregon  for  Clatsop  County  to  condemn 
and  appropriate  to  the  use  of  such  City  such  right  of  way 
and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  any  such 
action  to  submit  any  question  to  a  vote  of  the  taxpayers,  in¬ 
habitants  or  voters  of  the  City  and  such  action  shall  be  com¬ 
menced  and  prosecuted  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  gen¬ 
eral  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  providing  and  regulating 
the  mode  of  proceedings  to  appropriate  land  by  private  cor¬ 
poration. 

Section  167.  No  contract  for  the  construction  of  any 
bulk-head  or  retaining  wall  shall  be  let  or  entered  into  by 
the  Commission  until  plans  and  specifications  for  the  same 
and  a  complete  and  detailed  estimate  of  the  costs  thereof 
shall  have  been  made  and  filed  with  the  Commission  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  a  resolution  thereof,  in  which  resolution  said  Com¬ 
mission  shall  specify  and  provide  the  time  and  manner  of 
constructing  and  completing  the  proposed  improvement  and 
all  necessary  matters  relating  to  the  execution  and  inspection 
and  approval  of  the  work  and  the  time  and  manner  of  the 
payment  of  the  contractor  therefor. 

All  contracts  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder 
after  advertisement  for  bids  published  at  least  thirty  days  in 
a  daily  newspaper  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  and  no  contract  for  any  bulk-head  or  retaining  wall 
shall  be  let  at  a  price  exceeding  the  estimated  cost  thereof. 
The  Commission  shall  provide  for  rejecting  any  and  all  bids 
and  the  contractor  entering  into  any  contract  for  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  any  bulk-head  or  retaining  wall  shall  be  required  to 
give  bonds  with  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  in  such  sum 
as  the  Commission  may  determine  conditional  for  the  faith¬ 
ful  performance  of  the  contract  and  the  contractor  will  pay 
all  persons  supplying  labor  or  material  in  the  performance  of 
the  same  upon  which  bonds  any  person  or  persons  supply¬ 
ing  labor  or  material  shall  have  a  right  to  bring  action  against 
such  principal  and  surety  or  sureties  in  the  name  of  the  City 
of  Astoria. 

Section  168.  Whenever  the  Sanitary  and  Reclamation 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  consider  it  neces- 
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sary  to  fill  in  or  reclaim  any  of  the  tide  lands,  mud  flats, 
overflowed  lands  or  waterfrontage  in  the  City  of  Astoria  in 
order  to  protect  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  City, 
the  City  of  Astoria  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority  to 
fill  in  or  reclaim  any  of  the  tide  lands,  mud  flats,  overflowed 
lands,  and  water  frontage  and  the  abutting  streets  within 
the  said  City  of  Astoria  to  such  depth  or  level  as  said  Com¬ 
mission  shall  deem  proper  including  all  streets,  alleys,  parks, 
squares,  lots,  blocks,  tracts,  parcels  of  real  estate  and  water 
frontage  north  of  or  below  the  extreme  high  tide  line  or 
north  of  any  street  next  South  of  said  line  or  between  the 
extreme  high  tide  line  or  any  street  next  south  thereof  and 
the  U.  S.  Bulk-head  line  and  may  establish  and  lay  out  re¬ 
clamation  districts  and  provide  for  filling  in  such  districts  as 
said  Commission  shall  from  time  to  time  consider  necessary 
and  proper  and  defray  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof  by 
levying  special  assessments  upon  the  lots,  lands  and  premises, 
including  the  water  frontage  franchises,  rights  of  way  and 
-easements  within  each  district  so  reclaimed  according  to  the 
benefits  resulting  to  each  lot,  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  tract 
of  water  frontage,  right  of  way,  franchise  or  easement  within 
the  district  from  the  filling  of  the  same  or  reclamation  of  the 
same,  including  the  costs  and  expenses  of  filling  in  the  streets 
and  intersections  thereof  within  the  district  so  reclaimed  and 
each  lot,  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  including  water  frontage, 
right  of  way  or  franchise  in  each  district  shall  be  assessed  such 
proportion  of  the  entire  costs  and  expenses  of  making  the 
fill  including  the  filling  of  the  streets  and  alleys  as  the  bene¬ 
fits  resulting  to  such  lot,  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  water  front¬ 
age,  right  of  way  or  franchise  is  proportionate  to  the  benefit 
resulting  to  all  such  property  from  the  improvement  of  such 
district.  And  provided  further  that  any  and  all  streets  with¬ 
in  any  reclamation  district  amy  be  filled  into  the  same  level  or 
grade  that  the  lots,  blocks,  tracts  of  land  or  water  frontage 
in  or  to  the  full  established  grade  of  such  street  or  streets 
or  to  such  depth  or  level  below  the  established  grade  as  the 
Commission  shall  deem  proper  or  advantageous;  and  provid¬ 
ed  further  that  whenever  the  boundary  of  any  district  to  be 
filled  in  shall  be  the  line  of  any  street  which  is  to  be  filled 
in  whole  or  in  part  as  of  the  improvement  of  the  district  the 
lots,  lands  and  premises  including  water  frontage  abutting 
upon  or  adjacent  to  and  specially  benefited  by  the  filling  in 
of  such  street  or  portion  thereof  may  be  included  within  the 
special  assessment  district  and  be  assessed  for  its  proportion 
of  the  cost  of  filling  in  such  street  according  to  the  benefits 
resulting  therefrom,  although  such  lots,  lands  or  premises  or 
water  frontage  be  not  within  the  district  to  be  filled  in  or 
reclaimed. 

Section  169.  Whenever  the  Sanitary  and  Reclamation 
Commission  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  deem  it  necessary  in 
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order  to  protect  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  any  portion 
of  the  City  to  fill  in  and  reclaim  any  portion  of  the  tide  lands, 
mud  flats,  overflowed  lands  or  water  frontage  of  the  city  and 
to  defray  the  cost  thereof  by  special  assessment  they  shall  so 
declare  the  fact  and  their  determination  or  intention  to  re¬ 
claim  or  fill  the  same  by  resolution  stating  in  general  terms 
the  nature  and  character  of  the  fill  and  the  elevation  or  level 
of  the  same  including  that  of  the  street  or  streets  to  be  filled 
and  shall  designate  and  describe  the  district  to  be  filled  in 
and  reclaimed  and  the  district  upon  which  the  special  as¬ 
sessment  shall  be  levied  to  defray  the  costs  and  expenses 
thereof;  and  shall  cause  estimates  of  the  expenses  thereof 
and  specifications  for  the  proposed  improvement  to  be  made 
and  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission.  It  shall  be 
sufficient  to  describe  in  general  terms  the  nature  and  charact¬ 
er  of  the  fill  and  the  elevation  and  level  thereof  including  the 
elevation  or  level  to  which  the  streets  are  to  be  filled. 
Such  resolution  shall  direct  the  Secretary  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion,  upon  the  estimate  of  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof  and 
specifications  for  the  proposed  improvement  being  filed  with 
him,  to  cause  notice  of  the  intention  of  the  Commission  to 
cause  such  fill  to  be  made  to  be  given  by  publication  in  a 
daily  newspaper  published  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  which  notice 
shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  improvement  to  be  made 
in  general  terms  and  a  statement  of  the  district  to  be  filled 
in  and  to  be  assessed  and  a  statement  that  an  estimate  of 
the  costs  of  the  improvement  and  specifications  for  the  pro¬ 
posed  work  has  been  filed,  and,  such  notice  shall  be  publish¬ 
ed  in  such  paper  for  at  least  ten  days. 

-  If  a  remonstrance  against  such  proposed  fill  or  improve¬ 
ment  signed  by  persons  owning  one-half  of  the  property  in 
the  district  to  be  improved  or  reclaimed  and  assessed,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  by  the  time 
of  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission  following  the 
final  publication  of  such  notice,  no  such  fill  or  improvement 
shall  be  ordered  except  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  seven  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Commission,  but  if  no  such  remonstrance  be  filed 
the  same  may  be  ordered  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members 
of  the  Commission.  At  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  said 
time  in  which  a  remonstrance  can  be  filed  and  within  four 
months  thereof,  and  also  after  such  estimates  and  specifica¬ 
tions  are  filed,  the  Commission  may  by  resolution  order  the 
improvements  or  fill  constructed  and  prescribe  the  time  and 
manner  of  making  the  same,  and  upon  the  passage  of  such 
resolution  declaring  the  intention  of  the  Commission  to  make 
such  fill  or  improvement  and  giving  of  the  notice  in  this  sec¬ 
tion  provided  and  the  filing  of  the  estimate  of  the  cost  and 
expenses  thereof  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  work  and 
passage  of  the  resolution  ordering  the  improvement  or  fill 
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and  prescribing  the  time  and  manner  of  making  the  same, 
the  City  of  Astoria  shall  be  deemed  to  have  gained  jurisdic¬ 
tion  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  improvement  and  assess¬ 
ing  the  property  benefited  thereby  to  defray  the  costs  and 
expenses  thereof. 

Section  170.  The  Commission  shall  provide  by  resolution 
for  the  time  and  manner  of  doing  the  work  of  reclaiming  or 
filling  in  any  reclamation  district  subject  only  to  the  follow¬ 
ing  restrictions,  viz:  after  such  notice  as  may  be  prescribed 
in  the  resolution  the  work  must  be  let  to  the  lowest  respon¬ 
sible  bidder,  and  the  Commission  shall  provide  for  the  re¬ 
jection  of  any  and  all  bids  when  deemed  unreasonable,  and  the 
Commission  shall  provide  for  taking  security  by  bond  in 
such  sum  as  it  shall  consider  reasonable  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  any  contract  let  under  its  authority, 
and  that  the  contractor  will  pay  all  persons  supplying  labor 
and  material  used  in  the  performance  of  the  work  and  con¬ 
form  to  the  requirements  of  the  charter  and  all  ordinances 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  relating,  to  the  public  works,  and  the 
provisions  of  such  bond  may  be  enforced  by  an  action  in  the 
name  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  The  Commission  shall  provide 
by  resolution  for  the  time  of  the  completion  of  the  work  and 
for  the  inspection  and  acceptance  thereof. 

Section  171.  When  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  cost 
and  expenses  of  filling  or  reclaiming  any  district  of  tide 
lands,  mud  flats,  overflowed  lands,  or  water  frontage  is  to 
be  defrayed  by  special  assessment  upon  the  property  so  filled 
in,  within  such  district  benefited  by  the  improvement,  such 
assessment  may  be  made  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  San¬ 
itary  and  Reclamation  Commission  shall  select  three  dis¬ 
interested  freeholders  of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  act  as  a  Board 
of  Assessors  which  shall  make  the  special  assessments  auth¬ 
orized  by  this  act.  If  a  member  of  such  Board  shall  be  in¬ 
terested  in  any  property  in  any  special  assessment  district 
directed  assessed  by  the  Commission,  they  shall  appoint  some 
other  person  to  act  in  his  stead  in  making  the  assessments, 
who  for  the  purpose  of  the  assessment  shall  be  a  member  of 
the  board  and  such  Board  of  Assessors  may  be  changed  from 
time  to  time  at  the  pleaseure  of  such  Commission. 

Section  172.  When  any  special  assessments  are  to  be 
made  pro  rata  upon  the  lots,  lands  and  premises  including 
water  frontage,  rights  of  way  and  francnises  in  any  special 
assessment  district  according  to  the  benefits  the  Commission 
shall  by  resolution  either  at  the  time  of  ordering  the  fill  or 
reclamation  or  before  or  after  said  time  direct  the  same  to 
be  made  by  the  Board  of  Assessors,  and  shall  state  therein 
the  amount  to  be  assessed  and  described  or  designate  the 
lots,  lands  and  premises,  water  frontage,  rights  of  way  and 
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franchises  constituting,  the  district  to  be  assessed.  Upon 
receiving  such  order  or  directions,  the  Board  of  Assessors 
shall  make  out  an  assessment  roll  listing  and  describing 
therein  all  the  lots,  premises,  parcels  of  land,  water  frontage, 
rights  of  way  and  franchises  to  he  assessed,  and  the  valua¬ 
tion  thereof  with  the  names  of  the  owners  thereof,  if  known, 
and  shall  levy  thereon  the  amount  to  be  assessed  in  the  man¬ 
ner  directed  by  the  provision  of  this  act.  They  shall  assess 
upon  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  tract  of  water  frontage, 
right  of  way  or  franchise  such  relative  portion  of  the  whole 
sum  to  be  levied  as  shall  be  proportionate  to  the  estimated 
benefit  resulting  to  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  tract  of  water 
frontage,  right  of  way  or  franchise  from  the  improvement 
and  when  such  an  assessment  is  completed  they  shall  report 
the  same  to  the  Commission  and  file  the  same  with  the  Secret¬ 
ary  thereof.  The  cost  and  expenses  of  any  improvement 
which  may  be  defrayed  by  special  assessment  shall  include 
the  cost  of  survey,  plans,  assessment  and  advertising  and  the 
cost  of  filling  in  the  property  reclaimed  including  the  streets 
and  intersections  thereof. 

In  case  it  shall  become  necessary  to  take  or  damage  any 
property  within  any  improvement  district  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  the  filling  or  reclamation  thereof,  the  Sanitary 
and  Reclamation  Commission  shall  upon  a  claim  for  such 
damages  being  filled  by  the  owner  of  such  property,  cause  a 
written  notice  to  be  served  by  the  Secretary  of  said  Sanitary 
and  Reclamation  Commission  upon  such  owner  stating  the 
time  and  place  of  hearing  iof  such  matter,  and  at  said  time 
and  place  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the  value  of  such 
property  or  the  amount  of  such  damages,  and  to  make  com¬ 
pensation  therefor  from  the  general  fund  or  direct  that  the 
amount  thereof  be  assessed  to  the  property  benefited. 

Whenever  any  parcel  of  land  within  the  boundaries  of 
any  proposed  improvement  district  shall  be  wholly  filled  to 
the  proposed  grade  or  elevation  of  the  proposed  fill,  such 
parcel  of  land  may  be  excluded  from  the  list  of  lands  to  be 
assessed,  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Sannary  and  Reclama¬ 
tion  Commission  justice  and  equity  requires  its  exclusion. 

Section  173.  When  any  special  assessment  shall  be  re¬ 
ported  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  the  Sanitary  and  Recla¬ 
mation  Commission  as  in  the  above  section  directed,  the  same 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  thereof  and  numbered;  be¬ 
fore  adopting  the  assessment,  the  Commission  shall  cause 
notice  to  be  published  at  least  ten  days  in  some  newspaper 
of  the  City  of  the  filing  of  the  same  with  the  Secretary  there¬ 
of  appointing  a  time  when  a  committee  of  the  Sanitary  and 
Reclamation  Commission  will  meet  to  review  the  assess¬ 
ment.  This  committee  and  said  Board  of  Assessors  shall 
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act  as  a  Board  of  Equalization  and  shall  have  power  to  raise 
or  lower  the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  assessment;  provided, 
that  in  case  any  assessment  is  raised  the  party  affected 
thereby  shall  be  notified  in  writing  at  least  three  days  before 
such  change  shall  be  made.  Any  person  objecting  to  the 
assessment  must  file  his  objection  thereto  in  writing  with 
the  Secretary  of  the  Commission.  The  said  Committee  and 
Board  of  Assessors  shall  report  the  result  to  the  Commis¬ 
sion  which  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  review  and 
correct  the  action  of  said  Board  of  Equalization  and  by  resolu¬ 
tion  confirm  the  same  as  corrected;  or  they  may  refer  the 
same  back  to  the  Board  of  Assessors  of  the  Commission  for 
revision,  or  annul  it  and  direct  a  new  assessment,  in  which 
case  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in  respect  to  the 
previous  assessment.  When  a  special  assessment  shall  be 
confirmed,  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  shall  endorse  a 
certificate  thereof  upon  the  roll  showing,  the  date  of  confirma¬ 
tion.  When  any  special  assessment  shall  be  confirmed  by  the 
Commission,  it  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  All  special  as¬ 
sessments  from  the  date  of  confirmation  thereof  shall  con¬ 
stitute  a  lien  upon  the  respective  lots,  parcels  of  land,  water 
frontage,  rights  of  way  and  franchises  assessed  and  shall  also 
be  a  charge  against  the  person  to  whom  assessed,  until  paid. 
Upon  the  confirmation  of  such  assessment,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  to  enter  a  statement 
thereof  in  the  docket  of  the  City  liens  of  the  Sanitary  and 
Reclamation  Commission  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Section  174.  The  docket  of  city  liens  of  the  Sanitary 
and  Reclamation  Commission  is  a  book  in  which  must  be 
entered  in  pursuance  to  Section  17  3,  the  following  matter  in 
relation  to  assessments  for  the  filling  in  and  reclaiming  of 
any  tide  lands  overflowed  lands  or  water  frontage  in  any  im¬ 
provement  district. 

1st.  The  name  of  the  owner  of  each  lot,  tract  or  parcel 
of  land  or  tract  or  parcel  of  water  frontage  or  right  of  way 
or  franchise  assessed  or  that  the  owner  is  unknown. 

2nd.  The  number  or  letter  of  the  lot  assessed  and  the 
number  or  letter  of  the  block  and  the  town  or  addition  in 
which  it  is  situated,  or  if  a  tract  of  land  or  water  frontage 
or  right  of  way  or  franchise,  the  description  of  the  same. 

3rd.  The  sum  assessed  upon  such  lot  or  tract  of  land, 
right  of  way  or  franchise  and  the  date  of  entry. 

4th.  The  time  and  manner  in  which  the  same  is  to  be 
paid,  and  if  payable  in  installments,  the  amount  of  each  in¬ 
stallment  and  the  date  of  payment. 

Section  175.  Whenever  the  assessment  for  filling,  in  or 
reclaiming  any  district  against  a  lot  of  twenty-five  feet  by 
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■one  bundled  feet  or  an  equivalent  quantity  of  land  shall 
amount  to  the  sum  of  $100.00  or  more,  the  Commission 
shall  order  that  the  assessment  for  such  improvement  may 
be  paid  in  ten  equal  installments,  one  to  be  paid  at  the  time 
for  the  payment  of  the  special  assessment  and  one  shall  be 
paid  every  two  years  thereafter  at  such  time  as  the  Com¬ 
mission  shall  order  together  with  interest  on  the  portion  still 
remaining  unpaid  at  the  rate  of  five  percent  per  annum  until 
the  whole  sum  is  paid;  provided  however,  that  all  persons 
entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  provision  shall  on  or  before  the 
confirmation  of  such  assessment,  or  within  such  further  time 
as  shall  be  provided  in  the  resolution  confirming  the  assess¬ 
ment  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  a  written  appli¬ 
cation  that  he  he  allowed  to  pay  the  costs  of  such  fill  or  im¬ 
provement  in  installments  in  which  written  application  he 
shall  also  state  that  he  does  thereby  waive  all  and  any  irregu¬ 
larities  in  such  proceedings  for  the  filling  or  reclamation  of 
such  district  and  the  levying  of  the  assessment  for  that  pur¬ 
pose,  and  giving  therein  also  a  description  of  his  property  af¬ 
fected  thereby  by  the  lots,  blocks  or  other  convenient  descrip¬ 
tion  and  thereafter  and  thereupon  such  property  owner  and 
such  property  thereby  affected  shall  pay  the  cost  of  such 
improvement  in  installments  as  above  provided.  Provided 
further,  however,  that  such  owner  and  such  property  shall 
have  the  privilege  at  any  time  of  paying  the  whole  of  such 
assessment  and  all  interest  accrued,  and  thereupon  have  such 
property  released  from  the  lien  of  said  assessment. 

Provided  further,  that  whenever  the  assessment  of  any 
one  person  or  persons  owning  property  jointly,  company  or 
corporation  for  such  fill  or  improvement,  shall  exceed  the 
sum  of  $300.00  then  such  person  or  persons,  company  or 
corporation  shall  have  the  privilege  of  this  section  as  to  pay¬ 
ment  in  installments  upon  like  terms. 

All  special  assessments,  except  such  installments  thereof 
as  the  Commission  shall  make  payable  at  a  future  time  as 
provided  herein  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  confirmation  or 
at  such  time  thereafter  as  the  Commission  may  prescribe. 

In  case  any  installment  of  assessment  against  any  lot  or 
parcel  of  land  shall  not  be  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the 
time  the  same  becomes  due,  the  Commission  shall  have  the 
privilege  and  option  of  declaring  by  resolution  that  all  of  the 
remaining  unpaid  installments  which  stand  against  the  same 
property  shall  at  once  become  due  and  payable,  and  when  so 
declared  all  such  installments  may  be  collected  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  in  case  of  the  first  install¬ 
ment  then  over-due  or  said  remaining  unpaid  installments 
may  be  collected  at  one  time  by  suit  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the 
State  of  Oregon  for  Clatsop  County,  in  which  suit  the  person 
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owning  the  property  upon  which  the  unpaid  installments 
for  any  one  improvement  remaining  due  may  be  joined  as 
parties  defendant. 

Whenever  any  special  assessment  shall  be  adjudged  il¬ 
legal  or  invalid  for  any  reason  or  in  case  there  shall  have 
been  a  failure  to  assess  the  cost  of  any  improvement  upon 
the  lands  properly  chargeable  therewith  the  Commission  shall 
have  power  to  cause  a  new  assessment  to  he  made  for  the 
same  purpose  for  which  the  former  assessment  was  made. 
All  the  proceedings  for  such  reassessment  and  for  the  col¬ 
lection  thereof  shall  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner  as 
provided  for  the  original  assessment,  and  whenever  any  sum 
or  any  part  thereof  levied  upon  any  premises  in  the  assess¬ 
ment  so  set  aside,  has  been  paid  and  not  refunded,  the  pay¬ 
ment  so  made  shall  be  applied  upon  the  reassessment  upon 
such  premises  and  the  reassessment  shall  be  to  that  extent 
satisfied.  No  judgment  or  decree  of  any  court,  nor  any  act 
of  the  Commission  vacating  a  special  assessment  shall  destroy 
or  impair  the  lien  of  the  City  upon  the  premises  assessed  for 
such  amount  of  the  assessment  as  may  be  equitably  charged 
against  the  same  or  as  by  a  regular  assessment  of  proceed¬ 
ings  might  have  been  lawfully  assessed  thereon;  and  provided 
further  that  in  case  of  any  irregularity  of  any  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  for  the  filling  in  or  reclaiming  of  any  district  or  the 
levying  of  the  assessment  to  defray  the  costs  and  expenses 
thereof,  whether  such  irregularities  he  jurisdictional  or  other¬ 
wise  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  have  power  to  bring  suit  in  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  State  of  Oregon  for  Clatsop  County 
against  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  lot  or  lots,  block  or  blocks, 
or  parcel  or  parcels  of  land,  including  water  frontage  rights  of 
way  or  franchises  upon  which  the  cost  of  such  improvement 
might  or  could  have  been  charged  or  imposed  and  which  were 
benefited  thereby,  which  said  lands,  lots  and  premises  and 
water  frontage  and  rights  of  way  and  franchises  shall  include 
all  lots,  lands  and  premises,  water  frontage,  rights  of  way  and 
franchises  within  the  reclamation  district  and  recover  the 
proportion  of  the  costs  of  such  improvement  from  each  of 
said  lots,  lands,  and  premises,  water  frontage,  rights  of  way 
and  franchises  benefited  by  such  improvement  according  to 
the  benefit  resulting  to  each  from  the  improvement.  In  any 
such  suit  so  instituted,  all  persons  whose  property  is  or  would 
be  so  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  such  proportion  of  the 
assessment  aforesaid  shall  be  joined  as  parties  defendant  in 
one  suit  and  the  judgment  rendered  therein  shall  be  a  several 
judgment  in  rem  against  each  of  said  lots  or  parcels  of  land 
and  water  frontage,  right  of  way  or  franchise  owned  by  each 
of  the  several  defendants  for  its  proportion  of  the  cost  of  the 
improvement,  and  the  costs  and  disbursements  and'  the  lien 
thereof  shall  be  decreed  upon  the  premises.  The  general 
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laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon  governing  suits  in  equity,  service 
of  summons,  and  other  process  shall  apply  to  any  such  suit. 

Section  17  6.  The  docket  iof  City  liens  in  which  such 
assessments  shall  be  entered  and  all  other  records  of  the  Com¬ 
mission,  shall  he  deemed  public  writings  and  the  originals 
or  certified  copies  of  the  same  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  force,  and  effect  thereof,  and  from  the  date  of 
the  entry  of  an  assessment  upon  a  lot  or  part  thereof,  tract 
or  parcel  of  land,  water  frontage  or  right  of  way  or  franchise, 
the  sum  so  entered  is  to  be  deemed  a  lien  thereon  which  said 
lien  shall  have  priority  over  all  other  liens  or  incumbrances 
thereon  whatsoever. 

Section  177.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  who  is  the 
owner  of  any  lot  or  part  thereof,  parcel  or  tract  of  land,  in¬ 
cluding  water  frontage,  right  of  way  or  franchise  assessed 
for  filling  in  or  reclaiming  the  same,  including  the  streets 
and  intersection  thereof,  the  Secretary  of  the  Sanitary  and 
Reclamation  Commission  shall  take  the  certificate  of  the 
County  Clerk  of  Clatsop  County  stating  who  is  the  owner 
thereof  at  the  date  of  the  resolution  ordering  the  assessment 
as  may  appear  from  the  Recorus  of  Deeds  of  said  County, 
which  certificate  such  County  Clerk  is  authorized  and  re¬ 
quired  to  give  when  demanded  to  g,ive  the  same  by  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Commission. 

Section  17  8.  A  sum  of  money  so  assessed  for  reclaiming 
or  filling  in  any  district  can  not  be  collected  until  by  order 
of  the  Commission,  ten  days  notice  thereof  is  given  by  the 
Secretary  thereof,  by  publication  in  a  daily  newspaper  publish¬ 
ed  in  the  City  of  Astoria.  Such  notice  must  contain  the  num¬ 
ber  of  the  assessment  roll  a  brief  description  of  the  district 
filled  in  or  reclaimed  and  the  names  of  the  persons  against 
whom  the  assessments  are  made,  and  the  amount  owing  by 
each  and  no  other  statement  shall  be  required. 

Section  179.  If  within  ten  days  of  the  expiration  of  said 
ten  days’  notice  as  required  by  Section  178,  the  sum  assessed 
upon  any  lot  or  part  thereof,  tract  or  parcel  of  land,  tract 
of  water  frontage,  right  of  way  or  franchise  is  not  wholly  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commission  and  a  duplicate  receipt 
filed  with  the  Secretary  thereof,  the  Commission  may  there¬ 
after  order  a  warrant  issued  for  the  collection  of  the  same 
to  be  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  directed  to 
the  Chief  of  Police  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Section  18  0.  Such  warrant  shall  have  the  force  and  ef¬ 
fect  of  an  execution  against  real  property  and  shall  be  execut¬ 
ed  in  like  manner,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  Such 
warrant  must  require  the  Chief  of  Police  to  proceed  to  col- 
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lect  the  unpaid  assessment  named  therein  by  advertising  and 
selling  to  the  highest  bidder  the  lot,  part  thereof,  or  tract  of 
land  or  right  of  way,  or  franchise  described  in  the  warrant 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  sale  of  such  property 
under  execution,  and  return  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Commission  and  the  warrant  to  the  Secret¬ 
ary  thereof  with  his  doings  endorsed  thereon  together  with 
the  receipt  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Commission  for  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  such  sale  as  paid  to  him.  Provided,  that  all  the 
unpaid  assessments  for  any  one  improvement  may  be  includ¬ 
ed  in  one  advertisement  and  notice  of  sale,  but  each  piece  or 
parcel  of  land  shall  be  sold  separately  and  for  a  sum  not 
less  than  the  unpaid  assessment  thereon,  and  interest  and 
cost  of  advertising  the  sale;  and  provided  further  that  in  the 
execution  of  said  warrant  no  levy  upon  the  lot,  or  lots  or 
parcels  of  land,  rights  of  way  or  franchises  described  therein 
shall  be  required.  The  notice  of  sale  shall  be  published  once 
a  week  for  four  successive  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  sale. 
The  warrant  shall  be  returned  within  ninety  days  after  the 
receipt  of  the  same  by  the  Chief  of  Police  and  alias  warrants 
may  be  issued  when  required.  At  every  sale  of  real  estate 
under  any  such  warrant  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  as¬ 
sessments  the  Chief  of  Police  or  some  other  officer  duly  auth¬ 
orized  by  the  Commission  shall  bid  for  and  in  the  name  of 
the  City  of  Astoria  for  each  tract,  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  right 
of  way  or  franchise  offered  for  sale,  the  amount  of  the  assess¬ 
ment  against  the  same  including  the  amount  of  any  costs  and 
charges  accrued;  and  if  no  greater  sum  be  bid  such  tract, 
lot,  parcel  of  land,  right  of  way  or  franchise  shall  be  struck 
off  to  the  City  of  Astoria  and  shall  be  held  by  it  and  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  redemption  in  like  manner  as  if  it  had  been  sold  to  a 
private  person  and  the  Sanitary  and  Reclamation  Commission 
or  the  Common  Council  may  provide  for  selling  and  disposing 
of  the  same  at  any  time  after  the  right  of  redemption  shall 
have  expired. 

Section  181.  The  Chief  of  Police  executing  such  warrant 
shall  immediately  make  a  deed  for  the  property  sold  thereon 
to  the  purchaser  stating  therein  that  the  same  is  made  sub¬ 
ject  to  redemption  as  provided  in  this  act.  Within  three  years 
from  the  date  of  such  sale  the  owner  or  his  successor  in  in¬ 
terest  or  any  person  having  a  lien  by ^  judgment,  decree  or 
mortgage  on  the  property  or  any  part  thereof  separately  sold 
may  "redeem  the  same  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  provid¬ 
ed  in  the  next  section. 

Section  18  2.  Redemption  shall  be  made  by  the  payment 
of  the  purchase  money  and  10  per  cent  additional  as  a  penalty 
together  with  interest  on  the  purchase  money  from  the  date 
of  sale  to  the  time  of  payment  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  per 
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annum  and  the  amount  of  any  tax  which  the  purchaser  may 
have  paid  on  the  property  redeemed.  Redemption  from  the 
City  of  Astoria  shall  be  made  by  payment  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Commission  and  written  application  to  the  Commission 
and  upon  application  being  granted,  the  Chairman  and  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Commission  shall  execute  redemption  certificates 
to  the  person  or  persons  making  redemption.  A  redemp¬ 
tion  discharges  the  property  from  the  effects  of  the  sale  for 
the  assessment.  If  made  by  the  owner  or  his  successor  in 
interest  the  estate  in  the  property  is  hereby  restored  to  the 
owner  or  his  successor  in  interest  as  the  case  may  be,  but  if 
made  by  a  lien  creditor,  the  amount  paid  for  redemption  is 
thereafter  to  be  deemed  a  part  of  his  judgment,  decree  or 
mortgage,  as  the  case  may  be  and  shall  bear  like  interest  and 
may  be  enforced  and  collected  as  part  thereof. 

Section  183.  Whenever  a  purchaser  or  those  claiming 
under  him  refuse  to  convey  to  the  person  entitled  to  redeem 
such  person  may  enforce  such  conveyance  thereof  by  a  suit 
in  equity  as  for  a  specific  contract  to  convey  real  property, 
and  such  suit  may  be  maintained  against  absent  person  with¬ 
out  proof  of  tender  of  money  and  offer  to  redeem,  if  the 
plaintiff  bring,  the  money  into  Court  with  his  complaint,  and 
offers  to  redeem.  Every  action,  suit  or  proceeding  which 
may  be  commenced  for  the  recovery  of  land  which  shall  have 
been  sold  by  the  Chief  of  Police  of  Astoria  for  any  such  as¬ 
sessment  except  in  cases  where  the  assessment  for  which  the 
land  was  sold  has  been  paid  before  the  sale  or  the  land  re¬ 
deemed  as  provided  by  law,  shall  be  commenced  within  four 
years  from  the  time  of  the  recording  of  the  deed  executed  by 
the  Chief  of  Police  and  not  thereafter.  In  any  suit,  action 
or  proceeding  in  any  Court  concerning  any  assessmet  of  prop¬ 
erty  authorized  by  this  act  or  the  collection  of  such  assessment 
of  property  authorized  by  this  act  or  the  collection  of  such 
assessment  or  proceedings  consequent  thereon,  such  assess¬ 
ment  and  subsequent  proceedings  and  all  proceedings  con¬ 
nected  therewith  shall  be  presumed  to  be  regular  and  duly 
done  or  taken  until  the  contrary  is  shown;  and  when  any 
proceeding,  matter  or  thing  is  by  this  act  committed  or  left 
to  discretion  or  judgment  of  the  Commission,  such  discretion 
or  judgment  when  exercised  or  declared  is  final  and  cannot 
be  reversed  or  called  in  question  elsewhere. 

Section  184.  In  making,  a  deed  for  real  property  sold  for 
a  delinquent  assessment  for  filling  in  or  reclaiming  any  im¬ 
provement  district,  it  is  not  necessary  to  recite  or  set  forth 
the  proceedings  prior  to  the  sale,  but  it  is  sufficient  if  it 
substantially  appears  from  such  deed  that  the  property  is 
sold  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  and  the  date  thereof  together  with  the  date  of  sale 
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and  the  amount  bid  thereat  by  the  purchaser  and  the  person 
to  whom  sold  and  such  deed  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  authority  to  make  the  sale  and  the  regularity  of  anterior 
proceedings.  No  suit  or  legal  proceedings  shall  be  instituted 
to  set  aside  such  a  deed  or  to  have  the  same  declared  void 
without  first  tendering  to  the  purchaser  of  the  property  at 
the  assessmen  sale,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  whether  the  purchaser 
be  the  City  or  otherwise,  the  amount  bid  at  such  sale  for 
the  property  together  with  ten  per  cent,  penalty  on  said 
amount,  with  interest  on  the  amount  bid  at  such  sale  from 
the  date  of  sale  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum  and  all  taxes  and 
assessments  paid  by  such  purchaser  on  account  of  such  prop¬ 
erty,  with  like  interest  thereon.  And  in  any  such  suit  or  ac¬ 
tion  prosecuted  by  any  person  claiming  to  be  the  owner  of 
any  property  under  an  assessment  sale  for  the  recovery  of 
the  possession  of  such  property,  the  defendant,  except  in  cases 
where  the  assessments  have  been  paid  or  the  property  redeem¬ 
ed  shall  tender  with  his  answer  and  pay  into  Court  for  the 
benefit  of  the  holder  of  the  assessment  title  the  amount  here¬ 
inbefore  required  to  be  tendered  in  an  action  brought  to  set 
aside  such  assessment  deeds.  The  style  of  the  warrant  for 
the  collection  of  delinquent  assessments  shall  be  “In  the  name 
of  the  City  of  Astoria.’’ 

Section  185.  Any  contractor  who  has  entered  into  any 
contract  with  the  City  of  Astoria  bo  fill  in  or  reclaim  any  re¬ 
clamation  district  under  this  act  may  dredge  out  material 
for  the  purpose  of  making  the  fill  from  the  bed  of  the  Colum¬ 
bia  river  along  the  City  water  front;  outside  of  the  pier  head 
line  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations  as  the  Sanitary 
and  Reclamation  Commission  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe 
by  resolution. 

Section  186.  Nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  in  any  way  abridge  or  interfere  with  the 
power  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  im¬ 
prove  any  and  all  streets  thereof  in  any  manner  now  provided; 
and  said  Common  Council  may  improve  any  street  by  con¬ 
structing  retaining  walls  on  each  side  thereof  to  retain  the 
fill  and  by  grading  and  filling  the  same  to  the  established 
grade  and  by  macadamizing,  or  paving  the  same  or  in  any 
other  manner  whatever,  and  assess  the  costs  and  expenses 
thereof  against  the  property  benefited  thereby  as  now  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria;  and  provided 
further  that  whenever  any  street  over  the  tide  lands  or  tide 
flats  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  be  improved  by  filling  the 
same  to  the  established  grade  and  macadamizing  or  paving 
the  same  and  the  assessment  for  such  improvement  against  a 
lot  twenty-five  feet  by  one  hundred  feet  or  an  equivalent 
quantity  of  land  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  $100.00  the  owner 
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of  the  property  so  assessed  shall  upon  application  therefor  to 
the  Common  Council  before  confirmation  of  the  assessment 
and  waiver  of  all  irregularities  in  the  proceedings  have  the 
privilege  of  paying  such  assessment  in  ten  equal  installments, 
one  of  which  shall  be  payable  at  the  time  the  assessment  is 
confirmed  and  one  every  two  years  thereafter  with  interest  on 
all  unpaid  installments  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cen\  per  an¬ 
num  payable  annually  until  all  installments  are  paid  in  full, 
which  said  assessments  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided 
shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
street  assessments  are  levied  and  collected  and  all  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  charter  shall  be  applicable  to  and  govern  the 
mode  of  proceeding  for  such  improvement  and  the  levy  and 
collection  of  the  assessments  to  defray  the  costs  thereof. 

Section  187.  Neither  City  of  Astoria  or  said  Commis¬ 
sion  shall  incur  any  indebtedness  in  carrying  out  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Act  in  excess  of  said  $300,000.00  for  construct¬ 
ing  bulk-heads  and  retaining  walls  and  said  $500,000.00  for 
filling  in  and  reclaiming  the  tide  lands,  mud  flats  and  over¬ 
flowed  lands  and  the  indebtedness  of  the  City  shall  be  limited 
to  that  sum  in  excess  of  the  present  limit  of  indebtedness  of 
the  City  as  prescribed  by  Section  132  of  the  charter  of  the 
City.

STREET  IMPROVEMENTS 
SECTION  79. 


PAYMENT  FOR  STREET  IMPROVEMENTS  IN  IN¬ 
STALLMENTS.  Whenever  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  shall  have  proceeded  to  improve  any  street,  or  part 
of  street,  or  to  lay  any  sewer,  within  the  corporate  limits  there¬ 
of,  and  shall  have  assessed  the  costs  of  such  improvement,  or 
sewer,  to  the  property  benefited  thereby,  or  liable  therefor, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter  of  said  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owner  of  any  property  so  as¬ 
sessed  for  such  improvement,  or  sewer,  in  the  sum  of  Fifty 
($50.00)  Dollars,  or  more,  at  any  time  on  or  before  the  con¬ 
firmation  of  such  assessment,  to  file  'with  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  a  written  application  to  pay  said  assessment  in 
installments  and  such  written  application  shall  state  that  the 
said  applicant  and  property  owner  does  thereby  waive  all  irre- 
gularties  or  defects,  jurisdictional  or  otherwise,  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  to  improve  the  street,  or  lay  the  sewer,  for  (which 
said  assessment  is  levied,  and  in  the  apportionment  of  the  cost 
thereof,  said  application  shall  contain  a  provision  that  the  said 
applicant  and  property  owner  agrees  to  pay  said  ssessments 
in  twenty  (20)  annual  installments  where  the  assessment 
levied  against  property  owned  by  him  within  the  assessment 
district  of  said  improvement  thereof  shall  exceed  Five  Hun¬ 
dred  Dollars,  ($500.00)  and  in  ten  (10)  annual  installments 
(where  the  assessment  against  said  property,  shall  be  less  than 
Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500.)  but  more  than  Two  Hundred 
Fifty  Dollars  ($250.00),  and  in  five  (5)  annual  installments 
where  the  asessment  against  said  property  shall  be  less  than 
Two  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($250.00)  and  more  than  Fifty 
Dollars  ($50.00),  with  interest  at  the  same  rate  on  all  of  said 
assessments  which  have  not  been  paid,  as  that  expressed  in  the 
bond  hereinafter  provided  for,  issued  to  pay  for  such  improve¬ 
ments.  Said  application  shall  also  contain  a  statement  by  lots 
or  blocks,  or  other  convenient  description  of  the  property  of 
the  applicant,  assessed  for  such  street  improvement  or  sewer. 
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All  special  assessments  under  the  sum  of  $50.00  or  where 
no  application  for  the  payment  of  such  special  assessment  in 
installments  is  made,  as  provided  herein,  shall  be  due  and  pay¬ 
able  on  confirmation  of  such  assessment,  or  at  such  time  there¬ 
after,  within  thirty  (30)  days,  as  the  Common  Council  may 

prescribe.  If  any  special  assessment  shall  be  divided  into  in¬ 
stallments,  a  special  assessment  roll  shall  be  made  for  each 
installment,  as  the  same  shall  become  due,  with  accrued  in¬ 
terest  on  all  unpaid  installments  included,  assessed  therein. 
Such  special  assessment  roll  may  be  made  and  confirmed  with¬ 
out  notice  to  the  person  assessed.  In  case  any  installment  of 
assessment  against  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  shall  not  be  paid 
within  thirty  (30)  days  from  the  time  the  same  becomes  due, 
the  Council  shall  have  the  privilege  and  option  of  declaring  by 
Resolution  or  Ordinance,  that  all  of  the  remaining  unpaid  in¬ 
stallments  which  stand  against  the  same  property,  shall  at  once 
become  due  and  payable;  and  when  so  declared,  all  such  in¬ 
stallments  may  be  collected  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same 
manner,  as  in  the  case  of  special  assessments  under  the  sum 
of  $50.00  on  said  remaining  unpaid  installments,  together  with 
interest  due  thereon,  may  be  collected  at  one  time  by  a  suit  in 
the  Circuit  (Court  of  the  State  of  Oregon  for  Clatsop  County, 
in  which  suit  the  persons  owning  property  upon  which  the  un¬ 
paid  assessments  for  any  one  street  assessment  remains  due, 
may  be  joined  as  parties  defendant. 

(2)  APPLICATION  TO  PAY  IN  'TALLMENTS.  HOW 
KEPT  AND  ENTERED.  The  Auditor  of  the  said  City  of  As¬ 
toria  shall  keep  all  such  applications  as  are  herein  specified,  in 
convenient  form  for  examination.  The  application  received 
for  each  street  improvement  and  each  sewer  shall  be  separate, 
and  he  shall  also  enter  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  under 
separate  heading  for  each  street  improvement  and  each  sewer, 
the  date  of  filing  of  each  application,  the  name  of  the  applicant, 
the  description  of  the  property,  and  the  amount  of  the  assess¬ 
ment,  as  shown  in  the  application. 

(3)  ASSESSMENT  LIEN  DOCKET.  After  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  the  time  for  filing  applications  for  the  payment  of  as¬ 
sessments  for  improvements  of  streets  or  laying  of  sewers 
by  installments,  as  herein  provided  for,  the  Auditor  shall  enter 
in  a  docket  kept  for  that  purpose,  under  separate  head  for  each 
street  or  sewer,  by  name  or  number,  a  description  of  each  lot 
or  parcel  of  land,  or  other  property  against  which  such  assess¬ 
ment  is  made  or  which  bears  or  is  chargeable  for  cost  of  such 
improvement,  or  sewer,  with  the  name  of  the  owner  and  the 
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amount  of  such  unpaid  assessment.  Such  docket  shall  stand 
thereafter  as  a  lien  docket  as  for  taxes  assessed  and  levied  in 
favor  of  said  City  of  Astoria,  and  for  the  amounts  of  such  un¬ 
paid  assessments  therein  designated,  with  interest  on  said  un¬ 
paid  assessments  at  the  rate  of  six  (6)  per  cent  per  annum 
against  each  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  or  other  property,  until 
such  assessments  and  interest  are  paid  in  the  manner  herein¬ 
after  provided,  and  all  unpaid  assessments  and  interest  shall 
be  and  remain  a  lien  on  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  or  other 
property,  respectively,  in  favor  of  such  City,  and  such  lien  shall 
have  priority  over  all  other  liens  and  incumbrances  whatsoever. 

(4)  CITY  IMPROVEMENT  BONDS  TO  ISSUE  FOR 
IMPROVEMENTS.  When  such  lien  docket  shall  be  made  up, 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  as  to  the  assessments  for  the  im¬ 
provements  of  streets,  or  the  laying  of  sewers,  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  shall,  by  Ordinance,  authorize  the  issue  of  its  bonds  in 
convenient  denominations,  not  exceeding  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
($500.00),  and  in  all  equal  to  the  total  amount  of  unpaid  as- 
sessmets  for  such  street  improvements,  and  sewers,  and  for 
which  application  to  pay,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
have  been  filed,  as  shown  by  said  lien  docket,  and  such  bonds, 
shall  by  the  terms  thereof,  mature  in  five  (5),  Ten  (10)  and 
Twenty  (20)  years  respectively,  from  the  date  thereof,  and  be 
payable  in  Gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  and  bear  interest 
not  to  exceed  six  (6)  per  cent  per  annum,  interest  payable  semi¬ 
annually,  said  interest  to  be  evidenced  by  coupons  attached  to 
said  bonds,  provided  the  right  to  take  up  and  cancel  such  bond 
or  bonds,  upon  the  payment  of  the  face  value  thereof,  with  ac¬ 
crued  interest  to  the  date  of  payment  of  any  semi-annual  cou¬ 
pon  period,  or  after  one  ( 1 )  year  from  the  date  of  such  bond, 
or  bonds,  shall  be  and  hereby  is  vested  in  the  City  of  Astoria, 
and  provided  further,  that  the  five  (5)  year  bonds  are  issued 
only  for  an  amount  equal  to  and  for  the  purpose  of  paying  that 
part  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  upon  which  five  (5)  year 
installment  applications  have  been  made,  and  ten  year  (10) 
bonds  are  issued  only  for  an  amount  equal  to  and  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  paying  that  part  of  the  cost  of  the  improvement  upon 
which  Ten  (10)  year  installment  applications  have  been  made, 
and  twenty  (20)  year  bonds  are  issued  only  for  an  amount 
equal  to  and  for  the  purpose  of  paying  that  part  of  the  cost  of 
improvement  upon  which  fwenty  (20)  year  installment  appli¬ 
cations  have  been  made.  Notice,  stating  that  said  bonds  are  to 
be  taken  up  and  cancelled  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the  interest 
thereon  shall  cease  at  the  interest  payment  period  next  follow¬ 
ing,  shall  be  published  in  the  official  newspaper  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  not  less  than  twice  during  the  month  preceding  said 
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semi-annual  period,  and  after  said  semi-annual  period,  inter¬ 
est  upon  the  bonds  designated  in  such  notice  shall  cease.  Such 
bonds  before  issuance  shall  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  also, 
by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and 
authenticated  by  the  seal  of  the  City  of  Astoria  attached  there¬ 
to,  and  shall  be  registered  consecutively  by  number  and  denom¬ 
ination  of  each  in  a  book  to  be  keep  by  the  Auditor  and  to  be 
known  and  designated  as  the  “Improvement  Bond  Register.” 
Each  of  such  bonds,  where  they  are  issued  for  the  improvement 
of  streets,  or  for  the  laying  of  sewers,  shall  have  distinctly  and 
plainly  inscribed  or  printed  on  the  face  thereof,  the  register 
number  of  said  bond,  and  the  words  “Improvement  Bond” 
'with  the  name  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  Such  Bonds  shall  be  ad¬ 
vertised  for  sale  and  sold  for  the  highest  price  obtainable,  but 
for  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest,  and  the  proceeds 
thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  purchaser  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  and  the  par  value  thereof  credited  to  the  re¬ 
spective  street  improvement  and  sewer  funds  for  which  said 
aonds  are  issued,  and  the  accrued  interest  and  premium  ac¬ 
cruing  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  credited  to  the  “Im¬ 
provement  Bond  Sinking  Fund.” 

(5)  INSTALLMENT  PAYMENTS  PROCEEDINGS  IN 
RESPECT  THERETO.  Thereafter  there  shall  be  due  and 
payable  annually,  for  five,  ten  or  twenty  years  respectively  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  amount  of  the  assessment  levied,  and  install¬ 
ment  application  made  therefor,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for, 
to  the  Treasurer  of  such  city,  by  the  owner  of  each  lot  or  par¬ 
cel  of  land  assessed  for  the  improvement  of  any  street,  or  the 
laying  of  any  sewer,  whose  application  to  pay  the  cost  of  such 
improvement,  or  sewer,  by  installments  has  been  filed,  as  here¬ 
inbefore  provided  for,  one-fifth  (1-5),  one-tenth  (1-10)  or  one 
twentieth  (1-20)  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  cost  of  such  im¬ 
provement,  or  sewer,  assessed  against  the  property  of  such 
owner,  as  appears  by  the  lien  docket  hereinbefore  described,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  amount  of  one  year’s  interest,  at  not  to  exceed 
six  (6)  pier  cent  pea*  annum  on  unpaid  assessments,  or  install¬ 
ments,  the  first  payment  aforesaid,  shall  be  due  and  payable 
at  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  date  of  said  assessment 
in  the  lien  docket,  and  subsequent  payments  at  the  expiration 
of  each  year  thereafter,  until  the  entire  amount  of  such  assess¬ 
ment  has  been  paid.  Should  any  owner,  or  owners,  neglect 
or  refuse  to  pay  any  installment,  as  the  same  may  become  due 
and  payable,  for  a  period  of  twenty  (20)  days  then  the  City  of 
Astoria,  shall  have  the  option  of  declaring  the  same  collectable 
in  the  manner  and  with  the  same  penalties  as  delinquent 
street  or  sewer  assessments  are  collected  in  said  City.  It  shall 
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be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor,  at  least  (20)  days  before  any  in¬ 
stallments  and  interest  thereon,  set  forth  in  the  lien  docket,  are 
due,  to  make  the  proper  extensions  of  such  installments  and  in¬ 
terest,  on  such  lien  docket,  and  turn  a  copy  of  the  same  over 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  whose  duty  it  shall  be, 
within  (10)  days  thereafter,  to  notify  the  owner,  or  owners  of 
property  that  the  installments  aforesaid  will  become  due  and 
payable  on  the  due  date.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  by  mail¬ 
ing  the  same  to  such  owner,  or  owners,  but  a  failure  of  such 
owner,  or  owners,  to  receive  such  notice  shall  not  be  taken  or 
held  to  prevent  the  collections  of  the  same,  as  herein  provided. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  issue  a  receipt  to 
the  person,  or  persons  paying  said  installments  and  interest, 
and  shall  file  duplicates  of  said  receipt  with  the  Auditor,  and 
said  Auditor  shall  make  the  proper  entry  on  the  lien  docket, 
showing  the  amount  of  each  payment  and  the  date  thereof, 
provided  however,  that  at  any  time  after  issuance  of  such  bonds 
any  owner,  at  the  time  being,  of  any  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
or  other  property,  against  which  the  assessment  is  made  and 
docketed  in  said  lien  docket  may  pay  into  the  City  Treasury  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  the  whole  amount  of  such  assessment,  and 
for  which  such  lien  is  docketed,  together  with  full  amount  of 
interest  and  costs  accrued  thereon,  to  such  date  of  payment, 
and  upon  producing  to  the  Auditor,  the  receipt  of  such  treasur¬ 
er  thereof  (in  which  receipt  shall  be  not  only  stated  the  amount 
of  such  payment,  but  also  a  description  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of 
land,  or  other  property,  upon  which  such  payment  is  made) 
such  Auditor  shall  enter  in  such  lien  docket,  opposite  the  entry 
of  the  lien  therein,  the  fact  of  such  payment  and  the  date  there¬ 
of,  and  that  the  lien  thereof  is  discharged. 

(6)  MONEY  RECEIVED  UNDER  ACT  PLACED  IN 
WHAT  FUNDS.  The  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria  receiving 
any  funds  accruing  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  shall  keep  such  funds 
and  accou-nt  thereof,  separate  and  apart  from  other  funds  of 
said  City.  The  amount  of  such  funds  paid  on  account  of  in¬ 
stallments  and  interest  on  unpaid  installments  shall  be  placed 
to  the  credit  of  funds  to  be  known  and  designated  as  “Improve¬ 
ment  Bonds  Sinking  Fund”  and  “Improvement  Bond  Interest 
Fund”  respectively.  The  amount  place  to  the  credit  of  the 
Improvement  Bonds  Sinking  Fund  shall  from  time  to  time, 
under  direction  of  the  Common  Council  be  deposited  in  such 
banks  as  will  pay  the  highest  rate  of  interest  thereon,  or  be 
invested  in,  or  used  for  the  purchase  of  improvement  bonds  of 
such  city,  at  par.  In  the  purchase  of  improvement  bonds,  the 
accrued  interest  thereon  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Improvement 
Bond  Interest  Fund,  and  all  interest  received  by  the  Treasurer 
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on  account  of  coupons  due,  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
Improvement  Bond  Interest  Fund.  Interest  due  on  improve¬ 
ment  bonds  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  Improvement  Bond  Interest 
fund.  All  Bonds  purchased  by  the  City  shall  be  held  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria  as  a  sinking  fund  and  shall 
be  disposed  of  by  direction  of  the  Common  Council,  when 
required  for  the  redemption  of  bonds  previously  issued,  as  they 
shall  become  due  and  payable. 

(7)  ENTRY  OF  PAYMENTS  MADE  IN  LIEN  DOCKET. 
Entry  of  payments  of  installments,  interest  and  costs  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  made  in  the  lien 
docket  aforesaid,  as  the  same  shall  be  received,  with  the  date 
thereof,  and  such  payments  made  and  entered  in  said  lien  dock¬ 
et,  shall  be  and  operate  as  a  discharge  of  such  lien,  to  the 
amout  of  such  payment  and  from  the  date  thereof. 

(8)  OBLIGATION  UNDER  THIS  ACT  NOT  WITHIN 
LAW  LIMITING  CITY  DEBT.  No  obligation  incurred  by  the 
City  of  Astoria,  by  virtue  of  this  Act  shall  be  deemed  or  taken 
to  be  'within,  or  any  part  of  the  limitation  by  law,  as  to  indebt¬ 
edness  of  said  city. 

(9)  REDEMPTION  OF  BONDS.  At  any  time  after  the 
bonds,  which  may  be  issued  by  virtue  of  this  4ct,  shall  be¬ 
come  payable,  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  redeem  such  bonds  and 
to  that  end  shall  redeem  the  same  consecutively  by  number  of 
such  bonds,  commencing  with  number  one  (1)  of  such  bonds, 
and  shall  give  notice  of  the  readiness  of  said  city  to  redeem 
by  publication  in  some  newspaper  published,  and  having  gener¬ 
al  circulation  in  said  city,  once  each  week  for  three  (3)  succes¬ 
sive  weeks,  giving  therein  the  number  of  the  bonds  which 
will  be  redeemed  and  the  time  at  which  such  redemption  will 
be  made  and  after  such  time  so  fixed  for  redemption  no  interest 
shall  accrue,  or  become  payable  on  such  bonds  so  notified  for 
redemption. 

Section  2:  All  parts  of  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  charter  and  ordinances  of  said 
city  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  charter  amendment 
are  hereby  modified  or  repealed,  as  the  case  may  require,  in 
order  that  this  amendment  may  be  in  full  force  and  effect.

The  Common  Council  oif  the  City  of  Astoria  may  pay  from 
the  General  Fund  of  said  City,  the  amounts  of  all  special  fund 
warrants  heretofore  issued  in  payment  of  street  improvements 
where  for  any  reason  the  special  assessment  levied  for  street 
improvements  on  account  of  which  such  special  fund  warrants 
were  issued,  shall  be  invalid,  or  in  cases  where  the  city  has 
been  guilty  of  negligence  in  failing  to  provide  or  collect  such 
special  assessments,  the  payment  otf  which  special  fund  war¬ 
rants  has  been  contingent  upon  the  collection  of  such  special 
assessments,  and  the  City  of  Astoria  may  also  pay  from  its 
General  Fund,  the  amounts  of  all  special  fund  warrants  here¬ 
tofore  issued  covering  street  improvements,  in  cases  where  the 
property  of  the  assessment  district  on  account  of  which  such 
special  fund  warrants  have  been  issued,  have  been  sold  to  the 
City  of  Astoria,  or  any  person,  as  now  provided  by  law,  for 
failure  to  pay  said  assessments;  and  provided  further,  that  the 
City  of  Astoria  may  pay  from  the  General  Fund,  special  fund 
warrants  heretofore  issued  in  payment  for  the  completion  of  a 
portion  of  a  street  improvement,  where  the  entire  work  of 
such  street  improvement  has,  for  any  reason,  not  been  com¬ 
pleted  or  has  been  abandoned,  and  provided  further,  that  the 
amounts  so  paid  from  the  General  Fund  to  take  up  and  liqui¬ 
date  such  special  fund  warrants  shall  not  be  taken  into  compu¬ 
tation  in  ascertaining  the  limit  of  indebtedness  provided  by  the 
Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  provided  further  that  the 
City  of  Astoria  shall  make  provisions  for  transferring  from  the 
special  fund  to  the  General  Fund  all  amounts  hereafter  paid 
on  account  of  street  assessments  for  street  improvements  where 
the  amount  of  such  special  fund  warrants  have  been  paid  from 
the  general  fund  as  herein  provided,  and  provided  further,  that 
this  section  shall  no  way  interfere  with  the  collection  of 
street  assessments  heretofore  levied. 

Section  2:  All  parts  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
and  all  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Charter  and  Ordinances  of  said 
City  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Charter  amendment 
are  hereby  modified  or  repealed,  as  the  case  may  require,  in 
order  that  this  amendment  may  be  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Section  3:  This  proposed  amendment  to  the  charter  of 
the  City  of  Astoria  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  city  at  a  special  election  which  has  been  called  to  be 
held  on  Wednesday,  the  22nd  day  of  March,  1916,  for  the  pur 
pose  of  voting  on  proposed  amendments  to  the  Charter  of  the 
City  of  Astoria. 
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TIME  AND  MANNER  OF  IMPROVEMENTS 
SECTION  95. 


The  Common  Council  must  provide  by  ordinance  for  time 
and  manner  of  doing  the  work  of  any  proposed  street  or  sewer 
improvement,  and  shall  give  notice  as  required  by  Charter  or 
Ordinance,  and  call  for  bids  for  such  proposed  improvement, 
which  notice  for  bids  and  the  resolution  declaring  intention  to 
make  the  improvement  may  prescribe  that  they  will  be  received 
for  one  or  more  different  types  or  kind  or  character  of  improve¬ 
ment  upon  or  for  'which  a  contract  may  be  awarded.  The  Com¬ 
mon  Council  shall  have  the  power  to  award  a  contract  for  such 
type,  kind  or  character  of  improvement  as  in  its  discretion  may 
be  deemed  most  suitable  provided  however,  that  it  must  be  one 
of  the  type,  kind  or  character  mentioned  in  the  call  for  bids, 
and  provided  further  that  the  work,  must  be  let  to 
the  lowest  and  best  responsible  bidder  of  the 
kind,  type  or  character  of  the  improvement  which  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  shall  designate  as  in  its  judgment  is  the  kind 
deemed  most  suitable,  provided  further,  that  the  contract  must 
be  awarded  to  such  bidder  for  either  the  whole  work  necessary 
to  complete  the  proposed  improvement,  or  such  sub-division 
thereof  as  will  not  materially  conflict  with  the  completion  of 
the  remaining  portions,  but  no  bid  for  a  fractional  part  of  any 
class  of  'work  chargeable  to  any  block  fronting  on  the  street  to 
be  improved  shall  be  received,  and  a  bid  by  the  owner  or  own¬ 
ers  of  two-thirds  of  the  property  fronting  on  a  street  proposed 
to  be  improved,  may  be  accepted;  provided  the  same  is  as  low 
as  any  other  bid,  and  the  work  can  be  so  sub-divided  without 
injury  to  the  owners  of  adjacent  property.  The  Common  Coun¬ 
cil  may  provide  for  the  rejection  of  any  or  all  bids,  when  deem¬ 
ed  unreasonable,  or  not  in  conformity  with  the  notice  for  bids, 
or  Charter  and  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  that  the 
bid  of  a  person,  firm,  company  or  corporation  who  before  bid 
or  contracted  for  street  or  sewer  improvements,  and  been  de¬ 
linquent  therein,  shall  not  be  received.  The  Common  Council 
may  provide  for  taking  individual  or  surety  bonds  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  any  contract  let  under  its  authority, 
and  the  provisions  thereof  may  be  enforced  by  an  action  in  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  State  of  Oregon  for  the  County  of  Clatsop 
in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Section  2:  All  parts  of  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  charter  and  ordinances  of  said 
city  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  Charter  amend¬ 
ment  are  hereby  modified  or  repealed,  as  the  case  may  require, 
in  order  that  this  amendment  may  be  in  full  force  and  effect. 
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REFUNDING  BONDS 
SECTION  132 


The  net  indebtedness  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  never 
exceed  the  sum  of  $350,000.00  and  any  debt  or  liability  incur¬ 
red  in  violation  of  this  section,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pro¬ 
vided  in  this  act,  whether  by  borrowing  money,  loaning  the  cre¬ 
dit  of  the  city,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  null  and  void  and  of  no 
effect.  In  estimating  the  indebtedness  of  the  city  provided  for 
in  this  section,  as  well  as  other  indebtedness  provided  for  in 
this  act  no  assets  or  resources  shall  be  taken  into  consideration, 
excepting  real  estate  with  the  improvements  thereon,  at  the 
amount  the  same  shall  have  cost  the  city,  taxes  due  the  city 
and  street  assessments  due  the  city  and  money  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  all  warrants  issued 
and  liabilities  incurred,  whether  for  salaries  of  officers,  or  fox- 
ordinary  expenses  of  the  city,  whether  incurred  voluntarily  or 
involuntarily,  except  where  there  is  cash  on  hand  accumulated 
in  the  fund  for  the  payment  thereof,  and  excepting  warrants 
issued  upon  a  special  fund  for  the  improvement  of  streets, 
where  the  fund  is  to  be  raised  by  assessment  upon  property  to 
defray  the  costs  and  expenses  of  improving  such  streets,  shall 
be  taken  and  considered  to  be  part  of  said  indebtedness,  and 
the  City  of  Astoria  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  bonds  in  the 
sum  of  $50,000.00  to  fund  outstanding  city  warrants,  which 
said  sum  shall  be  taken  and  considered  to  be  a  part  of  the 
$350,000.00  limit  of  indebtedness  herein  provided  for. 

Section  2:  All  parts  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
and  all  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Charter  and  Ordinances  of  said 
City  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  charter  amendment 
are  hereby  modified  or  repealed,  as  the  case  may  require,  in 
order  that  this  amendment  may  be  in  full  force  and  effect.

ORDINANCE  NO.  2074. 


AN  ORDINANCE  MAKING  AND  PROVIDING  RULES  AND 

ORDER  OF  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COMMON  COUNCIL 

OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  I.  That  the  following'  Rules  of  Order  are  hereby 
established  and  shall  govern  all  meetings  and  proceedings  of 
the  Common  Council. 

Rule  1.  The  Mayor  or  President  of  the  Common  Council, 
(or  in  case  of  their  absence)  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
shall  call  the  members  to  order  at  the  hour  designater  for  the 
meetings.  Should  there  not  be  a  quorum  present  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  immediately  inform  the  ab¬ 
sent  members,  (except  those  known  to  be  unavoidably  detain¬ 
ed)  that  their  presence  is  required  to  enable  the  council  to 
proceed  to  business.  Should  they  fail  to  appear  on  such  no¬ 
tice,  the  members  present  snail  adjourn  to  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  council,  or  to  some  time  certain. 

Rule  2.  A  quorum  being  present,  the  first  business  in 
order,  after  the  roll  call,  shall  be  the  reading  of  the  minutes 
and  record  of  the  previous  meeting  by  the  Auditor,  which,  if 
not  objected  to,  shall  be  considered  approved. 

Rule  3.  The  Mayor,  or  President  of  the  Council,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Mayor,  shall  announce  at  each  meeting  the 
business  in  order  agreeable  to  the  rules,  and  no  business  shall 
be  taken  up  or  considered  until  the  class  to  which  it  belongs 
shall  be  in  order,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  21.  PROVIDED, 
that  communications  from  the  Mayor  may  be  read  at  any 
time . 
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Rule  4.  The  business  of  the  Common  Council  shall  be 
presented  in  the  following  order: 

1.  Petitions,  Memorials,  Remonstrances  and  Communi¬ 
cations. 

2.  Reports  ifrom  Standing  Committees  in  the  following 

order. 

I.  Ways  and  Means. 

II.  Health  and  Police. 

III.  Streets  and  Public  Ways. 

IV.  Fire  and  Water. 

V.  Public  Property. 

VI.  Wharves  and  Water  Frontage. 

VII.  Sanitary  and  Reclamation. 

3.  Reports  from  select  or  special  committees. 

4.  Reports  of  officers. 

5.  Report  and  Business  on  the  table. 

6.  Reading  of  Ordinances  first  and  second  times. 

7.  Engrossed  ordinances  to  be  read  the  third  time. 

8.  Resolutions. 

9.  Claims  and  requisitions. 

10.  Propositions  and  miscellaneous  matters. 

11.  Adjournment. 

REFERENCE  OF  BUSINESS. 

Rule  5.  Business  presented  to  the  Common  Council  shall 
be  referred  to  the  standing  committees  as  follows. 

1.  To  the  committee  on  Ways  and  Means. 

Business  relating  to  the  annual  estimate  and  levy  of 
taxes,  reports  of  Treasurer  and  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
bonds  for  street  improvements,  printing,  advertising  and  sta¬ 
tionery  for  the  city  offices,  business  relating  to  elections,  liti¬ 
gation,  relief  from  taxes  and  assessments,  damage  claims  and 
other  disputed  claims  against  the  city  and  other  business  re¬ 
lating  to  the  general  finances  of  the  city. 

2.  To  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways. 

Business  relating  to  the  opening,  improvement,  repair 
and  grades  of  streets  and  bridges,  granting  of  franchises  for 
the  use  of  streets  of  whatever,  kind,  and  the  vacation  of  streets 
and  alleys. 
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3.  To  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water. 

Business  relating  to  the  fire  department,  fire  alarm  sys- 
tm,  and  reports  of  Chief  Engineer  and  repair  of  fire  appara¬ 
tus. 


4.  To  the  Committee  on  Health  and  Police. 

Business  relating  to  the  public  health,  reports  of  the 
board  of  public  health  and  health  officer,  pound  department 
and  working  of  city  prisoners. 

5.  To  the  Committee  on  Public  Property. 

Business  relating  to  the  care  of  public  parks,  city  hall 
and  jail  and  other  property. 

6.  To  the  Committee  on  Wharves  and  Water  Frontage. 

Business  relating  to  the  management  and  construction  of 
wharves  and  landings. 

7.  (Ordinance  No.  4701).  To  the  Committee  on  Sani¬ 
tary  and  Reclamation. 

Business  relating  to  drains,  sewers  and  drainage  dis¬ 
tricts. 

Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  preserve  order  and 
decorum,  may  speak  to  points  of  order,  and  shall  decide  all 
questions  of  order  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Council  by  any 
two  members,  on  which  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more 
than  once  without  leave  of  the  Council. 

Rule  7.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form, 
tojwit;  As  many  as  are  of  the  opinion  (as  the  case  may  be) 
say,  “Aye,”  contrary,  “No”  if  the  presiding  officer  doubts,  or 
a  division  be  called  for  the  ayes  and  noes  shall  be  taken. 

PRIORITY  OF  BUSINESS. 

Rule  8.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  9.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at 
once,  the  presiding  officer  shall  name  who  is  to  speak  first. 

PRIVILEGE  OF  MEMBERS. 

Rule  10.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the 
same  subject  or  question  without  leave  of  the  Council,  nor 
more  than  once  until  every  member  choosing  to  speak  shall 
haye  spoken. 
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MOTIONS 

Rule  11.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion 
shall  be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the 
previous  question,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  refer,  to 
amend,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  motions 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  stated. 
Robert’s  Manual  shall  be  considered  authority  in  deciding 
any  question  arising  on  points  of  order  not  embraced  in  these 
rules . 


ADJOURNMENTS 


Rule  12.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  when  once  put  and  voted 
down,  shall  not  again  be  in  order  until  some  other  business 
shall  have  been  taken  up,  and  shall  always  be  decided  without 
debate . 

Rule  13.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate 
or  deliver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  rise  from  his 
seat  and  respectfully  address  the  presiding  officer  and  shall 
confine  himself  to  the  question  in  debate  and  avoid  person¬ 
alities. 


MEMEI5ERS  MUST  OF  VOTE 

Rule  14.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a 
question  is  put  shall  vote  for  or  against  the  same,  unless  ex¬ 
cused  by  the  Council,  but  no  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
vote  on  a  question  when  the  ayes  and  nayes  are  called  for,  un¬ 
less  present  when  his  name  is  called  in  its  regular  order. 

Rule  15.  A  member  of  the  Council  acting  as  president 
pro-tem  may  vote  on  all  questions  in  all  cases  in  which  he 
might  vote  if  not  so  acting. 

COMMITTEE  OF  THE  WHOLE 

Rule  16.  Whenever  it  Shall  be  decided  that  the  Council 
go  into  committee  of  the  whole,  the  presiding  officer  shall 
leave  the  chair  and  appoint  a  chairman  of  the  committee  of 
the  whole,  who  shall  report  the  proceedings  of  the  committee. 

MOTIONS  MUST  BE  SECONDED. 

Rule  17.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  unless  the  same 
be  seconded.  When  a  motion  is  seconded  it  shall  be  stated 
by  the  presiding  officer  before  debate,  but  the  mover  may  with¬ 
draw  it  at  any  time  before  a  decision  or  amendment  is  made  to 
it. 
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RECONSIDERATION 

Rule  18.  When  a  question  has  been  once  decided,  it  shall 
be  in  order  for  any  member  who  voted  in  the  majority  to  move 
for  a  reconsideration  thereof,  but  no  motion  for  reconsidera¬ 
tion  of  a  vote  shall  be  made  or  considered  after  the  ordin¬ 
ance,  resolution  or  act  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  possession 
of  the  Council,  and  no  motion  for  a  reconsideration  shall  be 
made  more  than  once,  and  provided  the  montion  to  reconsider 
is  made  at  the  same  day  of  the  passage  of  the  matter  in  ques¬ 
tion. 


AYES  AND  NAVES. 

Rule  19.  Upon  division  of  the  Council,  the  names  of  those 
who  voted  for  and  those  who  voted  against  a  question  shall 
be  entered  upon  the  minutes  when  any  two  members  require 
it;  and  in  such  c  ses  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  to  enter  on  the  minutes  the  names  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  so  calling’  for  a  division,  and  in  all  authorizations  to  ex¬ 
pend  appropriations  of  public  money,  the  ayes  and  nayes  shall 
be  called  by  the  Auditor  and  recorded,  and  no  authorization 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  carried  unless  five  membrs  of 
the  Council  shall  have  voted  on  the  proposition,  except  in  the 
case  of  the  passage  of  an  ordinance,  when  a  majority  of  the 
whole  council  shall  be  required;  PROVIDED,  that  no  ordin¬ 
ance  appropriating  money  shall  be  passed  at  the  same  meet' 
ing  night  in  which  it  was  introduced. 


REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Rule  20.  All  committees  shall  report  the  facts  in  writ¬ 
ing  in  relation  to  the  matter  or  subject  referred,  with  their 
opinion  thereon,  and  no  report  shall  be  received  as  the  report 
of  the  committee  except  the  same  be  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  committee . 


SUSPENSION  OF  RUDE'S 

Rule  21.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Council  shall 
be  rescinded  or  suspended,  except  by  a  vote  of  every  member 
present;  nor  shall  the  order  of  business  established  by  the 
rules  of  the  Council  be  postponed  or  changer  except  by  una¬ 
nimous  vote  of  the  members  present,  and  the  ayes  and  nayes 
shall  be  recorded  on  any  proposition  to  suspend  a  rule. 


PASSAGE  OF  ORDINANCES. 

Rule  2  2.  Every  ordinance  shall  receive  three  readings 
previous  to  its  being  passed,  but  shall  not  be  read  more  than 
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twice  at  any  one  meeting,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
Council;  PROVIDED,  that  no  ordinance  appropriating  money 
shall  be  read  the  third  time  or  passed  at  the  meeting  at  which 
it  was  introduced. 

Rule  23.  Upon  the  final  passage  of  an  ordinance,  the 
question  shall  be  taken  by  ayes  and  nayes . 

PREVIOUS  QUESTION 

Rule  2  4.  The  previous  question,  until  it  is  decided,  shall 
preclude  all  amendments  and  debate  an  the  main  question, 
and  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form:  “Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put?” 


CALLED  TO  ORDER 

Rule  25.  A  member  called  to  order  shall  immediately 
§:t  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the  Council  if  ap¬ 
pealed  to  shall  decide  upon  the  case,  but  without  debate.  If 
there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  presiding  officer  shall 
be  submitted  too.. 

Rule  26.  No  person,  officer  or  any  employee  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  shall  contract  any  bills,  for  supplies  or  order  any 
supplies  for  any  department  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  without 
first  applying)  to  the  Chairman  or  other  member  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  for  whose  department  the  supplies  are  to  be  purchased, 
for  a  requisition  therefor,  or  by  first  sending  to  the  Common 
Council  a  requisition  therefor,  and  if  the  committee  or  Com¬ 
mon  Council  deem  the  supplies  necessary  they  shall  make  out 
and  sign  a  written  requisition  therefor,  stating  the  supplies 
to  be  purchased  and  the  approximate  cost  thereof,  and  said 
requisition  shall  accompany  and  be  attached  to  all  bills  for 
supplies  presented  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  for  audit¬ 
ing,  and  if  not  so  presented,  said  bill  shall  not  be  approved 
by  the  committee  until  such  requisition  is  attached  or  filed 
with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  All  committees  shall 
meet  at  least  three  days  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Common 
Council  at  which  bills  are  allowed,  and  approve  all  bills  duly 
audited  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  or  presented  to  him 
for  auditing.  No  bills  shall  be  approved  after  4  o’clock  P. 
M.  of  the  day  at  which  a  council  meeting  is  to  be  held.  (Or¬ 
dinance  No.  4693  ) . 

Section  2.  All  rules  of  order  of  business  in  conflict  here¬ 
with  are  hereby  repealed.

OF  SUCH  COMMITTEES  AND  REPEALING  ORDI¬ 
NANCE  NO.  1067  WHICH  ORDINANCE  WAS  AP¬ 
PROVED  ON  THE  28TH  DAY  OF  JANUARY  18.89. 

) 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  Mayor  be  and  is  hereby  authorized 
to  appoint  the  following  standing  committees  of  the  Common 
Council  at  the  first  meeting  of  th.e  Common  Council  in  Janu¬ 
ary  of  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient,  namely, 

A  committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways, 

A  committee  on  Public  Property. 

■  A  committee  on  Fire  and  Water. 

A  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means, 

A  Committee  on  Health  and  Police, 

A  Committee  on  Wharves  and  Water  Frontage,  and 
A  Committee  on  Sanitary  and  Reclamation . 

Section  II.  Each  of  such  committees  shall  .consist  of 
three  members,  excepting  the  committee  on  Sanitary  and 
Reclamation  which  shall  consist  of  five  members,  and  such 
committees  shall  have  such  powers  and  duties  as  is  or  may  be 
-prescribed  by  Ordinance  and  shall  furthermore,  perform  such 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  them  by  the  Common  Council-; 
all  powers  and  duties  now  or  hereafter  prescribed  by  Ordin¬ 
ance  or  such  duties  as  may  be  assigned  each  of  said  respective 
■committees  which  shall  be  in  full  accordance  with  the  limi¬ 
tations  prescribed  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Section  III.  The  committee  on  Streets  and  Public

dent  of  Streets,  provided,  however,  that  when  no  emergency 
exists,  employment  of  additional  help  shall  only  be  made  with 
the  concurrence  of  the  Common  Council,  and  the  said  com¬ 
mittee  shall  report  help  employed  during  emergency  to  the 
Common  Council  for  ratification,  at  the  next  meeting  of  said 
council,  said  committee  shall  also,  perform  other  duties  not 
herein  expressly  provided  for,  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be 
assigned  to  it  by  the  Common  Council. 

Section  IV.  The  committee  on  Fire  and  Water  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  duties  now  prescribed  by  Charter  and  Ordi¬ 
nances,  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty,  to  have  the  gen¬ 
eral  supervision  over  the  Fire  Department  and  see  that  all  the 
apparatus  and  equipment  and  supplies  thereof  is  in  good  order 
and  further,  to  see  that  the  various  officers  of  the  fire  depart¬ 
ment  perform  their  respective  duties  and  said  committee  shall 
also,  perform  such  other  work  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
assigned  by  the  Council.  This  committee  shall  make  recom¬ 
mendations  and  reports  to  the  Common  Council  of  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  fire  department,  apparatus,  equipment  or  material 
thereof,  whenever  deemed  necessary. 

Section  V.  The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  shall  gen¬ 
erally  have  supervision  of  the  finances  of  the  city  and  also 
matters  which  are  not  properly  the  subject  of  action  of  any  or 
the  committees  appointed  by  this  ordinance,  and  said  com¬ 
mittee  shall  examine  and  report  upon  all  claims  against  the 
city  in  which  any  legal  questions  may  be  involved  and  gener¬ 
ally,  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  or¬ 
dinance  or  which  shall  be  submitted  to  it  by  the  Common 
Council . 

Section  VI.  The  Committee  on  Public  Property  shall 
have  supervisory  control  over  all  the  public  property  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  and  shall  see  that  all  property  is  properly  and 
carefully  taken  care  of,  handled  and  managed  and  shall  per¬ 
form  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  or 
assigned  to  it  by  the  Common  Council. 

Section  VII.  The  Committee  on  Health  and  Police  shall 
generally  have  supervision  over  the  City  Physician  and  mat¬ 
ters  pertaining  to  the  health  of  the  city  of  Astoria,  the  grant¬ 
ing  of  licenses  and  the  city  jail  and  matters  pertaining  to  the 
moral  condition  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and  within  its  power 
and  subject  to  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  Said  com¬ 
mittee  together  with  the  Mayor,  under  the  provisions  of  Sec¬ 
tions  118  and  120  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall 
have  supervisory  control  over  the  Police  Department. 
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Section  VIII.  The  Committee  on  Wharves  and  Water 
Frontage  shall  have  in  hand  matters  concerning  wharves  and 
water  frontage  within  the  city  and  subject  to  the  ordinances 
of  the  City  ot  Astoria  and  shall  have  supervisory  control  over 
the  same.  Said  committee  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
may  be  assigned  to  it  by  the  Common  Council  or  be  prescribed 
by  Ordinance. 

Section  IX.  The  Committee  on  Sanitary  and  Reclamation 
shall  generally  have  in  hand  matters  having  reference  to 
drains,  sewers  and  drainage  districts  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  by  the  Common  Council  or  pre¬ 
scribed  by  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Section  X.  Generally,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  com¬ 
mittee  to  see  that  it  shall  carry  out  fully  and  completely  the 
instructions  of  the  Common  Council  in  all  matters  having 
reference  to  its  departments  and  which  is  submitted  to  it  for 
its  consideration  and  attention . 

Section  XI.  That  Ordinance  No.  106  7,  being  an  ordinance 
entitled  “An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Mayor  to  appoint  the 
several  committees  of  the  Common  Council  and  providing  for 
their  duties  and  for  the  suspension  of  officers”  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  repealed.

OFFENSES  AND  DISORDERLY  CONDUCT. 


ORDINANCE  NO.  1341. 

AN  ORDINANCE  CONCERNING  OFFENSES  AND  DISOR¬ 
DERLY  CONDUCT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  does  ordain  as  follows: 

PROFANE  AND  ABUSIVE  LANGUAGE 

Sec.  1.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty 
of  any  violent,  riotous,  or  disorderly  conduct,  or  who  shall 
use  any  profane,  abusive,  or  obscene  language  in  any  street, 
house,  or  place  within  the  City  of  Astoria,  whereby  the  peace 
or  quiet  of  the  City  is  or  may  be  disturbed,  or  who  shall  be 
guilty  of  an  indecent  or  immoral  act  or  practice  in  said  City, 
shall  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  police  court,  be  fined  not 
less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  exceeding  100  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court. 


ASSAULT  AND  BATTERY 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty 
of  any  assault,  or  assault  and  battery,  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  in  the  police  court,  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  days. 

FIGHTING 

Sec.  3.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  disturb  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  City  of  Astoria  by  fighting,  quarrelling, 
or  being  engaged  in  any  riotous  assemblage,  shall,  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  in  the  police  court,  be  fined  not  to  exceed 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
100  days. 
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RESISTING  OFFICER. 

Sec.  4.  That  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  resist  any 
peace  officer,  or  who  shall  refuse  to  assist  any  peace  officer  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  who  shall,  by  any  means  whatso¬ 
ever,  aid  or  assist  any  person  in  his  custody,  upon  a  charge  of 
a  violation  of  a  City  ordinance,  in  his  endeavor  to  escape  from 
custody,  whether  such  escape  is  effected  or  not,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  the  police  court,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $10.00 
nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail 
not  to  exceed  100  days. 


DRUNKENNESS. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  found  drunk 
in  any  public  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  or  who  shall  disturb  the  peace  and  quiet  of  any  of  its 
inhabitants  by  yelling,  whooping1,  or  singing  in  a  rude  or  bois¬ 
terous  manner,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  in  the  police  court,  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  $2.00  nor  more  than  $300.00  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

THROWING  RUBBISH  IN  STREETS. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  throw  or  deposit 
in  any  street,  sidewalk,  or  footpath  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  any 
broken  glass,  bottles,  crockery,  nails,  or  other  substances 
whatever,  or  deposit  or  throw  any  paper  in  the  streets  of  the 
City,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  in  the  police  court,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City 
jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Sec.  7.  No  person,  or  persons,  firm,  or  corporation  shall 
use  or  drive  any  dray,  truck,  cart,  auto  motor  car,  or  other 
conveyance  or  vehicle  used  for  the  purpose  of  hauling  freight, 
lumber,  wood,  salmon,  or  other  merchandise  of  any  kind  or 
description,  without  having  attached  to  the  body  thereof  a 
suitable  chain  or  brake  for  blocking  the  wheels  thereof,  and 
no  person,  firm,  company  or  corporation  shall  load  upon  any 
such  truck,  dray,  cart,  wagon,  auto  motor  car  or  truck  or  any 
other  conveyance  or  vehicle  used  for  the  purpose  of  hauling 
freight,  lumber,  wood,  salmon  or  any  merchandise  of  any  kind 
or  description,  under  his  or  her  control,  or  which  he  is  driving, 
a  greater  load  than  one  and  one  half  tons  at  any  time  for 
transportation  through  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  Any 
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person,  firm,  company  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemean¬ 
or  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than 
$100.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  city  jail  not  exceeding'  50 
days.  (Ordinance  No.  4656.  Approved  Aug.  3,  1914.) 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  who  shall  cruelly  beat,  torture,  mis¬ 
use,  deprive  of  food,  or  otherwise  treat  any  animal  with 
cruelty  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  impris¬ 
onment  in  the  city  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Sec.  9.  No  minor  shall  be  permitted  to  go  abroad  or  wan¬ 
der  upon  the  streets,  or  in  any  public  place  in  the  City  of 
Astoria,  after  the  hour  of  eight  o’clock,  p.  m.,  during  the 
months  of  November,  December,  January,  February,  March, 
and  April,  and  after  the  hour  of  nine  o’clock,  p.  m.,  during  the 
months  of  May,  June,  July,  August,  September,  and  October 
of  each  year,  unless  accompanied  by  the  parents  or  guardian 
of  such  minor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to 
tap  the  fire  bell  in  No.  2’s  engiine  house  three  taps,  and  the 
engineer  of  Columbia  Engine  Company,  No.  3,  to  tap  the  fire 
bell  on  said  engine  house,  and  the  janitor  of  the  upper  Adair 
school  to  tap  the  bell  on  said  school  house  three  times  at  the 
hours  mentioned,  after  which  any  minor  found  upon  the 
street  or  in  any  public  place,  except  as  provided  in  this  or¬ 
dinance,  shall  be  liable  to  arrest,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Chief  of  Police  and  of  each  police  officer  to  see  that  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  enforced.  No  minor  shall, 
under  any  circumstances,  visit  or  be  in  any  variety  theater, 
dance  hall,  or  saloon.  Any  minor  violating  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $2.00  nor  more  than 
$25.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  12 
days. 


ROAMING  STREETS. 

Sec.  10.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  be  found  roaming 
the  streets  of  the  City  at  night,  after  the  hour  of  twelve 
o’clock,  without  having  any  lawful  business  upon  the  streets 
at  the  time,  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days,  or 
by  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 
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EXHIBITING!  CRIPPLES  OR  DEFORMED  PERSONS 

Sec.  11.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  exhibit  or  cause 
to  be  exhibited  upon  the  streets,  or  in  any  public  place  within 
the  City,  any  crippled,  maimed  or  deformed  person,  they  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  before  the  police  court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

BEGGING. 

Sec.  12.  If  any  crippled,  maimed  or  deformed  person  shall 
beg  upon  the  streets,  or  in  any  public  place,  he  shall  be  deem¬ 
ed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be¬ 
fore  the  police  court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

CARRYING  GARBAGE  ON  SIDEWALKS 

Sec.  13.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  carry  any  basket 
or  baskets,  bucket  or  buckets,  bag  or  bags,  or  any  other  thing 
suspended  or  attached  to  poles,  across  or  upon  the  shoulders, 
or  shall  carry  any  rubbish,  garbage,  swill,  or  filth,  so  as  to  be 
offensive  to  pedestrians  upon  any  sidewalk,  they  shall  he 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  there¬ 
of,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

HAULING  GARBAGE 

Sec.  14.  If  any  person  shall  remove,  transfer  through  or 
over  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  any  swill,  or  gar¬ 
bage,  except  in  a  tightly  covered  box  or  apparatus,  or  in  such 
manner  as  will  prevent  the  contents  thereof  from  being  de¬ 
posited  in  the  public  street  or  from  being  exposed  in  the  open 
air  during  such  process  of  transportation,  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before 
the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City 
jail  not  to  exceed  100  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 


CUTTING  WOOD  ON  SIDEWALK 

Sec.  15.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  cut,  saw,  or  split 
any  wood  upon  the  sidewalk  of  any  improved  street  within 
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the  City,  he  or  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $2.00  nor  more  than  $50.00, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  25  days. 


POSTING  BULLS 

Sec.  16.  If  any  person  shall  post,  stick,  stamp,  paint,  or 
otherwise  affix,  or  cause  to  be  done  by  another,  any  notice, 
placard,  bill,  poster,  or  advertisement,  to,  or  upon,  any  side¬ 
walk,  surb  or  curbstone,  lamp  post,  hydrant,  shade  tree,  or 
tree,  or  upon  any  gate,  gate  post,  awning,  horse  post, 
telegraph,  telephone  or  electric  light  post,  or  upon  any  build¬ 
ing,  wall,  or  part  thereof,  without  first  obtaining:  permission 
from  the  owner,  agent,  or  occupant  of  such  premises  or  prop¬ 
erty,  or  who  shall  in  any  manner  deface  any  building,  fence, 
or  property  of  another,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemean¬ 
or  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100 
days . 


CUTTING  WOOD  ON  SUNDAY 

Sec.  17.  No  person  shall  cut,  saw,  split,  carry  or  pile  any 
wood  or  fuel  on  the  streets  of  the  City  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week  commonly  called  Sunday,  or  the  Lord’s  day.  Any  per¬ 
son  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Section  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  to  exceed  25  days. 


SOLICITING  FOR  HOUSES  OF  ILL  FAME 

Sec.  18.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  solicit  any 
person  to  visit  or  enter  a  house  of  ill  fame,  or  bawdy  house, 
or  any  house  or  place  kept  for  the  purpose  of  lewdness,  or 
prostitution,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed 
100  days. 


ASSUMING  TO  BE  AN  OFFICER. 

Sec.  19.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  falsely  assume 
to  be  a  Chief  of  Police,  Captain  of  Police,  Policeman,  or  other 
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officer  of  the  City,  and  shall  take  upon  himself  to  act  as  such, 
or  shall  wear  the  adopted  uniform  of  the  police  force,  unless 
he  is  a  duly  elected  or  appointed  officer,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction,  before  the  police  court, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more 
than  $300.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  100  days. 

DISCHARGE  OP  FIRE  ARMS. 

Sec.  20.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  fire  off  or  dis¬ 
charge  an  ordnance  gun,  pistol,  rifle,  or  other  fire-arm,  within 
the  City  limits  of  Astoria,  or  any  fireworks,  or  fire-crackers 
of  any  kind  or  description,  in  that  portion  of  the  City  west 
of  Salmon  street  north  of  Wall  street,  or  Court  street,  and 
east  of  Madison  street,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more 
than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  100  days;  PROVIDED,  that  the  Mayor  may  permit,  upon 
national  holidays  and  other  days  of  public  celebration,  the 
same. 


BREACH  OF  PEACE  IN  BAR  ROOMS. 

Sec.  21.  Any  keeper  of  a  bar  room  or  drinking  shop 
who  shall  permit  any  breach  of  the  peace,  or  disturbance  of 
public  decorum  or  order,  or  noisy  or  disorderly  conduct  on  the 
premises,  when  it  is  in  his  or  her  power  to  prevent  it,  or  who 
shall  give  or  sell  to  any  person  already  intoxicated  any  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquor,  or  to  any  person,  under  the  age  of  legal  majority, 
or  who  shall  allow  or  permit  any  minor  to  remain  in  or  about 
any  barroom  or  drinking  shop  under  his  or  her  control,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprison- 
in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

EMPLOYING  WOMEN  IN  BAR  ROOMS 

Sec.  2  2.  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  a  barroom  or  drinking 
shop  who  shall  permit  or  employ  any  woman  to  act  as  wait¬ 
ress,  or  bar-tender,  or  sing,  or  dance,  or  to  serve  in  any  other 
capacity  in  such  barroom  or  drinking  shop,  or  who  shall  per¬ 
mit  any  theatrical  or  minstrel  show,  exhibition,  or  concert  to 
take  place  in  such  barroom  or  drinking  shop,  shall  be  deem¬ 
ed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
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less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  'City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 


SMOKING  OPIUM. 

Sec.  23.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  smoke  opium 
in  any  house  or  place  kept  tor  the  purpose  of  smoking  opium 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction, 
before  the  police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days.  In  all  prosecutions  for  vio¬ 
lation  of  this  Section,  common  reputation  of  the  house  or 
place  shall  be  competent  evidence  in  support  of  the  complaint. 
Any  room,  hall,  or  apartment,  in  any  building  in  which  such 
opium  is  allowed  to  be  smoked  in  by  others,  by  the  owner  or 
occupant  thereof,  or  by  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  building 
in  which  such  room  is  situated,  shall  be  deemed  an  opium 
joint  within  the  meaning  of  this  Section. 

BATHING  IN  COLUMBIA  RIVER. 

Sec.  2  4.  No  person  shall  bathe  in  the  waters  of  the 
Columbia  river  within  the  limits  of  the  City  between  the  hours 
of  6  o’  clock  a.  m.  and  8  o’clock  p.  m.,  without  wearing  a 
suitable  bathing  suit  which  shall  cover  the  body  from  the 
waist  to  the  knees.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of 
this  Section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  police  court,  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $100.00 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  50  days. 

STANDING  ON  STREETS. 

Sec.  2  5.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  stand  in  or  up¬ 
on  the  street  or  sidewalk  within  the  City  limits,  after  being 
notified  to  move  on  by  a  police  officer,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the 
police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00 
nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not 
to  exceed  25  days. 


BEAN  SHOOTERS. 

Sec.  2  6.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  use,  or  cause  to 
be  used,  any  bean  shooter,  air  gun,  or  other  contrivance  or  in¬ 
vention,  used  in  shooting  or  throwing  beans,  stones,  pebbles, 
shot  or  other  substance  or  thing,  in  or  upon  any  street,  park, 
lane,  or  other  public  place  in  the  City,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
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of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the 
police  court,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $2.00 
nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail 
not  to  exceed  100  days. 

OBSTRUCTING  SIDEWALKS. 

Sec.  27.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  on 
any  sidewalk,  crosswalk,  or  street  any  particle  or  thing  what¬ 
soever,  which  shall  obstruct  such  street  or  sidewalk,  unless  a 
permit  be  first  granted  by  the  Common  Council;  provided  that 
this  section  shall  not  apply  to  merchandise  while  in  actual 
course  of  receipt  or  delivery;  and  provided  further  that  wood 
or  coal  for  fuel  may  be  allowed  to  be  piled  and  remain  in  the 
street  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least  obstruction  to  pub¬ 
lic  travel,  not  to  exceed  15  hours  for  each  cord  or  load  there¬ 
of,  and  not  to  exceed  10  days  in  the  aggregate,  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  and  the  Chief  of  police  is  hereby  authorized  and  em¬ 
powered  to  remove  or  cause  to  be  removed  any  and  all  ob¬ 
structions  from  the  streets  wheresoever  found;  and  any  per¬ 
son  who  shall  obstruct  the  street  or  sidewalk  as  above  men¬ 
tioned  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

PENALTY  FOR  VIOLATION  OP  ORDINANCE. 

Sec.  28.  In  all  cases  of  conviction  for  any  of  the  offenses 
mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  the  court  shall  adjudge  the 
offender  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  prosecution,  and  shall,  in  de¬ 
fault  of  payment  of  fine  and  costs,  commit  the  offender  to 
the  City  jail  for  a  term  of  imprisonment  not  exceeding  100 
days,  and  in  all  cases  where  the  term  of  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  in  lieu  of  fine  shall  not  be  fixed,  the  offender 
shall  be  imprisoned,  in  default  of  payment  of  fine,  one  day  for 
each  $2.00  of  such  fine. 

Sec.  29.  That  ordinance  No.  9  91,  entitled  “Concerning 
offenses  and  disordeily  conduct,”  approved  August  10,  1887, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  VAGRANCY  AND  PROVID¬ 
ING  FOR  THE  PUNISHMENT  THEREOF. 


The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 


VAGRANCY. 

Sec.  1.  That  all  idle  or  dissolute  persons  who  have  no 
visible  means  of  living,  or  lawful  occupation,  or  employment 
by  which  to  earn  a  living;  all  persons  who  shall  be  found 
within  the  City  limits  begging  the  means  of  support  in  pub¬ 
lic  places,  or  from  house  to  house,  or  who  shall  procure  a  child 
or  children  to  do  so;  all  persons  living'  in  or  about  houses 
of  ill  fame  or  ill  repute,  or  who  shall  lodge  in  or  about  such 
houses,  shall  be  deemed  vagrants,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  the  police  court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $2.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Sec.  2.  That  Ordinance  No.  9  8  7,  entitled  “An  ordinance 
defining  vagrancy  and  providing  for  the  punishment  thereof,” 
approved  August  1st  1887  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  SUPPRESS  BAWDY  HOUSES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

PUNISHMENT  FOR  KEEPING  BAWDY  HOUSES 

Sec.  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons  to  open,  set  up,  or  keep  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
city  of  Astoria,  any  bawdy  house,  or  any  person  who  shall 
open,  set  up,  or  keep,  or  shall  knowingly  assist  or  aid  in  set¬ 
ting  up  or  keeping  any  bawdy  house,  or  who  shall  be  found 
in  any  such  house,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  police  court  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $20.00  nor  more 
than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  city  jail  not  less 
than  10  nor  more  than  100  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion 
or  the  court. 


COMMON  FAME  IS  EVIDENCE. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  prosecution  under  this  ordinance, 
common  fame  shall  be  competent  evidence  in  support  of  the 
complaint,  and  every  house  or  place  used  for  the  purpose  of 
prostitution,  fornication,  or  lewdness,  shall  be  taken  and 
deemed  to  be  a  bawdy  house  within  the  meaning  of  this  ordin¬ 
ance,  and  any  person  residing  in  any  such  house  or  place  with 
a  knowledge  of  its  character,  shall  be  conclusively  presumed 
in  any  prosecution  against  such  person  or  persons  for  setting 
up  or  keeping  such  house,  to  keep  the  sam«. 

Sec.  3.  That  ordinance  No.  72,  entitled  “An  ordinance 
to  suppress  bawdy  houses,”  approved  May  23,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed.

OR  BILLIARDS  OR  BILLIARD  PLAYING. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  no  minor  shall  be  allowed  to  frequent  or 
visit  any  saloon  or  other  place  where  'games  of  any  kind  are 
played,  or  where  billiards,  pool,  pigeon  hole,  or  bowling  alleys 
are  conducted  or  run;  any  minors  who  shall  frequent  or  visit 
any  such  places  as  heretofore  mentioned,  or  any  keeper  or  pro¬ 
prietor  thereof  who  shall  permit  any  minor  to  remain  in 
or  about  such  place,  or  to  play  any  such  games,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be¬ 
fore  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  exceeding  100  days.

PLAYING  FOR  ANYTHING  OF  VALUE,  AND  TO  PUN¬ 
ISH  ANY  PERSON  WHO  ENGAGES  IN  ANY  SUCH 
GAME,  OR  KEEPS  OR  FREQUENTS  ANY  SUCH  HOUSE 
OR  PLACE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  corpor¬ 
ate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  open,  set  up,  or  keep,  either 
as  owner,  proprietor,  keeper,  manager,  employe,  with  or 
without  hire,  lessee,  or  otherwise,  any  gamin©  or  gambling 
house,  or  any  house  or  place  where  any  banking  or  any  other 
game  is  played  with  cards,  dice,  cheen,  buttons,  or  any  other 
device,  for  anything,  of  value,  whether  the  same  be  played  for 
money,  checks,  or  credits,  or  any  other  representative  of  value. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  in  any  house,  room, 
or  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  en¬ 
gage  in,  or  play  in  or  at,  or  bet  at,  or  upon  any  game  played 
with  cards,  dice  cheen,  buttons,  or  any  other  device,  for  any¬ 
thing  of  value,  whether  the  same  be  played  for  money,  checks, 
credit,  or  other  representative  of  value . 

Sec.  3.  No  .  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  cor¬ 
porate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  frequent,  or  go  into,  or 
visit  any  gaming  or  gambling  house,  or  place  mentioned  in 
Section  1  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  set  up,  or  keep,  either  as  owner, 
proprietor,  keeper,  manager,  employe,  with  or  without  hire, 
lessee,  or  otherwise,  any  kind  of  gambling  table,  or  gamin© 
device  adapted,  devised  and  designated  for  the  purpose  of 
playing  any  game  of  chance,  for  money  or  property,  or  in¬ 
duce,  or  entice,  or  permit  any  person  or  persons  to  bet  or 
play  at  or  upon  any  such  gambing  table,  or  gaming  device,  or 
upon  any  game  played  at,  or  by  means  of  such  table  or  gamb¬ 
ling  device  or  on  the  side  of  or  against  the  keeper  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  open,  set  up,  or  keep,  any  house,  shop,  or 
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place  resorted  to  for  the  purpse  of  gambling,  or  permit  or 
suffer  any  person  or  persons  in  any  house,  shop,  or  place, 
under  his  control  or  care,  to  play  at  any  game  for  anything  of 
value,  whether  the  same  be  played  tor  money,  checks,  credit, 
or  other  representative  of  value. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  invite,  entice,  or  persuade,  any 
person  or  persons,  to  frequent,  go  into,  or  visit  any  gaming 
house  mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  or  to  engage  in,  or  play 
at,  or  in,  or  bet  at,  or  upon,  any  banking  or  other  game  play¬ 
ed  with  cards,  dice,  cheen,  buttons,  or  any  other  device,  for 
anything  of  value,  whether  the  same  be  played  for  money, 
checks,  credit,  or  any  other  representative  of  value,  any  of 
the  games  or  gambling  devices  mentioned  in  this  ordinance 
for  anything  of  value . 

Sec.  7.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereor,  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $25.00  and  no  more  than  $200.00,  or  in  default  of  the 
payment  of  such  fine,  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  nor 
more  than  90  days,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  8.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police 
and  all  Policemen  in  the  employ  of  the  City,  to  see  that  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  strictly  enforced.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  OBSTRUCTION  OF

Sec  1.  Three  or  more  persons  shall  not  stand  together  or 
near  each  other  in  any  street  or  upon  any  sidewalk  in  the 
City,  in  such  manner  as  to  obstruct  a  free  passage  therein  foT 
vehicles  or  passengers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of 
Police  and  all  Policemen  to  order  any  persons  offending 
against  the  provisions  of  this  Section  to  move  on,  and  if  the 
persons  so  ordered  or  requested  not  forthwith  obey,  they  shall 
each  upon  conviction  thereof  in  Police  court  be  fined  not  lese 
than  two,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  twenty  days.

Sec.  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  owners 
of,  or  person  or  persons  exercising  ownership  or  control  over 
any  horse,  mule,  cattle,  sheep,  swine,  dog,  or  other  animal  af¬ 
fected  with  the  glanders,  or  the  disease  commonly  called  the 
epizootic,  or  with  any  other  contagious  or  infectious  disease, 
to  be  at  large  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  and  any  person  or  persons  being  the  owner  of  owners  of, 
or  who  exercises  ownership  or  control  over  any  such  animal  or 
animals  affected  with  any  such  disease,  and  who  permits  such 
animal  or  animals  to  be  at  large,  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
said  City,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Judge  of 
said  City,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  for  the  first 
offense  and  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  for  the  second  of¬ 
fense,  and  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  subsequent  of¬ 
fense,  and  in  every  case  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  jail  of 
said  city  until  the  fine  and  costs  of  the  action  are  paid,  not 
to  exceed  twenty  days.  This  ordinance  shall  be  in  force  from 
and  after  its  approval  by  the  Mayor  of  this  City.

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons,  to  cut,  burn,  or  in  any  manner  destroy  or  appropriate  to 
their  own  use  any  property  found  upon  the  shore  or  bank  of 
the  Columbia  river,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  in  the  County  of  Clatsop  and  State  of  Oregon,  being 
the  property  or  belongings  of  another,  without  first  giving 
three  days’  notice  by  publication  in  a  daily  newspaper  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons  to  fasten  any  boat,  raft,  or  other  property  to  any  pile, 
brace,  or  other  portion,  or  part,  of  any  street  roadway  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  to  moor  or  place 
and  leave  any  such  boat  or  raft  or  other  property  in  a  place 
where  the  same  will  come  in  contact  with  any  such  roadway, 
or  to  unload  or  deposit  on  any  such  roadway  any  goods,  mer¬ 
chandise,  or  material . 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  convicted  of 
a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  Ordinance  numbered  112,  and  all  other  ordin¬ 
ances,  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance 
are  hereby  repealed.

That  if  any  person  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  wilfully  and  with  force  and  vio¬ 
lence  enter  upon  the  improved  lands  of  another,  after  having 
been  forbidden  by  the  owner  or  party  in  possession  of  said 
lands  not  to  do  so,  or  shall  interfere  with  the  personal  prop¬ 
erty  of  another  with  force  and  violence  and  against  the  will 
of  the  owner,  or  who  shall  enter  upon  the  premises  of  another 
in  the  night  time  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  of  the 
premises,  in  or  about  the  premises,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  tresspass,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  by  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  of  said  City,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than 
$5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City 
jail  not  less  than  two  days  or  more  than  twenty-five  days.

It  shall  hereafter  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
ride  a  bicycle  down  any  incline,  grade  or  slope  in  any  street  or 
public  highway  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  without  keeping  his 
or  her  feet  upon  the  pedals  or  said  bicycle,  and  it  shall  fur¬ 
ther  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  ride  a  bicycle  upon  any 
sidewalk  in  any  street  or  highway  of  said  City  of  Astoria, 
and  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  thirty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  fifteen  days 
for  each  offense.

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  persons  or  per¬ 
sons  to  coast  or  to  run,  draw,  push  or  have  any  go-cart,  push 
cart,  or  wagon  with  wheels  less  than  18  inches  in  diameter, 
or  in  any  manner  use  said  wagon,  go-cart,  push  cart  on  any  of 
the  streets  or  sidew'alks  of  the  City  of  Astoria  within  five 
blocks  of  any  street  car  line. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $2,  nor  more  than 
$2  0,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  city  jail  not  exceeding  20 
days . 

Sec.  3.  That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
scatter,  leave  or  distribute  upon  any  street  in  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  any  hand  bills  or  advertisements,  and  any  person  violat¬ 
ing  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $3.00  nor  more  than  $10.00,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  jail  for  not  less  than  one  day  and  a  half,  nor 
more  than  five  days .

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner,  employe,  or 
driver  of  any  team  consisting  of  wagon,  buggy,  truck,  hack, 
express  wagon,  carriage,  or  other  vehicle,  drawn  by  one  or 
more  horses  or  mules,  to  permit  or  allow  said  team  in  his 
charge  or  under  his  control,  to  stand  upon  any  of  the  public 
streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria  without  first  securely  fastening, 
and  securing  the  same,  so  as  to  prevent  runaways;  PRO¬ 
VIDED,  that  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  teams  when 
the  owner,  agent,  employee,  or  driver  is  present  with  the 
team.  Said  horses  or  mules  shall  be  fastened  by  means  of  a 
rope  or  strap  attached  to  a  weight  to  hold  said  horses  or  mules, 
or  tied  to  a  hitching  post,  or  other  secure  fastening. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  ana 
upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding  20  days.

to  impair  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  City,  causing 
the  spread  of  contagiious  diseases,  now  therefore: 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  expectorate  or  spit  upon  the  sidewalks  of  the  City  or  upon 
the  floor  or  carpets  of  any  public  hall,  meeting  house,  or  as¬ 
sembly  room,  or  upon  the  floor  of  any  street  car. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  be  fined  not  less  than  $2.00  nor  more  than 
$10.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding 
five  days. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and  each 
police  officer  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are 
strictly  enforced.

Any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
of  the  same  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than 
$100.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding 
50  days.

That  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  allowed  or 
permitted  to  inter  or  cause  to  be  buried  any  deceased  person 
within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  is  forbidden  to  issue  permits  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
dismeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less 
than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  exceeding  2  0  days.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PREVENT  AND  PUNISH  THE  KEEP¬

Whereas  the  keeping  of  a  Public  Dance  Hall,  generally 
known  as  a  hurdy  gurdy  house,  is  deemed  an  indecent  prac¬ 
tice,  and  such  as  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria  is 
authorized  to  prevent  and  punish . 

Therefore  the  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  own,  conduct,  or  maintain,  within  the  corpor¬ 
ate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  any  public  Dance  Hall,  gen¬ 
erally  known  as  a  hurdy  gurdy  house,  or  a  place  habitually 
kept  open  for  public  dancing  and  drinking.

less  than  10  days,  nor  more  than  50  days,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment.

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  within  the  cor¬ 
porate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  advertise  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  for  sale  by  public  outcry,  or  offer  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  for  sale  by  public  outcry,  but  this  ordinance 
shall  not  apply  to  licensed  auctioneers  offering  goods  for  sale 
at  autcion  or  to  licensed  hawkers  offering  goods  for  sale  as 
such . 

Any  person  v'olating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordin¬ 
ance  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor 
more  than  $100.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  days  or  both  such  fine  an4 
imprisonment.

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons,  or  firm,  company  or  corporation,  to  allow  or  permit  any 
fish,  meat,  poultry,  game,  vegetables,  fruits,  tubers,  or  other 
food  products  to  be  exposed  in,  or  in  front  of  any  store,  or 
other  place  open  to  the  public  except  the  same  be  placed  upon 
benches  or  platforms  at  least  22  inches  high  or  except  the  same 
be  hungi  or  suspended  at  least  22  inches  above  the  floor  or 
ground.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company,  or  corporation 
Violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  $25.00,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding  12  days,  for  each 
offense. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
the  Police  Officers  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  arrest  any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PREVENTION 
AND  REMOVAL  OF  OBSTRUCTIONS  IN  THE  COLUM¬ 
BIA  RIVER,  WITHIN  THE  LIMITS  OF  THE  CITY  OF 
ASTORIA,  AND  TO  PREVENT,  RESTRAIN  AND  PUN¬ 
ISH  THE  THROWING  OF  BALLAST  AND  SAW  DUST 
THEREIN. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  of  cor¬ 
poration  to  construct  or  drive  any  pound  net,  fish  trap,  or  other 
fixed  appliances,  or  drive  any  pile  of  piles  within  the  waters  of 
the  Columbia  river  below  low  tide  within  the  corporate  lim¬ 
its  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  excepting  wharves,  or  other  struc¬ 
tures  to  aid  navigation,  may  be  constructed  upon  permission 
of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria  being  first 
granted  by  ordinance,  as  new  provided;  and  all  such  pound 
nets,  fish  traps,  and  other  piling!  s0  driven,  or  which  may  here¬ 
after  be  driven,  in  the  waters  of  the  Columbia  river  below  low 
tide,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  are 
deemed  and  are  hereby  dclared  obstructions  to  said  river. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  such  ob¬ 
structions  mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance,  heretofore 
or  hereafter  driven  in  the  waters  of  the  Columbia  river  below 
low  tide,  and  within  the  corporate  limits  of  -the  City  of  Astoria, 
to  remove  the  same  within  ten  days  after  having  been  notified 
by  the  Chief  of  Police  in  writing  so  to  do. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  throw 
or  deposit  in  the  waters  of  the  Columbia  river  any  ballast  or 
sawdust . 

Sec.  4.  That  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$10.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City 
jail  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than  100  days,  or  bj 
both  such  fine  and  improvement.

ORDINANCE  NO.  2900. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  PREVENTION 

AND  REMOVAL  OF  OBSTRUCTIONS  TO  THE  STREETS 

AND  SIDEWALKS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  leave  upon 
the  streets  or  sidewalks  of  the  City  of  Astoria  for  a  greater 
period  than  twenty-four  hours  any  boxes,  wood,  coal,  lumber 
or  other  building  material,  or  any  other  obstruction  to  the  use 
of  any  street  or  sidewalk,  without  first  obtaining  permission 
in  writing  from  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  of 
the  Common  Council.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  leave  any  wagon,  cart,  buggy,  dray  of  other  vehicle  stand¬ 
ing  upon  any  improved  street  for  a  longer  period  than  ten 
hours,  or  leave  any  such  wagon,  cart,  buggy,  or  dray  when  not 
being  used  standing  upon  any  street  of  the  City  of  Astoria  in 
the  night  time. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  boxes, 
wood,  coal,  lumber  or  other  building;  material,  or  any  other 
obstruction  to  the  use  of  any  street,  or  the  owner  of  any 
wagon,  cart,  hack,  buggy,  dray  or  other  vehicle,  and  likewise 
the  occupant  of  any  real  estate  adjacent  to  that  part  of  the 
street  or  sidewalk  upon  which  there  is  any  of  the  obstructions 
mentioned  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance,  to  remove  the  same 
within  twenty-four  hours  after  having  been  served  with  written 
notice  so  to  do  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  of  the  City  of 
Astoria;  Provided,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  Section  shall 
be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  punishment  of  any  person  for 
violating  Section  I  of  this  ordinance  prior  to  the  service  of  said 
notice  to  remove  such  obstruction. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  and  also  of  the 
occupant  of  any  lot  or  premises  to  remove  from  that  portion 
of  the  street  or  sidewalk  which  is  adjacent  to  said  lot  or  prem¬ 
ises  all  snow,  ice  and  earth  thereon  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  being  given  written  notice  so  to  do  by  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets;  provided  that  this  section  shall  only  apply  to  im¬ 
proved  streets. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall,  unon  conviction  thereof,  in  the  Police  Court 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
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5  dollars  or  more  than  100  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  less  than  two  or  more  than  fifty  days,  or  by  both 
fine  and  imprisonment. 

That  Ordinance  No.  1782  and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of 
ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.

ORDINANCE  NO.  2008. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REQUIRING  STREET  CARS  OPERATED 

IN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA  TO  HAVE  ATTACHED 

THERTO  HUNTER  DROP  FENDERS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  on  and  after  April  1st  1904  it  shall  be  un¬ 
lawful  for  any  person  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  to  run  or  operate  any  street  car  or  other  car  pro¬ 
pelled  by  electricity  without  having  thereto  attached  a  Hunter 
drop  fender. 

Sec.  2.  That  any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  jail  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  twenty 
days.

ORDINANCE  NO.  3722. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  EXPLOSION  OF  ANY 
GUN-POWDER,  DYNAMITE  GIANT  POWDER,  GUN 
COTTON,  OR  OTHER  EXPLOSIVE  FOR  THE  PURPOSE 
OF  BLASTING  ROCK,  GRAVEL,  EARTH,  OR  OTHER 
SUBSTANCE  WITHOUT  FIRST  HAVING  RECEIVED  A 
PERMIT  FROM  THE  CITY  SURVEYOR. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons, 
without  first  having  received  a  permit  from  the  City  Sur¬ 
veyor,  to  do  any  blasting  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  or  to  explode  or  cause  to  be  exploded  any  gun¬ 
powder,  dynamite,  giant  powder,  gun  cotton,  or  other  ex¬ 
plosive  for  the  purpose  of  blasting  out  rock,  gravel,  earth,  or 
other  substance,  and  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  Police  Court, 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $25.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  for  not  less  than 
10  days  nor  more  than  100  days,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Court . 


Sec.  2.  The  City  Surveyor  before  issuing  a  permit  for 
blasting  shall  require  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  per¬ 
mit  is  to  be  issued  to  make  affidavit  as  to  the  location  where 
the  blasting  is  to  be  done,  and  the  said  City  Surveyor  shall 
further  require  an  indemnity  for  not  less  than  $1000.00,  and 
for  such  additional  amount  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  pro¬ 
tect  the  City  or  any  person,  or  the  owner  of  any  property  in 
said  city,  from  all  damages  or  loss  that  might  result  from 
said  blasting,  and  shall  also  have  power  and  authority  to  lim¬ 
it  the  force  of  explosions  to  be  made,  and  if  he  deem  it  to  the 
interest  of  the  City,  or  a  proper  precaution  for  the  protection 
of  life  or  properity  he  may  refuse  to  issue  such  permit.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1009. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PREVENTION 

AND  REMOVAL  OF  NUISANCES  AND  TO  PUNISH 

THOSE  WHO  ALLOW  OR  MAINTAIN  THEM. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

ANIMALS  NOT  TO  RE  KILLED  IN  CITY  LIMITS. 

Sec.  1.  No  butcher  or  other  person  shall  kill  or  slaughter 
within  the  City  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  any  animal  or  ani¬ 
mals,  the  flesh  of  which  is  intended  to  be  sold  or  offered  for 
sale;  and  no  person  shall  keep  in  any  yard,  pen,  corral  or  en¬ 
closure,  within  the  City  limits,  any  beeves,  sheep,  swine,  or 
other  animals  for  sale,  or  to  be  slaughtered,  for  a  longer  period 
than  three  days. 

THROWING  MEAT  IN  STREETS 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons  shall  cast  or  keep  in  or 
adjoining  any  street,  lane,  alley,  square,  or  public  place,  public 
wend,  or  in  any  yard,  lot,  block,  or  premises  within  the  City 
limits,  or  in  the  Columbia  river  between  the  eastern  boundary 
of  the  City  and  the  western  boundary  thereof,  any  putrid,  un 
sound,  unwholesome,  or  refuse  meat  or  flesh  of  any  animal  or 
fish,  whether  salted  or  otherwise,  or  any  hides,  or  skins  of  any 
kind,  or  the  whole  or  part  of  any  dead  animal  or  fish,  or  any 
unsound,  putrid,  or  unwholesome  substance,  of  the  offall,  gar¬ 
bage,  or  offensive  part  of  any  animal  or  fish. 

STAGNANT  WATER 

Sec.  3.  No  person  or  persons  shall  permit  or  suffer  to  ac¬ 
cumulate  in  or  upon  any  yard,  lot,  place,  or  premises,  or  upon 
any  street  or  sidewalk  adjacent  to  or  abutting  upon  any  lot, 
block  or  premises,  owned  or  occupied  by  him  or  them,  or  for 
which  he  or  they  may  be  agent  or  agents,  within  the  City 
limits,  any  stagnant  or  impure  water,  refuse  vegetables,  de¬ 
cayed  or  decaying'  substances,  garbage  or  filth  of  any  kind,  nor 
suffer  such  yard,  lot,  place,  or  premises  to  be  or  remain  in 
such  condition  to  cause  or  create  a  noisome  or  offensive  smell 
or  atmosphere,  or  thereby  to  be,  become  or  create,  or  cause  a 
public  nuisance;  Provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  prosecuted 
for  a  violation  of  this  Section  unless  such  violation  shall  con¬ 
tinue  for  twenty-four  hours  after  he  or  they  have  received  the 
notice  provided  in  section  eight  of  this  ordinance. 
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NUISANCES  OF  THE 


SWINE,  SHEEP,  GEESE. 

Sec.  4.  Any  swine,  goats,  geese,  or  ducks  kept  within  the 
city  shall  be  kept  in  proper  enclosure,  and  such  enclousure 
shall  be  kept  properiy  cleaned  and  free  from  stench,  and 
whenever  such  pen  or  enclosure  shall  become  a  nuisance  the 
Chief  oif  Police  shall  abate  and  remove  the  same,  at  the  cost 
of  the  owner,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  before  the  Police  Court  in 
case  of  refusal  of  such  owner  to  pay  tne  same. 

PRIVIES 

Sec.  5.  No  person  who  is  the  owner  or  occupant  or  agent 
for  any  house,  store,  building,  or  premises  in  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  to  which  a  privy  bologna,  or  appertains  shall  use  or 
keep  the  same  in  such  condition  as  to  cause  a  noisome  or  of¬ 
fensive  smell  so  as  to  become  a  nuisance. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  construct,  or  cause  to  be  constructed,  or  use  any  privy  or 
cess  pool  under  the  sidewalk  in  front  of,  or  adjoining,  any 
property  owned  or  occupied  Iby  them  or  him,  and  every  day 
with  such  person  or  persons  shall  use,  or  permit  to  be  used, 
such  privy  or  cess  pool,  after  receiving  the  notice  provided  in 
Section  8  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  a  new  and  separ¬ 
ate  offence. 


AWNINGS. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  on 
Fire  and  Water,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  (or  a  majority  of 
them)  any  building  or  awning  within  the  City  limits  shall  be¬ 
come  so  much  injured  by  fire,  or  on  account  of  the  defective 
material  used  in  the  construction  thereof,  or  from  any  other 
cause,  as  to  be  dangerous  to  surrounding  property,  or  in  danger 
of  falling  down,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance  and 
shall  be  by  them  so  declared,  and  they  shall  forthwith  file 
such  declaration  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
who  shall  forthwith  furnish  to  the  Chief  of  Police  a  certified 
copy  of  such  declaration,  to  be  served  by  him  upon  the  owner 
of  such  property,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  from  the  City,  upon 
his  agent.  Any  any  owner  of  such  building,  or  in  case  of  the 
absence  of  such  owner  from  the  City,  his  authorized  agent, 
who  shall  neglect  to  remove  or  repair  such  building  or  awn¬ 
ing  for  three  days  after  being  orderd  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  of 
Police,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court  shall  be  fined  in  a 
sum  not  less  than  $10  nor  more  than  $100,  or  by  imprison- 
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ment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding  20  days;  and  each  day 
that  such  building  or  awning  shall  so  stand,  after  such  con¬ 
viction  shall  be  deemed  a  new  and  separate  offense. 


DUTY  OF  CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  informed 
of  the  existence  of  any  nuisance  prohibited  by  Sections  2,  3 
and  5,  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall  immediately  make,  or  cause 
to  be  made,  an  examination  of  the  yard,  lot,  place,  or  prem¬ 
ises,  on  which  it  is  charged  that  such  nuisance  is  suffered  or 
permitted,  or  to  exist  in  or  upon  any  street,  gutter,  or  side¬ 
walk  adjacent  to,  or  abutting  upon  said  yard,  lot,  place,  or 
premises,  he  shall  forthwith  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  to 
either  owner,  agent,  or  occupant  of  such  yard,  lot,  place,  or 
premises,  or  to  all  of  them,  a  notice  to  remove  or  abate  such 
nuisance;  and  if  such  nuisance  shall  not  be  removed  or  abat¬ 
ed  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  notice,  the  Chief  of 
Police  shall  cause  the  owner  or  occupant  of,  or  agent  of  such 
property  to  be  arrested  in  the  Police  Court,  and  if  he  or  they 
shall  be  convicted,  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  cause  the  same  to 
be  removed,  and  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  re¬ 
move  any  obstructions  that  it  may  be  necessary  to  remove  in 
order  to  reach  and  remove  or  abate  such  nuisance.  The  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  removal  of  any  nuisance  by  the  Chief  of  Police 
shall  be  paid  by  the  City  in  the  first  instance,  but  the  same 
shall  be  taxed  as  part  of  the  costs  in  such  case,  and  be  recov¬ 
ered  by  the  City  from  the  owner,  agent,  or  occupant  notified 
as  hereinbefore  provided. 


PENALTY. 

Sec.  9.  If  any  person  or  persons  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Police 
Court,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $20  nor  more  than  $100,  or 
by  imprisonment  not  less  than  5  days  nor  more  than  20  days, 
and  in  all  cases  of  conviction  the  costs  of  the  case  together 
with  the  cost  of  removing  or  abating  the  nuisance  shall  be 
taxed  against  the  defendant. 

Sec.  10.  That  ordinance  No.  454  entitled  “To  provide  for 
the  prevention  and  removal  of  nuisances,”  approved  March 
15,  1882,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROTECT  THE  HEALTH  OF  THE  IN¬ 
HABITANTS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA  AND  TO 

PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CLEANLINESS  OF  THE  CITY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  No  person  shall  kill  or  slaughter  within  the  City 
limits  any  animal  or  animals,  the  flesh  of  which  is  intended  to 
be  offered  for  sale,  and  no  person  shall  keep  in  any  yard,  pen, 
corral,  or  other  inclosure  within  the  City  limits  any  beeves, 
cattle,  or  sheep  for  sale,  or  to  be  slaughtered,  for  a  longer 
period  than  three  days;  and  no  swine  shall  be  kept  in  any  cor¬ 
ral,  pen,  or  inclosure  within  the  City  limits  nearer  than  one 
hundred  feet  from  any  dwelling'  or  residence. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  permit  or  suffer  to  accumulate, 
or  stand  in,  or  upon,  any  yard,  lot,  place,  or  premises,  or  upon 
any  street,  or  sidewalk,  adjacent  to  or  abutting  upon  any  lot, 
block,  place,  or  premises,  owned  or  occupied  by  him,  or  for 
which  he  is  agent,  within  the  City  limits,  any  cess  pool,  stag¬ 
nant  or  impure  water,  refuse,  vegetables,  decayed  or  de¬ 
caying  substances,  garbage,  rubbish,  of  filth  of  any  kind,  nor 
suffer  such  yard,  lot,  place,  or  premises  to  be  or  remain  in 
such  condition  as  to  cause  or  create  a  noisome  or  offensive 
smell  or  atmosphere,  or  thereby  to  become,  cause  or  create  a 
public  nuisance. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  who  is  the  owner,  or  occupant,  or 
agent  of  the  owner  of  any  house,  store,  building,  or  premises 
within  the  City  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  suffer  or  per¬ 
mit  to  'be  maintained  upon  said  premises,  or  in  such  house  or 
buildng,  any  privy  or  cess  pool,  or  filthy  or  stagnant  water 
within  three  hundred  feet  of  any  street  in  which  a  sewer  ex¬ 
ists,  without  causing  such  privy  or  cess  pool  to  be  connected 
with  such  sewer,  with  proper  closed  drain  connections  and  such 
connections  kept  unobstructed,  and  the  drain  pipe  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  terra  cotta  sewer  pipe,  or  iron,  or  other  material  not 
subject  to  decay  or  injury  from  acids,  and  the  manner  of  mak¬ 
ing  the  connections  and  the  size  of  the  pipe  shall  be  such  as  to 
drain  such  cesspool,  privy,  or  stagnant  water,  and  to  prevent 
the  gas  from  the  sewer  from  escaping  through  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  informed  of 
the  existence  of  any  refuse,  vegetables,  decayed  or  decaying 
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substance  garbage,  rubbish  or  filth  of  any  kind  upon  any  prem¬ 
ises  or  place,  mentioned  in  Section  2  of  this  ordinance,  he 
shall  notify  in  writing  the  owner  of  such  premises  to  remove 
the  same  within  twenty-four  hours  from  the  date  of  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  such  notice,  and  to  disinfect  the  premises  by  sprinkling 
lime  or  other  disinfectants  thereon,  and  in  case  of  failure  to 
do  so  within  said  time,  he  shall  arrest  such  person  so  notified. 
Upon  the  conviction  of  such  person  in  the  Police  Court  the 
Chief  of  Police  shall  cause  the  premises  to  be  cleaned  and  dis¬ 
infected  at  the  expense  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  All  fines  col¬ 
lected  for  violation  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  kept  in  a  separ¬ 
ate  fund  to  be  known  as  the  “Nuisance  Fund,”  and  shall  be 
used  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  premises  and  abating  nuis¬ 
ances.  Whenever  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  informed  of  the 
existence  of  any  privy,  cess  pool,  or  stagant  water  men¬ 
tioned  in  Section  3  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall  immedia'ely 
cause  to  be  served  upon  the  owner,  occupant,  or  agent  of  the 
owner  of  the  premises  upon  which  such  cess  pool,  privy,  or 
stagnant  or  filthy  water  stands,  a  notice  to  connect  the  same 
with  the  nearest  sewer  within  4  8  hours  from  the  date  of  the 
service  of  such  notice,  and  in  case  such  owner,  occupant  or 
agent,  upon  whom  such  notice  shall  be  served,  shall  fail  to 
make  such  connections  within  the  said  time,  he  shall  be  ar¬ 
rested  and  tried  in  the  Police  Court.  For  each  day  that  such 
owner,  occupant,  or  agent,  shall  delay  in  making  connections, 
after  48  hours’  notice  to  make  the  same  shall  constitute  a 
separate  offense. 

Sec.  5.  Where  stagnant  water,  cesspools,  or  filthy  water 
can  be  removed  only  by  filling  a  lot,  or  lots,  or  any  block,  on 
account  of  the  same  being  below  the  level  of  the  adjacent 
sewer,  the  fact  shall  be  reported  to  the  City  by  the  Chief  of 
Police,  which  report  shall  describe  the  lots  that  it  is  necessary 
to  fill. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
police  officers  to  see  that  this  ordinance  is  strictly  enforced. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  Police  Court,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  less  than  5 
nor  more  than  100  days,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprisonment.

ORDINANCE  NO.  891. 


AN  ORDINANCE  FOR  THE  PRESERVATION  OF  HEALTH 

AND  PREVENTION  OF  DISEASE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

CUBIC  AIR. 

Sec.  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  disease  and 
preserving  health  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons  to  use  any  tenement  house,  or  other  building  used  as  a 
sleeping  apartment  within  the  City  of  Astoria  which  contains 
less  than  550  cubic  feet  of  air  or  space  for  each  and  every 
person  lodging  in  such  house  or  apartment. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons  shall  sleep  or  lodge  in  any, 
house,  room,  or  apartment  containing  less  than  five  hundred 
and  fifty  cubit  feet  of  air  space  in  the  clear,  for  each  and 
every  person  occupying  said  room. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  violating  Section  1  or  2  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof,  shall  ibe  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$2.00  nor  more  than  $100.00  for  each  offense,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  20  days. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
members  of  the  police  to  make  examination  of  premises  where 
they  have  a  reason  to  believe  that  persons  are  living  in  over¬ 
crowded  houses  in  violation  of  this  ordinance,  and  upon  ex¬ 
amination,  if  persons  are  found  violating  this  ordinance,  to  ar¬ 
rest  any  person  violating  the  same  and  take  the  person  or  per- 
sone  before  the  Police  Judge  for  trial.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  SECURE  THE  PROTECTION  OF 

PROPERTY  AND  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  CLEANLINESS 

AND  ORNAMENT  OF  THE  CITY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

CATERPILLARS. 

Sec.  1.  The  owners  and  occupants  of  all  occupied  prem¬ 
ises  are  hereby  required  whenever  necessary  to  clean  out  by 
burning,  trimming,  or  otherwise,  the  caterpillars  from  all 
trees  upon  the  premises  owned,  occupied,  or  for  which  they 
are  agents  within  the  City  limits. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  shall  permit  caterpillars  to  re¬ 
main  in  or  upon  any  premises  owned  or  occupied  by  him,  or 
any  owned  or  agent  of  any  occupied  premises,  who  shall  per¬ 
mit  caterpillars  to  remain  upon  such  premises  after  written 
notice  from  the  Chief  of  Police,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof, 
before  the  Police  Court,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$20.00,  or  10  days’  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail. 


THISTLES. 


Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to 
insert  or  cause  to  be  inserted,  in  the  official  paper  of  the  City 
a  notice  requiring  all  thistles  within  the  limits  of  the  City  to  be 
cut  down,  dug  up,  or  destroyed.  Every  owner  or  occupant  of 
all  occupied  premises,  and  every  owner  or  agent  of  all  unoc¬ 
cupied  premises  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  who 
shall  permit  or  allow  any  thistles  to  blossom  or  grow  upon 
such  premises,  or  in  front  of,  or  abutting  upon  the  premises 
owned  or  occupied  by  them,  or  for  which  they  are  agent,  after 
the  publication  of  the  notice  herein  mentioned,  shall,  upon  con¬ 
viction  before  the  Police  Court,  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $20.00,  or  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  ten  days. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  see 
that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  strictly  enforced.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ORNAMENT  OF

DECAYED  AND  DILAPIDATED  STRUCTURES  THERE¬ 
IN. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  or  agent  of  cow 
stables,  cesspools,  glue  and  glucose  factories  within  the  esta¬ 
blished  fire  limits,  that  has  upon  the  same  a  shingle  roof,  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  thoroughly  painted  with  red  fire 
proof  mineral  paint  within  one  year  from  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  The  owner,  or  agent  of  the  owner,  of  any  build¬ 
ing  or  structure  within  the  City  of  Astoria,  which  is  in  a 
ruinous  or  dilapidated  condition,  so  as  to  be  unfit  for  use,  or 
dangerous  to  any  person  in  the  same,  or  upon  the  streets,  or  of 
any  building  partially  destroyed  by  fire  so  as  to  present  a 
ruinous  or  unsightly  appearance,  shall  cause  such  building 
to  be  taken  down  and  removed  within  one  week  from  the 
time  such  owner,  or  agent  of  the  owner,  shall  be  notified  in 
writing  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the 
City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  to  see  that  this  ordinance  is  strictly  enforced. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10  nor 
more  than  $100.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  less 
than  5  nor  more  than  5  0  days  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im¬ 
prisonment.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  REGULATE  THE  STORAGE  OR  KEEP¬ 
ING  OF  PETROLEUM,  CRUDE  OIL,  OR  ANY  PRODUCT 

OF  PETROLEUM  IN  ANY  GREATER  QUANTITIES 

THAN  5000  GALLONS  WITHIN  THE'  CITY  OF  AS¬ 
TORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  toe  unlawful,  after  the  30th  day  of  June, 
1907,  for  any  person,  firm,  association,  or  corporation  to  store, 
or  permit  the  storage  of,  or  keep  in  any  way,  in  any  greater 
quantity  than  5000  gallons,  petroleum,  crude  oil,  or  any  prod¬ 
uct  of  petroleum,  unless  the  same  be  stored  or  kept  in  iron 
or  steel  tanks  or  receptacles  built  on  solid  ground  and  sur¬ 
rounded  by  a  retaining  wall  of  reinforced  concrete,  such  retain¬ 
ing  wall  to  be  four  teet  high  on  the  highest  point  on  the 
ground,  the  top  of  said  wall  to  be  level,  said  retaining  wall  to 
be  not  less  than  2  4  inches  thick  at  the  base  and  17  inches  at 
the  top,  without  openings  of  any  kind  and  said  wall  shall  be 
on  property  line  to  inclose  said  tanks  or  receptacles  and  any 
such  person,  firm,  association  or  corporation  whose  property, 
on  which  are  lcated  the  said  tanks  or  receptacles,  lies  adjacent 
to  any  street  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  fill  such  street  to 
the  center  line  thereof  with  earth,  sand  or  gravel,  said  fill  to 
be  made  to  the  established  grade  of  such  street. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person,  firm,  association,  or  corporation  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  -shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $50.00  nor  more 
than  $300.00. 

Sec.  3  No  person,  firm,  association,  or  corporation  shall 
acquire  any  vested  rights  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance  or  any 
of  its  provisions,  but  this  ordinance  and  each  and  all  of  its 
provisions  are  subject  to  amendment,  modification  or  repeal 
by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  other  prop¬ 
er  authority. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  firm,  association,  or  corporation  be 
fore  -building,  erecting  or  constructing'  any  tank  or  receptacle 
for  the  storage  or  keeping  of  petroleum,  in  any  greater  quan¬ 
tity  than  5  00  0  gallons,  within  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  first 
apply  to,  and  obtain  permission  from,  the  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  for  building,  erecting,  or  constructing'  the 
same . 

Sec.  5.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

ORDINANCE  NO.  3638. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  CONSTRUCTION, 
ERECTION,  ENLARGEMENT,  RAISING,  ALTERATION, 
REPAIR  AND  USE  OF  BUILDING,  AND  TO  PROVIDE 
FOR  PROTECTION  AGAINST  FIRE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  all  smoke  houses  shall  be  of  fire-proof  con¬ 
struction  with  brick  walls,  iron  doors,  and  brick  or  metal 
roofs.  An  iron  guard  shall  be  placed  over  and  three  feet  above 
the  fire,  and  the  hanging  rails  shall  be  of  iron.  The  walls  of 
all  smoke  houses  shall  be  built  up  at  least  three  feet  higher 
than  the  roof  of  the  building  in  which  they  are  located.

ORDINANCE  NO.  3206. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PREVENT  AND  PUNISH  NUISANCES.. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  If  any  person  shall  unlawfully  and  wrongfully 
commit  any  act  which  grossly  injures  the  person  or  property 
of  another,  or  which  grossly  disturbs  the  public  peace  or 
health,  or  which  openly  outrages  the  public  decency  and  is  in¬ 
jurious  to  public  morals,  such  person,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more 
than  $100.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  for  not  less 
than  five,  nor  more  than  50  days,  or  by  both  fine  and  imprison¬ 
ment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2299. 


AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  NUISANCES,  PROVIDING  FOR 

THE  PREVENTION  AND  REMOVAL  OF  NUISANCES, 

AND  TO  PUNISH  PERSONS  MAINTAINING  OR  RE¬ 
FUSING  TO  ABATE  THE  SAME. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  all  slaughter  houses,  oil  works,  hogpens, 
cow  stables,  cesspools,  glue  and  glucose  factories,  manufac¬ 
tories  or  any  place  where  putrid  flesh  of  animals  or  fish  is 
deposited,  and  places  where  stagnant  water  exists,  are  hereby- 
declared  nuisances. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  informed 
of  the  existence  of  any  nuisance  prohibited  by  Section  1  of 
this  ordinance,  he  shall  immediately  examine  the  premises 
where  the  same  exists,  and  if,  in  his  opinion,  a  nuisance  exists 
as  prohibited  by  Section  1,  he  shall  immediately  cause  notice 
to  be  served  upon  the  occupant  or  owner  or  in  their  absence, 
the  agent  or  manager  of  said  premises,  to  vacate  the  same 
within  twenty-four  hours;  PROVIDED,  that  all  nuisances  re¬ 
quiring  the  removal  of  buildings,  machinery,  etc.,  the  owner, 
or  occupant  thereof,  shall  be  allowed  not  to  exceed  20  days  to 
remove  or  abate  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  have  been  notified,  who  shall  fail,  refuse, 
or  neglect  to  abate  or  remove  a  nuisance  as  provided  by  this 
ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding  100  days.

ORDINANCE  NO.  1181. 


AN  ORDINANCE  FOR  THE  PROTECTION  OF  PUBLIC 

SEWERS,  AND  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  MANNER  OF 

MAKING  CONNECTION  THEREWITH,  AND  TO  COM¬ 
PEL  ALL  PERSONS  ERECTING  OR  MAINTAINING 

PRIVIES  OR  CESSPOOLS  TO  CONNECT  THEREWITH. 

THE  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

(As  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  2693.) 

Sec.  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall,  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  erect,  construct,  or  maintain,  or  suffer 
to  be  erected,  constructed,  or  maintained,  upon  any  premises 
owned  or  controlled  by  him  or  them,  any  privy,  cesspool  or 
water  closet  within  2  00  feet  of  any  street  in  which  a  sewer  has 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  or  constructed,  in  that  part  of 
the  City  of  Astoria  known  as  McClure’s  Astoria,  or  within 
three  hundred  feet  of  any  street  in  that  part  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  called  Shivley’s  Astoria,  without  causing  such  privy  or 
cesspool  or  water  closet  to  be  connected  with  such  sewer  in 
the  manner  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  All  persons  erecting  or  maintaining  any  privy 
or  cesspool  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
who  have  made  the  connections  required  by  Section  1  of  this 
ordinance,  and  all  persons  who  shall  connect  with  any  sewer 
now  constructed,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  constructed,  shall 
keep  said  connections  from  and  clear  of  all  obstructions,  and 
in  good  order  and  condition,  so  as  to  properly  drain  such 
privy  or  cesspool. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
make  any  connections  with,  or  in  any  manner  interfere  with 
or  obstruct  any  sewer,  or  drain  pipe  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  or  persons  desiring  to  make  con¬ 
nections  with  any  sewer  or  drain  pipe  shall  make  written  ap¬ 
plication  for  a  permit  therefor  to  the  Committee  on  Streets 
and  Public  Ways  and  Superintendent  of  Streets,  specifying 
therein  the  location,  area  to  be  drained  and  if  for  house  drain¬ 
age  or  otherwise. 

Sec.  5.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  or 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  is  hereby  authorized  to  grant 
permits  subject  to  such  restrictions  as  to  size  of  pipes,  taps, 
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and  the  manner  of  doing  the  work  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper;  PROVIDED,  that  no  connection  shall  be  made 
(except  within  the  line  of  the  block)  with  other  than  terra 
cotta  sewer  pipe  or  some  other  material  not  subject  to  injury 
from  the  use  of  acids,  or  other  deleterious  substances;  and 
further  provided,  that  the  person  or  persons  making  the  con¬ 
nections  shall  cause  that  portion  of  the  street  to  be  placed  in 
good  condition. 

Sec.  6.  E'very  person  or  persons  required  to  connect 
with  any  sewer  now  constructed,  who  shall  fail  or  refuse  to 
connect  with  such  sewer  within  forty-eight  hours  after  being 
notified  to  do  so  by  the  Chief  of  Police  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
and  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  ordinance,  or  who  shall 
maintain  or  allow  to  be  maintained  any  cesspool  to  remain 
upon  said  premises,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more 
than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  one  hundred  days,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
Chief  of  Police  to  notify  all  such  persons  in  writing  and  to 
prosecute  for  any  violations  of  this  Section. 

Sec.  7  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and,  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty  days. 

Sec.  8.  Ordinance  No.  108  0  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  en¬ 
titled  “An  ordinance  for  the  protection  of  public  sewers,  and 
to  provide  for  the  manner  of  making  connections  therewith, 
and  to  compel  all  persons  erecting  or  maintaining  privies,  or 
cesspools  to  connect  therewith,”  approved  April  24,  1889,  and 
all  other  Ordinances  and  parts  of  Ordinances  in  conflict  here¬ 
with  are  hereby  repealed.

ORDINANCE  NO.  989. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  STORAGE  OF  COM¬ 
BUSTIBLE  MATERIAL  WITHIN  THE  CITY  OF  AS¬ 
TORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  keep  or  offer  for  sale 
any  gunpowder,  giant  powder,  gun  cotton  or  any  other  explo¬ 
sive  substance  having  an  explosive  power  equal  to  ordinary 
gun  powder,  in  quantities  greater  than  fifty  pounds,  in  any  one 
place,  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  which  shall  be  kept  in  an 
air  tight  metallic  vessel,  marked  with  the  name  of  the  sub¬ 
stance  in  plain  Roman  letters,  not  less  than  three  inches  in 
height,  and  proportionate  in  width,  and  such  vessel  shall  at 
all  times  be  kept  conspicuously  in  view  near  the  entrance  of 
the  premises  where  kept,  and  convenient  for  removal  there¬ 
from  . 

Sec.  2.  No  steamship,  vessel,  or  other  water  craft  shall 
enter  the  city  of  Astoria  while  having  on  board  any  -blasting 
powder,  ,g-un  powder,  dynamite  or  explosive  compounds  used 
for  blasting  purposes;  PROVIDED,  that  this  section  shall  not 
apply  to  steamships,  vessel,  or  other  water  craft  passing  up 
or  down  the  Columbia  River  to  points  outside  of  the  C;ty 
limits,  and  such  vessels  so  bound  shall  not  be  anchored  or 
moored  within  the  said  city,  or  remain  within  the  city  longer 
than  is  actually  necessary  in  transit. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  convey  or  assst  in  conveying  in 
any  vehicle  any  gun  powder,  unless  the  same  shall  be  securely 
packed  in  close  packages,  nor  unless  such  package,  shall  be 
securely  covered  while  in  the  vehicle. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  or  persons,  firm,  or  corporation  shall 
keep,  store  or  permit  to  be  stored  on  their  or  its  premises  any 
lacquer  in  quantities  of  more  than  one  hundred  gallons  in  any 
store,  warehouse,  cannery  or  other  place  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  such  lacquer  shall  be  en¬ 
closed  in  a  metallic  tank,  with  air  tight  cap  and  faucet,  and 
shall  be  one  hundred  feet  away  from  all  fire,  soldering  pots, 
solder  and  boiler  furnaces,  stoves  and  all  other  receptacles 
for  fire,  and  the  contents  of  such  tank  shall  be  marked  with 
the  name  of  the  same  in  plain  Roman  letters  at  least  three 
inches  in  height  and  of  proportionate  width. 
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Sec.  5.  No  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
store,  permit  the  storage  of,  or  keep  turpentine,  varnish  or 
crude  petroleum  or  any  refined  or  reformed  product  of  petro¬ 
leum  or  any  hydro-carbon  liquid  emitting  an  inflamable  vapor 
in  any  building  or  place  in  large  quantities  than  one  hundred 
gallons  within  the  City  of  Astoria  within  the  following  limits; 
North  of  the  south  side  of  Pine  Street,  or  north  of  the  south 
side  of  Wall  street,  or  north  of  the  south  sile  of  Court  street 
east  of  the  west  line  of  Main  street,  or  north  of  the  south 
side  of  Astor  street  between  the  west  side  of  Main  street  and 
the  west  side  of  Washington  street,  and  outside  of  such  limits 
such  substance  shall  not  be  kept  or  stored  nearer  than  fifty 
feet  to  any  other  building. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  use  or  cause  to  be  used  any 
house,  situated  nearer  than  fifty  feet  to  any  other  house,  for 
the  purpose  of  curing  bacon,  ham,  sausages  or  meats  of  any 
kind  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria;  PRO¬ 
VIDED,  such  house  may  be  constructed  of  brick  under  the  su¬ 
pervision  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Committee  on  Fire  and 
Water  nearer  than  fifty  feet  to  other  houses. 

Sec.  7.  No  water  craft  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  at 
the  wharf  longer  than  twelve  house  after  receiving  gun  powder, 
blasting  powder,  dynamite  or  other  explosive  substances  de¬ 
posited  on  the  wharf  for  shipment  which  shall  be  immediately 
passed  on  board  the  vessel  which  is  to  receive  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department  is 
required  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  en¬ 
forced,  and  to  make  complaints  to  the  Police  Court  for  viola¬ 
tions  thereof. 

Sec.  9  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordin¬ 
ance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  or  not  less  than  five,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twenty  days,  or 
both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and  the  continuing  or 
maintaining  of  such  violation  shall  be  deemed  a  new  offense 
for  each  day  on  which  the  same  is  so  continued  or  maintained 
and  shall  be  punished  accordingly.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  ANIMALS  FROM  RUN¬ 
NING  AT  LARGE  WITHIN  THE  LIMITS  OF  THE 
CITY  OF  ASTORIA;  AND  FOR  TAKING  AND  IMPOUND¬ 
ING  OF  SUCH  ANIMALS  AND  THE  SALE  THEREOF; 
PROVIDING  FOR  A  POUND  MASTER  AND  SALARY 
THEREOF;  A  POUND  FOR  THE  CARE  AND  RETEN¬ 
TION  OF  ANIMALS  AND  PROVIDING  PUNISHMENT 
FOR  THE  VIOLATION  OF  THE  PROVISIONS  OF  THIS 
ORDINANCE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows; 

Sec.  1.  That  no  horse,  mule,  cow,  cattle,  sheep,  swine, 
goat  or  other  stock  shall  be  allowed  to  run  at  large,  or  to  be 
herded  within  or  upon  any  of  the  improved  streets  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  2.  Any  of  the  animals  described  in  Section  1  of  this 
ordinance  found  running  at  large,  or  herded  upon  any  of  the 
improved  streets  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  as 
hereinbefore  described,  shall  be  taken  up  by  the  poundmaster, 
or  by  any  person  as  hereinafter  specified  and  delivered  over 
to  the  pound-master  and  impounded  or  enclosed  in  the  pound, 
or  enclosure,  as  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  next  regular  council  meeting,  after  this  or¬ 
dinance  becomes  a  law,  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  appoint  a 
pound-master,  which  appointment  shall  be  subject  to  the  ap¬ 
proval  and  confirmation  of  the  Common  Council,  and  said 
pound-master  shall  continue  in  office  until  his  successor  is 
appointed  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council,  as  herein¬ 
after  provided  for. 

Sec.  4.  That  at  the  second  regular  meeting  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  in  January  of  each  year  hereafter,  the  Chief  of 
Police  shall  appoint  a  pound-master,  which  appointment  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  and  confirmation  of  the  Common 
Council,  and  who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  one  year 
and  until  his  successor  has  been  appointed,  and  such  ap¬ 
pointment  approved  and  confirmed  by  the  Common  Council. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  pound-master  shall  'be  subject  to  the 
orders  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  under  such  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations  as  he  shall  make,  which  rules  and  regulations  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Common  Council. 
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Sec.  6.  Said  pound-master  shall  be  on  duty  during  the 
day  time  of  each  secular  day  for  the  same  number  of  hours  as 
is  provided  for  the  policemen  in  the  employ  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  and  said  pound-master  shall  report  to  the  Chief  of 
Police  twice  a  day,  once  in  the  morning  and  once  in  the  after¬ 
noon  of  each  day. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound-master  to  take 
up  all  such  animals  found  running  at  large  within  the  limits 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  as  described  in  Section  1  of  this  or¬ 
dinance,  and  upon  taking  up  of  such  animal  he  shall  im¬ 
pound  the  same  in  the  city  pound  and  take  such  action  as  is 
hereinafter  described . 

Sec.  8.  The  pound-master  shall  be  required  to  provide 
all  animals  impounded  with  proper  care,  food  and  water.  If 
inconvenient  to  keep  animals  impounded  in  the  regular  pound 
provided  for,  the  pound-master  shall  be  at  liberty  to  have  them 
kept  and  provided  for  in  some  convenient  place,  and  under  the 
care  and  charge  of  a  person  appointed  by  him,  and  while  in 
such  place  and  under  such  care,  they  shall  be  considered  as 
being  impounded  in  the  regular  pound  provided  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  an  in  the  care  of  the  pound-master. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  he,  and  is  hereby  declared,  unlawful  for 
any  owner,  or  person,  in  charge  of  any  of  the  animals  describ¬ 
ed  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  to  allow  the  same  to  trespass 
or  run  on  any  private  yard,  lot,  or  property  within  the  City  of 
Astoria,  without  the  consent  and  permission  of  the  owner 
thereof,  or  if  the  same  is  leased,  then  the  lessees  thereof; 
that  any  such  animal  found  trespassing,  or  running  upon  any 
private  yard,  lot,  or  property  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  against 
the  wishes  of  the  owner  or  lessee  thereof,  may  be  captured, 
taken  up,  held  and  turned  over  by  the  owner,  or  lessee  of  such 
property  to  the  pound-master,  and  the  said  animal  or  animals, 
shall  be  dealth  with  as  if  the  said  animal  or  animals  were 
found  running'  at  large,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for.  Or,  if 
any  of  the  said  animals  shall  trespass  upon  any  private  yard, 
lot  or  property  within  the  City  of  Astoria  without  the  consent, 
or  permission,  of  the  owner,  or  lessee  thereof,  the  said  owner 
or  lessee  shall  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  capture,  take  up, 
or  secure  said  animal  and  hold  the  same  until  the  owner  of 
such  animal  shall  pay  whatever  damage  is  caused  by  the  tres¬ 
passing  of  such  animal. 

Sec.  10.  That  whenever  any  of  the  said  animals  mention¬ 
ed  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  taken  up  and  im¬ 
pounded,  the  pound-master  shall  immediately  notify  the 
Chief  of  Police  thereof,  and  give  a  description  of  such  animal, 
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and  shall  set  forth  the  facts  of  the  taking  thereof,  the  date 
and  place  and  reason  therefor,  and  the  Chief  of  Police  shall 
thereupon  post  a  notice  of  the  taking  of  such  animal  and  the 
reason  therefor  upon  a  bulletin  board  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose,  and  hung  either  on  the  door,  or  some  other  conven¬ 
ient  and  conspicuous  place  at  the  Police  Station  of  the  City 
of  Astoria;  said  notice  to  'be  posted  witnin  a  reasonable  time 
after  the  taking  of  such  animal,  and  such  notice  shall  set 
forth  that  unless  that  said  animal  is  claimed  within  seventy- 
two  hours  after  the  posting  of  such  notice,  which  time  shall 
be  specified  in  the  notice,  that  as  soon  as  convenient  there¬ 
after,  and  within  five  (5)  days  thereof,  the  same  will  be  sold 
at  public  auction  by  the  Chief  of  Police.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Chief  of  Police  to  post  upon  such  bulletin  board  the  time 
when  the  said  auction  sale  will  take  place;  said  notice  to  be 
posted  at  least  forty-eight  (48)  hours  prior  to  the  auction  sale 
as  hereinbefore  specified,  and  such  auction  sale  shall  be  held 
between  the  hours  of  Two  (2)  and  Five  (5)  o’clock  of  a  sec¬ 
ular  day.  If  the  owner  of  the  impounded  animal  is  known  and 
resides  within  the  city  limits,  a  copy  of  the  notice  of  the  tak¬ 
ing  thereof  shall  be  served  by  the  pound-master  upon  the  said 
owner,  within  the  time  that  the  said  notice  of  taking  is  re¬ 
quired  to  be  posted  as  hereinbefore  specified.  Upon  the  serv¬ 
ing  of  such  notice  the  pound-master  shall  make  return  to  the 
Chief  of  Police  of  the  fact  of  the  service  of  such  notice,  and 
the  time  and  place  thereof,  and  the  name  of  the  person  upon 
whom  service  was  made.  The  service  of  such  notice  shall  be 
sufficient,  if  the  said  notice  is  left  at  the  home  of  the  owner  of 
said  animal,  as  hereinbefore  specified,  and  with  some  member 
of  the  family  of  the  owner  of  such  animal. 

Sec.  11.  Upon  the  sale  of  any  animal,  as  hereinbefore  set 
forth,  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  deduct  from  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale,  three  ($3.00)  dollars  as  a  fee  for  taking  up  the  ani¬ 
mal  and  impounding  the  same,  and  the  further  sum  of  one 
($1.00)  dollar  per  day  that  the  animal  shall  be  impounded 
as  expense  of  keeping  the  same,  and  shall  pay  the  remainder 
to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  to  be  held  by  him  for  the 
benefit  of  the  owner  of  such  animal,  and  with  such  return  of 
money  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  the  Chief  of  Police 
shall  make  a  report  setting  forth  the  facts  of  the  impounding 
of  such  animal,  the  notice  of  impounding,  and  the  facts  with 
reference  to  the  sale  of  such  animal,  the  amount  received  at 
the  sale  thereof,  and  amount  deducted  therefrom,  the  actual 
expense  of  keeping  of  such  animal,  the  name  of  the  pur¬ 
chaser,  etc . 

Sec.  12.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  deduct  from  the 
amount  retained  by  him,  the  actual  cost  of  the  keeping  of 
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such  animal,  according  to  the  statements  of  the  pound-master, 
and  the  balance  thereof  shall  toe  turned  over  to  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  in  the  same  manner  as  the  fines  and  forfei¬ 
tures  of  the  Police  Court  are  accounted  for. 

Sec.  13.  The  pound-master  under  the  direction  of  the 
Chief  of  Police,  shall  return  any  animal  impounded  to  the 
owner  thereof  when  such  owner  shall  pay  to  the  Chief  of  Po¬ 
lice  the  sum  of  three  ($3.00)  dollars  for  taking  and  impound¬ 
ing  such  animal,  and  the  further  sum  of  one  ($1.00)  dollar 
per  day  for  each  day  that  such  animal  shall  be  impounded,  pro¬ 
vided  that  such  animal  must  be  taken  before  the  sale  thereof, 
as  in  this  ordinance  provided. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  owning  any  animal  shall  permit  the 
same  to  wear  a  bell  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  and  no  perosn  owning  any  bull  shall  permit  the  same 
to  run  at  large  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria. 

Sec.  15.  The  pound-master,  provided  for  in  this  ordin¬ 
ance,  shall  receive  a  salary  of  seventy-five  ($75.00)  dollars 
per  month,  payable  at  the  end  of  each  and  every  mon  h  by 
warrant,  the  same  as  other  salaries  are  paid.  The  said  pound- 
master  shall  make  regular  rounds  of  the  City  of  Astoria  on 
every  secular  day  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 
as  hereinbefore  specified,  and  while  acting  as  pound-master 
he  shall  be,  and  is  hereby  charged  and  empowered  with  all  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  a  policeman  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  all  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  the  same  as 
regular  policemen,  and  he  is  hereby  declared  to  toe  a  policeman 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  with  the  title  of  pound-master. 

Sec.  16.  The  owner  or  person  having  charge  of  any  ani¬ 
mal  described  in  Section  1  of  this  ordinance  who  shall  wilfully 
allow  the  same  to  go  at  large  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  or  who  shall  permit  any  animal  mentined  and  de¬ 
scribed  therein  to  wear  a  bell,  or  any  bull  to  run  at  large 
within  the  corporate  limits  shall,  upon  conviction  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  toe  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  ($5.00)  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  ($50.00)  dol¬ 
lars  or  by  imprisonmet  in  the  city  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty 
(20)  days  or  both  at  the  discretion  of  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge . 

Sec.  17.  No  person  shall  interfere  with  the  pound-master 
when  taking  up  any  animal,  as  provided  for  in  this  ordinance,, 
nor  shall  any  person  rescue  or  take  any  animal  from  the  cus- 
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tody  of  the  pound-master,  or  out  of  the  pound,  or  interfere 
with  the  pound-master  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and 
any  person  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  upon  the 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  ($5.00)  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty  ($50.00)  or  by  imprisonment  not  less  than 
two  (2)  nor  more  than  twenty  (20)  days,  or  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge. 

Sec.  18.  That  Ordinance  No.  3415,  approved  on  the  6th 
day  of  June,  1907,  and  Ordinance  No.  2638,  approved  on  the 
12th  day  of  November  1901,  and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of 
ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance,  are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1150. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  ERECTION  OF  POLES 

AND  HANGING  WIRES  FOR  ELECTRIC  LIGHT,  TELE¬ 
GRAPH,  FIRE  ALARMS,  TELEPHONE  AND  OTHER 

PURPOSES. 

THE  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per¬ 
sons,  firm,  company  or  corporation,  to  erect  any  electric,  tele¬ 
graph,  fire  alarm,  telephone  or  other  poles  for  the  purpose  of 
handling  'wires  thereon  for  any  purpose  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  except  as  in  this  ordinance  here¬ 
inafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  All  poles  erected  by  any  person  or  persons,  firm, 
company  or  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  hanging  wires 
thereon  shall  be  erected  as  follows: 

1st.  Sawed  poles  shall  be  twelve  inches  square  at  the 
street  grade  and  six  inches  square  at  the  top  of  the  pole,  shall 
be  planed  smooth  on  all  sides  and  painted,  so  as  to  present  a 
respectable  appearance,  and  shall  be  of  sufficient,  length  to 
reach  from  the  ground  to  a  height  of  forty  feet  for  electric 
lights,  and  thirty-five  feet  or  all  other  purposes. 

2nd.  Round  poles  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  inches  in  dia¬ 
meter  at  the  grade  on  the  street,  and  shall  be  peeled  and  dress¬ 
ed  smooth  on  all  sides,  and  painted  so  as  to  present  a  respect¬ 
able  appearance,  and  shall  be  of  sufficient  length  to  reach  to  a 
height  of  forty  feet  above  the  grade  of  the  street  for  electric 
lights,  and  thirty-five  feet  for  all  other  purposes. 

3rd.  All  poles  start  from  the  ground  whether  over  the 
water  or  otherwise,  and  shall  be  erected  and  braced  so  as  to 
maintain  a  perpendicular  position,  and  shall  be  placed  in  the 
ground  to  a  depth  of  five  feet,  and  shall  be  under  the  direction 
of  the  Street  Department;  and  shall  not  be  at  a  greater  dis¬ 
tance  apart  than  200  feet. 

All  wires  hung  on  said  poles  shall  be  as  follows: 

For  electric  light  purposes,  not  less  than  forty  feet  from 
the  ground  or  street,  and  for  all  other  purposes  not  less  than 
thirty  feet;  PROVIDED,  that  all  wires  for  any  other  purpose 
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than  electric  light  shall  be  hung  not  less  than  five  feet  below 
electric  light  wires,  and  shall  be  hung  so  as  not  to  interfere 
in  any  manner  or  come  in  contact  with  said  electric  light 
wires,  and  in  crossing  streets  to  connect  w'ith  buildings  for 
electric  light  purposes,  said  wires  shall  be  at  least  five  feet 
above  all  other  wires,  and  said  wires  shall  be  so  insulated 
as  to  prevent  danger  from  fire  or  other  damage. 

Sec.  4.  All  poles  and  wires  as  herein  provided  for  elec¬ 
tric  light  purposes,  shall  be  constructed  on  the  south  and  west 
side  of  the  street,  and  for  telegraph,  telephone,  fire  alarm  and 
all  other  purpoes  on  the  north  and  east  side  of  the  street,  and 
provided,  that  when  the  sidewalks  on  the  street  are  ten  feet, 
or  more  than  ten  feet  wide,  all  poles  shall  be  erected  inside 
of  the  curb,  and  that  when  the  sidewalks  are  less  than  eight 
feet,  all  poles  shall  be  erected  outside  of  the  curb.  The  place 
of  erection  of  such  poles  to  be  designated  by  the  City  Sur¬ 
veyor,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Street  Department  con¬ 
sisting'  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways. 

Sec.  5.  No  electric  light,  telephone,  telegraph,  or  fire 
alarm  wires  shall  be  placed  upon  any  building  within  the  City 
of  Astoria,  except  when  it  is  necessary  to  provide  light,  or 
connect  with  telegraph  or  telephone  offices  and  instruments. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company  or  corpora¬ 
tion  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not 
less  than  twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisoned  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty  days,  and  it 
is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Electrician  to  carefully 
inspect  all  wires  within  the  city,  at  least  once  a  month,  and  to 
report  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  any  vio- 
laion  of  this  ordinance,  and  upon  such  notification,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  shall  cause  all  such  wires  or 
poles  to  be  removed. 

All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this 
ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2925. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  AND  DETERMINE  THE 
NUMBER  AND  SIZE  OF  ENTRANCE  AND  EXITS  FROM 
ALL  PUBLIC  HALLS,  TO  ESTABLISH  FIRE  LIMITS 
AND  MAKE  REGULATIONS  FOR  PAINTING  SHINGLE 
ROOFS  WITHIN  THE  SAME,  AND  TO  REQUIRE  ANY 
PERSON  CONSTRUCTING  ANY  BUILDING  TO  TAKE 
OUT  A  PERMIT  THEREFOR. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  all  public  halls  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  and  on  the  ground  floor  or  in  the  first 
story  of  a  building  shall  have  at  least  one  entrance  with  the 
door  or  doors  swinging  outward,  and  if  the  seating!  capacity  of 
such  a  hall  shall  be  for  less  than  five  hundred  people  such  en¬ 
trance  shall  be  at  least  five  feet  in  width  and  if  such  hall  have 
a  seating  capacity  for  five  hundred  people  or  more  such  en¬ 
trance  must  be  at  least  eight  feet  in  width.  That  all  public 
halls  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  on  the 
second  floor  or  in  the  second  story  of  any  building  shall  have  at 
least  one  entrance  eight  feet  in  width  or  two  entrances  each 
at  least  four  feet  in  width;  and  all  public  halls  within  the 
limits  of  th  City  of  Astoria  on  the  third  floor  or  in  the  third 
story  of  any  building  shall  have  at  least  two  entrances,  each 
of  -which  shall  be  at  least  six  feet  in  width  and  shall  open  and 
lead  directly  from  said  hall  to  the  ground  of  the  building  and 
shall  be  of  such  prescribed  width  throughout  the  same  or  shall 
have  at  least  one  entrance  and  two  good  and  substantial  iron 
fire  escapes  leading  from  such  third  floor  to  the  belt  course, 
or  within  sixteen  feet  of  the  ground,  which  said  fire  escapes 
shall  be  placed  so  as  to  be  directly  over  the  sidewalk  or 
street,  provided  that  halls  heretofore  erected  with  only  one  en¬ 
trance  and  the  entrance  being  less  than  six  feet  in  width,  may 
be  used,  provided  three  good  and  sufficient  iron  escapes,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  approval  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  are  placed  upon  such  building  so  as  to  lead  directly  from 
the  hall  to  within  sixteen  feet  of  the  street.  That  the  doors 
of  all  the  entrances  herein  before  mentioned  are  to  be  so 
made  or  placed  as  to  swing  outward  from  the  public  hall. 
That  any  hall  occupied  and  used  by  any  lodge,  society  or  order 
and  any  other  public  hall  is  to  be  deemed  a' public  hall  within 
the  application  p  and  intention  of  this  ordinance. 
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Sec.  2.  Any  person  owning,  leasing,  occupying,  or  using 
any  public  hall  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  after  June  1st,  1914,  without  having  the  entrances, 
exits  or  fire  escapes  required  by  section  one  of  this  ordinance 
or  without  making  the  same  to  conform  in  all  respects  and  par¬ 
ticulars  with  the  said  section  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  con¬ 
viction  in  the  police  court,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
ten  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and 
each  day  after  said  date  that  any  public  hall  be  left  without 
conforming  to  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  a 
separate  offense. 

Sec.  3.  That  within  the  following  limits  no  person  shall 
place  or  cause  to  be  placed  any  shingle  or  wooden  roof  upon 
any  building  or  shall  place  upon  any  building  any  roof 
other  than  a  roof  of  iron,  tin,  slate,  copper,  paper  or  asphaltum 
or  other  metalic  or  non-inflamable  substance,  said  limits  being 
as  follows,  to-wit:  Commencing  at  a  point  where  the  north 
line  of  Bond  street  intersects  the  east  line  of  Sixth  street  and 
running  thence  east  along  Bond  street  to  the  east  line  of  Eighth 
street;  thence  south  on  the  east  line  of  Eighth  street  to  the 
north  line  of  Exchange  street  and  thence  east  on  the  north  line 
of  Exchange  street  to  the  west  line  of  Seventeenth  street,  and 
thence  north  on  the  west  line  of  Seventeenth  street  to  the 
United  States  pier  head  line  on  the  south  side  of  the  Columbia 
river;  thence  west  along  said  pier  head  line  to  the  point  where 
the  same  would  be  interesected  by  the  east  line  of  Sixth  street, 
extended  on  a  straight  line;  thence  south  to  the  point  of  be¬ 
ginning.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  agent  of 
the  owner  of  any  building  now  within  said  fire  limits  upon 
which  there  is  a  shingle  roof  to  either  remove  such  roof  and 
place  a  metalic  or  non-inflamable  roof,  of  the  kind  hereinbe¬ 
fore  mentioned,  upon  such  building  within  six  months  from 
the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  ordinance  or  within  said  time 
to  cause  such  shingle  or  wooden  roof  to  be  scraped  clean  of 
moss  and  well  painted  with  a  heavy  coat  of  red  mineral  paint. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  hereafter  desiring  to  construct  or 
cause  to  be  constructed  any  new  building  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  make  application  to  the 
Committee  on  Public  Property  of  the  Common  Council  for  a 
permit  to  construct  the  same.  Said  application  shall  state 
the  location  of  the  building),  the  number  and  size  of  the  en¬ 
trances  and  exits,  the  nature  of  the  sewerage,  and  the  material 
of  which  the  same  is  to  be  constructed  and  the  application  shall 
be  considered  by  the  said  committee  and  should  the  said  com¬ 
mittee  consider  the  building,  when  constructed,  such  as  will 
comply  with  the  ordinances  of  the  City  relating  to  sewerage, 
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entrances  and  exits,  and  fire  protection,  the  application  for  the 
permit  shall  be  approved,  and  thereafter  the  Auditor  and  Po¬ 
lice  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  issue  to  the  applicant  a 
permit  to  construct  such  building  upon  the  payment  of  $1.00 
as  a  fee  for  such  permit. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  shall  hereafter  construct  or 
erect  any  building  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  therefor,  as  in  his 
ordnance  provided,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  terms  ot 
this  ordinance,  shall  be,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  Police 
'Court,  punished  by  a  fine  of  r.ot  lees  than  ten  dollars  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  for  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  50  days  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with 

this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1759. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROTECT  THE  PUBLIC  AND  TO  PRE¬ 
VENT  THE  SPREAD  OF  DANGEROUS  OR  CONTAG¬ 
IOUS  DISEASES. 

The  'City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  health  which  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  the  City  Physician,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  president  of 
the  board,  the  mayor  and  committee  on  health  and  police  of  the 
Common  Council.  The  City  Physician  shall  be  a  regular  phy¬ 
sician  of  this  city,  he  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Common  Council  and  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year  unless  removed  by  the  Common  Council  for  in¬ 
competency  or  neglect  of  his  duties. 

Sec.  2.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  ex-officio  health  in¬ 
spector  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  are  required  of  him 
in  this  ordinance,  and  as  may  be  directed  from  time  to  time 
by  the  board  of  Health  or  the  City  Physician. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  have  power  to  ap¬ 
point  such  other  officers  in  addition  to  the  City  Physician  and 
health  inspector  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  ordinance . 

Sec.  4.  The  City  Physician  shall  have  power  whenever  in 
his  judgment  the  public  health  shall  require  it. 

1st.  To  order  any  vessel  at  the  wharves  of  the  City  or 
in  the  vicinity  thereof,  (except  vessels  of  war  of  the  United 
States)  to  the  quarantine  grounds  or  other  places  of  safety; 
and  require  all  articles  and  things  landed  in  the  City  from  such 
vessel  to  be  seized  and  returned  to  the  vessel  or  removed  to  the 
quarantine  ground,  and  in  case  any  owner,  master  or  con¬ 
signee,  of  any  vessel  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  an  order  of 
removal,  made  under  this  section,  the  Board  of  Health,  or 
the  President  thereof  may  make  the  removal  ordered,  at  the 
expense  of  the  master,  owner  or  consignee. 

2nd.  To  require  the  removal  of  all  persons  landed  in  the 
City  from  any  vssel  at  the  wharves  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
City. 


3rd.  To  direct  the  cleaning  and  fumigating  of  any  vessel 
or  its  cargo  in  the  port  of  Astoria,  and  the  destruction  of  any 
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tedding,  clothing,  or  any  portion  of  the  cargo  that  they  deem 
affected  and  likely  to  spread  disease. 

4th.  To  order  to  be  thrown  overboard  or  destroyed  any 
portion  of  the  cargo  of  any  vessel  in  the  said  port,  that  may 
be  in  a  decayed  or  injured  condition  and  likely  on  that  account 
to  produce  disease. 

5th.  To  prevent  communication  between  any  vessel  or¬ 
dered  into  quarantine  and  the  City,  except  under  such  regula¬ 
tions  as  the  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  State  Health  officer 
may  be  established. 

6th.  Together  with  the  Health  Inspector,  to  en‘er  into 
and  examine  all  vessels  in  the  Port,  except  vessels  of  War,  and 
all  buildings  and  premises  of  every  description  within  the 
City. 


7th.  To  give  such  directions  and  adopt  such  measures  as 
in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary  for  cleaning  and  purifying 
any  building  or  premises  and  to  cause  to  be  done,  in  relation 
thereto  everything  in  his  opinion  which  may  be  proper  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  health  of  the  City. 

8th.  To  prevent  the  spread  of  contagious  or  infectious 
disease  by  quarantining  or  forbidding  all  communication  with 
any  house  occupied  by  any  person  having  such  disease  and  al¬ 
so  to  cause  such  person  to  be  removed  to  the  best  house  or  other 
place  provided  therefor.  That  a  house  occupied  by  any  person 
having  a  contagious  or  infectious  disease  may  be  quarantined 
by  posting  upon  each  door  entering  the  same  a  placard  stat¬ 
ing  “This  house  is  quarantined  and  all  communication  with 
the  same  is  forbidden”  and  when  a  house  is  quarantined  in 
the  foregoing  manner  no  person  shall  enter  or  leave  the  same 
without  permission  of  the  City  Physician. 

9th.  To  provide,  (by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Common 
Council)  whenever  an  epidemic  shall  prevail  in  the  City  as 
many  hospital  buildings  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  to 
furnish  the  same  with  physicians,  nurses,  attendants,  and  pro¬ 
visions. 

Sec.  5.  Compensation  for  the  Health  officers,  Physician 
and  other  officers  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Health,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance,  may  be  fixed  by  the  Common 
Council,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sec.  6.  The  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  and  prop¬ 
erty  removed,  or  by  the  property  subject  to  sanitary  regula- 
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tions  in  other  respects  or  by  the  City  as  in  the  judgment  of 
the  Board  of  Health  may  in  each  case  deem  just. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Inspector,  under 
the  Direction  of  the  City  Physician,  to  search  out  all  accumu- 
lotions  of  filth,  street  rubbish,  foul  drains  and  cess  pools,  ne¬ 
glected  privies,  and  pools  of  stagnant  water,  to  serve  notice 
upon  the  perons  whose  duties  it  is  to  remove  such  prolific 
causes  of  diease  and  to  prosecute  the  persons  who  shall  neglect 
to  perform  the  duties  required  by  the  Board  of  Health,  or  by 
the  Health  Ordinance  of  the  Common  Council,  and  in  general 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Inspector  to  carry  into  effect 
all  the  orders  of  the  City  Physician  and  regulations  of  the 
Board  of  Health  and  Common  Council  effecting  the  Public 
Health;  and,  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Health  Officer 
to  carry  into  effect  the  Quarantine  laws  and  regulations  of  the 
State  of  Oregon. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  physician  in  this  City 
to  report  to  the  City  physician  in  writing  every  patient  he 
shall  have  labouring  under  Asiatic  Cholera,  Typhus  Fever, 
Small  pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Measles,  or  other  dan' 
gerous  or  contagious  diseases,  immediately  after  he  shall  be 
satisfied  of  the  nature  of  the  disease  and  also  to  report  every 
case  of  any  such  disease  immediately  after  the  same  may  come 
to  his  knowledge;  and  further  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and 
every  such  physician  to  report  to  the  City  Physician  any  case 
of  death  from  such  disease,  coming  to  his  knowledgement  im¬ 
mediately  after  it  shall  have  occurred  or  come  to  his  know¬ 
ledge. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  keeping  a 
hotel,  boarding1  or  lodging  house  in  the  City  to  report  to  the 
City  Physician  in  writing  immediately  the  name  of  every  person 
boarding  or  lodging  at  his  or  her  house  whom  he  or  she  shall 
have  reason  to  believe  to  be  sick  with  Cholera,  Typhus  Fever, 
Small  pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Measles,  or  other  dan 
gerous  or  contagious  diseases,  and  any  deaths  occuring  at 
his  or  her  house  from  any  such  disease;  and  every  master  own¬ 
er  or  consignee  of  a  vessel  lying  at  the  wharf  or  in  the  harbor 
of  Astoria,  shall  make  a  like  report  and  within  the  same  time. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  occupant 
of  every  house,  store,  building  or  tenement  in  the  City  wherein 
any  person  may  be  sick  with  the  Cholera,  typhus  Fever,  Small 
pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Measles  or  other  dangerous  or 
contagious  diseases,  to  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  'City  Phy¬ 
sician  immediately  after  the  existence  of  such  disease  shall 
come  to  his  or  her  knowledge. 
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Sec.  11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
every  hotel  boarding  or  lodging  house,  private  house,  store, 
building,  tenement  in  the  City,  wherein  any  person  may  have 
the  Cholera,  Typhus  Fever,  Small  pox  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphther¬ 
ia,  Measles  or  other  dangerous  or  contagious  disease,  to  give 
notice  to  ithe  public  immediately  of  the  existence  of  such  di¬ 
sease  in  such  hotel,  boarding  house,  lodging  house,  private 
home,  store  or  building  or  tenement,  by  placing  a  yellow  flag 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Chief  of  Police  not  less  than  12  inches 
by  18  inches,  in  size  upon  which  the  name  of  the  disease  shall 
be  plainly  printed  in  some  conspicuous  place  on  the  premises 
where  it  may  be  seen  by  persons  passing  on  the  street  near 
said  premises,  and  in  case  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  such 
house,  store,  building  or  tenement  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  place 
the  flag  as  aforesaid,  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Chief 
of  Police  as  soon  as  he  is  informed  of  tne  existence  of  such 
disease  in  any  such  house,  store  building  or  tenement  to  cause 
such  flagi  to  be  placed  as  aforesaid;  and  such  flag  whether 
placed  as  aforesaid  by  such  owner  or  occupant  or  by  the  Chief 
of  Police  shall  remain  there  until  removed  by  the  order  of  the 
City  Physician  and  no  other  person  shall  take  down  or  destroy 
such  flag,  when  so  planted  before  the  removal  of  all  danger 
by  infection. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons 
to  bring  into  the  City  any  other  person  or  person  sick  with  the 
Cholera,  Typhus  Fever,  Small  pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Measles,  or  other  dangerous  or  contagious  diseases  and  it  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  having  such  disease  to 
come  into  the  City. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  having  Cholera,  Typhus  Fever,  Small 
pox,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Measles,  or  other  dangerous  or 
contagious  diseases  and  no  person  having  waited  on  or  nursed 
any  peron  having  such  disease,  shall  without  the  permission 
of  the  City  Physician  go  out  in  the  public  or  pass  from  house 
to  house  or  building  to  building,  or  appear  in  any  street,  alley 
or  other  public  place  in  said  City, until  all  danger  from  infec¬ 
tion  shall  be  removed,  and  if  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  see  or  be 
Informed  of  any  violation  of  this  Section,  it  will  be  his  duty 
to  cause  such  person  to  be  taken  forthwith  to  his  or  her  place 
of  residence,  if  within  the  City,  and  if  such  residence  is  not 
within  the  City  then  to  such  place  as  the  City  Physician  may 
direct. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
any  hotel  or  house,  as  aforesaid,  store,  building  or  tenement 
in  the  City  wherein  any  person  may  have  been  sick  or  any  of 
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the  diseases  mentioned  in  this  ordinance,  on  the  death  or  re¬ 
covery  of  such  person  from  such  disease  forthwith  to  destroy 
by  burning  or  disinfecting  under  direction  of  the  City  Physician 
the  clothes  worn  by  such  person  during  the  sickness,  all  bed¬ 
ding  used  by  such  person  during  such  sickness  and  the  room, 
house,  store,  tenement  or  building  in  which  such  sick  person 
was  confined. 

Sec.  15.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  Section  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14  of  this  ordinance  and 
any  person  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  any  order  or 
regulation  made  by  the  Board  of  Health  in  the  exercise  of  the 
powers  conferred  by  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police 
Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  for  not  more 
than  twenty  days.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  cause  to  be 
prosecuted  all  cases  of  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  and  all  fines  imposed  and  collected  under  this  or¬ 
dinance  shall  go  to  the  Police  fund. 

Sec.  16.  Any  person  who  shall  sell  or  expose  for  sale 
any  unripe  or  decaying  vegetables  of  any  kind,  or  any  kind 
of  decaying  or  bad  meats,  either  in  the  public  markets  or  else¬ 
where  in  the  City,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  on  conviction  therefor  before  the  police  judge  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding  twenty  days. 

Sec.  17.  All  persons  convicted  under  this  ordinance  shall 
in  addition  to  the  fine  of  imprisonment,  be  adjudged  to  pay  the 
costs  of  prosecution. 

Sec.  18.  The  City  Physician  shall  keep  an  office  in  some 
convenient  location,  and  keep  the  same  open  for  gratuitous 
vaccination  to  those  who  apply  therefor  and  are  unable  to  pay 
for  the  same,  during  certain  hours  of  each  day  except  Sun¬ 
days,  of  which  he  shall  give  the  public  notice  by  advertisement 
from  time  to  time  in  a  daily  paper  having  a  general  circulation 
in  this  City.  He  shall  give  his  personal  attention  and  services, 
whenever  practicable  to  the  work  of  gratuitous  vaccination, 
as  hereinafter  provided  for  selecting  and  preserving  the  vaccine 
virus  with  his  utmost  care  and  skill  and  shall  so  perform  his 
duties  as  to  promote  the  physical  well  being  of  all  who  apply  at 
his  office.  He  shall  also  attend  and  furnish  such  medicines  as 
are  necessary  without  pay  on  the  sick  or  injured  at  the  City 
jail . 
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Sec.  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Physician  to,  in 
every  practicable  way,  impress  upon  the  citizens  of  the  City  the 
importance  and  duty  of  vaccination  or  re-vaccination,  in  case 
of  all  persons  who  have  never  been  vaccinated  or  who  have 
passed  a  period  of  more  than  seven  years  since  the  last  vaccina¬ 
tion,  and  especially  mention  the  necessity  of  having  their  in¬ 
fant  children  vaccinated.  The  City  Physician  in  addition  to 
the  duties  especially  mentioned  in  the  ordinance  shall  be 
prompt  and  active  in  seeing  that  all  the  lawful  orders  of  the 
Board  of  Health  are  properly  executed,  shall  of  his  own  motion 
be  vigilant  and  active  in  detecting  and  removing  all  causes  of 
disease  and  shall  see  that  all  persons  violating  the  orders  of 
the  Common  Council  or  of  the  Board  of  Health  in  relation  to 
the  preservation  of  the  public  health  are  fully  prosecuted. 

Sec.  20.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  shall  serve 
without  pay,  except  the  City  Physician  whose  salary  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  Common  Council.  The  Common  Council  shall 
from  time  to  time  fix  and  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  nec¬ 
essary  extra  expenses  of  his  office. 

Sec.  21.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  contained  shall  be  con¬ 
strued  in  any  manner  to  interfere  the  the  duties  of  the 
State  Health  Officer  as  set  forth  in  the  Act  of  the  legislative 
assembly  passed  October  2  8th,  1880,  and  entitled  “An  Act- 
to  provide  for  the  quarantine  of  ships  and  vessels  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Columbia  River  and  Coos  Bay,”  but  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Board  of  Health  to  notify  said  State  Health  Officer  of 
any  ship  or  vessel  which  in  their  opinion  needs  to  be  quaran¬ 
tined. 

Sec.  22.  Ordinance  No . and  all  other  ordi¬ 

nances  and  parts  of  ordinances  conflicting  with  this  ordinance 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  23.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force 
from  and  after  its  passage  and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1195. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  IMPOSE  AND  REGULATE  THE  MAN¬ 
NER  OF  ISSUING  AND  COLLECTING  LICENSES  IN 

THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1  That  no  person,  firm,  company,  or  corporation 
shall  be  engaged  in,  prosecute,  or  carry  on  any  trade,  business, 
or  profession  hereinafter  mentioned  and  described,  within  the 
limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  until  he,  she,  or  they  shall  have 
first  obtained  a  license  therefor  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided. 

Sec.  2.  That  every  person,  firm,  company,  or  corporation 
required  by  this  ordinance  to  obtain  a  license  to  engage  in 
any  trade,  business,  or  profession,  for  which  a  license  is  re¬ 
quired  by  this  ordinance,  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Astoria,  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  such  sums  as  are  herein 
provided. 


DUTY  OF  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 
Sec.  3.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  collect  all  licenses  required  to  be 
taken  out  by  this  ordinance,  and  he  shall  give  his  receipt  for 
all  moneys  paid  to  him  for  such  licenses,  on  receipts  furnished 
him  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  as  herein  provided.  The 
person  to  whom  such  receipt  is  given  shall  present  the  same 
to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  who  shall  issue  the  license 
for  which  such  receipt  calls  for,  in  the  manner  herein  provid¬ 
ed.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall,  immediately  after  receiving  any 
money  for  licenses,  deposit  the  same  with  the  City  Treasurer, 
taking  a  duplicate  receipt  therefor,  one  of  which  shall  be  de¬ 
posited  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and  the  other  to 
be  retained  by  him.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  fur¬ 
nish  the  Chief  of  Police  with  receipt  books,  the  receipts  of 
which  shall  be  numbered  consecutively  with  a  corresponding 
number  on  the  stubs,  and  each  book  shall  be  charged  to  the 
Chief  of  Police  when  delivered  to  him,  in  a  book  kept  for  that 
purpose,  as  herein  provided.  When  all  receipts  are  used  the 
Chief  of  Police  shall  return  the  stubs  to  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  and  shall  be  credited  with  the  same. 
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MUST  PRODUCE  LICENSE 

Sec.  4.  That  in  every  recipt  issued  by  the  Chief  of  Police 
and  in  every  license  issued  thereon  by  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  to  he  taken  out  by  virtue  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
contained  and  set  forth  the  purpose,  trade,  business  or  profes¬ 
sion  for  which  such  license  is  granted;  and  the  name  and 
place  of  abode  of  the  one  taking  out  the  same;  if  by  a  peddler, 
whether  authorized  to  travel  on  foot  or  with  one  or  more 
animals,  the  time  for  which  such  license  is  to  run,  and  the 
date  or  time  of  granting  such  license.  Every  person  exercising 
or  carrying  on  any  trade,  business,  or  profession,  or  doing  any 
act  for  which  a  license  is  required,  shall  on  demand  of  any  city 
officer  produce  such  license,  and  unless  he  or  they  shall  do  so, 
he,  she  or  they  may  be  taken  and  deemed  to  have  no  license. 
And  in  case  any  peddler  shall  refuse  to  produce  his  or  her  li¬ 
cense  when  demanded  by  an  officer,  said  officer  may  seize  the 
animal,  wagon,  or  contents,  or  pack,  or  bundle,  or  basket  of 
any  person  refusing,  and  hold  the  same  until  the  license  is  pro¬ 
duced.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  officer  to  arrest 
any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  forth-with  take  such  per¬ 
son  or  persons  before  the  Auditor  and  police  Judge  to  be  dealt 
with  according  to  law . 

Sec.  5.  That  in  case  more  than  one  pursuit,  employment 
or  occupation  hereinafter  described,  shall  be  pursued  or  car,- 
ried  on  in  the  same  place,  by  the  same  person  at  the  same 
time,  license  must  be  taken  out  for  each,  according  to  the  rate 
severally  prescribed . 


WHEN  DUE 

Sec.  6.  All  licenses  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  shall  be  known  as  annual,  semi-annual,  quarterly, 
weekly,  and  daily.  Annual  licenses  shall  expire  on  the  31st 
day  of  December  of  each  year.  Quarterly  licenses  shall  ex¬ 
pire  on  the  31st  day  of  March,  30th  day  of  June,  30th  day  of 
September,  and  31st  day  of  December  of  each  year.  Semi-an¬ 
nual  licenses  shall  expire  on  the  30th  day  of  June  and  the  31st 
day  of  December  of  each  year.  No  license  shall  be  issued 
for  a  less  period  than  the  full  annual,  semi-annual,  quarterly, 
or  weekly  term,  and  no  deduction  shall  be  made  for  the  part 
of  a  term.  All  licenses  shall  be  dated  from  the  first  of  the 
month  in  which  the  liability  therefor  accrued.  Daily  license? 
joay  be  issued  at  any  time. 
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LICENSE  NOT  TRANSFERABLE. 

Sec.  7.  No  license  granted  or  issued  under  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  in  any  manner  assignable 
or  transferable,  or  authorize  any  person  other  than  is  therein 
mentioned  or  named  to  do  business,  or  authorize  any  business 
to  be  done  other  than  is  therein  mentioned  to  be  done  or 
transacted,  or  the  business  therein  mentioned  to  be  done  or 
named  to  be  done  or  transacted  at  any  other  place  than  is  here- 
ing  mentioned  or  named . 

Sec.  8.  Every  person  having  a  license  under  the  provis- 
ious  of  this  ordinance  shall  exhibit  the  same  at  all  times  while 
in  force,  in  some  conspicuous  part  of  his  or  her  place  of  busi¬ 
ness,  and  shall  produce  the  same  when  applying  for  a  renewal 
thereof,  if  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge. 


AUCTIONEERS 

Sec.  9.  Auctioneers  shall  pay  an  annual  license  of  $25.00. 
Every  person  shall  be  deemed  an  auctioneer  within  the  mean¬ 
ing  of  this  ordinance  who  shall  engage  in  offering  property  for 
sale  at  public  outcry.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  however,  to  any  Sheriff,  Chief  of  Police,  Administrator, 
Executor,  or  other  officer  or  person  making  sales  under  judg¬ 
ment,  decree,  or  order  of  Court,  or  under  any  warrant  to  enfoce 
the  collection  of  taxes  or  assessment,  or  to  execute,  or  com¬ 
plete  any  judicial  or  legal  process.

PEDDLERS 

Sec.  11.  Peddlers  shall  be  rated  and  classified  as  fol¬

when  traveling  with  one  animal  the  third  class  when  travel¬ 
ing  on  foot  the  fourth  class.  No  peddler  shall  carry  on  the 
business  in  the  City  of  Astoria  between  the  hours  of  seven 
o’clock  P.  M.  and  seven  o’clock  A.  M.  and  no  peddler  shall 
ring  any  bell  or  do  any  other  act  to  attract  attention  when 
carrying  on  his  business.  Peddlers  of  the  first  class  shall 
pay  a  weekly  license  of  fifty  dollars.  Peddlers  of  the  second 
class  shall  pay  a  weekly  license  of  forty  dollars.  Peddlers  of 
the  third  class  shall  pay  a  weekly  license  of  thirty  dollars 
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and  peddlers  of  the  fourth  class  shall  pay  weekly  license  of 
twenty  five  dollars.  Any  person,  except  persons  selling  news¬ 
papers,  bibles,  or  other  religious  tracts  and  farmers  selling  the 
products  of  their  own  farms,  gardens,  or  ranches,  who  offer  for 
sale  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  or  other  commodities  as  he 
travels  from  place  to  place  or  from  house  to  house  in  the 
City  of  Astoria  shall  not  be  deemed  a  peddler  under  this  ordin¬ 
ance. 


Sec.  11a.  Peddlers  shall  take  out  licenses  as  provided 
by  Ordinance  No.  1195  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  any  person 
who  shall  carry  on  the  business  of  peddling  without  having  a 
license  as  provided  by  this  Ordinance,  shall  upon  conviction 
in  the  police  court  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00 
nor  more  than  $100.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  days  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment.  That  Section  11  of  Ordinance  No 
1195  and  all  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

BOOK  AGENTS. 

Sec  12.  Book  agents  or  solicitors  shall  pay  a  weekly  In¬ 
cense  of  five  dollars.  All  persons  who  solicit  orders  for  books, 
albums,  maps,  picture  or  other  goods  to  be  delivered  and  col¬ 
lected  for  on  delivery,  shall  be  deemed  a  book  agent  or  solir 
citor  under  this  ordinance. 


theatres. 

Sec.  13.  Theatres,  for  the  purpose  of  licensing  the  same, 
shall  be  divided  into  classes.  Those  in  connection  with  malt 
or  spirituous  liquors  are  sold,  or  which  are  conducted  in  any 
building  in  which  such  liquors  are  sold,  shall  be  deemed 
theatres  of  the  second  class.  All  others  shall  be  deemed  thea¬ 
tres  of  the  first  class,  and  every  entertainment  consisting  in 
whole  or  in  part  of  dramatic  or  operatic  representation,  plays, 
or  performances,  concerts,  readings,  or  other  amusements  (ex¬ 
cept  balls),  shall  be  deemed  a  theatre  within  the  meaning  of 
this  ordinance.

Theatres  of  the  second  class  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of  $5.00 
or  a  quarterly  license  of  $40.00,  or  an  annual  license  of 
$130.00. 

The  keeper  and  proprietor  of  every  circus  shall  pay 
$100.00  per  day;  PROVIDED,  that  no  license  shall  be  issued  on 
or  to  any  circus  on  the  first  day  of  the  week,  or  Sunday.

Sec.  16.  Fortune  tellers  and  astrologers  shall  pay  a  daily 
license  of  five  dollars,  or  a  weekly  license  of  twenty  dollars. 
Every  person  who,  by  advertisement,  sign,  or  notice  of  any 
kind,  claims  to  follow  or  does  follow  the  occupation  of  fortune 
teller  or  astrologer,  shall  be  deemed  a  fortune  teller  or  astrolo¬ 
ger  under  this  ordinance. 

LUNG  TESTERS 

Sec.  17.  Every  person  operating  or  conducting  any  lung 
tester  or  lift  tester,  or  other  machine  or  instrument  in  the 
streets  for  pay,  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of  five  dollars. 

PAWNBROKERS 

Sec.  18.  Pawnbrokers  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license  of 
twenty-five  dollars.  Every  person  whose  business  or  occu¬ 
pation  is  to  take  or  receive,  by  way  of  pledge,  pawn,  or  ex¬ 
change,  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  or  any  kind  of  per¬ 
sonal  property  whatever,  for  the  repayment  or  security  of  any 
money  lent  thereon,  shall  be  deemed  a  pawnbroker  under  this 
ordinance.  All  persons  who  shall  carry  on  the  business  of 
pawnbroker  shall  keep  a  register  in  which  shall  be  entered  in 
legible  writing  a  description  of  all  property  purchased  or  taken 
as  a  pledge,  pawn,  or  security  for  any  money  loaned  there¬ 
on  of  any  description  whatever,  whether  new  or  old,  to¬ 
gether  with  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  or  persons 
from  whom  such  property  was  purchased  or  received,  and  said 
register  shall  be  kept  in  the  English  language  subject  to  the 
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examination  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  City  Attorney,  or  any  po- 
lice  officer.  Any  person  carrying  on  such  business  who  shall 
fail,  refuse,  or  neglect  to  keep  such  register,  or  who  shall  re¬ 
fuse  to  exhibit  the  same  as  herein  provided,  when  requested 
so  to  do,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty  days,  and 
shall  torfeit  the  license  to  such  pawnshop, 

STEAMBOAT  RUNNERS. 

Sec.  19.  Each  and  every  runner  for  steamboats  shall  pay 
a  quarterly  license  of  ten  dollars.  Each  and  every  person  who 
shall,  in  a  public  manner,  solicit  passengers  or  freight  .  for 
steamboats,  on  the  public  streets  or  on  the  wharves  or  docks 
of  the  City  shall  be  deemed  a  steamboat  runner  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance. 

SAILOR  BOARDING  HOUSE  RUNNERS. 

Sec.  2D.  Each  and  every  runner  or  solicitor  for  any  sailor 
boarding  house  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license  of  ten  dollars. 

HOTEL  RUNNERS. 

Sec.  21.  Hotel  runners  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license  of 
ten  dollars,  and  when  employed  and  acting  as  such  shall  wear 
a  metallic  badge  in  some  conspicuous  place  on  his  person  on 
which  shall  be  inscribed  the  word  “hotel,”  together  with  the 
name  of  the  hotel  for  which  he  is  acting;  PROVIDED,  that 
the  keepers  and  proprietors  of  any  hotel,  inn,  tavern,  or 
boarding  house  situated  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  may  take  out 
a  license  under  this  section  in  the  name  of  such  hotel,  inn, 
tavern,  or  boarding  house,  and  the  runner  or  person  employ¬ 
ed  by  such  proprietors  from  time  bo  time,  and  wearing  the 
badge  of  such  hotel,  inn,  tavern,  or  boarding  house,  for  the 
time  being,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  fully  licensed  under  this 
ordinance.

WHARFINGERS 

Sec.  23.  Wharfingers  shall  pay  an  annual  license  of  fifteen 
dollars  for  each  two  hundred  feet  or  fraction  thereof  of  river 
front  or  wharf  owned,  used,  or  occupied  by  them.  Any  per¬ 
son  who  has  charge  of  any  wharf,  or  dock,  within  the  City 
limits,  and  whose  business  is  to  receive  oy  take  charge  .of 
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goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  articles  of  any  kind  or  descrip¬ 
tion  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  the  same  on  board  of  any 
vessel  steamboat,  scow,  or  other  water  craft  or  cars,  shall  be 
deemed  a  wharfinger  under  this  ordinance.

LIVERY  STABLES. 

Sec.  25.  Livery  stables  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license  of 
twelve  dollars  and  fifty  cents.  Every  place  where  horses  or 
carriages  are  kept  for  hire  within  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  he 
regarded  as  a  livery  stable. 

SHOOTING  GALLERIES. 

Sec.  26.  Shooting  galleries  shall  pay  a  quarterly  license 
of  ten  dollars. 

MUSEUMS,  SNAKES  AND  REPTILES 

(As  amended  by  ordinance  No.  2839). 

Approved  August  17,  1903. 

Sec.  27.  Museums  and  all  other  exhibitions  and  shows 
not  herein  enumerated  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of  five  dollars 
or  a  quarterly  license  of  fifty  dollars;  PROVIDED,  that  no  li¬ 
cense  shall  be  issued  for  any  entertainment  or  show  obnox¬ 
ious  or  immoral,  or  which  shall  have  a  tendency  to  corrupt 
public  morals,  or  that  may  be  disgusting  in  any  of  its  features, 
nor  shall  any  license  be  issued  or  granted  to  any  exhibition 
or  show  where  the  owner,  employee,  proprietor,  or  manager 
thereof  pretends  to,  or  does  eat  snakes,  or  other  reptiles  or 
any  snake  show  or  exhibition  of  any  kind,  unless  the  snakes 
or  reptiles  are  securely  kept  in  a  glass  or  covered  cage,  and 
are  not  handled,  and  are  simply  used  to  exhibit  the  snake  or 
other  reptile.  Any  person,  firm,  company  or  corporation  who 
opens  up  any  snake  show  or  exhibition  contrary  to  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $100.00  nor  more  than 
$300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  exceeding 
100  days. 

Sec.  28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  to  keep  a  record  of  all  the  licenses  issued  under  this 
ordinance  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose.  Such  record  shall 
contain  the  name  and  number  of  each  license  issued,  the  time 
lor  which  the  same  was  issued,  the  date  of  issuing  and  date

of  expiration  of  said  license.  He  shall,  at  the  beginning  of  each 
quarter,  semi-annual  and  annual,  publish  a  notice  in  a  news¬ 
paper,  doing  the  City  printing,  to  the  effect  that  such  licenses 
are  due  and  payable,  and  if  not  paid  within  ten  days  from  the 
date  of  such  notice,  a  penalty  of  25  per  cent,  additional  shall 
be  charged  upon  all  such  licenses. 

PENALTY  FOR  NOT  SECURING  LICENSE, 

Sec.  29.  All  persons,  firms,  companies,  or  corporations 
required  to  take  out  a  license  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  who  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  take  the  same  out  within 
ten  days  from  the  date  of  publication  as  mentioned  in  Section 
28  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  penalties  pre¬ 
scribed  in  Section  32  of  this  ordinance,  pay  an  additional  sum 
of  2  5  per  cent,  to  the  amount  of  such  license,  to  be  collected 
at  the  time  of  payment  of  the  license,  and  no  license  shall  be 
issued  until  such  penalty  is  paid. 

Sec.  30.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Attorney  to  pro¬ 
secute  any  person,  firm,  company,  or  corporation  charged  with 
a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  also 
to  take  legal  proceedings  against  such  person  or  persons  to 
recover  the  amount  of  the  tax  or  license  required  by  such  per¬ 
son  or  persons  in  carrying  on  his  or  her  trade,  business,  or 
occupation. 

Sec.  31.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  and 
the  police  officers  of  this  city  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance  are  enforced  and  to  make  complaint  to  the  City  At¬ 
torney  for  all  violations  of  the  same. 

PENALTY. 

Sec.  32.  That  if  any  person,' firm,  company,  or  corpora¬ 
tion  shall  exercise  or  carry  on  any  trade,  business,  or  profes¬ 
sion,  or  do  any  act  heretofore  mentioned  for  the  exercising, 
carrying  on  or  doing  of  any  trade,  business,  or  profession  for 
which  a  license  is  required  by  this  ordinance  without  first  tak¬ 
ing  out  such  license,  or  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  he,  she,  or  they,  in  case  the  offender  be  a 
person,  firm,  or  company,  and  in  case  the  offender  be  a  cor¬ 
poration,  then  the  clerk,  agent,  manager,  or  person  conduct¬ 
ing  or  having  charge  of  such  trade,  business  or  profession, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
by  imprisonment  in  the  Cjty  jail  not  to  exceed  twenty  days. 
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or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be¬ 
sides  being  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  license  and  penalties 
herein  described. 

Sec.  33.  That  ordinance  No.  992,  entitled,  “An  ordinance 
to  impose  and  regulate  licenses  in  the  City  of  Astoria,”  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  LICENSING  BILL  POSTERS  AND  REG¬ 
ULATING  THE  POSTING  OF  BILLS  AND  CONSTRUC¬ 
TION  OF  BILL  BOARDS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  Bill  posters  shall  pay  an  annual  license  of  $50.00, 
or  a  quarterly  license  of  $15.00,  and  no  person  shall  post  any 
sign  or  advertisement  upon  any  bill  board  or  on  the  side  of 
any  building  or  distribute  or  tack  any  advertising  matter  upon 
any  street,  building,  post  of  other  structure  within  the  City 
of  Astoria,  without  first  obtaining  a  license  as  in  this  ordin¬ 
ance  provided.  Provided  however,  that  this  ordinance  shall 
not  apply  to  a  sign  erected  by  a  merchant  or  other  person 
upon  his  own  premises,  or  to  election  notices,  or  hand  bills 
or  advertisement  relating  to  political  matters. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  bill-board 
now  constructed  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
to  remove  the  same  within  2  4  hours  after  notice  so  to  do  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sec. 3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$5.00,  nor  more  than  $50.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City 
jail  not  less  than  two  days  nor  more  than  25  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment.

ORDINANCE  NO.  3255. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  LICENSE  AND  REGULATE  BOOK 
AGENTS  AND  SOLICITORS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec  1.  That  no  person  shall,  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  City  of  Astoria,  solicit  orders  for  books,  albums,  maps, 
or  other  goods,  or  solicit  pupils  for  musical  education,  or  for 
any  other  purpose,  without  first  securing  a  license  to  do  so 
from  the  City  of  Astoria,  as  in  this  ordinance  provided;  provid¬ 
ed  however,  that  this  ordance  shall  not  apply  to  commercial 
travelers  soliciting  orders  for  goods  at  wholesale  from  the 
merchants  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  to  a  farmer  soliciting 
custmers  for  the  products  of  his  own  farm. 

Sec.  2.  Every  such  book  agent,  or  solicitor,  shall  pay  a 
weekly  license  of  $25.00  which  license  shall  be  paid,  collected 
and  issued  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  by  Ordinance 
No.  1195,  entitled  “An  ordinance  to  impose  and  regulate  the 
manner  of  issuing  and  collecting  licenses  in  the  City  of  Astor¬ 
ia,”  which  ordinance  was  approved  on  the  16th  day  of  July, 
1890. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  soliciting  contrary  to  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  or  without  his  obtaining  from  the  City  of 
Astoria,  a  license  so  to  do,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $50.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  for  not  less  than  two  days,  nor  more  than  25 
days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  with  this 
ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed-

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  LICENSE  AND  REGULATE  TRAVEL¬

ALL  ART  AND  PHOTOGRAPHIC  COUPONS,  THE  CAN¬ 
VASSING  FOR  PORTRAITS,  AND  THE  GIVING  AWAY 
OR  SELLING  OF  PORTRAITS  BY  CANVASSERS  OR 
TRAVELING  SALESMEN. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  and  approval  of 
this  ordinance  no  person  who  is  a  traveling  salesman,  or  the 
seller  or  canvasser  of  or  for  photographs  or  photographic  or 
art  coupons,  shall  transact  any  business  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria  without  having  first  obtained  from  the 
said  City  a  license  therefor  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  and  approval  of 
this  'ordinance  no  person  or  persons  shall  give  away,  sell,  can¬ 
vass,  or  take  orders  for  photograps  or  porfaits  or  art  or 
photographic  coupons  without  first  obtaining  a  license  there¬ 
for  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  That  every  person  or  persons,  or  firm,  or  corpor¬ 
ation,  who  shall  engage  in  any  of  the  lines  of  business  men¬ 
tioned  in  Sections  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance  shall  before  so 
doing,  make  application  to  the  Chief  of  Police  for  a  license  so 
to  do,  and  shall  pay  for  said  privilege  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  the  payment  of  which  shall  entitle  the  person,  firm, 
or  corporation,  making  said  application,  to  transact  the  said 
business  for  the  period  of  three  months  from  the  date  of  said 
license . 

Sec.  4.  The  license  provided  for  in  this  ordinance  shall 
be  issued  as  other  City  licenses  are  issued  by  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  and  the  license  itself  shall  be  the  only  evidence 
of  the  right  to  engage  in  any  line  of  business  provided  by  this 
ordinance;  PROVIDED,  that  this  ordinance  shall  apply  only 
to  non-residents. 

Sec.  5.  Each  and  every  person,  firm,  company,  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $20.00  nor  more 
than  $300.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  100  days.

AN  ORDINANCE  LICENSING  AND  REGULATING  BILL¬ 
IARD  TABLES,  POOL  TABLES,  PIGEON  HOLE  TABLES 
AND  ALL  TABLES  UPON  WHICH  ANY  GAME  IS  PLAY¬ 
ED  WITH  BALLS  AND  CUE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  The  owner  of  eact  billiard  table,  pool  table, 
pigeon  hole  table,  or  other  table  upon  which  any  game  is 
played  with  balls  and  cues  or  any  ball  or  cue  within  the  cor¬ 
porate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  before  permitting 
any  such  game  to  be  played  upon  such  table,  first  obtain 
from  the  City  of  Astoria  a  license  so  to  do,  all  which  said  1L 
censes  shall  be  annual  licenses  and  shall  expire  on  the  31st 
day  of  December  in  each  year,  and  the  license  fee  for  each 
billiard  table,  pool  table,  pigeon  hole  table  or  other  table  played 
with  balls  and  cues  shall  be  the  sum  of  $10.00  per  annum 
which  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  taking  out  the  license  pro¬ 
vided  for  by  this  ordinance  and  shall  be  collected  and  issued 
in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  other  annual  licenses  by 
Ordinance  No.  1195  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor 
more  than  $50  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,

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ORDINANCE  NO.  3800. 


AN  ORDINANCE  LICENSING  HAWKERS  AND  DEFINING 
WHAT  SHALL  CONSTITUTE  THE  SAME. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  Hawkers  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of  $10.00,  or  a 
weekly  license  of  $50.00.  Any  person  offering  for  sale  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise,  by  outcry  on  the  streets,  or  who  shall 
sell  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  shall  conduct  business 
from  a  stand  or  wagon  on  the  streets,  whether  by  outcry  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  deemed  a  hawker  under  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  conducting  the  business  of  hawker 
as  defined  in  this  ordinance  without  first  otaining  a  license 
from  the  City  of  Astoria,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  Police 
Court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars 
nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than  fifty  days,  or 
by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  3.  Said  hawkers  license  shall  be  issued  in  the  same 
manner  as  provideu  oy  general  ordinance  No.  1195.  All  ordin¬ 
ances  in  conflict  herewith  >be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re¬ 
pealed.

Sec.  1.  That  no  person,  firm,  company,  or  corporation, 
shall,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  keep,  own,  op¬ 
erate,  maintain,  set  up  or  conduct  any  of  the  following  named 
instruments  or  devices  for  the  amusement  of  the  public  without 
first  having  obtained  from  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  ot 
the  City  of  Astoria  a  license  as  hereinafter  provided,  which 
said  instruments  and  devices  are  hereby  designated  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Bioscope,  vitascope,  vistascope,  sterescope,  projecto- 

soope,  kinetscope,  verascope,  grapphone,  steryopticans,  magic 
lanterns,  phonographs,  gramaphone,  graphaphone  and  merry- 
go-round;  also  all  exhibitions  with  trained  animals. 

Sec.  2.  Every  person,  firm,  or  corporation  required  by 
Sec.  1,  of  this  ordinance  to  procure  a  license  as  in  said  Section  1 
specified  shall  make  application  to  the  Chief  of  Police  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  as  in  Section  3  of  ordinance  No.  119  5,  of  the 
ordinances  of  said  'City,  approved  July  16,  1890,  provided 

for  either  a  quarterly  license,  annual  license,  semi-annual 
license,  weekly  license,  or  daily  license  as  the  case  may 
be,  which  said  license  as  to  their  duration  shall  be  the  same 
as  in  Section  6  of  said  ordinance  No.  1195,  designated. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person,  firm,  or  corporation  mentioned  in 
Section  1  and  2  of  this  ordinance  who  shall  keep,  own,  op¬ 
erate,  maintain,  set  up,  or  conduct  for  hire  or  for  loan  to  the 
public  for  compensation,  or  who  shall  charge  the  public  or  any 
person  or  persons  for  the  privilege  of  looking  at  or  into  or 
upon  any  picture  produced  by  any  of  the  aforesaid  instruments, 
or  who  shall  by  any  means  or  device  or  slot  attached  to  any 
of  said  instruments,  or  have,  or  kept  in  or  about  any  of  them, 
require  the  public  or  any  person  listening  to  or  of  hearing  any 
music,  speaking,  reproduction  of  any  voice,  playing  or  singing

of  music,  or  song  emanating  from  or  produced  by  means  of  any 
of  the  instrunaents,  shall  pay  to  the  City  of  Astoria  the  follow¬ 
ing  rate  of  license: 

For  every  bioscope,  vitascope,  vestascope,  steroscope, 
projectoscope,  kinetseope,  verascope,  grapphone,  stereopti- 
can,  magic  lantern,  phonograph,  gramaphone,  grapliaphone, 
kept,  operated,  set  up,  maintained,  or  conducted  as  in  this 
Section  of  this  ordinance  before  specified,  the  license  paid 
shall  be  a  daily  license  of  $1,  or  a  weekly  license  of  $2.50,  or 
a  quarterly  license  of  $25.00,  and  no  license  shall  be  issued  for 
a  less  period  than  any  iof  those  hereinafter  mentioned  and  no 
deductions  shall  be  made  for  a  fractional  term  or  time. 

Sec.  4.  Elvery  merry-go-round  shall  pay  a  daily  license  of 
$5,  a  weekly  license  of  $10.00,  or  a  quarterly  license  of  $25.00, 
and  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  this  ordinance  as  to  license 
for  fraction  of  periods  shall  apply  to  merry-go-rounds. 

Sec.  5.  That  if  any  person,  firm,  company,  or  corporation 
shall  fail  or  refuse  to  take  out  license  or  licenses  mentioned 
in  this  ordinance,  or  shall,  without  first  having  obtained  the 
necessary  license  therefor,  keep,  or  attempt  to  keep,  own  or 
operate,  or  maintain,  or  set  up,  or  conduct  any  of  the  instru¬ 
ments,  or  devices,  or  machines,  or  exhibitions  in  this  ordinance 
enumerated,  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $100.00 
for  each  and  every  offense,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City 
jail  not  to  exceed  fifty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  in  addition  to  being  liable  as  a  part 
of  this  penalty  to  the  payment  of  the  license  and  penalties  here¬ 
in  enumerated.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  LICENSING  AND 
KILLING  OF  DOGS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

DOGS  NOT  PERMITTED  TO  RUN  AT  LARGE. 

Sec.  1.  No  dog  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at  large  in  any 
street,  lane,  alley,  public  highway,  or  in  any  square,  park,  or 
any  other  public  place,  within  the  limits  of  the  'City  of  As¬ 
toria,  without  being  licensed,  and  also  having  a  collar  of 
leather  or  metal  secured  about  the  neck  of  each  dog,  which 
collar  shall  have  a  number  attached  thereto,  said  number  to 
be  furnished  by  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  to  be  the  same  number 
as  that  on  the  license. 

OWNER  TO  TAKE  OUT  LICENSE. 

Sec.  2.  The  owner  or  any  person  having  in  charge  any 
dog  permitted  to  run  at  large  within  the  city  limits  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  shall  take  out  a  license  for  the  same,  by  paying 
to  the  Chief  of  Police  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
for  each  male  dog  and  five  dollars  for  each  female  dog,  which 
shall  entitle  him  to  a  license  from  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  which  license  shall  designate  the  name  of  the  owner, 
and  said  license  shall  be  numbered,  which  number  shall  cor¬ 
respond  with  that  worn  by  the  dog. 

CHIEF  OF  POLICE  TO  KILL  DOGS. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  any 
one  appointed  by  him,  to  kill  and  bury  any  and  all  dogs  found 
roaming  at  large  in  violation  of  Section  1  of  this  ordinance. 
PROVIDED,  that  if  any  dog  be  seized  for  violation  of  Section 
1  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  be  returned  to  the  owner,  or  to  any 
person  claiming  it,  upon  the  payment  of  the  license  and  a  fee 
of  two  dollars  to  the  'Chief  of  Police;  PROVIDED,  it  is 
claimed  within  three  days  after  it  is  seized. 

FEMALE  DOGS. 

Sec.  4.  No  female  dog  in  the  time  of  heat,  no  habitually 
vicious  dog,  or  mad  dog,  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at  large 
within  the  City  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  under  any  cir¬ 
cumstances,  whether  licensed  or  not. 
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ANY  PERSON  MAY  KILL  FEMALE  DOGS. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  kill  any  such  dog. 
The  owner  of  such  dog,  and  any  person  permitting  any  such 
dog  to  run  at  large  within  the  City  limits  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  the  Auditor  and  Po¬ 
lice  Judge,  be  fined  in  a  sum  of  not  less  than  $20.00  nor  more 
than  $50.00. 

PENALTY  FOR  ALLOWING  DOGS  TO  RUN  AT  LARGE. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  permitting  a  dog  of  which  he  has 
no  control,  or  of  which  he  is  the  owner,  to  run  at  large  in  vio¬ 
lation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  be  fined  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  $5  nor  more  than  $50.00. 

PENALTY  FOR  INTERFERING  WITH  OFFICER. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  hinder  or  molest  any  person 
who  is  engaged  in  seizing  any  dog,  or  killing  the  same,  accord¬ 
ing  to  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  upon  convicton  thereof, 
shall  he  fined  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  in  the  sum  of 
not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $100  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  fifty  days. 


LICENSE  TO  BE  ISSUED  FOR  ONE  YEAR. 

Sec.  7.  All  licenses  shall  be  issued  for  the  year  ending 
December  31. 

Sec.  8.  This  ordinance  is  to  take  effect  and  be  in  full 
force  from  and  after  January  1,  1895  . 

Sec.  9.  Ordinance  No.  1109,  entitled,  “An  ordinance  to 
provide  for  the  taxing  and  killing  of  dogs,”  approved  August 
2,  1899,  be  and  is  hereby  repealed.

Provided,  however,  that  no  license  shall  be  required  from 
persons,  firms  or  corporations  which  pay  a  license  under 
Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria  now  enacted  or  hereafter 
enacted  for  the  transaction  nr  carrying  on  of  the  business  in 
which  the  vehicle  is  used  as  an  essential  part  of  such  business. 

Section  2 :  The  moneys  received  from  the  payment  of 
licenses  as  provided  by  the  terms  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be 
used  exclusively  for  the  repair  of  streets,  and  all  such  moneys 
must  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  a  fund  to  be  known  and  design¬ 
ated  as  “The  Street  Repair  Fund,”  and  such  fund  shall  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
in  accordance  with  the  charter  and  ordinances  of  said  City. 

Section  3:  The  licenses  provided  by  this  ordinance  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Chief  of  Polio©  as  herein  provided  for,  and  the 
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licenses  shall  be  issued  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  upon 
presentation  to  him  of  a  receipt  showing  payment  of  such  li¬ 
cense,  signed  by  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Section  4 :  That  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  he 
in  full  force  and  effect  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January, 
1916,  and  the  licenses  herein  provided  for  shall  not  be  issued 
for  less  than  one  year  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1916, 
and  shall  'expire  on  the  31st.  day  of  December,  of  each  year 
thereafter,  and  shall  not  be  transferable,  except  by  consent 
of  the  Common  Council  first  had  and  obtained. 

Section  5:  That  any  person  who  shall  violate  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  upon  conviction  thereof,  before 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  $5.00,  nor  more  than  $100.00,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  Jail  for  not  more  than  twenty-five  days.

RELATING  TO  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


ORDINANCE  NO.  2358. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  ESTABLISH  A  PAID  FIRE  DEPART¬ 
MENT,  ETC. 

THE  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  there  be  and  hereby  is,  organized  a  paid  fire 
department  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  with  powers  and  duties  to 
be  exercised  by  and  through  the  Committee  on  Fire  and 
Water  of  the  Common  Council  of  said  City. 

Sec.  2.  The  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  shall  have 
power  and  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  make  all 
necessary  arrangements  and  do  and  perform  all  acts 
necessary,  to  prepare  the  fire  department  constituted  by  this 
ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  and  their  suc¬ 
cessors  in  office  shall  constitute  and  be  ex-officio  fire  com¬ 
missioners  of  the  fire  department  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  4.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  and 
Water  shall  be  the  Chairman  of  the  ex-officio  fire  commission, 
and  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fine  Department  shall  be  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  committee,  and  they  shall  hold  their  stated  meet¬ 
ings  at  such  times  as  they  shall  fix  upon  by  rule,  and  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  their  number  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

Sec.  5.  For  the  extinguishment  of  fires  in  the  city,  and 
the  protection  of  property  endangered  thereby,  the  Committee 
on  Fire  an^  Water,  ex-officio  fire  commission,  shall  from 
time  to  time  appoint  a  Chief  Engineer,  who  shall  be  engineer 
and  superntendent  of  the  fire  alarm  telegraph,  and  whose 
duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Committee  on  Fire  and 
Water,  and  the  number  of  engine  companies,  hose  companies, 
hook  and  ladder  companies,  and  chemical  engine  companies, 
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shall  be  organized  /by  said  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  the 
ex-officio  fire  commission,  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  City  of  Astoria . 

Sec.  6.  The  officers  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  city 
shall  be,  1st — -The  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  as  the  ex- 
officio  fire  commission;  2nd — One  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  7.  The  members  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be 
a  foreman,  engineers,  drivers,  tillerman  and  extramen,  such 
members  and  other  employees  shall  also  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  of  them  by  the 
Chief  Engineer,  who  may  suspend  any  employe  for  neglect  of 
duty  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  and 
Water . 

Sec.  8.  As  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  2314.  All  officers 
and  members  and  employees  of  the  Fire  Department  constitut¬ 
ed  by  this  ordinance,  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Fire  and  Water,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Common  Council,  for  malfeasance,  inattention  or  incompet¬ 
ency,  as  provided  for  the  removal  of  other  officers  of  the  city 
in  Section  8  of  Chapter  2  of  the  Charter  of  Astoria,  Oregon. 

Sec.  9.  The  salaries  of  the  officers  and  members  and 
employees  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  paid  in  monthly  in¬ 
stallments. 

Sec.  10.  All  ^allaries  shall  be  paid  by  warrant  drawn 
upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria  by  the  Mayor  and 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  upon  requisition  made  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  Fire  and  Water. 

Sec.  11.  The  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  the  ex-officio 
fire  commission,  shall  purchase  all  supplies  for  the  Fire  De¬ 
partment  and  order  all  necessary  repairs  subject  to  the  or¬ 
dinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  12.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  be  the  executive  of¬ 
ficer  of  the  Fire  Department,  he  shall  devote  his  exclusive 
attention  to  its  interests  and  shall  engage  in  no  other  busi¬ 
ness.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see  that  the  laws,  orders,  rules 
and  regulations  concerning  the  same,  including  the  ordinances 
of  the  Common  Council  are  carried  into  effect,  and  also  to  at¬ 
tend  to  such  other  duties  as  Fire  Warden  as  may  be  required 
of  him,  and  to  see  that  all  laws,  orders  and  regulations  esta¬ 
blished  to  secure  protection  against  fire  are  enforced.  It 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  to  enforce  the 
rules  and  regulations  made  from  time  to  time  to  discipline 
the  Fire  Department,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  suspend  any 
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subordinate  officer,  member  or  employee  for  a  violation  of 
the  same,  and  shall  forthwith  report  in  writing,  with  his  rea¬ 
son,  to  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  the  ex-officio  fire 
commission,  for  their  action.  He  shall  diligently  observe  the 
condition  of  the  apparatus  and  workings  of  the  department 
and  shall  report  in  writing  at  least  once  in  each  week  to  the 
Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  upon  the  same,  and  make  such 
recommendations  and  suggestions  respecting  it  and  for  its 
greater  efficiency  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  13.  The  duties  of  fireman  and  drivers  of  the 
engines,  hose  wagons  and  hook  and  ladder  truck  shall  be  to 
take  charge  of  the  apparatus  placed  in  their  charge,  and  to 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Chief 
Engineer,  or  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  the  ex-officio 
fire  commission. 

Sec.  14.  The  duty  of  the  extramen  shall  be  to  be  at  all 
fires  and  handle  hose,  nozzle  and  apparatus  of  the  department, 
and  to  conform  to  all  rules  made  for  its  management,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  order  of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  15.  The  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  the  exjofficio 
fire  commission,  shall  report  to  the  Common  Council  at  least 
once  in  each  month  the  expenditures  of  the  department,  with 
other  matters  pertaining  thereto  of  public  interest,  and  shall 
in  the  month  of  January  in  each  year,  report  in  detail  to  the 
Common  Council  the  annual  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
department,  including  a  complete  inventory  of  all  the  prop¬ 
erty  in  their  charge. 

Sec.  16.  That  Ordinance  No.  212,  and  Ordinance  No. 
288,  and  Ordinance  No.  289,  and  Ordinance  No.  290,  and  Or¬ 
dinance  No.  1240,  and  Ord  nance  No.  2080,  and  Ordinance 
No.  351,  and  Ordinance  No.  532,  and  Sections  No.  1  and  2,  of 
Ordinance  No.  7  03,  and  Ordinance  No.  83  4,  and  Ordinance 
No.  859,  and  Ordinance  No.  1076,  and  Ordinance  No.  1398, 
and  Ordinance  No.  2134,  and  Ordinance  No.  1775,  and  all 
ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith,  are 
hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  990. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  PREVENTION  OF 
FIRES,  AND  THE  PROTECTION  OF  PERSONS  AND 
PROPERTY  ENDANGERED  THEREBY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  All  buildings  over  one  story  in  height  herein¬ 
after  erected,  shall  have  scuttle  frames  and  doors  or  bulk¬ 
heads  leading  to  the  roof,  made  of  or  covered  with  some  fire¬ 
proof  material,  and  shall  have  ladders  or  stairways  leading  to 
the  same,  and  all  such  scuttles  and  stairways  shall  .be  keept  so 
as  to  be  of  immediate  use  at  all  times  and  all  scuttle  shall  not 
be  less  in  size  than  two  by  three  feet. 

Sec.  2.  Every  chimney  or  flue  that  hereafter  may  be 
built  in  any  frame  building  in  the  city,  shall  have  the  walls 
of  good  quality  brick  or  stone,  at  least  four  inches  in  thick¬ 
ness  of  the  same  material,  which  shall  commence  at  the  ground 
excepting  in  the  houses  of  one  story  in  height,  and  be  laid  in 
good  lime  mortar,  and  be  plastered  on  the  inside,  and  when 
passing  through  or  near  the  woodwork,  be  plastered  on  the 
outside;  PROVIDED,  FURTHER,  that  patent  chimneys  may 
be  used  when  desired. 

No  chimney  or  flue  shall  be  built  which  shall  have  any 
joist  or  timber  resting  on,  or  entering  into  the  same  further 
than  will  leave  at  least  six  inches  between  the  end  thereof  and 
the  chimney  or  flue.  They  shall  be  well  secured  and  shall 
extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  roof  of  the  buiding  to 
which  they  are  attached,  measuring  from  the  point  where  each 
chimney  or  flue  passes  through  the  roof,  and  should  such 
flues  or  chimneys  be  deemed  unsafe  to  the  building  or  build¬ 
ings  adjoining,  by  the  Fire  Warden,  they  shall  be  carried  up 
to  such  a  height  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  not  to  exceed 
four  feet  above  the  extreme  height  of  said  building  or  buildings 
adjoining. 

Sec.  3.  No  smoke  pipe  in  any  building  with  wooden  and 
combustible  floors  and  ceiling  shall  enter  any  flue,  unless 
said  pipe  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  inches  from  either  floor  or 
ceiling,  and  in  all  cases  where  smoke  pipes  pass  through 
wooden  partitions  of  any  kind,  whether  the  same  be  plastered 
or  not,  they  shall  be  guarded  by  a  double  collar  of  metal,  with 
at  least  four  inches  of  air  space,  and  holes  for  ventilation,  or 
by  a  soapstone  ring  not  less  than  three  inches  in  thickness  and 
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extending  through  the  partition,  or  by  a  solid  coating  of 
plaster  of  paris,  three  inches  thick,  or  by  an  earthenware  ring 
three  inches  from  the  pipe. 

No  stove  or  smoke  pipe  shall  pass  through  any  windows, 
side  or  roof  of  any  building,  except  by  permit  in  writing, 
granted  by  the  Fire  Warden,  and  such  permit  shall  designate 
the  time  for  which  such  leave  is  granted.  The  opening  where 
the  pipe  goes  through  the  roof  or  side  of  a  building,  shall  in 
all  cases  be  at  least  four  inches  in  diameter  larger  than  the 
size  of  the  pipe,  and  be  protected  by  a  double  collar  of  metal 
or  otherwise,  as  in  case  of  passing  through  partitions  and  tin 
or  zinc  on  the  inside  and  outside  of  such  openings.  No  smoke 
pipe  shall  be  placed  nearer  than  sixteen  inches  to  any  wall, 
except  at  rightangles  therewith,  in  passing  through  the  same, 
nor  nearer  than  sixteen  inches  to  the  wall  of  an  adjoining 
building.  All  smoke  pipes  passing  through  the  roof  of  any 
building  shall  extend  at  least  four  feet  above  the  roof  of  the 
building  to  which  they  are  attached,  measuring  from  the  point 
where  each  passes  through  such  roof,  and  if  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Fire  Warden  they  be  deemed  unsafe  to  the  building  or 
buildings  adjacent,  they  shall  be  carried  up  to  such  a  height 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  not  to  exceed  four  feet  above 
the  extreme  height  of  such  buildings  adjoining;  PROVIDED, 
That  no  owner,  proprietor,  superintendent,  agent  or  occupant 
of,  or  other  persons  using  or  managing  or  having  control  of 
(  any  steam  saw  mill  or  planing  mill  or  factory  of  any  kind,  or 
any  foundry  or  machine  shop,  or  any  other  establishment 
where  steam  power  is  used,  shall  use  or  continue  the  use  of, 
maintain  or  erect  any  smoke  stack  or  chimney,  in  connection 
with  any  such  establishment,  of  less  height  than  twenty  feet 
above  the  adjoining  buildings  or  those  adjacent  thereto.  If  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Fire  Warden  a  sheet  iron  pipe  is  not  suf¬ 
ficient  for  safety  of  building  or  ibuildings,  he  shall  inform  the 
owner  or  occupant  tnereof,  and  order  a  brick  or  patent  chim¬ 
ney,  which  order  shall  be  complied  with  within  ten  days; 
PROVIDED,  That  hotels  and  restaurants  shall  in  all  cases  pro¬ 
vide  brick  or  patent  chimneys  to  be  used  in  place  of  stove 
pipes. 

All  owners  or  occupants  of  any  building,  writhin  the  city, 
in  which  there  is  a  smoke  pipe,  shall,  when  notified  by  a  Fire 
Warden,  comply  with  the  foreging  requirements,  and  also  re¬ 
place  a  bad  or  defective  smoke  pipe  with  a  new  one  when  or¬ 
dered. 

Sec.  4  Any  flue,  smoke  pipe,  furnace  or  chimmey  which 
shall  be  deemed  by  the  Fire  Warden  to  be  unsafe,  the  Fire 
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Warden  shall  notify  in  writii  ^  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the 
building,  that  the  same  must  be  repaired  or  removed  within 
ten  days,  and  if  the  parties  so  notified  shall  persist  in  using 
any  flue,  smoke  pipe,  furnace,  or  chimmey,  which  endangers 
the  buildings  to  which  it  is  attached,  or  adjoining  buildings, 
the  Fire  Warden  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  repair¬ 
ed,  and  the  cost  of  such  repairs  shall  be  made  at  the  expense 
wooden  or  cloth  wan,  unless  such  wall  is  fully  protected  by 
tin  or  zinc  plates  fastened  thereon,  and  all  persons  using  tire 
in  stoves  shall  cause  to  have  placed  under  such  stoves,  zinc 
or  other  incombustible  material,  sufficient  to  protect  the  floors 
from  fire. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  deposit  any 
ashes  in  any  wooden  vessel  or  on  any  wooden  floor  in  the  city, 
or  deposit  them  in  any  place  upon  their  or  others  premises 
that  will  be  nearer  than  ten  feet  to  any  wood  work. 

Sec.  7.  Spark  catchers  shall  be  placed  upon  all  chimneys 
or  smoke  stacks  used  for  conveying  off  the  smoke  of  any  steam 
stacks  used  for  conveying  off  the  smote  of  any  steam  boiler 
or  engine,  whenever  deemed  necessary  for  the  safety  of  ad¬ 
joining  property,  by  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  and 
the  Chief  Engineer  or  a  majority  of  them. 

Sec.  8.  The  Fire  Warden  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  at 
all  times  have  the  right  to  enter  any  building  within  the  City, 
for  the  purpose  of  discovering  or  ascertaining!  any  violation  of 
this  ordinance. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  fireman  to  give  the 
Warden  notice  of  every  violation  of  this  ordinance  which  may 
come  to  his  knowledge. 

Sec.  10.  That  every  person  or  persons  who  shall  wil¬ 
fully  or  maliciously  make  or  ring  a  false  alarm  of  fire,  shall 
upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Judge,  be  fined  not 
less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  more  than  twenty  days,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge;  PROVIDED,  That 
one  half  of  any  fine  collected  for  the  violation  of  this  section 
shall  be  paid  by  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  to  the  person 
making  the  complaint. 

Sec.  11.  Whenever  the  Fire  Warden  deems  it  necessary 
for  the  safety  of  any  building  or  adjoining  buildings,  to  have 
an  accumulation  of  moss  removed  from  the  roof  of  such  build¬ 
ing,  he  shall  notify  the  owner  or  occupant  of  such  building, 
who  shall  at  once  have  the  same  removed .

iec.  12.  No  person  shall  make  a  fire  or  cause  a  fire  to 
be  made  on  any  wooden  pavement  or  planking  within  the 
city,  or  make  or  cause  to  be  made  any  open  fire  for  the  burn¬ 
ing  of  rubbish  or  other  combustible  material  on  any  street  or 
lot  within  thirty  feet  of  any  building,  nor  shall  such  fire  be 
made  on  any  street  or  lot  without  the  written  consent  of  the 
Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  and  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall  in  the  city  boil  any  pitch,  tar, 
rosin,  turpentine,  varnish  or  other  inflamable  substance, 
unless  the  same  be  done  in  open  space,  at  least  thirty  feet 
from  any  building,  boat,  vessel  or  other  property  that  might 
be  injured,  or  in  a  fire  proof  building. 

Sec.  14.  That  all  churches,  hotels,  halls,  theatres  and  all 
other  buildings  used  for  public  assemblage  shall  have  such 
means  of  egress  and  ingress  as  the  Committee  on  Fire  and 
Water  and  the  Chief  Engineer  shall  approve;  and  all  doors 
to  the  main  entrance  in  such  buildings  shall  open  both  out¬ 
wardly  and  inwardly,  when  said  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water 
and  Chief  Engineer  in  writing  so  direct;  and  all  down  to  the 
main  entrance  in  such  buildings,  while  being  used  for  assem¬ 
blages  of  any  kind  shall  be  kept  unfastened,  so  they  may  be 
immediately  opened  if  necessary,  and  shall  be  so  kept  until  such 
assemblages  are  entirely  dispersed;  and  all  buildings  hereafter 
erected,  altered  or  changed  and  intended  to  .be  used  for  public 
gatherings  or  assemblage,  shall  have  the  main  aisle  and  pass¬ 
age  ways,  at  least  four  feet  in  width;  PROVIDED,  that  all  main 
entrances  to  such  building  hereafter  erected,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  churches,  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  feet  in  width. 

Sec.  15.  All  main  aisles  and  passage  ways  in  buildings 
used  for  public  assemblages  shall  be  kept  by  the  person  or 
persons  having  charge  and  control  thereof,  free  from  camp 
stools,  chairs,  sofas,  benches,  or  other  obstructions,  during 
any  services,  performances,  exhibition,  lecture,  concert,  ball, 
or  any  public  assemblage  whatever. 

Sec.  16.  Every  person  occupying  or  using  a  building  in 
which  there  is  a  hoistway  or  well  hole,  through  the  floor  or 
floors,  shall  keep  such  hoistway  or  well  hole,  when  not  in 
actual  use,  surrounded  by  a  substantial  railing,  and  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  securely  closed  at  night  by  trap  doors. 

Sec.  17.  No  person  shall  use  any  portable  light  in  any 
building  or  place  where  any  combustible  materials  are  kept,  or 
in  the  hold,  or  between  decks  of  any  vessel  or  water  craft,  ex¬ 
cept  in  the  cabin  while  lying  within  the  City  limits,  unless 
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suc-h  light  be  securely  enclosed  in  a  lantern,  and  no  person 
shall  use  a  light  where  combustible  materials,  are  suspended 
above  it  without  so  protecting  it  to  prevent  such  material  from 
falling  upon  or  coming  in  contact  with  it. 

Sec.  18.  Every  person  making  or  using  shavings  shall, 
at  the  close  of  each  day,  cause  the  same  to  be  securely  stored 
or  disposed  of  so  as  to  be  safe  from  fire.  All  hay,  straw,  or 
other  combustible  material,  shall  be  so  stored  as  to  be  safe 
from  fire,  and  when  not  so  stored,  the  Fire  Warden  may  direct 
the  removal  of  the  same  or  cause  the  same  to  be  protected 
from  fire,  and  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the 
premises.  No  owner  or  occupant  of  any  livery  stable  in  the 
city,  shall,  by  himself  or  those  in  his  employ,  use  therein,  or 
in  any  place  containing  hay,  straw,  or  other  combustible  ma¬ 
terial  any  lighted  candle  or  other  portable  light,  except  the 
same  be  securely  enclosed  by  a  lantern.  No  person  shall  in 
this  city,  have,  put  or  keep  any  hay  or  straw  in  stack  or  pile 
without  having  the  same  enclosed  or  secured  so  as  to  protect 
it  from  flying  sparks  of  fire. 

Sec.  19.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Assistant  Engineer  of 
the  Fire  Department  are  required  to  see  that  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  enforced  and  to  make  complaint  to  the 
Police  Court  for  violations  thereof. 

Sec.  20.  That  the  owner  or  occupant  of  every  building 
in  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  cause  all  chimneys,  flues  and 
smoke  pipes  in  such  building  to  be  cleaned  annually  between 
the  first  of  June  and  the  first  or  September;  when  any  flue, 
smoke  pipe  or  chimney  shall  not  be  so  cleaned,  the  Fire 
Warden  shall  notify  in  writing,  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the 
building  that  the  same  must  be  cleaned  within  ten  days,  and 
if  the  parties  so  notified  shall  fail  to  clean  such  flue,  smoke 
pipe  or  chimney,  the  Fire  Warden  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
cleaned,  and  the  cost  of  such  cleaning  shall  be  made  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of  the  building. 

Sec.  21.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five,  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twenty  days, 
or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  except  where  otherwise 
provided  in  this  ordinance,  and  the  continuance  or  maintaining 
of  such  violation  shall  be  deemed  a  new  offense  for  each  day 
on  which  the  same  is  so  continued  or  maintained,  and  shall  be 
punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  22.  That  ordinance  No.  19  0,  entitled  "An  ordinance 
for  the  prevention  of  fires,”  which  ordinance  was  approved 
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June  20,  1877,  and  Ordinance  No.  300,  entitled  “Prohibiting 
the  making  of  false  fire  alarms,”  which  ordinance  was  ap¬ 
proved  August  23,  1878,  and  Ordinance  No.  355,  entitled  “Pro¬ 
hibiting  the  setting  hire  to  timber,  brush  etc.,  within  the  cor¬ 
porate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,”  whch  ordinance  was  ap¬ 
proved  November  19,  1879,  and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of 
ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

Sec.  1.  In  addition  to  those  duties  now  imposed  upon  the 
Chief  of  the  Astoria  Paid  Fire  Department  by  ordinance,  he 
shall  see  that  all  ordinances  of  the  City  for  the  protection 
of  property  -from  fire  and  establishing  fire  limits  are  strictly 
enforced.

That  eight  hours  work  will  constitute  a  days 
work  for  all  employees  of  the  City  of  Astoria  in  the  Street  De¬ 
partment  employed  under  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  in¬ 
cluding  his  deputy.

ORDINANCE  NO.  4773 


AN  ORDINANCE  REQUIRING  THAT  NO  PERSON  MAY  BE 
APPOINTED  AS  A  CITY  EMPLOYEE  WITHOUT  POSSES¬ 
SING  CERTAIN  ASTORIA  RESIDENCE  QUALIFICATIONS 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1:  WHEREAS,  it  has  come  to  the  attention  of 
certain  members  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  that  men  have  been  employed  in  certain  departments  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  who  were  practically  strangers  in  this  city, 
and  who  have  lived  here  only  a  short  space  of  time,  and 

WHEREAS: — It  is  the  belief  of  the  members  of  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  that  only  persons  should  be  engaged  as  employees 
of  the  various  departments  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  who  have 
resided  in  said  city  upwards  of  one  year  prior  to  the  time  of 
such  employment,  and  that  no  person  should  be  employed  in 
any  department  of  the  City  of  Astoria  unless  he  is  so  qualified; 
that  the  employment  of  such  persons  is  inimicable  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  people  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and  that  people 
who  have  resided  here  for  years  and  who  have  all  their  in¬ 
terests  centered  and  located  here,  should  be  given  the  prior 
right  to  such  employment,  now  therefore. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1:  That  no  person  shall  be  engaged,  or  shall 
receive  work  as  employee  of  the  City  of  Astoria  unless,  or  un 
til,  he  has  actively  and  actually  been  an  inhabitant  and  resident 
of  the  City  oi  Astoria  continuously  for  at  least  one  year  prior 
to  the  time  of  such  employment.  PROVIDED,  that  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  experts  employed  in 
the  office  of  the  City  Surveyor,  in  cases  only  where  such  skilled 
persons  cannot  be  engaged  among  such  designated  citizens  and 
residents  of  Astoria. 

Section  2:  That  after  the  passage  and  approval  of  this 
ordinance,  no  person  shall  be  engaged  as  an  employee  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  until  he  files  an  affidavit  with  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria  that  he  possesses  all  the 
qualifications  provided  for  by  the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  and 
no  employee  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  who  is  engaged  after  the 
passage  and  approval  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  entitled  to 
draw  any  pay  whatsoever  from  the  said  City  of  Astoria  until 
he  has  complied  with  the  requirments  of  this  ordinance.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2220 


AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  THE  DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPER¬ 
INTENDENT  OF  STREETS  AND  FIXING  HIS  SALARY 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  have  the 
general  supervision  of  all  streets,  alleys,  roads,  sidewalks, 
pavements  and  public  grounds  in  the  C;ty  of  Astoria,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  of 
the  Common  Council,  and  shall  report  from  time  to  time  to 
such  committee  such  work,  alterations,  repairs  or  improve¬ 
ments  as  may  be  necessary,  together  with  the  best  manner  of 
doing  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  under  the  direction  of  the  committee  on  Streets  and 
Public  Ways,  to  superintend  the  grading,  planking  and  repair¬ 
ing  of  all  streets,  alleys  and  sidewalks,  and  all  other  improve¬ 
ments  of  the  city  which  may  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  by 
ordinance  be,  placed  in  their  charge  or  under  their  supervision. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  remove,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  all  obstructions 
from  the  streets,  alleys,  sidewalks  and  public  grounds  of  the 
city,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  act  as  assist¬ 
ant  to  the  City  Surveyor,  whenever  he  can  do  so  without  con¬ 
flicting  with  his  other  duties,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
are  now,  or  may  be  hereinafter,  prescribed  by  ordinance.  He 
shall  see  that  all  ordinances  relating  to  streets  are  stictly  en¬ 
forced,  and  make  complaint  to  the  City  Attorney  of  all  viola¬ 
tions  thereof. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and 
Public  Ways,  to  see  that  all  improved  streets  are  kept  in  good 
repair,  and  to  repair  and  replank  any  part  thereof  when  order¬ 
ed  so  to  do,  when  in  their  opinion  the  same  is  necessary  for  the 
safety  and  convenience  of  the  public. 

(As  amended  by  ordinance  No.  2390.) 

Sec.  6.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  Common  Council  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Common  Council.  He  shall 
report  monthly  to  the  city  showing  the  condition  of  the  work 
of  the  Street  department  and  such  other  matters  as  shall  be 
required  of  him.

Sec.  I.  That  the  Superintendent  of  streets  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall 
execute  a  bond  to  the  City  of  Astoria  in  the  sum  of  two  thou¬ 
sand  dollars,  payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  with 
sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Mayor,  conditioned 
that  he  will  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  and  will 
account  for  and  pay  over  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his 
hands  by  virtue  of  his  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  parties  who  are  sureties  upon  the  bond  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  be  required  to  file  with  the 
bond  affidavits  that  they  are  householders,  and  residents  or 
freeholders  within  the  County  of  Clatsop,  and  State  of  Oregon, 
and  that  they  are  worth  in  the  aggregate  over  and  above  all 
indebtedness  and  liabilites,  exclusive  of  property  exempt  from 
execution,  at  least  the  amount  of  the  bond. 

Sec.  3.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinances  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  full 
force  from  and  after  its  approval  by  the  Mayor.

That  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways 
of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  employ  a  competent  en¬ 
gineer  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  $70.00  per 
month,  who  shall  be  under  the  direction  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  in  the  street  depart¬ 
ment  and  shall  act  as  assistant  to  the  Superintendent  of  streets 
and  who  shall  also  be  required  to  be  used  upon  any  street  or 
streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and  such  person  shall  receive  said 
sum  of  $7  0.00  per  month  when  operating  said  steam  roller  and 
when  employed  under  the  Superintendent  of  streets  in  repair¬ 
ing  streets  he  shall  receive  the  same  salary  as  the  other  em¬ 
ployees  in  the  street  department  as  now  fixed  by  Ordinance,  and 
provided  that  said  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  shall 
have  power  and  authority  to  dismiss  any  such  person  so  em 
ployed  at  any  time  for  cause  deemed  sufficient  to  themselves 
or  on  account  of  lack  of  employment  or  otherwise.

Sec.  2.  The  steam  roller  shall  be  under  the  charge  of 
such  employee  and  shall  be  operated  only  by  him  under  direc¬ 
tion  from  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  when  the  same 
shall  be  required  by  any  Contractor  in  performing  his  contract 
for  the  construction  of  any  street,  such  steam  roller  together 
with  such  assistant  shall  be  furnished  such  contractor  tor  the 
time  that  the  same  shall  be  required  at  the  price  or  considera¬ 
tion  of  $20.00  per  day  during  the  time  that  the-  roller  is  actual¬ 
ly  used  for  any  such  contract  and  eight  hours  work  shall  be 
considered  a  day. 

The  contractor  requiring  the  work  done  shall  make  appli¬ 
cation  in  writing  to  the  Superintendent  of  streets  stating 
therein  the  street  or  portion  of  the  street  to  be  rolled  and  that 
he  will  pay  for  the  rolling  the  sum  of  $20.00  per  day  during 
the  time  that  the  roller  shall  be  operated  upon  the  street 
which  said  application  if  granted  by  the  Superintendent  of 
streets  shall  be  so  granted  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  along  with  the  application  and  which  said  ap¬ 
plication  and  grant  of  permission  shall  be  substantially  in  the 
following  form;

That  no  officer  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  absent 
himself  from  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  for 
over  forty  eight  hours  without  first  obtaining  permission  in 
writing  so  to  do  as  herein  provided,  that  is  to  say:  The  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  City  Attorney,  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Fire  Department  shall  apply  for  permission  to  the  Mayor  of 
the  City,  or  President  of  the  Council;  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Streets  to  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  and  Public  Ways 
and  the  Chief  of  Police  and  police  officers  tothe  Police  Com¬ 
mission.  Said  permission  shall  state  the  period  for  which  such 
absence  is  granted  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Audi¬ 
tor  and  Police  Judge. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  one  of  said  officers  shall  absent  him¬ 
self  from  the  city  for  over  forty-eight  hours  without  having 
obtained  permission  so  to  do  as  provided  in  Section  1  he  shall 
forfeit  his  salary  during  such  absence,  and  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Common  Council  may  be  suspended  from  his  office. 

Sec.  3.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  and  City  Attorney 
may  appoint  a  deputy  to  act  during  such  absence,  but  such  de¬ 
puty  shall  be  paid  by  such  officers  and  shall  receive  no  pay 
from  the  city.  Such  deputies  when  so  appointed  shall  qualify 
by  taking  oath  of  office  as  prescribed  for  officers  of  the  city  by 
the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  4.  That  Ordinance  No.  376,  entitled,  “To  further 
define  and  regulate  the  duties  of  the  officers  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,”  is  hereby  appealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  FIXING  THE  BOND  AND  SALARY  OF  AND 
PRESCRIBING  CERTAIN  DUTIES  OF  THE;  AUDITOR 
AND  POLICE  JUDGE  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  before 
entering  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  enter  into  an  official 
bond  or  undertaking  to  and  with  the  City  of  Astoria  in  the 
sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  with  two  or  more 
sureties,  who  shall  be  residents  of  Clatsop  county,  in  State  of 
Oregon,  and  who  shall  each  justify  on  said  bond  by  taking  an 
oath  before  an  officer  authorized  to  administer  the  same  to 
the  effect  that  he  is  a  resident  and  householder  or  freeholder 
in  said  county  and  state,  and  that  he  is  worth  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  over  and  above  his  debts  and 
liabilities  and  property  exempt  from  execution. 

Sec.  2.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  keep  his  of¬ 
fice  open  each  day,  Sundays  excepted,  from  9  o’clock  a.  m.  to  12 
o’clock  m.,  and  from  1  o’clock  p.  m.  to  4  o’clock  p.  m.  He  shall 
keep  proper  records  and  books  of  account,  showing  all  the  busi¬ 
ness  transactions  in  and  through  his  office,  and  all  his  doings 
as  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  and  shall  keep  and  preserve  all 
books  and  documents  belonging  to  the  city,  and  not  properly  in 
the  custody  of  any  other  officer  of  the  city,  and  shall  perform 
such  duties  as  prescribed  by  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  3.  That  beginning  with  the  month  of  January,  1913, 
the  salary  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  fixed  at  the  sum  of  One  hundred  and  seventy-five  dol¬ 
lars  ($175.00)  per  month.  (As  amended  by  Ordinance  No. 
4415  approved  Nov.  4,  1912). 

Sec.  4.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  not  be  en¬ 
titled  to  receive  or  collect  of  any  person  any  fee  whatsoever 
for  the  issuing  of  any  license  or  taking  any  bond  or  other  paper 
required  by  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  be  issued 
by  him. 

Sec.  5.  Ordinance  No.  442,  entitled,  “An  ordinance  fixing 
the  bond  and  salary  of  and  prescribing  certain  duties  of  the 
Auditor  and  Clerk  of  of  the  City  of  Astoria.”  approved  January 
25,  1882,  and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  PRESCRIBING  THE  DUTIES  AND  FIXING 
THE  COMPENSATION  OF  THE  CITY  ATTORNEY 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  The  City  Attorney  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
report  to  the  Council  in  writing  a  statement  of  all  suits  or 
actions  in  which  the  city  is  a  party  which  may  have  been  insti¬ 
tuted,  prosecuted  to  final  judgment  or  settled  by  him,  and  the 
result  thereof,  and  he  shall  report  to  the  Council  in  like  manner 
from  time  to  time  the  condition,  together  with  the  opinion  as 
to  the  probable  result,  of  any  such  suit  or  action.  PROVIDED, 
that  the  foregoing  shall  not  apply  to  actions  instituted  or  prose¬ 
cuted  in  the  Police  Court  of  tne  city  for  violation  of  city 
ordinances. 

Sec.  2.  No  writ  of  review  or  appeal  shall  be  taken  by  the 
City  Attorney  in  any  action  or  suit  in  which  judgment  shall 
have  been  rendered  against  the  city  unless,  upon  report  of  the 
same  and  facts  concerning  the  same  to  the  City  Council  by  the 
City  Attorney,  the  Council  shall  order  such  writ  or  appeal  to 
be  taken. 

Sec.  3.  The  City  Attorney  shall,  whenever  requested  by 
the  Common  Council  or  any  committee  thereof,  and  as  soon  as 
practicable,  give  his  opinion  in  writing  upon  any  question  or 
questions  of  law  or  construction  which  may  arise  concerning 
any  matter  under  consideration  by  said  Council.  All  such  re¬ 
quests  shall  be  made  to  the  City  Attorney  in  writing,  and  shall 
state  clearly  the  question  or  questions  upon  which  an  opionion 
is  desired.  He  shall  draft  all  ordinances  and  ocersee  the  draft¬ 
ing  of  all  notices,  and  shall  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Common 
Council,  except  in  case  of  sickness,  absence,  or  when  excused. 

Sec.  4.  That  beginning  with  the  month  of  January,  1913, 
the  salary  of  the  City  attorney,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  fixed 
at  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Fifty  Dollars  ($150.00)  per 
month.

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  beginning  with  the  month  of  January,  1913, 
the  salary  of  the  City  Surveyor,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  fix¬ 
ed,  at  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  and  Seventy  five  dollars  ($175.- 
00)  per  month.  (As  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  4415,  approv¬ 
ed  Nov.  4th,  1912. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Surveyor  to  at¬ 
tend  all  regular  meetings  of  the  Common  Council,  for  which 
he  shall  not  receive  pay.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  City 
Surveyor  to  prepare  a  plat  for  the  Auditor’s  office  showing  the 
present  grade  of  all  streets  upon  which  the  grade  is  now  esta¬ 
blished,  and  the  width  of  each  street  in  the  additions  of  Shiv- 
ley’s,  McClure’s,  Taylor’s,  Adair’s,  and  Alderbrook.  It  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Surveyor  to  keep  a  record  book  in 
which  shall  be  entered  a  full  description  of  the  monuments  for 
a  base  of  grades  and  for  the  survey  of  streets  and  the  location 
of  all  sewers  and  drains. 

That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  here¬ 
with  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  3396 


AN  ORDINANCE  DEFINING  THE  DUTIES  AND  FIXING  THE 
COMPENSATION  OF  THE  CITY  TREASURER. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  City  Treasurer,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  in  the  sum  of  $25,000.00  payable  in  United  States  Gold 
Coin,  with  two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Mayor,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  as  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  that  he  w’ill  ac¬ 
count  for  and  pay  over  all  moneys  that  may  come  into  his 
hands  as  such  Treasurer,  PROVIDED  that  the  present  bond  of 
the  City  Treasurer  shall  hold  in  force  and  not  be  affected  by  the 
provisions  of  this  section.  That  the  sureties  upon  the  bond  of 
the  City  Treasurer  shall  file  with  the  bond  their  justification 
to  the  effect  that  they  are  residents  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and 
that  they  are  worth,  in  the  aggregate,  over  and  above  all  debts 
and  liabilities,  exclusive  of  property  exempt  from  execution,  the 
amount  of  the  bond. 

Sec.  2.  The  City  Treasurer  shall  receive  for  his  services 
the  sum  of  $90.00  per  month,  payable  as  other  stated  salaries 
of  the  City  Officers. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  there  is  $1500.00  in  cash  in  the  hands 
of  the  City  Treasurer,  in  the  General  Fund,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  call  outstanding  warrants  so  as 
to  reduce  the  amount  of  cash  on  hand  to  a  sum  below  $500.00, 
and,  whenever  there  is  sufficient  cash  in  any  Special  Fund  to 
pay  $100.00  in  warrants  outstanding  against  such  Special 
Fund,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  call  such 
warrant  or  warrants  for  payment. 

Sec.- 4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  make 
a  quarterly  exhibit  to  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  setting  forth  the  amount  of  money  received,  stating 
the  source  from  which  received,  and  the  fund  to  which  the  same 
belong,  and  the  amount  paid  from  each  fund  during  the  quarter 
and  the  warrants  drawn  during  the  quarter  and  presented  for 
payment  or  otherwise  and  the  balance  of  money  or  other  pro¬ 
perty  remaining  in  his  hands  at  the  close  of  the  quarter  and 
he  shall  accompany  such  exhibit  with  a  schedule  of  all  warrants 
paid  by  him  during  the  quarter,  specifying  the  number  and 
amount  of  each,  and  the  funds  out  of  which  such  amounts 
were  paid.  Such  exhibits  shall  be  maae  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year,  and  at  such 
times  as  the  Common  Council  may,  by  resolution,  direct. 
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Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  City  Treasurer  to  can¬ 
cel  every  warrant  paid  by  him  at  the  time  of  payment,  writ¬ 
ing  across  the  face  thereof  t£ie  word  “Paid”,  and  the  date  of 
payment,  which  may  be  done  either  by  writing  or  by  stencil 
stamp,  and  such  cancelled  warrants  shall  accompany  such 
quarterly  report. 

Sec.  6.  All  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
paid  in  the  order  of  presentation.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the 
City  Treasurer  to  purchase  warrants  for  others  or  to  act  as  a 
warrant  broker. 

Sec.  7.  The  quarterly  exhibit  of  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  and,  after 
being  reported  upon  the  same  shall  be  published  in  the  city 
newspaper  for  two  days. 

Sec.  8.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict 
with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  GRANTING  A  LEAVE  OF

Sec.  1.  That  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Astoria  Paid 
Fire  Department  and  the  Engineers  of  the  chemical  engine  and 
each  driver  in  the  Astoria  Paid  Fire  Department  shall  be  grant¬ 
ed  a  leave  of  absence  in  each  year  not  exceeding  ten  days  in 
duration  and  the  same  to  be  granted  at  such  time  as  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Fire  and  Water  of  the  Common  Council  shall  deter¬ 
mine  and  allow  and  the  same  shall  be  granted  by  said  com¬ 
mittee  in  writing  and  in  such  case  said  committee  shall  employ 
a  substitute  for  such  person  granted  a  leave  of  absence,  and  no 
deduction  from  the  salary  of  such  person  shall  be  made  on  ac¬ 
count  of  being  absent  on  such  leave.

That  Ordinance  No.  3382  approved  the  8th  day  of 
March,  1907,  and  all  other  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  with  this  ordinance  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  repeal¬ 
ed.

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec,  1.  That  the  salary  of  the  Chief  of  Police  of  the  said 
City  of  Astoria,  from,  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1912 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  fixed  at  the  sum  of  $125.00  per 
month. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  salary  of  each  police  man  of  said  city 
of  Astoria  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1912,  who  at  that 
time  has  served  the  City  of  Astoria  for  a  longer  period  of  time 
than  one  year,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  fixed  at  the  sum  of 
$100.00  per  month. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  salary  of  each  policeman  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  from,  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1912,  shall 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  fixed  as  follows: 

I.  For  the  first  six  months  of  service  $85.00  per  month. 

II.  The  next  three  months  of  service  $90.00  per  month. 

III.  The  next  three  months  of  service  $95.00  per  month. 

IV.  And  from  and  after  one  year’s  service,  the  sum  of 

$100.00  per  month;  that  the  time  of  service  of  the  policemen 
already  in  the  employ  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall  be  computed 
in  determining  the  salary  to  be  paid  each  individual  policeman 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1912. 

See.  4.  That  said  salaries  shall  be  payable  at  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  each  month,  the  same  as  other  fixed  salaries. 

Sec,  5,  That  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Sec.  2.  That  the  salary  of  such  stenographer  shall  be 
paid  by  warrant  on  the  general  fund  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  salaries  are  paid.

ORDINANCE  NO.  27!)8. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  KEEPING  THE  SIDE¬ 
WALKS  OF  THE  CITY  IN  REPAIR  AND  REQUIRING  THE 
OWNER  OR  OCCUPANT  OF  PROPERTY  UPON  WHICH 
ANY  DEFECTIVE  OR  DANGEROUS  OR  OBSTRUCTED 
SIDEWALK  ABUTS  TO  REPAIR  THE  SAME. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Followis: 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Astoria,  to  keep  the  sidewalks  adjacent  to  and  abutting  upon 
such  lot  or  parcel  of  land  in  good  repair  and  safe  condition  for 
travel  at  all  time.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  within  the  corporate  li¬ 
mits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  to  remove  all  earth,  snow,  ice,  filth 
or  other  obstruction  from  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  and  adja¬ 
cent  to  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land  and  to  keep  the  same  free 
from  obstructions. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  see  that  this  Ordinance  is  strictly  int'orced,  and 
whenever  he  shall  know  of  any  defective  sidewalk  or  any  side¬ 
walk  that  is  dangerous  from  any  cause  or  obstructed  in  any 
manner,  he  shall  serve  notice  in  writing  personally  upon  the 
owner  or  occupant  of  said  lot  or  parcel  of  land  upon  which  the 
defective,  dagerous  or  obstructed  portion  of  the  sidewalk  abuts 
requiring  such  owner  or  occupant  to  make  the  necessary  re 
pairs  or  remove  the  obstruction,  as  the  case  may  be,  within 
thirty-six  hours  from  the  time  of  the  service  of  such  notice 
upon  such  owner  or  occupant  of  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  and 
that  if  he  fail  to  make  such  repair  or  remove  such  obstruction 
within  said  time  that  the  City  of  Astoria  will  cause  the  same 
to  be  done  and  asses  the  costs  thereof  to  the  owner  with  25 
per  cent  thereon  in  addition  thereto  as  a  penalty  or  cause  the 
said  owner  or  occupant  to  be  arrested  and  prosecuted  in  the 
police  Court  of  the  City  of  Astoria  for  violation  of  this  Ordin¬ 
ance-  provided  further  that  if  the  owner  of  such  lot  or  parcel 
of  land  be  not  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and  there  be 
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no  occupant  of  the  same  that  such  notice  may  be  served  by  post¬ 
ing  a  copy  thereof  for  thirty-six  hours  upon  the  lot  or  parcel 
of  land  abutting  upon  such  defective,  dangerous  or  obstructed 
sidewalk. 

Sec.  3.  That  in  case  said  repairs  be  not  made  or  said  ob¬ 
struction  removed  from  said  sidewalk  within  thirty-six  hours 
from  the  time  of  the  service  of  said  notice  upon  the  owner  or 
occupant  of  said  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  may  cause  the  same  to  be  made,  and  shall  within  sixty 
days  from  the  date  of  said  notice  and  within  thirty  days  from 
the  completion  of  said  repairs  or  the  removal  of  said  obstruc¬ 
tion  make  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  proof  of  the  service  of  said  notice, 
together  with  a  statement  showing  the  name  of  the  owner  of 
the  lot  or  parcel  of  land  upon  which  the  defective  sidewalk 
abutted,  or  obstructed  a  description  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land, 
an  itemized  statement  of  the  repairs  made  and  the  costs 
thereof,  which  said  statement  shall  be  verified  under  oath  as 
true,  and  thereupon  the  costs  of  said  repairs  or  removing  said 
obstruction  with  25  per  cent  thereof  additional  as  a  penalty, 
shall  be  entered  as  an  assessment  in  the  lien  docket  against 
the  owner  of  the  abutting  property  in  the  same  manner  that 
assessments  for  the  repair  of  streets  as  provided  by  Section  76 
of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  are  entered,  and  shall 
be  equalized  and  collected  in  the  same  manner. 

The  Superintendent  of  streets  may  also  cause  the  arrest 
of  such  delinquent  owner  or  occupant  of  such  lot  or  parcel  of 
land  in  case  of  failure  to  repair  after  said  notice,  for  violation 
of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  any  person  shall  be  injured  upon  any  de¬ 
fective  or  obstructed  sidewalk  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  and  recover  damages  from  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  on  account  of  such  injury,  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  have 
a  remedy  over  against  the  owner  of  the  lot  or  parcel  of  land 
abutting  upon  such  defective  or  obstructed  sidewalk  and  it  shall 
be  the  Duty  of  the  City  Attorney  to  prosecute  such  suit  in  the 
name  of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  recover  back  such  damages 
against  the  said  abutting  property  owner. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $10.- 
00  nor  more  than  $100.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  days  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1829. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  REPAIRS  TO  STREETS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  The  owner  or  agents  of  any  property  fronting  or 
abutting  on  any  street  improved  by  direction  of  the  Common 
Council,  or  under  a  permit  authorizing  such  improvement, 
shall,  when  notified  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  at  their 
own  expense,  make  or  cause  to  be  made  such  local  repairs  to 
such  street,  roadway,  sidewalk  or  crosswalk  as  will  place  the 
same  in  good  condition. 

Sec.  2.  Materials  used  in  work  done  shall,  as  far  as  prac¬ 
ticable  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  to  ordin¬ 
ances  relating  to  the  improvement  of  such  streets,  or  to  the  per¬ 
mits  granted  therefor,  and  upon  the  completion  of  the  repairs 
all  surplus  materials  shall  be  immediately  removed  and  the 
street  cleaned  up  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Street  Superintend¬ 
ent. 


Sec.  3.  A  failure  to  comply  with  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  the  offender 
or  offenders  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offense.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  177. 


RELATING  TO  THE  USE  OF  STREETS  FOR  BUILDING  PUR¬ 
POSES  AND  REMOVAL  OF  BUILDINGS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  occupy  any  portion  of 
any  street  or  sidewalk  for  the  deposit  of  building  material,  or 
for  the  removal  of  any  building  or  buildings,  without  first  ob- 
taing  a  permit  therefor. 

Sec.  2.  Applications  for  permits  shall  be  in  writing,  and 
shall  specify,  if  for  building  purposes,  the  name  of  the  street 
and  the  number  of  lots  and  blocks,  the  size  and  description  of 
the  building  to  be  constructed,  or,  if  to  be  repaired,  the  char¬ 
acter  of  the  repairs,  the  space  in  front  of  the  lot  or  lots  needed 
and  the  proposed  time  for  completing  the  work.  For  the  remov¬ 
al  of  a  building  or  buildings,  the  application  shall  state  the 
number  of  the  lot  and  the  block  upon  which  the  same  is  situa¬ 
ted,  the  size  of  the  building,  the  number  of  the  lot  and  block 
to  which  it  is  proposed  to  remove  the  same,  the  route  to  be 
taken  and  the  length  of  time  required  for  such  removal. 

Sec.  3.  Permits  shall  be  issued  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  in  conformity  with  the  endorsement  upon  application 
therefor  by  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways.  A  re¬ 
cord  thereof  shall  be  kept  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets, 
setting  forth  in  a  concise  manner  the  dates,  description  of 
property  and  the  objects  for  which  the  permit  was  granted.  No 
permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty  days.  The 
subject  matter  of  such  permit  shall  be  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  shall 
endorse  upon  application  for  permits  for  building  purposes, 
the  width  of  that  portion  of  the  street  to  be  used,  which  shall, 
in  no  case,  exceed  one-half  of  the  width  of  the  street,  and  the 
date  upon  which  the  permit  shall  expire.  They  may,  at  any 
time  during  the  progress  of  the  work  require  the  space  occup¬ 
ied  to  be  suitably  enclosed  and  a  temporary  walk  laid  around 
the  same,  lighted  lanterns  conspicuously  placed  on  the  pre¬ 
mises  during  the  night,  and  such  other  precautions  taken  to 
prevent  accident  as  they  may  deem  expedient.  Upon  applica¬ 
tion  for  the  permits  for  the  removal  of  buildings,  the  com¬ 
mittee  shall  endorse  the  mode  and  route  for  such  removal,  and 
the  date  upon  which  the  permit  will  expire,  together  with  such 
restrictions  as  the  public  interest  may  require.  The  committee 
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may,  at  their  discretion,  require  applicants  for  permits  to  give 
security,  by  deposit,  or  otherwise,  for  any  damage  that  may 
accrue  by  carelessness  or  failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  The  removal  of  a  building  or  buildings  under  a 
permit  when  commenced,  shall  be  continued  during  all  the 
hours  of  the  day  and  day  by  day,  until  complete,  with  the  least 
possible  obstruction  to  the  thoroughfare  occupied.  No  build¬ 
ing  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  over  night  upon  any  street 
crossing  or  intersection,  or  so  near  there  as  to  prevent  easy 
access  to  any  fire  hydrant  or  cistern.  A  lighted  lantern  shall  be 
kept  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  each  end  of  such  building  during 
the  hours  in  which  the  street  lamps  are  lighted. 

Sec.  6.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  named  in  the 
permit,  or  sooner  if  the  use  of  the  street  is  no  longer  neces¬ 
sary,  the  street  shall  be  cleared  of  all  obstructions  and  placed 
in  as  good  repair  as  it  was  before  the  permit  was  granted. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Judge, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  each  day  maintaing  or  continuing  such 
violation  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  offense,  and  punished  ac¬ 
cordingly.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  DRIVING  OF  PILES, 
BUILDING  OF  WHARVES  AND  OTHER  IMPROVEMENTS, 
AND  THE  OBSTRUCTION  OF  STREETS  ON  THE  RIVER 
FRONT  AND  PROTECTING  THE  RIVER  FRONT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  no  person  or  persons  shall  drive  piles,  build  a 
wharf  or  wharves,  or  make  any  improvements  or  deposit  any 
ballast  or  earth,  or  make  any  other  obstruction  upon  the  city 
front  lying  beyond  low  water  mark  in  the  Coulmbia  river,  with¬ 
out  first  obtaining  permission  from  the  Common  Council,  which 
permission  shall  in  no  case  be  granted  except  by  ordinance. 
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Sec.  2.  Application  for  permission  to  build  a  wharf  or 
make  other  improvements  beyond  the  line  of  low  water 
mark,  shall  be  signed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land 
fronting  the  same,  and  shall  specify,  with  convenient  certain¬ 
ty,  the  mode  and  extent  of  such  improvements,  the  material 
to  be  used,  distance  beyond  the  line  of  low  water  mark  intend¬ 
ed  to  be  occupied,  the  depth  of  water,  and  such  other  informa¬ 
tion  as  will  enable  the  Common  Council  to  determine  whether 
the  same  will  unnecessarily  interfere  with  the  navigation  of 
the  Columbia  river,  the  use  of  the  streets  connected  therewith, 
and  also  its  security  against  fire. 

Sec.  3.  That  no  storehouse,  warhouse,  building  or  con¬ 
struction  of  any  nature  shall  be  placed  upon  any  wharf,  in  or 
in  the  line  of  any  street,  so  as  to  prevent  or  restrict  the  public 
use  of  said  street,  through  its  full  width,  across  or  over  any 
wharf  to  the  water  front  of  said  wharf,  without  authority  first 
duly  declared  by  ordinance  of  the  Common  Council.  PROVID¬ 
ED,  that  so  much  of  Concomly  street  as  lies  upon  blocks  56 
and  56%  ,  McClure’s  Astoria,  be  and  is  hereby  excepted  from 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  4.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  cause  all 
piles  or  other  materials  that  may  be  driven  or  placed  upon  the 
city  front,  or  any  street,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  to  be  removed  forthwith. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Police  Court,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  twenty  da}rs; 
and  each  day  of  maintaining  or  continuing  such  violation  shall 
be  deemed  a  new  offense,  and  punished  accordingly. 

Sec.  6.  That  ordinance  No.  67,  entitled,  “To  regulate  the 
erection  and  repair  of  private  Wharves,”  approved  April  22, 
1872,  and  ordinance  No.  79,  entitled,  “To  prevent  the  obstruc¬ 
tion  of  streets  across  the  wharves  to  the  river  front,”  approved 
May  20,  1873,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  IN  RELATION  TO  STREET  ASSESSMENTS. 
AND  DEFINING  THE  DUTIES  AND  FIXING  THE  COM¬ 
PENSATION  OF  THE  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD  OF 
ASSESSORS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

COUNCIL  TO  APPOINT  ASSESSORS 

Sec.  1.  The  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria  at 
their  first  regular  meeting  in  January  of  each  year,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable,  shall  nominate  and  appoint  two  as¬ 
sessors,  to  be  called  street  improvement  assessors,  who,  toge¬ 
ther  with  the  City  Surveyor  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  whose  duty  it  shall  toe  to  make  all  assessments  for 
improving  and  repairing  the  streets  and  sidewalk,  and  remov¬ 
ing  snow,  earth  and  ice  from  the  same,  as  provided  in  the  Char¬ 
ter  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  The  said  assessors  shall  hold  office 
for  the  period  of  one  year,  or  until  they  shall  be  removed  by 
the  Common  Council.  The  Common  Council  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  remove  said  assessors,  or  either  of  them, 
whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Common  Council  the  said 
assessors  shall  appear  incompetent  for  the  duties  of  said  office, 
or  the  work  of  said  assessors  shall  be  unsatisfactory  to  said 
Common  Council.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board  of 
Assessors,  for  any  cause,  the  Common  Council  shall  have  power 
and  authority  to  fill  such  vacancy,  at  any  time,  by  nomination 
and  appointment,  as  in  the  original  instance. 

COMPENSATION 

Sec.  2.  The  compensation  of  each  of  said  assessors  shall 
be  three  dollars  for  each  day  actually  employed  in  discharging 
the  duties  of  the  said  office. 

ASSESSORS  MUST  QUALIFY 

Sec.  3.  Before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  their  office,  each  of  said  assessors  appointed  by  the  Com¬ 
mon  Council  must  qualify  by  taking,  subscribing  and  filing 
with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  an  oath  to  faithfully  and 
honestly  discharge  the  duties  of  the  said  office  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge  and  ability. 

• 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  the  Common  Council  shall  direct  the 
Board  of  Assessors  to  make  a  special  assessment  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  a  street,  pro  rata  upon  the  lots  and  premises  in 
any  specified  district,  according  to  the  benefits  as  provided 
in  section  77  of  the  City  Charter,  the  Board  of  Assessors  shall 
proceed  as  Follows: 
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Sec.  5.  The  board  shall  first  obtain  from  the  Recorder 
of  Conveyances  of  Clatsop  County,  through  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  a  certificate  showing  the  names  of  the  owners  of 
all  property  in  said  assessment  district;  the  Board  shall  then 
proceed  to  make  an  assessment  roll  as  follows: 

ASSESSMENT  ROIX — HOW  MADE 

Sec.  6.  The  names  of  owners  of  property  shall  be  placed 
in  said  roll  in  alphabetical  order;  opposite  each  name  shall  be 
placed  in  separate  columns,  (1)  the  number  of  each  lot  or 
fractional  lot,  or,  if  a  tract  of  land,  description  of  the  tract 
owned  by  the  person  whose  name  is  used;  (2)  in  case  it  is  a 
lot  or  part  of  a  lot,  the  number  of  the  block  and  the  name  of 
the  addition  of  the  city  in  which  it  is  located;  (3)  the  assessed 
value  of  the  lot,  or  part  of  lot,  or  premises,  according  to  the  last 
preceding  city  assessment  roll;  (4)  the  sum  in  dollars  and 
cents  which  the  board  assess  upon  the  said  lot,  fractional  lot 
or  tract;  (5)  in  case  the  said  premises  should  be  justly  assess- 
ed  for  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  its  last  assessed  valuation, 
the  board  shall  here  place  the  amount  which  the  said  assess¬ 
ment  exceeds  said  fifty  per  cent  and  place  only  fifty  per  cent 
of  its  valuation  under  “4”  above.  In  case  more  than  one  per¬ 
son  owns  property  jointly  the  names  of  all  the  owners  shall  be 
placed  together,  beginning  with  the  name  first  appearing  on 
said  certificate,  and  a  reference  should  be  made  to  this  at  every 
place  where  the  other  names  should  appear  under  the  alphabe¬ 
tical  order.  And  in  case  one  person,  firm,  company,  or  corpor¬ 
ation  owns  more  than  one  lot  or  tract  of  land  each  lot  and 
tract  should  be  separately  assessed,  on  lines  following  the  first 
line  used,  consecutively.  The  form  of  the  assessment  roll  may 
be  substantially  as  follows.

Sec.  10.  When  any  assessment  is  being  prepared  it  shall

TO  . ,”  inserting  in  the  blank  spaces  the 

name  of  street  and  the  points  between  which  it  is  to  be  im¬ 
proved,  and  when  completed  it  shall  be  certified  to  by  said 
Board  of  Assesors,  and  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
together  with  a  written  notification  addressed  to  the  Common 
Council,  to  the  effect  that  said  roll  has  been  completed  and  filed 
and  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  number  all  such  assess¬ 
ment  rolls  consecutively  in  the  order  in  which  they  shall  be 
filed  in  his  office. 

NOTICE  OF1  FILING  ASSESSMENT 
Sec.  11.  That  the  next  meeting  of  the  Common  Council  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  the  Council  shall,  by  resolu¬ 
tion,  direct  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  to  give  notice  by 
publication  for  at  least  ten  days  in  the  official  newspaper  of 
the  city,  to  the  effect  that  the  said  assessment  roll  is  on  file 
with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  and  subject  to  inspection  by 
all  persons  interested,  and  appointing  the  time,  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  two  days  after  the  final  publication  of  said 
notice,  when  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways,  who 
are  hereby  designated  as  a  committee  for  that  purpose,  and  the 
Board  of  Assessors  will  meet  to  review  said  assessment. 

OBJECTIONS 

Sec.  12.  All  objections  to  sa;d  assessment  must  be  in 
writing  and  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  on  or  be¬ 
fore  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  said  committee  and 
said  Board  of  Assessors  who  shall  together  constitute  the 
Board  of  Equalization. 
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Sec.  13.  Said  Board  of  Equalization  shall  meet  at  the 
time  designated  in  such  notice,  and  if  all  business  coming  be¬ 
fore  them  should  not  be  completed  at  one  meeting,  they  may 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  until  they  shall  have  completed  their 
labors.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
Ways  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Equalization.  The 
Board  of  Equalization  shall  report  the  result  of  their  labors 
to  the  Council  as  soon  as  practicable.

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  If  any  owner  or  occupant  or  person  in  charge  of 
any  lot  or  lots,  block  or  blocks,  or  premises  shall  neglect  to  re¬ 
pair  any  sidewalk  in  front  of  or  adjacent  to  such  premises,  or 
to  remove  any  earth,  snow  or  ice  therefrom,  or  to  keep  the 
same  free  from  obstruction  or  encumbrances  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  ordinance  and  regulations  of  the 
Council,  he  shall  be  liable  for  the  amount  of  all  damages  which 
may  be  received  or  suffered  by  any  accident  or  injury  occuring 
by  reason  of  such  neglect.

AN  ORDINANCE  AUTHORIZING  AND  DIRECTING  THE

STREET  OR  SEWER  IMPROVEMENT. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  before  any  street  or  sewer  improvement 
shall  be  finally  accepted  by  the  Council,  and  warrants  issued 
to  pay  for  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  upon  certificates  of  approval  of  said  work  of  the 
City  Surveyor,  Street  Superintendent  and  Street  Committee 
being  filed  with  him  to  forthwith  to  cause  to  be  inserted  in 
the  official  paper  of  the  City,  in  three  consecutive  daily  public 
cations,  a  notice  to  the  public  and  to  all  interested  that  said 
improvement  will  be  accepted  by  the  Common  Council  on  a 
certain  day,  unless  prior  thereto  objections  are  filed  with  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge. 

Said  notice  shall  recite  that  certificates  of  approval  of  the 
City  Surveyor,  the  Street  Superintendent  and  Street  Committee 
have  been  duly  filed,  and  shall  set  forth  the  location  of  the 
improvement,  and  the  name  of  the  contractor,  and  the  day  of 
acceptance  to  be  named  therein  shall  be  that  of  the  following 
regular  Council  meeting.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  OBSTRUCTION  OF 
SIDEWALKS  BY  SLIDES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  Any  owner,  agent  or  person  having  control  of 
any  lot  or  premises  fronting  on  a  public  street  and  above  the 
grade  thereof  shall,  at  his  own  expense,  keep  the  sidewalks  free 
of  all  obstructions  caused  by  slides. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Street  Superintendent 
to  notify  any  owner,  agent  or  person  having  control  of  any  lot 
or  premises  where  sidewalks  have  been  obstructed  by  slides  to 
remove  the  same  within  twenty-four  hours. 

Sec.  3.  Any  person  failing  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  for  the  period  of  twenty-four  hours,  after  be¬ 
ing  notified  by  the  Street  Superintendent,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  jail  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twenty  days, 
for  each  and  every  offense.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2597. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATION  THE  MANNER  OF  REPAIR¬ 
ING  STREETS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  repair  any 
street  or  portion  of  street  within  the  City  of  Astoria  and  the 
costs  and  expenses  thereof  will  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $5.00 
in  any  one  place,  and  when  so  made  50  lineal  feet  of  such  street 
at  the  point  or  repair  will  be  thereby  placed  in  good  repair  and 
condition,  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  cause  the  repairs 
to  be  made,  and  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  repair  fund;  PROVIDED,  that  not  more  than  ten  dollars 
shall  be  expended  in  any  one  year  from  said  repair  fund  in  the 
repair  of  the  same  50  lineal  feet  of  any  one  street. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  on  the  first  of  each  month  to  file  with  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  a  report  stating  therein  each  repair  made  under 
Section  1  of  this  ordinance  during  the  previous  month,  the  lo¬ 
cation  thereof  with  reference  to  the  lot  and  block  abutting 
upon  the  portion  of  the  street  repaired,  and  the  cost  and 
expense. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets,  in  case  of  the  general  improvement  or  repair  of  any 
street,  or  portion  of  street,  to  sort  out,  store,  and  take  care  of 
all  old  material  removed  from  such  street  or  portion  of  street 
being  so  improved  or  repaired,  which,  in  his  judgment,  can  be 
used  to  advantage  to  the  repair  of  streets  as  provided  for  in 
this  ordinance,  and  use  the  same  for  this  purpose. 

Sec.  4.  That  whenever  the  cost  and  expenses  of  making 
repairs  at  any  one  place  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  five  dollars 
the  same  shall  be  made  and  the  costs  and  expenses  thereof  as¬ 
sessed  against  and  collected  from  the  person  owning  property 
abutting  upon  the  portion  of  the  street  so  repaired,  as  provided 
by  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria,

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  RECORD  AND  PRESERVE  THE  SUR¬ 
VEY  AND  MONUMENTS  OF  THE  TOWN  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  People  of  the  Town  of  Astoria  do  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  The  survey  made  on  the  28th  day  of  November, 
1860,  by  A.  B.  Hallock  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  is  declared  to  be  the  true  official  survey  of  the  Town 
of  Astoria,  as  laid  out  by  John  McClure,  the  center  of  Astor 
street  being  the  base  line  and  the  center  of  Main  street  being 
the  meridian. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  meridian  line  is  ascertained  and  marked 
by  three  stone  monuments  planted  in  the  ground  one  at  the 
point  where  the  south  line  of  Concomly  street  intersects  the 
middle  of  Main  street,  one  where  the  middle  of  Astor  street 
intersects  the  middle  of  Main  street,  and  one  where  the  middle 
of  Court  street  intersects  the  middle  of  Main  street,  the  top  of 
each  monument  being  marked  with  two  lines  crossing  each 
other  and  the  east  line  of  each  being  marked  with  the  initial 
letter  “A.  V.  H.,”  and  the  figure,  “1860”  and  the  said  base 
line  crosses  the  said  meridian  at  right  angles  in  the  center  of 
the  cross  on  top  of  the  monument  at  the  intersection  of  Astor 
and  Main  streets,  all  of  which  are  more  fully  set  forth  in  the 
certified  plat  of  the  said  official  survey. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recorder  of  the  Town  is  hereby  directed  to 
cause  this  ordinance  to  be  recorded  in  the  books  in  which  con¬ 
veyances  of  real  estate  are  recorded  in  the  County  of  Clatsop, 
and  also  to  cause  the  original  certificate  and  diagram  of  said 
official  survey  to  be  secured  permanently  in  the  aforesaid  book 
at  the  place  where  this  ordinance  shall  be  recorded,  and  all 
future  surveys  shall  be  made  from  the  said  standard  lines. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  have  effect  from  the  time 
of  its  passage. 

Passed  July  20,  1861. 

Survey  of  base  and  meridian  lines  for  the  Town  of 
McClure’s  Astoria: 

(A).  Commence  at  a  point  on  the  south  side  of  the  rock

4N  ORDINANCE  TO  RECORD  AND  PRESERVE  THE  SUR¬

KNOWN  AS  SHIVELY’S  ASTORIA. 

The  People  of  the  Town  of  Astoria  do  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  The  survey  made  on  the  21st  day  of  August, 
1863,  by  A.  B.  Hallock,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  is  declared  to  be  forever  the  true  official  survey  of 
Shivley’s  and  Welches  Astoria  as  laid  out  by  J.  M.  Shivley,  the 
center  of  Wall  street  being  the  base  line  and  the  center  of  West 
Eighth  street  being  the  meridian. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  meridian  line  is  ascertained  and  marked 
by  three  stone  monuments  planted  in  the  ground,  one  at  the 
point  where  the  middle  of  Cedar  street  intersects  the  middle 
of  West  Eighth  street,  marked  D,  one  where  the  middle  of  Wall 
street  intersects  the  middle  of  Eighth  street,  marked  A,  and  one 
5  20  feet  from  monument  A,  in  the  middle  of  said  street  marked 
F>  and  the  said  base  line  is  ascertained  and  marked 
by  four  stone  monuments  planted  in  the  ground,  one  at  the 
point  where  the  middle  of  West  Ninth  street  intersects  the 
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middle  of  Wall  street,  marked  B,  one  at  the  crossing  of  West 
Eighth  and  Wall  street,  marked  A,  one  where  the  middle  of 
West  Seventh  street  intersects  the  middle  of  Wall  street,  mark¬ 
ed  C,  in  the  middle  of  said  Wall  street,  marked  G.  The  top  of 
each  monument  being  marked  with  two  lines  crossing  each 
other  and  the  said  base  line  crosses  the  said  meridian  at  right 
angles  in  the  center  of  Wall  and  West  Eighth  street  all  of  which 
are  more  fully  set  forth  in  a  certified  plot  of  said  official  survey. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recorder  of  the  Town  is  hereby  directed  to 
cause  the  ordinance  to  be  recorded  in  the  book  in  which  con¬ 
veyances  of  real  estate  are  recorded  in  the  County  of  Clatsop 
and  also  to  cause  the  original  certificate  and  diagram  of  the 
said  official  survey  to  be  secured  permanently  in  the  said  book 
at  the  place  where  the  ordinance  shall  be  recorded  and  all 
future  surveys  shall  be  made  from  the  said  standard  lines. 

Sec.  4.  This  ordinance  shall  have  effect  from  the  time 
of  its  passage.

Plat  of  survey  of  base  line  and  meridian  line  of  the  streets 
in  Shivley’s  Astoria  as  made  by  A.  B.  Hallock. 

Commenced  on  Friday,  August  21st,  1863,  at  an  old  stake 
now  decayed  in  the  ground  showed  to  me  by  J.  M.  Shivley  to 
be  the  north-east  corner  of  block  16  and  the  southwest  corner 
of  Wall  and  West  Seventh  streets  of  the  recorded  plat  as  esta¬ 
blished  and  set  by  him  in  the  original  survey  in  line  with  the 
willow  tree  near  the  beach  about  seven  hundred  feet  distance 
Easterly  and  also  in  line  with  the  northwest  corner  post  of  the 
fence  around  said  block  No.  16,  both  of  which  points  were 
shown  also  by  said  J.  M.  Shivley  as  points  in  the  line  of  the 
west  boundary  of  Wall  street  of  the  original  survey  thereof, 
in  this  line  33  0  feet  westerly  from  the  old  stake  at  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  block  16  at  right  angles  and  30  feet  northerly  therefrom 
set  the  stone  monument  marked  “A”  on  the  plat,  the  center  of 
which  is  as  near  the  center  of  the  intersection  of  Wall  and  West 
Eighth  streets  as  iit  was  at  the  time  of  the  original  survey  as 
can  now  be  ascertained.  From  this  monument  “A”  360  feet 
easterly  in  line  parallel  with  old  line  defined  as  above,  set  the 
stone  monument  “C”.  The  center  thereof  is  the  center  point 
of  Wall  and  West  Seventh  streets  as  near  as  now  can  be  ascer¬ 
tained.  In  line  with  the  monuments  “C”  and  “A”  360  feet 
westerly  from  the  monument  “A”  set  the  monument  “B” 
(stone)  the  center  thereof  is  the  center  of  Wall  and  West 
Ninth  streets.  In  line  with  monuments  C.  A.  B.  231  feet  and 
7  inches  westerly  from  monument  “B”  intersected  a  point  in 
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the  line,  the  west  boundary  of  Shivley’s  Land  Claim,  as  shown 
to  me  by  Cyrus  Olney  and  J.  M.  Shively  by  the  rock  on  the  beach 
being  the  northwest  corner  of  Shivley’s  claim,  and  a  fir  tree  on 
the  hill  southerly  blazed,  about  one  quarter  mile  from  this 
rock.  This  tree  from  the  rock  appears  to  the  view,  the  middle 
of  a  group  of  three  trees  about  equal  in  size  ranging  east  and 
west  and  nearest  the  most  easterly  from  this  point  in  the  claim 
line.  Claim  line  assumed  for  meridian  measured  the  corner  of 
Wall  street  North  84  degrees  24  minutes  east  and  the  course  of 
Court  street  by  the  monument  “D”  in  Court  and  Main  street 
north  89  degrees  and  50  minutes  west,  variation  20  degrees 
59  minutes  east  from  the  center  of  monument  “B”  at  right 
angles  with  the  center  of  Wall  street  north  5  deg.  and  36  m'n- 
utes  west  360  feet  center  of  monument  “E”  being  the  center  of 
Cedar  and  West  Ninth  Sts.  From  the  center  of  monument  “A” 
at  right  angles  with  the  center  of  Wall  street  north  5  deg.  and 
36  minutes  west  360  feet  center  of  stone  monument  “D”  be¬ 
ing  the  center  of  Cedar  and  West  Eighth  streets. 

On  the  continuation  of  the  line  of  the  monuments  A  and  D 
south  5  degrees  and  3  6  minutes  east  5  20  feet  from  monument 
“A”  set  stone  monument  “F”  the  center  of  West  Eight  street. 
In  continuation  of  the  line  of  monuments  B.  A,  and  C,  north  84 
degrees  and  2  4  minutes  east  set  the  stone  monument  “G”.  Did 
not  measure  the  distance,  judge  it  to  be  about  550  feet  from 
monument  “C”. 

Note — In  making  the  survey  of  base  and  meridian  lines 
for  streets  on  Olney’s  claim  in  November,  1860,  the  claim  line 
between  Olney’s  and  Shivley’s  was  taken  for  the  true  meridian 
line  but  at  that  time  Mr.  Shivley  pointed  out  to  me  the  tree 
most  westerly  of  the  group  of  three  trees  referred  to  in  the 
foregoing  notes  which  make  an  angle  of  10  minutes  west  of  the 
tru-e  claim  line,  hence  the  course  of  the  streets  measured  from 
the  point  35  feet  south  of  the  rock  are  north  89  degrees  and 
5  0  minutes  west  and  north  10  degrees  east.  Witnesses  to  the 
setting  of  the  stone  monument,  H.  S.  Aiken,  Dave  Ingalls.

RELATING  TO  OBSTRUCTION  OF  STREETS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

(As  amended  by  ordinance  No.  2693.) 

Sec.  1.  No  portion  of  any  building  or  buildings  hereafter 
to  be  erected,  altered  or  repaired  shall  be  allowed  to  project 
over  or  onto  or  be  situated  in  or  upon  any  street  or  sidewalk, 
and  any  person,  persons  or  corporation  owning,  occupying,  or 
having  control  of  any  building,  structure  or  other  obstruction, 
heretofore  or  hereafter  erected,  situated  wholly  or  in  part  upon 
any  street  or  other  public  highway  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  shall, 
within  ten  days  after  notice  in  writing  from  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  Streets,  or  from  the  abutting  property  owner  in  front 
of  whose  property  such  obstruction  is  situated,  requiring  him 
so  to  do,  at  his  own  expense,  remove  such  building,  structure 
or  other  obstruction  from  said  street;  PROVIDED,  that  this 
Section  shall  not  apply  to  the  bases,  antis  or  columns  or  projec- 
ing  not  to  exceed  six  feet  in  or  to  corners  or  projections  placed 
at  least  ten  feet  above  the  top  of  the  sidewalk. 

Sec.  2.  Awnings,  when  desired,  shall  not  be  less  than 
ten  feet  above  the  top  of  the  sidewalk,  and  so  as  to  admit  of 
free  passage  from  the  sidewalk  into  the  roadway;  and  all  awn¬ 
ings  hereafter  erected  built  or  repaired,  shall  be  made  self- 
supporting.  No  awning,  shade  or  balcony  shall  extend  beyond 
the  line  of  the  curb,  or  edge  of  the  side  walk. 

Sec.  3  No  person  owning  or  occupying  any  building  or 
premises  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  or  maintain  or  suf¬ 
fer  upon  the  street  or  sidewalk  in  front  of  such  building  or 
premises,  any  sign  or  advertisement,  or  place  any  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  upon  the  sidewalk  by  way  of  show,  advertise¬ 
ment  or  otherwise,  except  the  same  be  placed  at  a  height  of 
not  less  than  nine  feet  clear  of  said  sidewalks  or  suspend  or 
cause  to  be  suspended,  maintain  or  suffer  over  the  street  be¬ 
yond  the  line  of  the  curb  in  front  of  srid  building  or  premises, 
any  sign,  advertisement  or  flag,  except  upon  holiday,  election 
days  and  days  of  public  parade  or  display. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed  on  any 
crosswalk,  sidewalk  or  street,  any  article  or 
thing  whatsoever  which  shall  obstruct  such  street 
or  sidewalk  for  a  longer  period  than  four  hours,  except 
as  provided  in  Section  3  of  this  ordinance;  PRO¬ 
VIDED,  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  merchandise  while 
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in  the  actual  course  of  receipt  or  delivery;  PROVIDED  FUR¬ 
THER,  that  wood  for  fuel  may  be  allowed  to  be  piled  and  re¬ 
main  in  the  street  in  such  manner  as  to  cause  the  least  ob¬ 
struction  to  public  travel,  not  to  exceed  forty-eight  hours  for 
each  cord  of  wood,  and  not  to  exceed  ten  days  in  the  aggregate, 
without  a  permit  from  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  approved 
by  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways,  which  said  per¬ 
mit  shall  specify  the  length  of  time.  This  section  shall  not  be 
deemed  to  affect  the  deposit  of  building  material  under  a  per¬ 
mit,  as  provided  by  ordinance  No.  177,  entitled,  “An  ordinance 
relating  to  the  use  of  streets  for  building  purposes  and  the 
removal  of  buildings.” 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  throw  into,  or  deposit  upon  any 
public  street,  highway  or  ground,  or  upon  any  private  premises 
or  anywhere,  except  as  in  such  places  as  may  be  designated  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  any  glass,  metal,  broken  ware, 
dirt,  rubbish,  garbage,  or  filth,  and  no  person  shall  carry  upon 
any  sidewalk  exposed  so  as  to  be  offensive  to  pedestrians  any 
rubbish,  garbage  or  filth. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  ride  or  drive  upon  any  sidewalk 
any  horse,  horses  or  vehicle  or  vehicles,  and  no  person  having 
charge  or  control  of  any  beast  of  burden  shall  intentionally 
cause  or  permit  the  same  to  stand  upon  any  street  crossing  or 
so  near  thereto  as  to  obstruct  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  owning  or  having  control  of  any  pre¬ 
mises  fronting  on  a  public  street  and  below  the  grade  thereof, 
shall,  within  five  days  after  notice  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  requiring  him  so  to  do,  at  his  own  expense,  erect  a 
suitable  barricade  up  the  inner  line  of  the  sidewalk  in  front 
of  such  premises. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  by  whom,  or  under  whose  immediate 
direction  or  by  whose  immediate  authority  as  principal  or  as 
contractor,  or  employe  any  portion  of  a  public  street  may  be 
made  dangerous  shall  erect,  and  so  long  as  the  danger  may 
continue,  maintain  around  the  portion  of  the  street  or  high¬ 
way,  so  made  dangerous  a  good  and  sufficient  barrier. 

Sec.  9.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordin¬ 
ance  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  be¬ 
fore  the  Police  Judge,  the  offender  or  offenders  shall  be  pun¬ 
ished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  twenty  days  for  each  and  every  offense. 

Sec.  10.  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in  con¬ 
flict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  LETTING  OF  CON¬ 
TRACTS  FOR  STREET  WORK. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  Whenever  the  Common  Council  shall  by  Ordin¬ 
ance  provide  for  the  time  and  manner  of  improving  any  street 
in  the  City  of  Astoria,  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public 
Ways  of  the  Common  Council  be  and  they  are  hereby  authori¬ 
zed  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  furnishing  the  material  and 
performing  the  labor  necessary  for  the  completion  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  improvement,  subject  to  the  restrictions  and  regulations 
hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  A  notice  of  receiving  bids  shall  be  published  not 
less  than  three  days  in  the  daily  newspaper  doing  the  city 
printing,  specifying  the  name  of  the  street,  the  part  thereof  to 
be  improved,  the  number  of  the  ordinance  providing  therefor, 
and  the  time  of  opening  bids.  No  bid  shall  be  received  after 
the  time  stated  in  the  notice  and  the  right  shall  be  reserved 
to  reject  any  and  all  bids. 

Sec.  3.  The  bids  must  specify  the  price  complete  for  con¬ 
struction,  including  grading,  woodwork  and  macadam  and 
sidewalks  in  front  of  each  block  and  crossing  bid  upon.  Each 
bid  shall  be  accompanied  by  an  undertaking  verified  by  two 
freeholders  in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to  the  effect 
that,  if  a  contract  be  awarded  to  such  bidder,  he  will  enter 
into  contract  and  give  security  for  its  faithful  performance 
within  forty-eight  hours  after  receiving  notice  of  such  award. 

Sec.  4.  As  soon  after  the  time  fixed  for  receiving  bids  as 
practicable,  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  shall 
open  the  same  and  report  the  same  to  the  Common  Council  at 
its  next  meeting  with  their  recommendations,  and  the  Council 
shall  consider  the  same,  and,  if  deemed  reasonable,  accept  the 
lowest  bid  by  motion  or  resolution,  and  thereupon  said  com¬ 
mittee  shall  be  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  into  contract 
with  such  bidder  for  the  construction  of  the  improvement. 

Sec.  5.  A  bid  offered  by  any  contractor  who  has  at  any 
time  before  taken  any  contract  from  the  city  and  failed  to  per¬ 
form  the  same  may  be  rejected.  Unless  the  amount  of  the  bonds 
to  be  given  by  the  contractor  undertaking  the  work  shall  be 
specified  in  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  time  and  manner 
of  improving  the  street,  the  contractor  shall  be  required  to  give 
bonds  in  the  sum  of  $200.00  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per¬ 
formance  of  the  contract. 

That  ordinance  No.  174  and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of 
ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  3192. 

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROTECT  THE  IMPROVED  STREETS 
AND  SIDEWALKS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm,  com¬ 
pany,  corporation  or  any  driver,  whether  owner  or  not,  to 
drive  any  wagon,  truck,  carriage,  automobile,  auto  truck  or 
any  other  vehicle,  or  to  ride  any  horse  over,  across  or  upon 
any  sidewalk  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  and  no  vehicle  herein 
enumerated  shall  be  operated  with  a  trailer,  except  when  the 
trailer  is  close  coupled  and  the  length  over  all  of  leader  and 
trailer  does  not  exceed  30  feet;  or  except  for  the  purpose  of 
hauling  poles,  long  structural  machinery  or  stage  scenery,  or 
when  the  trailer  is  a  disabled  motor  vehicle,  in  which  case  the 
two  vehicles  shall  not  be  more  than  15  feet  apart.  Every  trail¬ 
er  so  used  shall  be  in  charge  of  a  person  to  prevent  accidents 
and  shall  have  sufficient  signals  by  day  or  night  to  warn  the 
public  of  such  trailer. 

(The  above  section  is  as  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  4723, 
approved  the  8th  day  of  June,  1915. 

Section  2:  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  dig  any  trench,  ditch  or  to  make  any  other  exca¬ 
vation  in  or  upon  any  street  improved  by  macadamizing  the 
same  without  first  securing  from  the  Superintendent  of  streets 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  a  permit  so  to  do. 

Secion  3:  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  making  any 
ditch,  trench  or  other  excavation  in  or  upon  any  macadamized 
street  or  street  that  has  once  been  improved  by  placing  crushed 
rock  thereon,  shall  within  ten  days  from  the  time  the  ditch, 
trench  or  other  excavation  is  made  remove  all  dirt  excavated 
from  the  street  and  fill  the  trench,  ditch  or  other  excavation 
with  crushed  rock  which  shall  be  well  tamped  and  packed  so 
that  the  surface  of  ditch,  trench  or  other  excavation  when  so 
filled  will  be  upon  a  level  with  the  surrounding  street  as  im¬ 
proved,  provided  that  in  case  the  ditch,  trench  or  other  exca¬ 
vation  so  made  shall  be  more  than  two  feet  in  depth  below  the 
grade  of  the  street  the  same  may  be  filled  with  earth  to  within 
two  feet  of  the  surface  and  the  remainder  of  the  excavation 
filled  with  crushed  rock  to  conform  to  the  surface  of  the 
street  when  well  packed. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00 
nor  more  than  $50.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not 
less  than  two  days  nor  more  than  twenty  five  days  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  and  all  peace  officers  of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  see  that 
this  ordinance  is  enforced.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  2900. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  PREVENTION  AND 
REMOVAL  OF  OBSTRUCTIONS  TO  THE  STREETS  AND 
SIDEWALKS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  leave  upon 
the  streets  or  sidewalks  of  the  City  of  Astoria  for  a  greater 
period  than  twenty-four  hours  any  boxes,  wood,  coal,  lumber  or 
other  building  material,  or  any  other  obstruction  to  the  use  of 
any  street  or  sidewalk,  without  first  obtaining  permission  in 
writing  from  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  of 
the  Common  Council.  It  shall  also  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  leave  any  wagon,  cart,  buggy,  dray  or  other  vehicle  standing 
upon  any  improved  street  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  hours, 
or  leave  any  such  wagon,  cart,  buggy  or  dray  when  not  being 
used  standing  upon  any  street  of  the  City  of  Astoria  in  the 
night  time. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  boxes, 
wood,  coal,  lumber  or  other  building  material,  or  any  other 
obstruction  to  the  use  of  any  street,  or  the  owner  of  any  wagon, 
cart,  hack,  buggy,  dray  or  other  vehicle,  and  likewise  the 
occupant  of  any  real  estate  adjacent  to  that  part  of  the  street 
or  sidewalk  upon  which  there  is  any  of  the  obstructions  men¬ 
tioned  in  section  1,  of  this  Ordinance,  to  remove  the  same 
within  twenty  four  hours  after  being  served  with  written  notice 
so  to  do  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria;  provided,  that  nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall 
be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  punishment  any  person  for  viola¬ 
ting  section  1  of  this  Ordinance  prior  to  the  service  of  said 
notice  to  remove  such  obstruction. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner  and  also  of  the 
occupant  of  any  lot  or  premises  to  remove  from  that  portoin  of 
the  street  or  sidewalk  which  is  adjacent  to  said  lot  or  premises, 
all  snow,  ice  and  earth  thereon  within  twenty  four  hours  after 
being  given  written  notice  so  to  do  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets;  provided  that  this  section  shall  only  apply  to  improved 
streets. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  police  Court  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Five 
Dollars  nor  more  than  One  Hundred  Dollars,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  Jail  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  fifty 
days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

That  Ordinance  No.  1782  and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of 
ordinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROTECT  THE  IMPROVED  STREETS 
AND  SIDEWALKS  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1:  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  drive 
any  wagon,  dray  truck,  carriage  or  other  vehicle  or  to  ride 
any  horse  over,  across  or  upon  any  side  walk  of  the  City  of 
Astoria. 

Section  2:  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  to  dig  any  trench,  ditch  or  to  make  any  other  exca¬ 
vation  in  or  upon  any  street  improved  by  macadamizing  the 
same  without  first  securing  from  the  Superintendent  of  streets 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  a  permit  so  to  do. 

Secion  3:  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  making  any 
ditch,  trench  or  other  excavation  in  or  upon  any  macadamized 
street  or  street  that  has  once  been  improved  by  placing  crushed 
rock  thereon,  shall  within  ten  days  from  the  time  the  ditch, 
trench  or  other  excavation  is  made  remove  all  dirt  excavated 
from  the  street  and  fill  the  trench,  ditch  or  other  excavation 
with  crushed  rock  which  shall  be  well  tamped  and  packed  so 
that  the  surface  of  ditch,  trench  or  other  excavation  when  so 
filled  will  be  upon  a  level  with  the  surrounding  street  as  im¬ 
proved,  provided  that  in  case  the  ditch,  trench  or  other  exca¬ 
vation  so  made  shall  be  more  than  two  feet  in  depth  below  the 
grade  of  the  street  the  same  may  be  filled  with  earth  to  within 
two  feet  of  the  surface  and  the  remainder  of  the  excavation 
filled  with  crushed  rock  to  conform  to  the  surface  of  the 
street  when  well  packed. 

Section  4:  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Five 
dollars  nor  more  than  Fifty  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  not 
less  than  two  days  nor  more  than  twenty  five  days  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  5:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
streets  and  all  peace  officers  of  the  City  of  Astoria  to  see  that 
this  ordinance  is  enforced.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  REMOVAL  OF  OR  IN¬

FORE  OR  HEREAFTER  PLACED  IN  POSIT  lON  BY  THE 
CITY  SURVEYOR. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1:  That  it  is  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any  per¬ 
son  to  remove,  change,  destroy  or  interfere  with  any  grade 
stakes,  monuments  or  bench  marks  hereafter  or  heretofore 
placed  in  position  by  the  City  Surveyor  or  any  one  in  his  em¬ 
ploy  for  the  purpose  of  marking  and  designating  the  grade  of 
any  street,  alley,  park  or  other  public  property. 

Section  2:  That  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  Section  1  of  this  Ordinance  upon  conviction  thereof  in 
the  Police  Court  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$25.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
City  Jail  not  less  than  12  days  or  more  than  100  days,  for 
each  offense.

ORDINANCE  NO.  4405. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  USE  OF  ANY  INSTRU¬ 
MENT  UPON  VEHICLES  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  GIV¬ 
ING  A  WARNING,  WHICH  SHALL  PRODUCE  AN  UN¬ 
USUALLY  LOUD,  ANNOYING  OR  DISTRESSING  SOUND 
AND  PROVIDING  FOR  A  PUNISHMENT  FOR  VIOLATION 
THEREOF. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1:  It  shall  he,  and  is  hereby  declared  unlawful 
for  any  person  oper  ating  any  bicycle,  tricycle,  velocipede, 
motorcycle,  automobile  or  any  other  riding  machine  or  horse¬ 
less  vehicles,  or  any  vehicle  whatsoever,  to  use  thereon  while 
travelling  through  the  public  streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
any  instrument  or  appliance  whatsoever  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  a  warning,  which  shall  produce  a  sound  of  unusually 
loud,  annoying  or  distressing  character  or  such  that  will  tend 
to  frighten  pedestrians  or  animals,  it  being  the  intention  of 
this  section  to  prohibit  the  use  of  so  called  “sirens”  or  similar 
instruments  or  appliances  for  the  purpose  of  producing  un¬ 
usually  loud  or  annoying  or  distressing  sounds.  Provided,  how¬ 
ever,  that  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  employees  of  the 
Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  operating  fire  appara¬ 
tus  or  vehicles  from  using  on  such  apparatus  or  vehicles,  such 
instruments  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  purpose  of  giving  warning  of  the  ap¬ 
proach  of  such  fire  apparatus  or  vehicle. 

Section  2:  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than 
$2.00  nor  more  than  $100.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City 
Jail  not  less  than  one  day  nor  more  than  fifty  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment.

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  ESTABLISH  A  BASE  OF  GRADES  FOR 
THE  STREETS  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  People  of  the  Town  of  Astoria  do  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  low  water  line  which  is  14  and  98  hun¬ 
dreds  feet  below  the  stone  water  table  at  the  northeast  corner 
of  the  Astoria  custom  house  be  and  is  hereby  established  as 
the  base  of  grades  for  the  streets  of  the  Town  of  Astoria. 

Passed  the  Board  of  Trustees  June  24,  1872. 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  2580. 


AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  UNTO  MARTIN  FOARD, 
FRANK  R.  STOKES  AND  CHARLES  H.  PAGE,  THEIR 
SUCCESSORS  AND  ASSIGNS,  THE  PRIVILEGE,  RIGHT 
AND  FRANCHISE  TO  CONSTRUCT,  OPERATE  AND 
MAINTAIN  STREET  RAILWAYS  IN  THE  CITY  OF  AS¬ 
TORIA,  CLATSOP  COUNTY,  OREGON. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  permission,  franchise,  right  and  authority 
be  and  are  hereby  granted  unto  Martin  Foard,  Frank  R. 
Stokes  and  Charles  H.  Page,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
hereinafter  called  the  grantee  to  construct,  operate  and  main¬ 
tain  with  electricity,  counterbalance,  cable,  compressed  air  or 
other  modern  methods  other  than  steam  or  animal  power,  a 
street  railway  line  or  lines,  with  the  necessary  switches,  turn¬ 
outs,  turn  tables  and  appurtenances  on  the  following  named 
public  streets,  highways  and  alleys,  within  the  limits  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  to-wit.  Commencing 
on  Taylor  avenue  at  its  intersection  with  Ilwaco  avenue,  and 
running  thence  along  Taylor  avenue  to  its  intersection  with 
Bond  street;  thence  along  Bond  street  to  its  intersection  with 
Sixth  street;  thence  along  Sixth  street  to  its  intersection  with 
Commercial  street;  thence  along  Commercial  street  to  its  in¬ 
tersection  with  Twenty-third  street,  thence  along  Twenty- 
third  Street  to  its  intersection  with  Twenty- 
sixth  street  and  Franklin  avenue;  thence  along  Frank¬ 
lin  avenue  to  its  intersection  with  Thirty-sixth  street;  thence 
along  Thirty-sixth  street  to  its  intersection  with  Duane  street; 
thence  along  Duane  street  to  its  intersection  with  Thirty- 
seventh  street;  thence  along  Thirty-seventh  street  to  its  in¬ 
tersection  with  Commercial  street;  thence  along  Commercial 
street  to  its  intersection  with  Thirty-eight  street;  thence  along 
Thirty-eight  street  to  its  intersection  with  the  alley-way  run¬ 
ning  through  blocks  two,  three,  four  and  five  in  Adair’s  As¬ 
toria;  thence  along  said  alley-way  running  through  blocks 
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two,  three,  four  and  five  in  Adair’s  Astoria  to  its  intersection 
with  Forty-second  street  thence  along  Forty-second  street  to 
its  intersection  with  Bond  street,  thence  along  Bond  street  to 
its  intersection  with  Forty-fifth  street.  Also  commencing  at  the 
intersection  of  Sixth  and  Bond  streets,  and  running  thence 
along  Bond  street  to  its  intersection  with  Fourteenth  street; 
thence  along  Fourteenth  street  to  its  intersection  with  Com¬ 
mercial  street.  Also  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Com¬ 
mercial  street  with  Eighteenth  street,  thence  running  along 
Eighteenth  street  to  its  intersection  with  Exchange  street; 
thence  along  Exchange  street  to  its  intersection  with  Twenty- 
third  street.  Also  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  Frank¬ 
lin  avenue  with  Thirty-fifth  street;  thence  along  Thirty-fifth 
street  to  its  intersection  with  Duane  street;  thence  along 
Duane  street  to  its  intersection  with  Thirty-sixth  street.  Also 
commencing  at  the  westerly  terminus  of  Astor  street;  and  run¬ 
ning  thence  along  Astor  street  to  its  intersection  with  Sixth 
street;  thence  along  Sixth  street  to  intersection  with  Bond 
street.  Said  lines  to  be  a  continuous  connected  right-of-way, 
and  to  extend  so  as  to  connect  with  each  other  at  the  points 
above  named  for  a  period  of  seventy-five  years  from  the  date 
of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  subject  to  the  conditions,  pro¬ 
visions,  limitations  and  forfeitures  hereinafter  expressed. 

Sec.  2.  The  track  of  said  railway  or  railways  shall  be  a 
single  line  of  track,  with  the  necessary  switches,  turnouts, 
cross-overs  and  turntables,  on  streets  running  east  and  west, 
and  may  be  single  or  double,  on  streets  running  north  and 
south;  and  they  shall  be  laid  graded  and  located,  as  directed 
by  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  All  street  rail¬ 
ways  so  constructed  shall  not  be  wider  than  the  standard 
guage,  and  where  double  tracks  are  constructed,  there  shall 
not  be  more  than  six  feet  between  the  inner  rails. 

The  grantees  of  this  franchise,  their  successors  or  assigns 
shall,  and  at  their  own  expense,  improve  the  streets  or  portions 
of  streets  over  which  any  street  railway  track  shall  be  laid  or 
operated  between  the  outer  rails  of  said  track  or  tracks  and 
for  one  foot  on  each  side  of  said  outer  rails  in  the  same  man¬ 
ner  as  the  streets  shall  be  improved  by  the  City  of  Astoria. 
Further,  that  the  grantees  of  this  franchise  their  successors 
and  assigns  shall  reimprove  and  repair  the  streets  or  por¬ 
tions  of  streets  over  which  any  street  railway  track  shall  be 
laid  or  operated  between  the  outer  rails  of  said  track  or  tracks 
and  for  one  foot  on  each  side  of  said  outer  rail,  at  their  own 
expense,  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  streets  shall  be  reim¬ 
proved  or  repaired  by  the  City  of  Astoria.  That  the  foregoing 
reimprovements  and  repairs  shall  include  renewals  and  re¬ 
pairs,  by  grading,  planking  and  paving,  or  other  method,  but. 
tn  case  of  elevated  roadways  of  piling,  underpinning  or  other 
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sub-structure,  shall  not  consist  of  renewals  or  repairs  to  the 
capping,  piling,  underpinning  or  other  sub-structure  of  said 
elevated  roadways.  A  failure  by  the  grantees,  their  successors 
or  assigns,  to  comply  with  the  conditions  and  provisions  of 
this  section,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  this  franchise. 

Sec.  3.  This  franchise  is  granted  upon  the  express  con¬ 
dition  that  the  grantees  thereof,  their  successors,  or  assigns, 
shall  construct  and  operate  street  railways  upon  all  the  streets 
or  portions  of  streets  hereinbefore  designated,  throughout  the 
entire  length  thereof,  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  and  in  case  the  grantees  of  this 
franchise,  or  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  fail  to  so  con¬ 
struct  and  operate  street  railways,  throughout  the  entire  length 
of  each  and  every  one  of  the  said  streets  or  portions  of  streets 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  strictly  within  said  time,  all  rights 
and  privileges  under  this  ordinance  shall  ipso  facto  cease  and 
determine  and  become  null  and  void,  as  to  such  portion  of 
said  street  or  streets  upon  which,  at  the  expiration  of  said  two 
years,  the  grantees  of  this  franchise,  their  successors  or  as¬ 
signs,  have  not  constructed  and  are  not  operating  street  rail¬ 
ways;  PROVIDED,  however,  that  the  acquisition  of  a  street 
railway  constructed  by  other  parties,  as  in  the  following  sec¬ 
tion  provided,  and  the  operation  thereof  by  the  grantees  of 
this  franchise,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  deemed  a 
construction  and  operation  thereof,  within  the  meaning  of  this 
section. 

That  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  and  perpetuating  the 
evidence  as  to  the  streets  and  portions  of  streets,  upon  which 
the  grantees  of  this  franchise,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
have  constructed  and  are  operating  street  railways  upon,  at 
the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance,  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  of 
the  Common  Council,  the  City  Surveyor  and  the  Street  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Streets  of  said  City  shall  file  with  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  of  said  city  a  report,  stating  in  detail  the 
streets  or  portions  of  streets  upon  which  the  grantees  of  this 
franchise,  their  successor  or  assigns,  have  constructed  and  are 
operating  street  railways;  and  upon  the  adoption  of  said  re¬ 
port  by  the  Common  Council  of  said  city,  the  same  shall  be  con¬ 
clusive  evidence  of  all  streets  and  portions  of  streets  upon 
which  said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  have  con¬ 
structed  and  are  operating  street  railways,  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  ordinance,  within  said  two  years. 

Sec.  4  This  franchise  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
herein  given  are  granted  upon  the  conditions  that  said  grantees 
ctheir  successors  or  assigns  shall  acquire  and  absolutely  own  and 
operate  the  present  street  car  line  (Now  operated  in  the  City  of 
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Astoria  by  George  C.  Hollister,  and  heretofore  owned  and  oper¬ 
ated  by  the  Astoria  Street  Railway  Co.),  on  or  before  three 
months  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and 
shall  also  within  said  time  acquire  all  rights  and  privileges 
granted  under  the  following  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
to-wit:  Ordinance  No.  1021,  entitled,  “An  ordinance  grant¬ 

ing  a  franchise  for  a  street  railway  to  J.  W.  Conn  and  F.  W 
Newell,  or  assigns,  “approved  Nov.  9,  1887,  Ordinance  No. 
1038,  entitled  “An  ordinance  granting  the  Astoria  Street  Rail¬ 
way  Company  the  privilege  to  build  and  extend  said  street 
railway  over  Water  street  from  its  intersection  with  West 
Sixth  street  to  its  intersection  with  West  Fifth 
street  and  thence  along  west  Fifth  Street  to  its  inter¬ 
section  with  Cedar  street,”  approved  April  26,  1888; 

Ordinance  No.  1156,  entitled,  “An  ordinance  granting  a  fran¬ 
chise  for  a  street  railway  to  J.  W.  Conn  and  F.  W.  Newell  or 
assigns,”  approved  February  6,  1890;  Ordinance  No.  1491, 
entitled,  “An  ordinance  granting  Astoria  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  or  assigns  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
poles  and  wires  for  the  conveyance  of  electric  currents,”  ap¬ 
proved  September  2,  1891;  and  ordinance  No.  1491,  entitled, 
“An  ordinance  granting  unto  the  Astoria  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  or  assigns,  the  right  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate 
poles  and  wires  for  the  conveyance  of  electric  currents,”  which 
last  mntioned  ordinance  was  approved  December  8,  1891; 
and  make  and  execute  and  deliver  unto  the  City  of  Astoria  a 
waiver  of  all  rights  and  privileges  under  each  of  the  following 
of  the  above  named  ordinances,  to-wit:  Ordinance  No.  1012, 
1038,  1156,  and  1491,  as  approved  September  2,  1891,  and  con¬ 
sent  to  the  repeal  thereof  and  accept  the  provision  of  this 
ordinance  in  lieu  ttereof.  That  said  ordinance  No.  1012, 
1038,  1156,  and  1491,  as  approved  September  2,  1891,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed.  Said  grantees  of  this  franchise, 
their  successors  or  assigns,  are  further  required  to  construct  at 
the  eastern  terminus  of  the  present  street  car  line,  within  one 
year  after  they  shall  have  acquired  the  same,  at  least  one-half 
a  mile  of  car  line,  and  extend  said  car  line  that  distance  from 
said  eastern  terminus  easterly,  and  thereafter  operate  the  cars 
thereover  within  the  time  in  this  ordinance  required;  also 
within  one  year  from  the  date  they  shall  have  acquired  the 
same,  to  extend  the  present  car  line  a  distance  of  at  least  one- 
half  a  mile  westerly  from  the  intersection  of  Sixth  and  Bond 
streets  in  said  City  and  to  operate  thereover  the  cars  as  in  this 
ordinance  provided.  A  failure  to  acquire  said  street  car  line 
as  aforesaid,  or  to  secure  and  surrender  under  said  franchise 
as  aforesaid,  or  to  make  the  said  extension  aforesaid,  within 
said  time  therefor  provided  and  to  operate  the  cars  thereon, 
unavoidable  accidents  excepted,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted,  and  this  ordinance 
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shall  be  null  and  void  and  of  no  force  and  effect.  Upon  ac¬ 
quiring  by  said  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns, 
said  Street  railway  within  the  time  aforesaid,  then  it  is  the  in¬ 
tention  to  and  this  ordinance  does  grant  unto  said  grantees, 
their  successors  or  assigns,  the  right,  privilege  and  franchise  to 
operate  and  maintain  said  present  line  of  street  railway  anc 
said  extensions  for  the  period  of  seventy-five  years  from  the 
date  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  the  same  as  if  the  present 
railway  had  been  originally  constructed  under  this  ordinance, 
subject,  however,  to  the  provisions  and  conditions  herein  ex¬ 
pressed.  Said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  are  re¬ 
quired  to  run  cars  over  the  entire  line  of  railway  by  them  con- 
stucted  or  purchased  or  acquired  under  this  ordinance  includ¬ 
ing  the  present  street  car  line  and  extensions  thereto,  within 
the  time  and  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  ana  in  case  the 
said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall  fail  to  operate 
any  part  or  any  portion  of  said  line  by  them  constructed  or 
owned,  for  the  period  of  twenty  consecutive  days,  (Accidents 
or  causualities  which  reasonable  foresight  could  not  prevent, 
excepted,)  then  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  granted  upon 
such  portion  of  such  street  or  streets  not  so  operated  afore¬ 
said  shall  be  forfeited  and  all  rights  under  this  ordinance 
thereon  shall  be  declared  null  and  void  without  any  act  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  or  Common  Council  thereof,  whether  said  omis¬ 
sion  or  neglect  shall  occur  or  take  place  prior  or  subsequent 
to  said  period  of  two  years  mentioned  in  Section  2  of  this  or¬ 
dinance. 

Sec.  5.  All  rights  and  privileges  under  this  ordinance 
are  granted  upon  condition  that  said  grantees,  their  successors 
or  assigns  shall  transport  free  of  charge  upon  all  passenger 
cars  operated  hereunder,  all  officers  of  the  police  and  fire  de¬ 
partment  of  said  city,  and  Superintendent  of  Streets  when 
travelling  upon  official  business. 

Sec.  6.  The  tracks  of  said  street  railway  shall  be  laid  in 
the  middle  of  the  streets,  as  nearly  as  possible,  except  at  such 
points  where  switches  or  turnouts  make  it  impossible,  and  ex¬ 
cept  also  upon  and  along  that  certain  alley-way  running  thru 
blocks  two,  three,  four,  and  five,  in  Adair’s  Astoria,  where  the 
same  shall  be  laid  upon  the  side  of  the  alley-way.  The  rails 
shall  be  laid  upon  stringers  ties  or  planks,  and  on  a  level  with 
the  surface  of  the  street  and  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  least 
incommode  the  public  in  the  use  of  said  streets. 

Sec.  7.  That  streets  over  which  said  railway  line  shall 
run,  between  the  rails  and  one  foot  on  each  side  thereof,  shall 
be  kept  in  good  repair  by  the  owners  of  said  railway  in  such 
manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Astoria. 
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Sec.  8.  That  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  rail¬ 
way,  no  greater  distance  than  length  of  one  block  shall  be 
obstructed  at  any  one  time,  nor  for  a  longer  period  than  ten 
consecutive  days,  without  permission  in  writing  being  first  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Common  Council  or  Committee  on  Streets  anc 
Public  Ways.  That  whenever  in  the  course  of  repairing  or 
improving  any  street  it  shall  become  necessary  to  move  any  of 
the  poles  or  wires  belonging  to  said  street  railway,  the  same 
shall  be  moved  by  the  owners  or  operators  of  said  street  rail¬ 
way  at  their  own  expense. 

Sec.  9  The  cars  shall  run  between  the  hours  of  6  a.  m. 
and  11  p.  m.  of  each  day,  except  Sundays,  and  between  the 
hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  11  p.  m.  on  Sundays,  and  as  often  as 
once  in  every  twenty  minutes  in  the  same  direction,  in  the 
business  and  thickly  settled  portions  of  the  city,  which  por¬ 
tion  the  council  reserves  the  right  to  designate,  but  on  the 
line  of  said  railway  outside  of  the  business  and  thickly  settled 
portions  of  the  town  at  such  time  as  the  council  may  designate., 
not  to  exceed,  however,  every  twenty  minutes. 

Sec.  10.  Said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
pay  unto  the  City  of  Astoria,  as  compensation  or  license,  thirty 
dollars  per  annum  for  each  motor  passenger  car  and  freight 
car  producing  a  revenue  or  operated  for  hire,  upon  such  street 
railway  at  any  time  during  each  year,  which  said  license  shall 
be  paid  annually,  and  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  31st  day 
of  each  December  following  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  and 
said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  or  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  operating  such  street  cars  shall  cause  each  to  be 
plainly  numbered  or  lettered  with  a  separate  number  or  letter, 
which  numbers  or  letters  shall  be  at  all  times  displayed  upon 
each  car  operated. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  on  any  line 
of  railway  constructed  or  acquired  under  this  ordinance,  or 
operated  thereunder  shall  not  be  over  five  cents  for  each  per¬ 
son  on  any  one  route,  and  a  route  shall  be  construed  to  be  a 
continuous  passage  one  way  from  any  point  in  any  part  of  the 
city  to  any  other  point  in  said  city  where  cars  shall  run,  and 
transfers  must  be  given  by  said  railway  operators  from  one 
line  to  another  so  as  to  make  one  continuous  passage  for  the 
said  five  cent  fare  going  one  way. 

Sec.  12.  The  cars  used  upon  the  said  railway  shall  be  of 
the  most  approved  construction  for  comfort,  safety  and  con¬ 
venience  of  passengers  and  shall  be  equipped  with  all  modern 
and  latest  appliances  for  operating  the  same  with  the  latest 
and  most  approved  brake  and  other  appliances  for  stopping 
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when  required.  They  shall  be  drawn  by  cable  or  propelled  by 
electricity  or  counter-balance  or  compressed  air  or  other  mod¬ 
ern  method  and  not  otherwise,  except  in  case  of  necessity  by 
horse  power  or  steam  after  being  authorized  by  ordinance. 
The  greatest  speed  shall  not  exceed  fifteen  miles  per  hour  and 
no  car  shall  at  any  time  be  authorized  to  remain  or  stop  still 
upon  the  intersection  of  streets,  and  any  violation  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  subject  the  owners,  operators  or  persons  having 
charge  of  such  cars  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for 
each  and  every  offense,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  twenty- 
five  days  or  both.  The  rails  to  be  used  for  such  railway  con¬ 
structed  or  operated  under  this  ordinance  shall  be  first-class 
iron  steel  and  of  the  best  and  most  approved  pattern  now  in 
use  for  street  railways,  or  which  shall  be  the  most  approved 
pattern  when  laid  down. 

Sec.  13.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  nor  any  of  the  pri¬ 
vileges  herein  granted  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  muni¬ 
cipal  authorities  of  the  City  of  Astoria  from  changing  the 
grade  on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City,  or  from  grading,  pav¬ 
ing,  sewering,  planking,  macadamizing,  improving  or  altering 
or  repairing  any  of  the  streets  in  said  city  over  or  upon  which 
the  line  of  railway  may  be  constructed,  or  in  the  course  of  con¬ 
struction  or  otherwise,  The  owners  of  such  railway,  when  it 
becomes  necessary  in  the  improvement  of  any  street  shall  shift 
the  rails  so  as  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  the  obstruction  of 
any  street  during  the  progress  of  that  street  repairing  improving 
or  altering,  and  whenever  the  owner  of  said  railway  or  opera¬ 
tor  thereof  shall  make  an  excavation  in  or  move  the  planking 
paving  or  covering  from  any  street  within  the  said  city,  care 
shall  be  taken  by  such  owner  or  operator  of  such  line  not  to 
disturb  or  injure  any  gas  or  water  mains,  and  any  and  all 
damage  done  thereto  shall  be  paid  by  such  owner  or  operator^ 
and  they,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be  liable  therefor;  and  all 
streets  shall  be  placed  in  as  good  condition  after  the  making  of 
excavation  therein  or  after  the  moving  of  any  planking  or 
covering  thereof,  as  the  same  were  prior  thereto,  all  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  such  owner  or  operator,  and  such  owner  or  operators 
shall  hold  the  city  safe  and  harmless  from  any  and  all  damage 
of  loss  sustained  by  any  and  all  persons  or  property  from  any 
of  the  causes  herein  enumerated,  and  in  case  any  person  de¬ 
sires  to  move  any  building  over,  along  or  across  any  street  in 
this  city,  over  which  are  constructed  wires  or  appliances  for 
operating  any  car  line  or  any  other  purpose  herein  before 
enumerated,  such  person  moving  such  building  must  pay  the 
owner  of  such  wires  and  appliances  the  damage  caused  thereto 
by  such  building  for  removal  and  repairing  such  lines  directly 
caused  by  such  buildings,  said  buildings  shall  be  moved  at  such 
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times  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  hereafter  provided  by  or¬ 
dinance  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  or  persons  shall  obstruct  the  railway 
herein  provided  for,  either  during  the  construction  or  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  same,  except  as  may  be  authorized  by  ordinance  of 
the  City  of  Astoria;  nor  shall  any  person  or  persons  carelessly, 
wilfully  or  otherwise  violate  the  foregoing  provision.  No  per¬ 
son  shall  insult,  abuse  or  maltreat  any  conductor  of  the  rail¬ 
way  herein  provided  for,  or  any  passenger  thereon  or  use  any 
opprobious  or  abusive  language  while  traveling  upon  any  car. 
Any  person,  upon  conviction  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  twenty 
days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  No  conductor  or 
employee  of  the  railway  herein  provided  for.  or  any  person 
operating  the  same,  or  passenger  thereon,  or  other  person  on 
or  about  the  car  belonging  thereto  shall  use  offensive,  inde¬ 
cent,  opprobious  or  indecent  language,  insult  or  maltreat,  or 
abuse  any  passenger  on  any  car.  That  any  person  upon  con¬ 
viction  of  a  violation  of  this  provision  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  days 
or  both. 

Sec.  15  All  rights  under  this  franchise  granted  shall  be 
used  and  exercised  under  such  police  rules,  regulations  and 
restrictions  as  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall 
from  time  to  time  prescribe  by  ordinance. 

Sec.  16.  Within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  the  passage 
of  this  ordinance  the  grantees  of  this  franchise  shall  file  with 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  their  written  acceptance  thereof. 

Sec.  17.  A  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  except  in  case  where  a  forfeiture  is  expressly  provided 
for  by  the  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns,  or  any  per¬ 
son  or  persons  operating  street  cars  under  them,  shall  subject 
said  grantees,  their  successors  or  assigns  or  any  person  or 
persons  operating  street  cars  under  them,  upon  conviction 
thereof  in  the  police  court  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  to  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  or  impri¬ 
sonment  in  the  City  jail  for  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  days.

AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  TO  THE  ASTORIA  &  COLUM¬ 
BIA  RIVER  RAILROAD  COMPANY  A  RIGHT  OF  WAY  ON, 
OVER,  ACROSS,  AND  UPON  CERTAIN  STREETS  IN  THE 
CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  Astoria  &  Columbia  River  Railroad 
Company  be  and  it  is  hereby  granted  the  right  and  privilege 
of  building,  maintaining  and  operating  one  or  more  lines  of 
standard  guage  railroad  upon,  over,  along  and  across  a  strip 
of  land  and  water  fifty  feet  wide  from  the  eastern  limits  of 
this  city  to  the  western  limits  thereof,  the  center  line  of  which 
strip  of  land  and  water  is  the  line  now  surveyed  and  located 
and  marked  by  said  company  as  and  for  its  railroad  line 
through  this  city,  and  which  line  extends  along,  in  front  of 
and  near  to  the  shore  of  the  Columbia  river;  and  also  where 
said  line  crosses  any  street  or  streets  of  this  city  which  run 
north  and  south  from  the  Columbia  river,  the  right  to  continue, 
construct,  operate  and  maintain  such  line  or  lines  of  railroad 
over,  across  and  upon  such  street  or  streets  at  any  and  all 
points  within  twrenty-five  feet  of  each  side  of  center  line  so 
surveyed  and  located;  and  also  the  right  of  building,  main¬ 
taining  and  operating  switches  and  side  tracks  in  connection 
with  said  proposed  railroad  line  or  lines  across  (but  not  length¬ 
wise  upon)  all  or  any  of  such  streets;  and  also  the  right  and 
privilege  of  building,  maintaining  and  operating  a  telegraph 
line  or  lines  upon,  over,  along  and  across  all  or  any  of  the 
streets  of  this  city,  together  with  the  right  or  privilege  of  using 
said  streets,  city  property  or  frontage  within  the  limits  and  li¬ 
mitations  hereinafter  designated  as  a  right  of  way  for  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  freight  and  passengers,  and  for  the  purposes  here¬ 
inbefore  stated. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  railroad,  inclusive  of  switches  and  side¬ 
tracks,  shall  not  be  constructed  above  or  below  the  established 
grade  of  the  street  or  streets  where  the  same  are  traversed  or 
crossed  by  said  railroad  switches  and  side  tracks;  that  when¬ 
ever  any  street  or  portion  of  street  is  used  or  occupied  by  said 
railroad,  switches  and  side  tracks  shall  be  ordered  improved 
by  said  city,  the  said  railroad  company  shall  improve,  at  its 
own  expense,  the  said  portion  of  said  street  and  thereafter 
maintain  same  in  repair  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  the 
improvement  of  such  street,  so  much  thereof  as  shall  be  includ¬ 
ed  between  the  rails  of  said  railroad  and  within  an  area  of 
three  feet  wide  on  each  side  of  said  rails  on  the  outside  of  the 
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track  except  at  the  crossings  of  cross  streets,  those  running 
north  and  south  to  ship’s  channel,  at  which  place  said  railroad 
company  shall  improve  said  cross  streets  within  the  boundary 
lines  of  this  franchise  whenever  the  said  cross  streets  shall  be 
improved  by  the  said  city  to  the  boundary  lines  of  the  franchise 
hereby  granted. 

Sec.  3.  That  there  shall  be  paid  unto  said  city  by  said 
railroad  company,  or  the  corporation  or  person  owning,  oper¬ 
ating  or  managing  said  railroad  for  the  rights  and  privileges 
hereinbefore  mentioned  or  any  part  of  the  same  that  may  be 
enjoyed,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable 
on  the  first  day  of  January  of  each  year  after  said  road  shall 
have  been  constructed. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Council  and  City  reserves  the  right  to  reg¬ 
ulate  by  ordinance  the  speed  of  cars  and  locomotives  run 
upon  said  railroad  at  any  time  within  the  limits  of  said  city 
and  to  enact  such  ordinances  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  to 
prevent  the  unreasonable  blocking  or  obstruction  of  streets  by 
trains  or  cars  or  otherwise,  to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  re¬ 
venue  to  said  city  hereinbefore  mentioned,  to  enforce  the  keep^ 
ing  of  said  proposed  railroad  in  repair,  to  regulate  the  hanging 
and  maintaining  of  said  telegraph  line;  and  any  other  reason¬ 
able  ordinances  regulating  the  maintenance  and  operation  of 
said  railroad  and  telegraph  line,  and  the  use  and  enjoyment 
of  said  rights  of  way  and  privileges  in  the  exercise  of  the  police, 
powers  of  said  city. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  rights  and  privileges  hereinbefore 
mentioned  are  granted  upon  the  condition  (as  to  said  proposed 
railroad)  that  said  railroad  will  be  constructed  and  in  opera¬ 
tion  upon  the  said  right  of  way  therefor  on  or  before  June  1, 
1898,  and  if  it  is  not  built  and  in  operation  through  said  city 
upon  said  right  of  way  by  said  time  said  rights  and  privileges, 
so  far  as  it  relates  to  any  street,  city  property  or  frontage  then 
unoccupied  or  unused  by  or  for  a  railroad,  will  be  revocable  at 
the  option  of  the  said  city  or  the  Common  Council  thereof,  and 
upon  the  condition  (as  to  said  proposed  telegraph  line)  that 
said  right  or  privilege  to  construct  a  telegraph  line  will  be  re¬ 
vocable  as  to  any  street  or  part  of  street  upon  which  said  com¬ 
pany  will  not  have  a  telegraph  line  in  operation  by  the  1st  day 
of  June,  1898.

LIGHT  COMPANY,  ITS  SUCCESSORS  AND  ASSIGNS,  THE 
RIGHT,  PRIVILEGE  AND  FRANCHISE  TO  CONSTRUCT, 
OPERATE  AND  MAINTAIN  A  STREET  RAILWAY  UPON 
CERTAIN  STREETS,  HIGHWAYS  AND  PUBLIC  PLACES 
IN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA,  CLATSOP  COUNTY,  OREGON. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  there  is  hereby  granted  to  PACIFIC  POWER 
AND  LIGHT  COMPANY,  a  corporation,  its  successors  and  as¬ 
signs,  the  right,  privilege  and  franchise  for  the  term  of  thirty 
years,  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  an  electric  street 
railway  line  or  lines  together  with  switches,  turnouts,  poles, 
wires,  conduits,  supports,  and  other  appurtenances,  in,  upon, 
over,  across  and  along  the  following  named  public  streets, 
highways,  and  public  places  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of 
Astoria,  Clatsop  County,  State  of  Oregon,  to-wit: 

Commencing  at  a  point  on  Bond  Street,  at  or  near  its  in¬ 
tersection  with  Forty-fifth  Street;  thence  easterly  along  said 
Bond  Street,  to  Date  Street;  thence  Easterly,  over,  upon  and 
along  said  Date  Street,  to  Fifty-second  Street;  thence  over, 
upon  and  along  the  Street  as  located  diagonally  over,  upon  and 
across  Block  No.  Twenty-two  (22),  Alderbrook  Addition,  to 
Cedar  Street;  thence  over,  upon  and  along  said  Cedar  Street 
to  Fifty-fourth  Street;  thence  Northerly  along  said  Fifty- 
fourth  Street  to  Birch  Street;  also 

Commencing  at  a  point  on  Bond  Street,  at  or  near  its 
junction  with  Columbia  Avenue  and  Taylor  Avenue,  said  point 
being  the  present  terminal  point  of  the  Grantee’s  electric  street 
railway;  thence  Southerly,  over,  upon  and  along  said  Columbia 
Avenue,  to  Alameda  Avenue;  thence  Westerly,  over,  upon  and 
along  said  Alameda  Avenue,  as  said  avenue  is  located  over  and 
across  Taylor’s  Astoria  to  an  intersection  with  Nrngara  Avenue, 
as  located  through  said  Taylor’s  Astoria,  to  the  Easterly  limits 
of  said  Taylor’s  Astoria;  thence  Easterly,  along  Niagara  Aven¬ 
ue,  known  also  as  Summit  Avenue,  to  Sixteenth  Street. 

Sec.  2.  The  track  of  said  street  railway  may  be  single 
or  double,  with  the  necesoary  switches,  turnouts  and  cross¬ 
overs,  and  shall  be  located,  laid  and  constructed  under  the 
supervision  of  the  proper  officers  of  the  City  of  Astoria.  All 
tracks  of  said  street  railway  so  constructed  shall  not  be  wider 
than  standard  gauge,  and  where  double  tracks  are  constructed 
there  shall  not  be  more  than  seven  (7)  feet  between  the  inner 
rails. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Grantee,  and  its  successors,  or  assigns,  shall 
improve  and  keep  in  repair,  and  shall  pay  for  the  improvement 
and  keeping  in  repair,  according  to  the  charter  and  ordinances 
of  the  City,  the  streets  or  grounds,  or  portions  of  streets  or 
grounds,  over  which  the  track  or  tracks  of  said  street  railway 
are  laid  hereunder,  between  the  rails  of  said  tracks  and  for  a 
distance  of  one  (1)  foot  outside  of  the  said  rails  and  where 
two  or  more  tracks  are  situated  close  together,  either  for 
switches  or  otherwise,  such  improvements  and  repairs  shall  be 
made  by  the  Grantee,  or  its  successors  or  assigns,  operating 
said  street  railway,  in  accordance  with  all  requirements  of  the 
Charter  and  Ordinances  of  the  City. 

Sec.  4.  The  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
construct,  maintain  and  operate  the  electric  street  railway 
line  or  lines  hereby  authorized  as  extensions  to  and  parts  of 
the  street  railway  system  which  is  now  owned,  operated  and 
maintained  by  said  PACIFIC  POWER  AND  LIGHT  COM¬ 
PANY  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  Oregon,  under  and  by  virtue  of 
franchise  granted  by  Ordinance  No.  25  89  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  approved  February  6th,  1901,  entitled, 

“An  Ordinance  granting  unto  Martin  Foard,  Frank  R. 
Stokes  and  Charles  H.  Page,  their  successors  and  assigns,  the 
privilege,  right  and  franchise  to  construct,  operate  and  main¬ 
tain  street  railways  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  Clatsop  County, 
Oregon.” 

Sec.  5.  The  tracks  of  said  street  railway  shall  be  laid  in 
the  middle  of  the  streets  where  practicable.  The  rails  shall  be 
laid  upon  stringers,  ties  or  planks,  and  on  a  level  with  the 
surface  of  the  street  and  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  least  in¬ 
commode  the  public  in  the  use  of  said  streets. 

Sec.  6.  The  cars  shall  run  between  the  hours  of  six  (6) 
A.  M.  and  eleven  (11)  P.  M.  of  each  day,  except  Sundays  and 
between  the  hours  of  seven  (7)  a.  m.  and  eleven  (11)  p.  m.  on 
Sundays,  and  as  often  as  once  in  every  twenty  minutes  in  the 
same  direction. 

Sec.  7.  The  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  pay 
to  the  City  of  Astoria,  as  compensation  for  the  right,  privilege 
and  franchise  hereby  granted,  a  revenue  of  Fifteen  ($15.00) 
Dollars  for  the  balance  of  the  calendar  year  1914,  payable  on 
December  31,  1914,  and  of  Thirty  ($30.00)  Dollars  per  annum 
thereafter,  payable  on  December  31st.  of  each  year. 

Sec.  8.  The  rate  of  fare  to  be  charged  on  any  line  of  rail¬ 
way  constructed  or  acquired  under  this  Ordinance,  or  operat¬ 
ed  thereunder  shall  not  be  over  five  cents  for  each  person  on 
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any  one  route,  and  a  route  hall  be  construed  to  be  a  continuous 
passage  one  way  from  any  point  in  any  part  of  the  City  to  any 
other  point  in  said  City  where  cars  shall  run,  and  transfers 
must  be  given  by  said  railway  operators  from  one  line  to 
another,  so  as  to  make  one  continuous  passage  for  the  said  five 
cent  fare  going  one  way. 

Sec.  9.  The  cars  used  upon  the  said  railway  shall  be  of 
approved  construction  for  the  comfort,  safety  and  convenience 
of  passengers  and  shall  be  equipped  with  all  necessary  modern 
appliances  for  operating  the  same  with  approved  brakes  and 
other  appliances  for  stopping  when  required.  They  shall  be 
operated  by  electric  power  and  not  otherwise,  except  in  case  of 
emergency  by  any  other  motive  power.  The  greatest  speed 
shall  not  exceed  fifteen  (15)  miles  per  hour  and  no  car  shall  at 
any  time  be  authorized  to  remain  or  stop  still  upon  the  inter¬ 
section  of  streets,  and  any  violation  of  this  section  shall  sub¬ 
ject  the  owners,  operators  or  persons  having  charge  of  such 
cars  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars  for 
each  and  every  offense,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  twenty- 
five  (25)  days,  or  both.  The  rails  to  be  used  for  such  rail¬ 
way  constructed  or  operated  under  this  Ordinance,  shall  be 
first-class  steel  and  approved  pattern  now  in  use  for  street 
railways,  or  which  shall  be  an  approved  pattern  when  laid 
down.  All  cars  shall  be  plainly  numbered  or  lettered  with  a 
separate  number  or  letter,  which  numbers  or  letters  shall  be 
at  all  times  displayed  upon  each  car  operated. 

Sec.  1.0.  Nothing  in  this  Ordinance  nor  any  of  the  pri¬ 
vileges  herein  granted,  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  mun¬ 
icipal  authorities  of  the  City  of  Astoria  from  changing  the 
grade  on  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City,  or  from  grading,  pav¬ 
ing,  sewering,  planking,  macadamizing,  improving  or  altering, 
or  repairing  any  of  said  streets  in  said  City  over  or  upon  which 
the  line  of  railway  may  be  constructed,  or  in  the  course  of  con¬ 
struction  or  otherwise.  The  owners  of  such  line  of  railway 
when  it  becomes  necessary  in  the  improvement  of  any  street, 
shall  shift  the  rails  so  as  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible,  the  ob¬ 
struction  of  any  street  during  the  progress  of  street  repairing, 
improving  or  altering,  and  whenever  the  owner  of  said  railway 
or  operator  thereof,  shall  make  an  excavation  in  or  move  the 
planking,  paving  or  covering  from  any  street  within  said  city, 
care  shall  be  taken  by  such  owner  or  operator  of  such  line,  not 
to  disturb  or  injure  any  gas  or  water  mains  or  other  sub-struc¬ 
tures,  and  any  and  all  damages  done  thereto  shall  be  paid  by 
such  owner  or  operator  and  they,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be 
liable  therefor;  and  all  streets  shall  be  placed  in  as  good  con¬ 
dition  after  the  making  of  any  excavation  therein  or  after  the 
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moving  of  any  planking  or  covering  thereof,  as  the  same  were 
prior  thereto,  all  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  operators, 
and  such  owners  or  operators  shall  hold  the  City  safe  and 
harmless  from  any  and  all  damage  or  loss  sustained  by  any  and 
all  persons  or  property  from  any  of  the  causes  herein  enumer¬ 
ated,  and  in  case  any  person  desires  to  move  any  building  over, 
along  or  across  any  street  in  this  City,  over  which  are  con¬ 
structed  wires  or  appliances  for  operating  any  car  line  or  any 
other  purposes  hereinbefore  enumerated,  such  person  moving 
such  building  must  pay  the  owner  of  such  wires  and  appliances 
the  damage  caused  thereto  by  such  building  for  removal  and  re¬ 
pairing  such  lines  directly  caused  by  such  building,  said  build¬ 
ing  shall  be  moved  at  such  times  and  in  such  manners  as  is 
now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  Ordinance  of  the  City  of 
Astoria. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  or  persons  shall  obstruct  the  railway 
herein  provided  for  either  during  the  construction  or  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  same,  except  as  may  be  authorized  by  Ordinance  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  nor  shall  any  person  or  persons  carelessly, 
willfully  or  otherwise  violate  the  foregoing  provision.  No  per¬ 
son  shall  insult,  abuse  or  maltreat  any  conductor  of  the  rail¬ 
way  herein  provided  for,  or  any  passenger  thereon,  or  use  any 
approbious  or  abusive  language  while  traveling  upon  any  car. 
Any  person,  upon  conviction  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  section  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Five  ($5.00)  Dollars  nor 
more  than  One  Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars,  or  imprisonment 
not  to  exceed  Twenty  (20)  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Court.  No  conductor  or  employee  of  the  railway  herein 
provided  for,  or  any  person  operating  the  same,  or  passenger 
thereon,  or  other  person  on  or  about  the  car  belonging  thereto 
shall  use  offensive,  indecent,  opprobious  or  indecent  language, 
insult  or  maltreat  or  abuse  any  passenger  on  any  car.  That  any 
person  upon  conviction  of  a  violation  of  this  provision  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Five  ($5.00)  Dollars  and 
not  more  than  One  Hundred  ($100.00)  Dollars  or  by  impri¬ 
sonment  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  (25)  days  or  both. 

Sec.  12.  The  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shill, 
within  one(  1)  year  from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  Ordin¬ 
ance,  construct  and  have  in  operation  its  said  railway  or  rail¬ 
ways  upon  the  following  named  streets  or  portions  of  streets 
hereinabove  mentioned,  to-wit:— - 

Commencing  at  a  point  on  Bond  Street,  at  or  near  its 
junction  with  Columbia  Avenue  and  Taylor  Avenue,  said  point 
being  the  present  terminal  point  of  the  Grantee’s  electric 
street  railway;  thence  Southerly  over,  upon  and  along  said  Col- 
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urubia  Avenue  to  Alameda  Avenue;  thence  Westerly,  over,  up¬ 
on  and  along  said  Alameda  Avenue  to  a  point  at  or  near  the 
intersection  of  Hermosa  Avenue;  also 

said  Grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  within  one  (1) 
year  after  the  hereinbefore  mentioned  Date  Street  shall  have 
been  improved,  by  grading  to  its  established  grade,  to  connec¬ 
tion  with  Cedar  Street  and  duly  accepted  by  the  City  of  Astoria, 
construct  and  have  in  operation  its  railway  or  railways  upon 
the  following  named  streets  or  portions  of  streets  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  to-wit: 

Commencing  at  a  point  on  Bond  Street,  at  or  near  its  in¬ 
tersection  with  Forty  fifth  Street;  thence  Easterly  along  said 
Bond  Street  to  Date  Street;  thence  Easterly,  over,  upon  and 
along  said  Date  Street,  to  Fifty-second  Street;  thence  over, 
upon  and  along  the  street  as  located  diagonally  over,  upon  and 
across  Block  Numbered  Twenty-two  (22),  Alderbrook  Addi¬ 
tion,  to  Cedar  Street;  thence  over,  upon  and  along  said  Cedar 
Street  to  Fifty-fourth  Street;  thence  Northerly  along  said 
Fifty-fourth  Street  to  Birch  Street 

and  the  said  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  within 
five  (5)  years  from  the  date  hereof,  construct  and  have  in 
operation  its  said  railway  or  railways  upon  all  of  the  remaining 
streets  or  portions  of  streets  mentioned  in  Section  One  (1) 
hereof,  provided,  however,  all  of  said  streets  or  portions  of 
said  streets  shall  have  been  duly  improved  by  grading  the  same 
to  the  established  grade;  and  in  case  said  streets  or  portions 
of  said  street  shall  not  have  been  so  graded  at  the  time  of  the 
expiration  of  the  said  period  of  five  (5)  years,  then,  and  in 
that  event,  the  grantee  herein  shall  have  one  (1)  year  from 
the  date  of  the  completion  of  the  grading  of  such  street  or 
portions  of  such  street,  within  iwhich  to  complete  and  operate 
its  said  railway  as  hereinbefore  provided.  In  the  event  that 
the  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  fail  to  so  construct 
or  have  in  operation  said  railway  or  railways,  on  the  streets  or 
portions  of  streets  hereinabove  designated,  and  within  the  re¬ 
spective  periods  of  time  above  set  forth,  then  all  rights  and 
privileges  hereunder  shall  ipso  facto  cease  and  determine  at 
the  expiration  of  such  respective  periods  as  to  that  portion  or 
those  portions  of  such  street  or  streets  upon  which  at  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  the  period  fixed  for  such  respective  street  or  streets 
above  mentioned,  the  Grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
not  have  constructed  or  placed  in  operation  its  said  railway. 

Sec.  13.  The  street  railway  system  operated  or  that  may 
be  operated  by  the  Grantee,  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  rights 
herein  granted,  and  this  franchise,  shall  at  all  times  be  sub¬ 
ject  to  such  reasonable  regulations  and  rules  and  restrictions 
as  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe  by 
ordinance. 
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Sec.  14.  All  cars  operated  under  the  terms  of  this  fran¬ 
chise  shall  have  both  a  motorman  and  conductor  thereon  when 
required  by  the  conditions  of  traffic. 

Sec.  15.  Within  Sixty  (60)  days  from  the  date  of  the 
passage  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Grantee  of  this  franchise  shall 
file  with  the  Auditor,  its  written  acceptance  thereof.

ORDINANCE  NO.  2628. 


AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  TO  THE  PACIFIC  STATES 
TELEPHONE  &  TELEGRAPH  COMPANY,  ITS  SUCCES- 
ORS  AND  ASSIGNS,  THE  KlGHT  TO  ERECT,  MAINTAIN 
AND  OPERATE,  IN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA,  CLATSOP 
COUNTY,  OREGON,  AND  IN  AND  UNDER  THE  STREETS, 
ALLEYS,  AVENUES,  AND  OTHER  THOROUGHFARES 
THEREOF,  WIRES  AND  OTHER  CONDUCTORS  FOR  THE 
TRANSMISSION  OF  ELECTRICITY  FOR  TELEPHONE 
AND  TELEGRAPH  PURPOSES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  In  consideration  of  the  payment  of  the  several 
sums  herein  provided  and  the  acceptance  of  this  ordinance, 
the  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Pacific  States 
Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company,  a  corporation  organized  and 
existing  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon, 
its  successors  and  assigns  to  erect  and  lay,  maintain  and  oper¬ 
ate  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  Oregon,  including  all  the  streets, 
alleys,  avenues  and  other  thoroughfares,  poles,  wires  and 
other  conductors  for  the  transmission  of  electricity  for  tele¬ 
phone  and  telegraph  purposes.  Such  wires  or  conductors  may 
be  strung  on  poles  or  other  fixtures  above  ground,  or  laid 
underground  in  pipes  or  conduits,  or  otherwise  protected,  and 
such  other  apparatus  may  be  used  as  may  be  necessary  or  pro¬ 
per  to  maintain  and  operate  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  Pacific  States 
Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
to  make  all  needed  and  convenient  excavations  in  any  of  said 
streets,  alleys,  avenues,  and  thoroughfares  in  the  said  City  of 
Astoria,  Oregon,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  maintaining  and 
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operating  poles  or  other  supports  tor  the  said  wires  or  for  the 
purpose  of  laying  down,  maintaining  or  operating  wires  or 
other  conductors  underground  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  the  said  Pacific  States  Telephone  & 
Telegraph  Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  disturb 
any  of  the  said  streets,  alley,  avenues  or  other  thoroughfares 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  it  or  they  shall  restore  the  same  to 
good  order  and  condition,  as  soon  as  practicable  and  without 
unnecessary  delay;  and,  failing  so  to  do  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  have  the  right  to  fix,  by  resolution 
or  otherwise,  a  reasonable  time  within  which  such  repairs  and 
restorations  are  to  be  made,  at  the  expense  of  said  grantee  its 
successors  or  assigns,  and  the  City  of  Astoria  reserves  the  right 
to  make  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  by  ordinance, 
governing  the  erection  of  poles  and  hanging  of  wires,  as  the 
Common  Council  thereof  may  consider  necessary  to  protect 
the  public  safety,  and  serve  the  convenience  of  the  public. 

Sec.  4.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  in  any  wise  prevent  the  proper  authorities  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  from  sewering,  grading,  paving,  planking,  repairing 
or  altering  any  of  the  streets  herein  mentioned,  but  all  such 
work  shall  be  done,  if  possible,  so  as  not  to  obstruct  or  injure 
or  prevent  the  free  use  of  the  poles,  wires,  conductors,  con¬ 
duits,  pipes  or  other  apparatus;  and  when  any  street  shall  be 
improved  by  the  City  of  Astoria  or  the  grading  thereof  changed 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns  shall,  on  reasonable 
notice  so  to  do,  cause,  at  its  own  expense,  the  poles  to  be  re¬ 
moved,  when  necessary  to  allow  said  improvement  or  to  con¬ 
form  to  the  grade  of  the  street. 

Sec.  5.  In  consideration  of  the  rights  herein  granted, 
the  said  City  of  Astoria  shall  have  the  right  to  suspend  upon 
the  poles,  or  place  in  the  conduits  placed  by  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  as  aforesaid,  any  and  all  wires 
which  it  may  require  for  fire  alarm  or  police  telegraph  ser¬ 
vice;  and  said  grantee,  its  successor  and  assigns,  shall  furnish 
and  maintain  for  the  City  of  Astoria,  free  of  charge,  during  the 
life  of  this  franchise,  one  telephone  instrument  in  the  City 
Auditor’s  office,  one  at  the  City  Jail,  one  at  No.  1  Engine 
House,  one  at  No.  2  Engine  House,  one  at  No.  3  Engine  House 
and  one  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Commissioners. 

Sec.  6.  The  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  herein 
granted  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  for  a  period  of  thirty- 
five  years,  from  and  after  the  date  of  the  acceptance  of  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance  as  herein  provided,  unless  forfeited 
as  hereinafter  provided. 
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Sec.  7.  Said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall 
not  charge  the  subscribers  for  telephone  within  the  City  of 
Astoria  any  greater  rental  for  similar  service  than  the  aver¬ 
age  rental  charged  l>y  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
in  other  cities  in  Oregon  and  Washington  of  approximately  the 
same  population,  and  cities  shall  he  deemed  to  have  approxi¬ 
mately  the  same  population  for  the  purpose  of  this  provision 
whose  population  is  within  one  thousand  inhabitants  of  the 
population  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  whether  either  more  or  less. 

Sec.  8.  This  ordinance  is  granted  upon  the  condition  that 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  accept  the 
provisions  thereof  in  writing,  within  thirty  days  after  the  ap¬ 
proval  of  this  ordinance  by  the  Mayor,  and  upon  the  further 
condition  that  it  or  they  shall  within  that  time  pay  to  the  City 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria  the  sum  of  $500.00,  and  upon 
the  further  condition  that  in  January,  1902,  and  during  the 
month  of  January  of  each  year  thereafter  for  a  period  of  fifteen 
years  it  or  they  shall  pay  to  the  City  Treasurer  the  further  sum 
of  $250.00  and  during  the  remainder  of  the  term  of  this  fran¬ 
chise  the  sum  of  $400.00  per  year,  which  said  sums  paid  shall 
be  in  lieu  of  all  licenses  and  franchise  tax  charges  of  every 
kind,  save  only  such  taxes  as  may  be  assessed  and  collected  up¬ 
on  the  property  of  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns, 
under  the  general  laws  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  or  under  such 
assessments  for  taxes  as,  may  be  levied  upon  the  property 
values  of  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  uniformly 
with  other  property  in  said  city. 

Sec.  9.  The  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns,  may 
continue  to  maintain  and  operate  under  the  provisions  of  this; 
Ordinance  the  telephone  system  now  in  use  by  it  and  operated 
and  maintained  under  and  in  accordance  with  ordinance  No. 
596,  entitled,  “An  ordinance  granting  to  George  S.  Ladd,  his, 
associates  and  assigns,  the  right  to  erect,  maintain,,  and  operate 
in  the  City  of  Astoria  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  and  in  or  under 
the  streets,  alleys,  avenues,  and  thoroughfares  thereof,  wires, 
and  other  conductors  for  the  transmission  of  electricity.”  ap¬ 
proved  March  19,  1884;  hut  the  acceptance  of  the  rights,  privi¬ 
leges,  and  franchises  hereby  granted  shall  be  deemed  a  con¬ 
sent  on  the  part  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  assigns* 
that  said  Ordinance  No.  5  96  may  be  repealed  by  the  Common 
Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  Id.  The  City  of  Astoria  shaH  not,  during  the  life  of 
this  franchise,  grant  to  any  other  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
any  other  franchise  for  the  purpose  of  operating  or  maintain¬ 
ing  a  telephone  or  telegraph  system  within  the  City  of  Astoria 
on  more  favorable  terms  to  the  grantee  than  those  provided,  for 
in  this,  ordinance. 
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Sec.  11.  It  is  hereby  expressly  provided  that,  in  case  of 
failure  or  neglect  of  said  Pacific  States  Telephone  &  Telegraph 
Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  to  comply  with  any  of  the 
conditions  or  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  including  the 
payment  of  any  of  said  sums  of  money  above  mentioned,  or  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  any  ordinances  passed  in  pur¬ 
suance  hereof,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  all  rights  and  privileg¬ 
es  herein  granted,  and  all  rights  and  privileges  granted  under 
this  ordinance  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  City  of  Astoria  may 
cause  all  wires  and  poles,  or  other  appliances  constructed  in 
the  streets  thereof,  jn  pursuance  of  this  ordinance,  to  be  re* 
moved  from  the  streets  of  said  city.

DPDINANCE  NO.  493. 


AN  ORDINANCE  GRANTING  TO  THE  “ASTORIA  GAS 
LIGHT  COMPANY,”  THE  RIGHT  OF  CONSTRUCTING 
GAS  WORKS,  LAYING  GAS  PIPES  AND  CONDUCTORS 
IN  THE  STREETS  OF  SAID  CITY. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  “Astoria  Gas  Light  Company*’  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  erect  and  construct  within  the 
corporate  limits  of  said  City,  gas  works,  to  manufacture  and 
■distribute  gas  throughout  said  City,  and  to  use  the  streets  of

MISCELLANEOUS  ORDINANCES 


ORDINANCE  NO.  751. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  MANNER  OF  TAKING 
CASH  DEPOSITS  FOR  THE  RELEASE  OF  PRISONERS 
AND  THE  FORFEITURE  OF  THE  SAME. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  at  any  time  before  the  commencement  of 
the  trial,  in  the  police  court,  of  persons  arrested  for  the  viola¬ 
tion  of  a  city  ordinance,  the  Police  Judge  must  make  an  order 
signed  with  his  name  of  office,  for  the  discharge  of  the  defen¬ 
dant  from  custody  upon  the  defendant  depositing  with  the 
Chief  of  Police  the  sum  of  money  named  by  said  judge. 

Sec.  2.  The  order  for  the  discharge  of  the  defendant 
shall  be  to  the  following  effect: 

“To  the  Chief  of  Police  or  any  Captain  of  Police  or  Police¬ 
men  of  the  City  of  Astoria:  A,  B,  who  is  detained  by  you  to 

answer  (state  charge)  having  made  a  deposit  of . 

dollars  to  answer  the  same,  you  are  commanded  forthwith  to 
discharge  him  from  your  custody.” 

Sec.  3.  When  money  has  been  so  deposited,  if  it  remain 
on  deposit  at  the  time  of  a  judgment  for  the  payment  of  money, 
the  Chie!:'  of  Police,  under  the  direction  of  the  court,  shall  ap¬ 
ply  the  money  in  satisfaction  thereof,  and  after  satisfying  the 
same,  must  refund  the  surplus,  if  any,  to  the  defendant. 

Sec.  4.  If  without  sufficient  excuse,  the  defendant  neg¬ 
lect  or  fail  to  appear  for  arraignment,  or  for  trial  or  judgment, 
or  upon  any  other  occasion  when  his  presence  in  court  may  be 
lawfully  required,  or  to  surrender  himself  in  execution  of 
judgment,  the  court  must  direct  the  fact  to  be  entered  in  its 
journal;  and  the  deposit  is  thereupon  forfeited. 

Sec.  5.  When,  by  reason  of  the  neglect  of  the  defendant 
to  appear  at  the  time  set  for  trial,  he  has  incurred  a  forfei¬ 
ture  of  his  deposit,  as  provided  in  Section  4,  the  Police  Judge 
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may,  by  an  order  entered  upon  the  journal  of  the  police  court, 
direct  his  arrest  and  commitment  to  custody,  and  his  detention 
until  legally  discharged. 

Sec.  6.  The  order  of  recommitment  of  the  defendant 
must  recite  generally  the  facts  upon  which  it  is  founded. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Police  Judge  to  keep 
a  suitable  book  in  which  he  shall  enter  the  names  of  persons 
making  application  to  be  discharged,  the  amount  of  deposit 
required,  and  the  date  thereof,  said  book  to  be  open  to  the  in¬ 
spection  of  the  committee  on  Health  and  Police,. 

Sec.  8.  Neither  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  any  Captain  of 
Police  or  any  Policeman,  shall  admit  any  prisoner  to  bail  or 
take  a  deposit  in  lieu  thereof,  except  as  provided  in  this  ordin¬ 
ance.

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ODINANCE  NO.  997. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  WORKING  OF  CITY 
PRISONERS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  hereafter  all  City  prisoners,  during  the 
term  of  their  imprisonment  or  commitment,  shall  be  liable  to 
work  upon  the  public  squares,  lots,  blocks,  engine  houses 
streets,  cisterns,  sewers  and  other  property  of  the  City,  or  pro¬ 
perty  of  which  the  City  has  direct  charge  or  control,  and  in 
cleaning  all  crossing  of  streets  in  the  City,  when  so  required 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  to  apply  to  the  Chief  of  Police  at  his  office  at  or  be¬ 
fore  the  hour  of  7  o’clock  a.  m.,  and  at  or  before  the  hour  of 
one  o’clock  p.  m.,  of  each  day,  Sundays  excepted,  for  the  City 
prisoners  to  wrork  on  the  public  streets  and  property  of  said 
city,  and  if  there  are  any  person  or  persons  confined  in  such 
jail  under  sentence  for  violation  of  a  City  ordinance,  the  Chief 
of  Police  shall  deliver  such  person  or  persons  into  the  custody 
of  such  Superintendent  of  Streets  and  if  necessary  shall  furnish 
a  guard  sufficient  to  prevent  the  escape  of  such  prisoners. 

Sec.  3  The  City  prisoners  must  labor  as  herein  provided 
under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  if 
necessary  they  may  be  shackled. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  labor  more  than 
ten  hours  in  one  day.  If  any  prisoner  shall  refuse  to  labor 
when  directed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  he,  for  every  re¬ 
fusal,  shall  be  closely  confined  in  the  City  Jail,  with  no  food 
except  bread,  and  no  drink  except  water,  for  a  period  of  twenty 
four  hours,  or  may  be  compelled  to  go  upon  the  streets  with 
ball  and  chain  attached  to  his  leg. 

Sec.  5.  On  or  before  the  second  day  of  each  month  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  file  with  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  a  statement  containing  the  names  of  prisoners  who  shall 
have  performed  work  during  the  preceding  month,  together 
with  the  kind  of  work  performed,  and  the  aggregate  day’s 
work  performed  by  prisoners  under  his  direction  during  the 
preceding  month. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  at  all  times  to  employ  City  prisoners,  at  any  point,  or 
at  any  work  designated  by  a  majority  of  the  Committee,  or 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways. 
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Sec.  7.  This  ordinance  shall  not  he  construed  to  require 
any  female  to  perform  labor,  nor  to  require  any  prisoner  to 
labor  on  Sunday.  The  term  “prisoner”  or  “City  prisoners”, 
as  used  in  this  ordinance,  shall  be  construed  to  include  all  per¬ 
sons  who  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  sentenced  to  impri¬ 
sonment  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria,  or  committed  to  prison  for  the  non-payment  of  any  fine 
imposed  for  the  violation  of  such  ordinance,  and  not  other¬ 
wise. 


Sec.  8.  That  ordinance  No.  161,  entitled,  “To  provide 
for  the  working  of  City  prisoners,”  approved  April  4,  1877, 
ordinance  No.  418,  entitled,  “To  provide  for  working  City  pri¬ 
soners,”  approved  July  20,  1881  and  all  ordinances,  and  parts 
of  ordinances,  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repeal¬ 
ed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  4567. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ESTABLISHMENT 
OF  A  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  IN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA  FOR 
THE  ACCEPTANCE  OF  THE  GIFT  OF  THE  ASTORIA 
PUBLIC  LIBRARY,  A  CORPORATION,  OF  CERTAIN 
PERSONAL  PROPERTY  FOR  THAT  PURPOSE  AND  PRO¬ 
VIDING  FOR  THE  CONDUCT  OF  SUCH  LIBRARY. 

WHEREAS,  The  Astoria  Public  Library,  a  corporation,  by 
an  instrument  has  granted  and  conveyed  unto  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  all  of  it’s  property  with  the  understanding  that  in  con¬ 
sideration  thereof,  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  establish  a  public 
library  under  the  provisions  of  Section  4346  to  4355  of  Lord’s 
Oregon  Laws,  NOW  THEREFORE, 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  established  in  the 
City  of  Astoria,  a  free  public  library  under  the  provisions  of 
sections  4346  to  4355  Lord’s  Oregon  Laws. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  gift  by  the  Astoria  Public  Library,  a 
corporation,  of  approximately  5300  volumes  and  of  book-racks, 
bookstands,  lighting  fixtures  and  other  personal  property  upon 
the  condition  of  the  establishment  of  a  public  library  ™  said 
City  under  the  provisions  of  section  4346  to  4.155  Lord’s  Ore¬ 
gon  Laws  be  and  is  hereby  accepted. 

Sec.  3.  That  immediately  upon  the  passage  and  appro¬ 
val  of  this  ordinance,  the  Mayor  be  and  is  hereby  instructed 
to  appoint  a  board  of  nine  directors  as  provided  by  law,  to 
govern  said  library;  that  said  board  of  nine  directors  shall  be 
•persons  from  the  eiti-zens  at  large  in  the  City  of  Astoria  with 
reference  to  their  fitness  for  such  office. 

Sec.  4.  That  immediately  upon  the  appointment  of  said 
board  of  directors,  they  shall  organize  as  by  law  provided  and 
thereafter  take  charge  of  the  property  of  said  library  and  con¬ 
duct  the  same  thereafter  as  provided  hy  law. 

Sec.  5.  Inasmuch,  as  the  objects  to  be  accomplished  by 
this  ordinance,  will  he  of  great  benefit  to  tbe  people  of  the 
City  of  AstOTia,  and  there  exists  and  is  an  urgent  necessity 
that  this  ordinance  should  take  effect  as  soon  as  possible,  so 
that  the  health,  peace  and  safety  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  may  be 
preserved,  an  emergency  is  hereby  declared  to  exist,  and  this 
section  therefore  shall  take  effect  when  approved  by  the  af¬ 
firmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Common 
Council,  and  this  ordinance  shall  then  be  in  force  and  opera¬ 
tive  immediately  after  its  approval  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Astoria. 

Approved  by  the  Mayor  Dec.  16th,  1.9 1 3, 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  3475. 


AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  CARRYING  INTO  EF¬ 
FECT  THE  POWERS  RESERVED  TO  THE  COMMON 
COUNCIL  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA  IN  SECTION  43  OF 
CHAPTER  5  OF  THE  CHARTER  OF  THE  CITY  OF 
ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  whenever  the  Common  Council  of  the  City 
of  Astoria  shall  deem  it  expedient  to  purchase,  condemn  and 
enter  upon  and  take  lands  within  the  City  limits  for  public 
squares,  parks,  commons,  cemeteries,  hospital  grounds,  work 
houses,  or  houses  of  correction,  or  any  other  proper  legitimate 
municipal  purpose,  it  shall  direct  the  City  Surveyor  to  survey 
such  piece  or  parcel  of  land  and  to  mark  the  boundaries  there¬ 
of,  and  to  make  his  report,  containing  a  plat  of  the  survey  of 
such  piece  or  parcel  of  land  and  a  full  and  perfect  description 
of  same  and  the  boundaries  thereof,  to  the  Council,  which  re¬ 
port  when  so  made,  if  satisfactory  to  the  Council  shall  be 
adopted  by  an  ordinance  embodying  such  report. 

The  City  Surveyor  shall  make  such  survey  and  report 
within  20  days  from  the  time  the  same  is  ordered,  unless  the 
Council  shall  grant  further  time. 

Sec.  2.  That  thereafter,  and  within  30  days  of  the 
adoption  of  such  report,  the  Council  shall  appoint  three  disin¬ 
terested  freeholders  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  no  kin  to  any  owner 
or  person  interested  in  any  property  to  be  condemned  or  pur¬ 
chased,  possessing  the  qualifications  of  jurors  of  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  for  Clatsop  County,  to  view 
such  piece  or  parcel  of  land  and  assess  the  amount  of  compen¬ 
sation  to  be  paid  by  the  Council  therefor,  and  shall  assign  a 
place  for  them  to  meet,  and  shall  cause  10  days  notice  to  be 
given  by  publication  in  some  newspaper  published  in  the  City 
of  Astoria,  of  the  appointment  of  such  viewers,  with  their 
names  and  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  them  to  meet,  and 
specifying  with  convenient  certainty  the  boundaries  of  said 
piece  or  parcel  of  land  to  be  appropriated,  and  shall  also  cause 
notice  to  be  given  in  writing  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
piece  or  parcel  of  land  by  delivering  such  notice  to  said  owner 
or  owners  or  their  agent  or  attorney  in  person  or  if  such  can¬ 
not  be  done,  then  by  mailing  a  copy  thereof  to  such  owner  or 
owners  properly  addressed  and  stamped.  Said  notice  to  state 
the  object,  time  and  place  of  meeting  and  the  names  of  the 
viewers. 
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Sec.  3.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  said  City  of 
Astoria  shall  immediately  and  at  least  5  days  before  the  time 
assigned  for  such  meeting  of  the  viewers  cause  such  viewers 
to  be  notified  of  their  appointment  and  the  time  and  place  of 
such  meeting  and  such  viewers  shall  meet  at  the  time  and 
place  designated,  and  take  oath  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  assigned  them,  and  shall  then,  or  on  any  other  day  to 
which  they  may  adjourn,  not  exceeding  one  week,  proceed  to 
view  the  piece  or  parcel  of  land  to  be  appropriated  and  assess 
and  determine  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor, 
and  to  a  proper  determination  of  which  the  said  viewers  may 
consider  the  location  of  the  property,  its  use,  the  surroundings 
and  other  evidence  that  may  be  produced.  The  said  viewers 
shall  immediately  prepare  their  report  and  submit  the  same 
to  the  Council  at  its  next  meeting  thereafter. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  Council  shall  accept  such  report  of  the 
viewers  or  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  Council  that  the  amount 
determined  and  assessed  by  the  viewers  as  compensation  is 
unreasonable,  the  Council  may  set  aside  such  view  and  order 
another  view  under  the  same  regulations  as  provided  in  the 
case  of  the  first  view. 

The  viewers  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  their  ser¬ 
vices  the  same  fee  as  referees  in  Courts  of  record,  to  be  paid 
by  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  5.  That  if  no  further  view  be  ordered,  the  Council 
shall,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  hereinafter  limited  for  ap¬ 
peals,  if  no  appeal  shall  be  taken,  and  immediately  after  judg¬ 
ment  as  ordered,  if  an  appeal  is  taken,  make  an  appropriation 
for  the  amount  of  compensation  as  assessed  and  determined 
by  such  viewers  or  by  the  jury  in  appeal  against  the  City,  and 
shall  order  warrants  drawn  upon  the  City  Treasurer  payable 
out  of  the  General  Fund  for  the  amount  of  compensation  so 
assessed  and  determined,  in  favor  of  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  piece  or  parcel  of  land  appropriated. 

Sec.  6.  The  owner  or  owners  of  the  piece  or  parcel  of 
land  sought  to  be  appropriated  as  aforesaid,  or  of  the  im¬ 
provements  thereon,  or  any  person  having  an  interest  therein, 
may  appeal  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  State  of  Oregon  for 
Clatsop  County  from  such  report  and  assessment  and  deter¬ 
mination  of  compensation.  Any  number  of  persons  may  join 
in  such  appeal  and  the  only  question  to  be  determined  by  such 
appeal  shall  be  the  question  of  compensation. 

Sec.  7.  That  an  appeal  shall  be  taken  by  serving  a 
notice  of  appeal  upon  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  Police  Judge 
and  City  Attorney,  and  filing  an  undertaking  with  one  or  more 
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sureties,  who  shall  justify  in  the  same  manner  as  bail  upon  ar¬ 
rest  in  civil  action,  conditioned  that  the  appellant  will  pay  all 
costs  and  disbursements  that  may  be  awarded  against  them  on 
appeal,  not  exceeding  $300.00,  together  with  the  proof  of  ser¬ 
vice  of  such  notice  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Circuit  CourJ: 
of  the  State  of  Oregon,  for  Clatsop  County,  within  30  days 
from  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  viewers  by  the  Council. 

Sec.  8.  Such  appeal  shall  be  deemed  and  be  heard  and 
determined  and  judgment  thereon  enforced  so  far  as  practi¬ 
cable,  in  the  same  manner  as  an  action  at  law.  The  jury  shall 
view  the  piece  or  parcel  of  land  to  be  appropriated,  and  proof 
of  value,  damages  and  benefits  may  be  introduced  by  the  City 
and  the  appellants. 

Sec.  9.  That  in  all  respects,  not  herein  otherwise  stated, 
the  same  method  of  procedure  and  the  same  rules  shall  govern 
as  set  forth  in  Chapter  IX  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria.

AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  MANNER  OF  EX¬ 
ERCISING  THE  INITIATIVE  AND  REFERENDUM  POW¬ 
ERS  RESERVED  TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE  CITY  OF 
ASTORIA  AND  THE  LEGAL  VOTERS  THEREOF  BY 
SECTION  IA.  OF  ARTICLE  FOUR  OF  THE  CONSTITU¬ 
TION  OF  THE  STATE  OF  OREGON. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  invoking  the  referendum 
upon  any  ordinance  passed  by  the  Common  Council  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  the  petition  of  One  Hundred  and  Thirty  elec¬ 
tors  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  therefor  must  be  filed  with  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria  within  Twenty 
days  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  such  ordinance  by  the 
Mayor,  or  in  case  the  same  shall  be  passed  over  the  veto  of 
the  Mayor  within  twenty  days  from  such  passage  of  such  or¬ 
dinance,  or  in  case  the  same  shall  become  effective  without  the 
signature  of  the  Mayor,  then  within  twenty  days  from  the  date 
that  such  ordinance  shall  become  effective,  and  no  action  shall 
be  taken  or  anything  done  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
any  such  ordinance  until  such  time  for  the  filing  of  such 
petition  shall  have  elapsed  and  the  filing  of  such  petition  shall 
have  the  effect  of  suspending  the  operation  of  such  ordinance 
until  the  matter  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  people  and 
decided  upon  by  them  at  the  following  election.  A  petition 
signed  by  Two  Hundred  of  the  legal  electors  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  shall  be  sufficient  to  propose  any  measure,  ordinance 
or  amendment  to  the  charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria  by  initia¬ 
tive,  which  petition  to  propose  any  measure  by  the  initiative 
must  be  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of 
Astoria  at  least  by  the  first  Monday  of  the  first  Month  next 
preceding  the  next  general  election,  at  which  time  such  pro¬ 
posed  measure  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  City  of 
Astoria. 

Sec.  2.  The  following  shall  be  substantially  the  form  for 
the  referendum  to  the  people  on  any  ordinances  passed  by  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  to-wit.

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Sec.  5.  When  any  petition  for  the  initiative  or  referen¬ 
dum  shall  be  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  he  shall 
decide  in  the  first  instance  whether  or  not  the  petition  entitles 
the  parties  to  have  the  measure  referred  to  the  people  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  I.  A.  of  Article  IV.  of  the  Constitu¬ 
tion  of  Oregon  and  this  Ordinance,  and  either  the  petitioners 
or  the  remonstrants,  if  any,  may  determine  whether  or  not 
his  decision  is  correct  by  mandamus  proceedings  in  the  Circuit 
Court  of  the  State  of  Oregon  for  Clatsop  County, 

Sec.  6.  Immediately  upon  the  filing  of  any  such  petition 
for  the  referendum  or  the  initiative  with  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  signed  by  the  number  of  voters  and  filed  within 
the  time  required  by  this  ordinance;  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  shall  cause  notice  thereof,  announcing  that  such  peti¬ 
tion  has  been  filed,  with  a  brief  statement  of  its  tenor  and  ef¬ 
fect,  to  be  given  by  publication  for  eight  successive  days  in  one 
daily  newspaper  printed  and  published  in  the  City  of  Astoria. 

Sec.  7.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  when  such  peti¬ 
tions  have  been  properly  filed,  shall  make  out  titles  and  num¬ 
bers  of  the  various  measures  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  ensuing 
general  election,  and  he  shall  use  for  each  measure  a  title  de¬ 
signated  for  the  purpose,  by  the  electors  filing  the  petition; 
and,  provided  such  title  shall  not  resemble  any  title  of  any 
measure  or  ordinance  or  amendment  to  the  Charter  previously 
filed  to  be  submitted  at  the  same  election,  and  the  title  shall 
be  descriptive  of  the  ordinance  or  proposed  amendment,  and 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  number  each  proposed  or¬ 
dinance  or  amendment  to  the  Charter,  and  all  measures  pro¬ 
posed  by  initiative  shall  be  numbered  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  filed.  Said  titles  and  numbers  shall  be  printed  upon 
the  official  ballot  in  the  City  of  Astoria,  in  the  order  in  which 
the  petitions  are  filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge;  and 
measures  proposed  by  the  initiative  shall  be  designated  and 
distinguished  from  measures  that  are  referred  to  the  people 
by  referendum.  The  affirmative  of  the  first  measure  shall  be 
numbered  on  the  official  ballot  300  and  the  negative  301,  in 
numerals,  and  the  succeeding  measures  shall  be  numbered 
consecutively,  302  affirmative  and  303  negative;  304  affirma¬ 
tive  and  305  negative,  and  so  on  at  each  election. 

Sec.  8.  The  manner  of  voting  upon  measures  submitted 
to  the  people  shall  be  the  same  as  is  now  required  and  pro¬ 
vided  by  law;  and  no  measure  shall  be  adopted  unless  it  shall 
receive  an  affirmative  majority  of  the  effective  votes  cast  on 
such  measure  and  entitled  to  be  counted  under  the  provisions 
of  law;  that  is  to  say,  supposing  two  thousand  ballots  be  pro¬ 
perly  marked  on  any  measure,  it  shall  not  be  adopted  unless 
it  shall  receive  more  than  one  thousand  votes. 
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Sec.  9.  The  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall,  not  later 
than  the  third  Wednesday  of  the  first  month  next  before  any 
election  at  which  any  proposed  ordinance  or  amendment  to  the 
Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  people 
eause  to  be  printed  a  true  copy  of  the  title  and  text  of  each 
ordinance  or  amendment  to  be  submitted  with  the  number  and 
form  in  which  the  question  shall  be  printed  on  the  official 
ballot.  The  paper  to  be  used  for  the  covers  of  such  pamphlets 
shall  be  20  x  25  inches  and  fifty  pounds  weight  to  the 
ream.  The  persons,  committees  or  duly  authorized  officers 
of  any  organization  filing  any  petition  for  the  initiative,  but 
no  other  person  or  organization  shall  have  the  right  to  place 
with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  for  distribution,  any  pam- 
phelts  advocating  such  measure,  not  later  than  the  third  Wed¬ 
nesday  of  the  first  month  immediately  preceding  such  election; 
as  to  pamphlets  advocating  or  opposing  any  measure  referred 
to  the  people  by  the  Common  Council,  they  shall  be  governed 
by  the  same  rules  of  time.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  to  furnish  a  printed  copy  of  any  measure 
proposed  by  initiative  or  referred  to  the  people  by  referendum, 
to  any  person  offering  to  register  as  an  elector  of  said  City. 

Sec.  10.  The  votes  on  measures  and  questions,  shall  be 
counted,  canvassed  and  returned  by  the  regular  boards  of 
judges,  clerks  and  officers  as  votes  for  candidates  are  counted, 
canvassed  and  returned,  and  the  return  shall  be  canvassed  in 
the  same  manner  and  upon  the  canvass  being  completed  the 
Mayor  shall  forthwith  issue  his  proclamation,  which  shall  be 
published,  at  least  once,  in  a  daily  paper  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
giving  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  city,  for  and 
against  each  measure  and  question,  and  declaring  such  mea¬ 
sures  as  are  approved  by  a  majority  of  those  voting  thereon, 
to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  from  the  dates  specified  in  Section 
11  of  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  11.  Any  measure,  ordinance  or  amendment  to  the 
Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  purposed  by  initiative  petition 
and  adopted  by  the  majority  of  the  electors  at  any  election, 
shall  become  effective  on  the  1st  Monday  of  the  month  follow¬ 
ing  the  month  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  so  adopted 
by  the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and  any  matter  refer¬ 
red  to  the  people  by  referendum  and  sustained  or  adopted  by 
the  majority  of  the  electors  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  become 
effective  as  soon  as  the  returns  of  the  election  shall  have  been 
canvassed  and  a  certificate  of  the  result  of  the  canvass  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  Amendments  to  two 
or  more  Sections  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Astoria  may  ba 
proposed  at  the  same  time  by  initiative  petition,  provided  the 
same  are  connected  or  related  in  any  way  together,  so  that  the 
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adoption,  of  one  of  such  proposed  sections  may  effect  or  qualify 
any  other  such  proposed  section  or  amendment,  but  ‘where 
proposed  amendments  of  a  Charter  are  not  dependent  upon 
each  other  in  any  way,  the  same  shall  be  petitioned  for  and 
submitted  >to  the  electors  separately.  The  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance  as  to  the  form  of  the  petition  for  the  initiative  or 
referendum  are  directory  and  not  mandatory,  any  form  of  peti¬ 
tion  that  substantially  complies  with  the  spirit  and  intent  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  sufficient,  though  not  in  the  identical 
form  prescribed  by  this  Ordinance;  and  where  under  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  this  Ordinance  notice  is  directed  to  be  given  of  the 
filing  of  any  such  petition  for  the  initiative  or  referendum  im¬ 
mediately,  it  shall  he  sufficient  if  the  first  publication,  of  such 
notice  shall  have  been  made  within  one  week  from  the  date  of 
the  filing  of  such  petition. 

Sec.  12.  Every  person  who  is  a  qualified  elector  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  may  sign  a  petition  for  the  referendum  or  for 
the  initiative.  Any  person  signing  any  name  other  than  his. 
own  to  such  petition,  or  signing  the  same  more  than  once  for 
the  same  measure  at  one  election,  or  who  is  not  at  the  time  of 
signing  the  same  a  legal  voter  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  any 
officer  or  any  person  willfully  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  $10. 00,  nor  more  than  $100.00,  or  imprisonment  in  the 
City  jail  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than  fifty  days,  or  bF 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment.

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AN  ORDINANCE  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  NUMBERING  OF 
BUILDINGS  AND  PLACING  OF  SIGNS  WITH  THE  NAMES 
OF  STREETS  THEREON  AT  CERTAIN  PLACES  AND 
PRESCRIBING  CERTAIN  DUTIES  OF  THE  SUPERIN¬ 
TENDENT  OF  STREETS  IN  CONNECTION  THEREWITH. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  uniform  system  of  numbering 
all  buildings  within  the  city  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  by 
placing  over  the  main  entrance  or  as  near  as  practicable,  the 
number  assigned  thereto  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  figures 
designating  the  number,  whether  printed  or  otherwise,  not  to 
be  less  than  1% -inches  in  height. 

Sec.  2  Odd  numbers  shall  be  given  to  houses  on  the  west 
and  south  sides  of  streets,  avenues  and  highways,  and  even 
numbers  to  those  on  the  north  and  east  sides  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  On  streets,  avenues  and  highways,  running  north¬ 
wardly  and  southwardly  in  said  city,  numbering  shall  com¬ 
mence  with  No.  2  at  Astor  street  in  what  is  known  as  Mc¬ 
Clure’s,  Shively’s  and  Adair’s  Astoria,  and  with  No.  2  at  Ash 
street  in  Alderbrook  and  Van  Dusen’s  Astoria,  and  shall  in¬ 
crease  southerly  at  the  rate  of  fifty  numbers  for  each  block  or 
space  between  two  streets. 

On  streets,  avenues  and  highways  running  easterly  and 
westerly  in  said  city,  numbering  shall  commence  with  No.  2  on 
First  street  and  increase  going  east  from  there  fifty  numbers 
for  each  block  or  space  between  two  streets,  and  the  same  with 
all  streets  at  right  angles  with  said  first  street  to  the  eastern 
limits  of  the  City. 

Sec.  4.  The  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  designate 
the  numbers  of  all  houses  in  conformity  with  preceding  pro¬ 
visions,  allowing  one  number  to  make  a  uniformity  in  number¬ 
ing. 


He  shall  furnish  the  number  of  each  house,  now  or  here¬ 
after  built,  with  its  proper  number  as  soon  as  completed.  When 
any  house  is  not  correctly  numbered  or  not  numbered  at  all, 
the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  give  such  house  its  proper 
number  and  require  the  same  to  be  put  on  such  house  in  a  con¬ 
spicuous  place  next  to  the  street. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  any  owner,  occupant  or  agent,  after  hav¬ 
ing  been  required  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect,  for  the  space  of 
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ten  days,  to  number  a  house  as  required,  or  shall  number  or 
attempt  to  number  such  house  otherwise  than  in  conformity 
with  the  provsions  of  this  ordinance,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  be  fined  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  ten  dollars,  for  each  day’s  refusal  or  neglect,  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  jail  not  to  exceed  one  day  for  every  two 
dollars  of  the  fine  so  imposed. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Public  Ways  are 
hereby  authorized  to  cause  proper  numbers  to  be  placed  on  all 
public  buildings.  They  are  also  authorized  at  the  expense  of 
the  city,  to  cause  good  and  substantial  signs,  bearing  the  names 
of  the  streets,  avenues  or  highways  in  the  city  respectively,  to 
be  put  up  and  maintained,  as  follows,  to-wit:  Upon  at  least 
two  of  the  corners  at  each  crossing  of  all  streets,  avenues  and 
highways,  such  signs  shall  be  placed  as  to  be  in  plain  view  of 
persons  passing  either  way  upon  any  of  the  said  streets,  aven¬ 
ues  and  highways;  PROVIDED,  that  when  there  are  no  houses 
at  or  near  such  crossings,  or  the  streets,  avenues  or  highways 
are  not  opened  or  graded,  the  said  superintendent  may  delay 
the  putting  up  of  such  signs  until  such  time  as  he  deem  it  ne¬ 
cessary,  or  until  he  shall  be  directed  so  to  do,  by  the  Common 
Council. 

Sec.  7.  Ordinance  No.  1182,  entitled  “An  ordinance  to 
provide  for  the  numbering  of  houses,  stores  and  other  build¬ 
ings  in  the  City  of  Astoria,”  approved  June  24,  1890,  and  all 
other  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  in  conflict  herewith, 
are  hereby  repealed.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  1213. 


AN  ORDINANCE  AUTHORIZING  AND  REGULATING  THE 
MANNER  OF  CONTRACTING  INDEBTEDNESS  ON  BE¬ 
HALF  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  no  officers  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  any  of¬ 
ficer  or  member  of  the  Astoria  Fire  Department  shall  contract 
any  bills  or  purchase  any  supplies  for  any  department  of  the 
City  of  Astoria,  or  for  any  purpose  whatever,  except  as  in  this 
ordinance  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  2.  That  whenever  any  supplies  are  needed  for  any 
department  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  the  application  therefor 
shall  be  made  to  the  Committee  in  charge  thereof,  and  if  the 
Committee  shall  deem  the  supplies  necessary,  they  shall  report 
the  same  to  the  Council  with  their  recommendation,  signed 
by  at  least  a  majority  of  the  Committee,  and  the  Council  shall 
accept  or  reject  the  report.  If  the  report  be  accepted  then  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall  purchase  such  supplies,  giv¬ 
ing  the  order  therefor  in  writing,  which  order  must  accompany 
the  bill  presented  to  the  Council  by  the  person  furnishing  such 
supplies.  Provided  that  no  supplies  exceeding  the  sum  of  $100.- 
00  shall  be  purchased  except  by  an  order  signed  by  the  Auditor 
and  police  Judge  and  approved  by  the  Mayor,  which  order  shall 
set  forth  the  fact  that  the  purchase  of  supplies  is  authorized 
by  the  Common  Council  and  shall  specify  the  supplies  authoriz¬ 
ed,  and  no  supplies  other  than  those  named  in  the  order  shall 
be  purchased.  And  provided  further  that  in  the  case  of  an 
emergency,  supplies,  not  exceeding  $50.00  in  value,  including 
repairs  to  fire  engines,  may  be  purchased  or  ordered  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  respective  Committees  without  a  requisition. 

Sec.  3.  That  when  any  steam  fire  engines  shall  need  re¬ 
pair,  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water  shall  have  the  exclu¬ 
sive  power  to  order  all  necessary  repairs  to  be  made,  and  not 
exceeding  the  sum  of  $100.00. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  case  of  emergency  the  Committee  on 
Streets  and  Public  Ways  are  authorized  to  repair  and  clean 
any  street  or  crossing  within  the  City  limits,  the  cost  of  which 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $100.00. 

Sec.  5.  That  Ordinance  No.  440.  entitled,  “An  ordinance 
authorizing  the  contracting  of  indebtedness  on  behalf  of  the 
City  of  Astoria  by  Committees  of  the  Common  Council,’’  Ap¬ 
proved  January  13,  1882,  and  all  ordinances  and  parts  of  or¬ 
dinances  in  conflict  with  this  ordinance  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  MANNER  OF  DRAW¬ 
ING  WARRANTS  UPON  SPECIAL  FUNDS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  I.  That,  except  where  there  is  cash  in  a  special 
fund  for  the  payment  of  any  warrant  drawn  upon  the  same  in 
full,  no  warrants  shall  be  drawn  upon  such  special  fund  of  a 
greater  denomination  than  $10Q.00,  and  in  case  of  payment 
of  claims  by  warrants  drawn  upon  such  special  funds  when 
the  amount  exceeds  $100.00  and  there  is  not  sufficient  cash  in 
the  fund  to  meet  the  warrant,  the  warrants  shall  be  drawn  in 
amounts  of  $100.00  or  fractional  portions  thereof,

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  TAKING  OF  PAPERS 
AND  RECORDS  FROM  THE  CITY  OFFICES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  be  allowed  to  take 
any  ipiaper  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  police  Judge, 
City  Attorney,  Superintendent  of  Streets,  or  Chief  of  Police,  or 
take  any  blanks,  records  or  papers,  belonging  to  the  City  of 
Astoria,  from  any  offices  or  the  Council  Chambers,  without 
first  obtaining  permission  in  writing  signed  by  the  Mayor  or 
President  of  the  Council  and  approved  by  the  Committee  in 
whose  department  the  same  belongs,  which  said  permit  must 
be  presented  to  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  or  other  officer 
having  the  same  in  charge  and  a  receipt  given  to  such  officer 
and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge.  Said 
permit  must  describe  the  papers  or  record  taken  and  the  date 
of  the  same.  No  paper,  or  record,  or  book  shall  be  kept  for  a 
longer  period  than  five  hours;  PROVIDED,  that  the  plans  and 
specifications  necessary  to  be  used  in  making  any  city  improve¬ 
ment,  may  be  kept  for  as  long  a  period  as  the  committee  shall 
direct,  by  the  contractor.  Any  person  or  persons,  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
$2.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City 
Jail  not  to  exceed  100  days. 

Sec.  2.  No  officer  having  custody  of  any  papers,  books 
or  other  records  shall  permit  the  same  to  be  taken  from  his 
office  without  the  applicant  shall  strictly  comply  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Section  1  of  this  ordinance.

VICE  PIPES,  SERVICE  BOXES,  STOP  BOXES  AND  ALB 
OTHER  PARTS  AND  APPLIANCES,  INCLUDING  SUPPLY 
PIPES,  RESERVIOR  AND  HEADWORKS  OF  THE  WATER 
WORKS  AND  WATER  SUPPLY  SYSTEM  OF  THE  CITY 
OF  ASTORIA,  OREGON;  REGULATING  THE  TAKING  OF 
WATER  THEREFROM  AND  PREVENT  THE  POLUTION 
OF  AND  THROWING  OF  ANY  AND  ALL  SUBSTANCE  AND 
MATTER  IN  ANY  WATER  MAINS,  RESERVIOR,  SUPPLY 
OF  OTHER  PIPES  OF  SAID  SYSTEM,  AND  FURTHER 
PROVIDING  FOR  THE  PUNISHMENT  OF  ALL  VIOLA¬ 
TIONS  OF  THIS  ORDINANCE1. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows-: 

Sec.  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  and  approval  of 
this  ordinance,  no  person,  or  persona,  firm,  company,  or  cor¬ 
poration,  shall  in  any  manner  take  any  water  from  or  attach 
to  or  detach  from  any  water  main,  water  pipe,  service  or  other 
pipe,  hydrant,  reservior  or  connection  by  means  of  which  water 
is  or  may  be  hereafter  supplied  by  the  City  of  Astoria  to  the  in¬ 
habitants  thereof,  or  the  consumers  of  water  without  first 
having  obtained  permission  of  the  Astoria  Water  Commission, 
or  its  duly  authorized  Superintendent  or  agent,  which  permis¬ 
sion  shall  be  obtained  in  accordance  with  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  of  the  said  Commission,  now,  or  hereafter  in  force. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons,  firm,  company,  or  corpora¬ 
tion  shaH  injure,  or  destroy,  or  interfere  with  any  water  main, 
water  pipe,  service  or  other  pipe,  service  box,  stop  box,  hy¬ 
drant,  reservoir,  or  connection,  by  means  of  which  water  may 
be  hereafter  supplied  by  said  City  to  any  consumer  of  water. 

Sec.  3.  No  street  contractor,  or  other  person,  or  per¬ 
sons,  firm,  company,  or  corporation  having  in  charge  the  con¬ 
struction  or  repair  of  any  street,  alley,  highway,  road  or  cross¬ 
ing  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  along  the  line- 
of  the  said  Astoria  Water  System  outside  of  said  City,  shall' 
without  first  having  obtained'  permission  from  said  Water 
Commission  remove,  tear  up.  misplace  or  change  the  location 
of  any  pipe,  service  pipe,  stop  box,  service:  box,  hydrant  or  other 
part  or  appliance  belonging  to  the  said  water  works  or  system, 
or  by  means  of  which  water  is  supplied  to  any  consumer  there¬ 
of,  and  each  and  every  one  of  said  hydrants,  water  pipes,  ser¬ 
vice  pipes,  service,  boxes,  stop  boxes,  or  other  appliances,  which, 
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after  the  aforesaid  permission  having  been  obtained,  shall  be  so 
removed,  torn  up,  misplaced  or  changed  in  location  shall  be  at 
the  expense  of  the  said  contractor,  person,  firm,  company  or 
corporation  obtaining  said  ipermission,  and  each  and  every 
water  pipe,  service  box,  service  pipe,  stop  box,  hydrant  or  part 
or  appliance  which  shall  be  so  removed,  torn  up,  misplaced  or 
changed  in  location  shall  be  replaced  in  as  good  condition  as  it 
was  prior  to  said  removal,  tearing  up,  misplacement  or  change 
in  location,  and  without  damage  to  the  same,  or  to  the  said 
City  or  consumer. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  or  persons  shall  cast,  throw  or  place 
in  any  water  reservior,  supply  pipe,  water  main,  head  works 
or  other  part  of  the  aforesaid  water  works  or  supply  system  of 
said  city,  any  dirt,  rubbish,  wood,  sticks,  stones  or  other  sub¬ 
stance  or  matter,  or  shall  in  any  manner  pollute  the  water  in 
any  reservoir,  supply  pipe,  main,  head  works  or  other  part  of 
said  water  works  or  system. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  or  persons  shall  pile  any  lumber  or 
other  substance  or  material  of  any  kind  within  a  distance  of 
three  feet  from  any  fire  hydrant  in  the  said  City  of  Astoria, 
or  shall  hitch  any  team,  or  horse  or  horses,  or  other  animal, 
or  guy  wire  or  rope,  or  other  appliance  used  as  a  guy  to  any 
hydrant,  or  water  pipe,  or  main,  or  manhole  belonging  to  said 
water  works  or  system. 

Sec.  6.  No  steamer,  steamboat,  or  other  water  craft  or 
person  having  charge  or  control  thereof,  or  any  employe  there¬ 
of,  shall  in  any  manner  attach  to  or  take  water  from  any  water 
main,  public  or  private  hydrant,  water  pipe  service  or  other 
pipe,  reservoir  or  connection  by  means  of  which  water  is  fur¬ 
nished  to  any  consumer,  or  to  said  City  itself,  without  having 
obtained  permission  so  to  do,  as  in  section  one  of  this  ordin¬ 
ance  provided. 

Sec  7.  No  person  or  persons  shall  in  any  manner  open 
or  interfere  with  any  manhole,  gate  or  right  of  way  belonging 
or  appertaining  to  said  water  works,  or  system,  either  within 
or  without  the  limits  of  said  city. 

See.  8.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  also  apply 
to  all  plumbers. 

Sec.  9.  No  person,  firm,  company  or  corporation  shall 
in  any  manner  so  make  any  electrical  ground  connection, 
either  by  attaching  any  wire  or  wires  to  any  water  pipe,  main, 
supply  pipe  or  other  appliance  or  part  of  the  water  system  of 
the  City  of  Astoria,  nor  in  any  manner  place,  attach,  erect  or 
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construct  any  telephone,  telegraph  or  other  line  or  wire  or 
ground  line  or  wire  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  the  con¬ 
duct  of  electrical  currents  or  electricity  so  as  to  come  in  direct 
or  indirect  contact  with  or  charge  with  electricity  any  of  the 
aforesaid  ipipes,  mains,  supply  pipes  or  other  appliances  of  said 
water  system. 

Sec.  10.  Each  and  every  person,  firm,  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  violate  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge  he  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  jail  not 
to  exceed  eighty  days.

ORDINANCE  NO.  450D 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  ALL  EXAGERATED 
OR  DISORDERLY  DANCES  OR  DANCING  AND  PROVID¬ 
ING  FOR  PUNISHMENT  FOR  VIOLATION  HEREOF. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1.  That  all  persons  be  and  they  are  hereby  pro¬ 
hibited  from  dancing  any  exagerated  or  disorderly  dance  being 
such  dances  as  are  commonly  known  as  ragging  dances  and' 
commonly  called  the  Pivot,  Walk  Back,  Shivers,  Hippo  Dip, 
Jelly  Wiggle,  Bunny  Hug,  Turkey  Trot,  Heads  together,  Close*- 
ness.  Port  and  Starboard,  Side  Show,  Briney  Deep,  Corkscrew- 
Twirl,  Angleworm  Wiggle,  Grizzly  Bear  and  Tango. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violation  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $2.00  nor  more  than 
$25,00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  for  not  more  than 
12  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  Court.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  3985. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  CARRYING  OF 
CONCEALED  WEAPONS  AND  PROVIDING  A  PUNISH¬ 
MENT  THEREFOR. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  within 
the  City  of  Astoria  to  carry  concealed  about  his  person  in  any 
manner  whatever  any  revolver  or  other  fire  arm  or  any  knife 
(other  than  an  ordinary  pocket  knife),  or  any  dirk  or  dagger, 
slung  shot,  or  metal  knuckles  or  any  instrument  by  the  use  of 
which  injury  could  be  inflicted  upon  a  person  or  property  of 
any  other  person. 

Section  2.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  Section  one  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  punished  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof  in  the  Police  Court  of  the  City  of  Astoria  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  $10.00  nor  more  than  $200.00  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  less  than  5  days  nor  more  than 
100  days.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  however  be  construed  to 
apply  to  any  sheriff,  constable,  police,  or  other  peace  officers, 
whose  duty  it  is  to  serve  process  or  make  arrest.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  4287. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  LEAVING,  THROW¬ 
ING  OR  DISTRIBUTING  OF  SAMPLES  OF  SALVE,  LINI¬ 
MENT,  DRUGS  OR  MEDICINE®,  TOBACCO  OR  SNUFF 
WITHIN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

Whereas  it  has  come  to  attention  of  the  Common  Council 
that  in  several  instances  children  of  an  immature  age  have 
eaten  medicine  samples  distributed  about  the  city  and  said 
Common  Council  deems  the  distribution  of  medicine  samples 
pernicious  and  dangerous,  now  therefore 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1.  That  it  is  hereby  declared  unlawful  for  any 
person,  to  throw,  leave  or  distribute  or  cause  to  be  thrown, 
left  or  distributed  within  the  City  of  Astoria,  either  with  pri¬ 
vate  houses  or  residences  or  in  stores  or  other  buildings  or  in 
or  upon  the  streets  of  said  city,  any  samples  or  salve,  liniment, 
drugs  or  medicines  or  any  liquids  or  pastes  or  other  substances 
of  like  character,  or  tobacco  or  snuff,  providing  however,  that 
nothing  in  this  ordinance  contained  shall  be  construed  as  pre¬ 
venting  merchants  giving  samples,  of  the  kind  specified,  to 
adult  persons  in  their  places  of  business. 

Section  2.  That  any  person  violating  any  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde¬ 
meanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Auditor  and 
Police  Judge,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $5.00 
nor  more  than  $300.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  city  jail  not 
less  than  two>  days  nor  more  than  one  hundred  days,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  4461. 


AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  MINORS  FROM  FRE¬ 
QUENTING  OR  LOITERING  IN  OR  ABOUT  CIGAR 
STORES. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1.  That  no  minor  shall  be  allowed  to  frequent 
or  loiter  in  or  about  any  cigar  store  and  any  keeper  or  proprie¬ 
tor  of  any  cigar  store  who  shall  alow  or  permit  any  minor  so  to 
do  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  con¬ 
viction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
$300.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  days. 

Approved  by  the  Mayor  May  20th,  1913. 
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ORDINANCE  NO.  4493. 


AN  ordinance  regulating  the  keeping,  disposal 

AND  COLLECTION  OF  REFUSE  AND  GARBAGE,  PRO¬ 
VIDING  FOR  THE  COLLECTION  AND  DESTRUCTION  OF 
THE  SAME.  GENERALLY  REGULATING  THE  HANDL¬ 
ING  AND  DESTRUCTION  OF  ALL  REFUSE  AND  GAR¬ 
BAGE,  AND  PROVIDING  PENALTIES  FOR  THE  EN¬ 
FORCEMENT  OF  THE  PROVISIONS  HEREIN  CON¬ 
TAINED. 


The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  or  persons  shall  permit  or  suffer 
any  refuse,  decaying  vegetables  or  other  decaying  substances, 
or  abandoned  refuse  matter  that  accumulates  in  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  food  tor  the  table,  or  all  garbage  of  any  kind,  to  be  or 
remain  in  or  about  any  house,  yard,  lot,  place  or  premises  own¬ 
ed  or  occupied  by  him  or  them,  except  for  the  time,  and  under 
the  conditions  and  regulations  in  this  ordinance  contained,  and 
unless  the  same  be  kept  in  a  closed  can,  box  or  other  recepta¬ 
cle  in  such  a  manner  that  there  shall  be  no  leakage  of  the  con¬ 
tents  thereof,  and  in  such  a  condition  and  manner  that  no  noi¬ 
some  or  offensive  smell  or  atmosphere  shall  obtain  or  be  creat¬ 
ed  to  the  extent  that  the  same  may  thereby  cause  or  become 
a  public  nuisance,  or  affect  or  endanger  the  rights  or  health 
of  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever. 

Section  2L  It  is  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  in  the  'City  of  Astoria  to  permit  or  suffer  any  of  the 
substances  described  or  referred  to  in  the  preceding  section, 
and  for  which  he  or  they  are  responsible,  to  be  or  remain  in 
or  upon  the  premises  owned,  occupied  or  controlled  by  him  or 
them  for  a  period  of  longer  than  f.ve  days:  in  alt  events;  and! 
which  said  limitation  of  five  days  shall  be  subject  and  sub¬ 
sidiary  to  the  further  provision  that  none  of  such  substances, 
as  described  or  referred  to  in  the.  preceding  section,  shall  be- 
allowed  to  be  or  remain  in  or  about  any  place  or  premises; 
longer  than  a  reasonable  time',  which  reasonable  time  may  he 
determined  by  the  nature  of  the  decaying  matter,  garbage  or 
other  substances  referred  to  in  this  ordinance,  and  with  a  view 
of  protecting  the  public  safety  and  health. 

Section  3.  The  words  garbage,  refuse,  and  the  other- 
substances  designated  or  referred  to>  in  this  ordinance,  shall 
be  held  to  include  every  refuse  accumulation  of  animal,  fruit* 
or  vegetable  matter,  liquid  or  otherwise,  that  attends  the  pre¬ 
paration,.  use,  cooking,  dealing  in,  or  storing  of  meat,,  fisin. 
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fowl,  fruit,  or  vegetables;  as  well  as  other  matters  that  are 
properly  and  commonly  included  in  the  words  garbage  or  re¬ 
fuse  matter;  but  nothing  in  this  ordinance  contained  shall  be 
held  to  include  or  refer  to  night-soil  or  human  excrement;  and 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  place  in  the  cans  or  other 
receptacles  hereinafter  or  heretofore  referred  to,  any  ashes, 
night  soil,  or  human  excrement. 

Section  4:  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  deposit, 
throw,  or  place  any  garbage,  offal,  refuse  matter,  or  any  of 
the  other  substances  designated  or  herein  referred  to,  in  or 
upon  any  lane,  alley,  street,  or  other  public  place  within  the 
City  of  Astoria;  nor  shall  any  person  place  or  throw  any  of 
such  substances  upon  any  private  property,  (whether  owned 
by  such  person  or  not,  unless  the  same  shall  be  enclosed  in  the 
manner  provided  in  section  one  herein;  and  such  cans  or 
other  receptacles  to  be  perfectly  water  tight,  and  so  kept  with 
tightly  fitting  covers,  which  covers  shall  not  be  removed  ex¬ 
cept  when  necessary;  and  such  cans  or  other  receptacles  shill 
be  kept  in  the  rear  of  the  house,  or  in  other  proper  or  con¬ 
venient  place  so  as  to  be  readily  accessible  for  collection,  and 
never  upon  any  street,  alley  or  other  public  place;  and  all 
such  cans  or  other  receptacles  shall  be  promptly  delivered  to 
the  collector  or  scavenger,  hereinafter  referred  to,  when  call¬ 
ed  for,  and  shall  be  returned  by  him  to  said  place  or  places 
without  unnecessary  delay,  and  no  person  except  a  duly  aum- 
orized  one,  or  the  owners  or  proper  custodians  thereof,  shall 
in  any  way  interfere  with  said  cans  or  other  receptacles,  or 
with  the  contents  thereof. 

Section  5.  Any  person  or  persons  shall  be  permitted  to 
destroy  by  cremation,  or  by  any  ordinary  process  of  burning, 
any  of  the  substances  designated  or  referred  to  herein,  upon 
the  premises  where  they  originate;  Provided,  however,  that 
the  same  shall  be  done  in  such  a  manner  that  the  provisions 
and  general  purpose  and  intent  of  this  ordinance  may  not  be 
evaded,  and  that  such  process  of  burning  may  cause  no  ma¬ 
terial  offense  to  others  in  the  form  of  nuisance. 

Section  6.  It  is  hereby  made  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons,  to  remove,  or  to  transfer,  take  or  haul  through  or 
over  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  any  garbage, 
refuse,  or  other  substances  described  by  name  or  referred  to  in 
section  one  of  this  ordinance;  excepting  those  persons  duly 
licensed  therefore  by  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  such  officials  or 
agents  of  the  City  of  Astoria  whose  duty  it  may  be  or  shall 
become  to  thus  remove,  handle,  or  convey  any  or  all  of  the 
substances  described  or  referred  to  herein,  over  or  upon  any 
of  the  streets  or  public  places  of  such  municipality. 

Section  7.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  a  means  of 
handling  and  destroying  all  of  the  substances  in  this  ordinance 
referred  to,  and  for  the  convenience  of  householders  and  all

others,  and  as  a  matter  of  public  health  and  safety,  the  City  of 
Astoria  may  provide  means  for  the  removal  hauling  away  or 
destruction  of  any  or  all  of  the  substances  described,  or  here¬ 
in  referred  to,  by  contract,  or  otherwise;  or,  may  provide  and 
direct  that  the  same  may  be  done  by  a  person  or  persons  duly 
licensed  therefor;  and  it  is  hereby  provided,  that  Parker 
Brothers  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  Oregon,  a  partnership  consist¬ 
ing  of  Wilder,  Charles  and  Freeman  Parker,  be,  and  they  here¬ 
by  are,  authorized  and  empowered  to  collect  from  house¬ 
holders,  and  all  others,  and  to  handle,  transfer  or  convey  over 
any  or  all  of  the  public  thoroughfares  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
any  or  all  of  the  substances  described  or  referred  to  in  this 
ordinance,  and  are  hereby  given  the  exclusive  right  and  privi¬ 
lege  of  so  doing  for  a  period  of  Five  ( 5 )  years,  such  right  and 
privilege  being  subject  to  revocation  by  the  Common  Council, 
at  any  time,  for  any  good  and  sufficient  reason. 

Section  8.  Any  person  or  persons  to  whom  shall  be  given 
the  right  or  privilege  to  collect,  and  to  handle,  transfer  and 
convey,  any  or  all  of  the  substances  herein  described  or  re¬ 
ferred  to,  may  exercise  such  right  and  privilege  only  in  the 
event  that  they  prepare  a  proper  and  suitable  place  and  means 
to  burn  or  otherwise  destroy  the  same,  taking  particular  care 
that  any  such  place  or  means  shall  not,  in  itself,  create  a  nuis¬ 
ance;  and,  subject  to  reasonable  and  proper  control  by  the 
Common  Council,  said  Parker  Brothers  are  hereby  given  per¬ 
mission  to  establish  an  incinerator,  or  other  plant  for  the  de¬ 
struction  of  any  or  all  of  the  objectionable  substances  herein  re¬ 
ferred  to,  upon  Blocks  9  and  2  of  Williamsport  Addition  to 
the  City  of  Astoria. 

Section  9.  Said  Parker  Brothers,  or  any  other  person  or 
persons  to  whom  a  similar  right  or  privilege  may  be  granted, 
shall  receive  no  compensation  for  such  services  from  the  E,ty 
of  Astoria,  but  may  demand  and  receive  reasonable  compen¬ 
sation  for  their  services  from  any  and  all  householders,  and 
other  persons,  for  collecting,  removing  and  destroying  the  sub¬ 
stances  herein  referred  to,  and  for  (which  service  they  shall 
establish  certain  rates  or  charges  which  shall  he  as  equal  and 
impartial  as  may  he,  25c  per  one  month,  50c  for  3  times  .per 
week,  $1.00  to  $2.00  everyday  for  one  month  $1.00  per  load; 
PROVIDED;  That  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria 
reserves  unto  itself,  and  shall  exercise  if  occasion  requires, 
the  right  to  regulate  such  charges  or  rates  in  any  reasonable 
and  proper  manner,  to  the  end  that  such  charges  or  rates 
shall  he  fair  and  not  exorbitant;  and  acceptance  af  the  rights 
and  privilges  herein  granted  to  the  aforesaid  Parker  Brothers 
by  them,  or  by  any  other  person  or  persons  to  whom  such,  or 
similar,  rights  and  privileges  may  be  granted,  shall  constitute 
a  waiver  of  all  right  or  remedy  to  object  to  any  reasonable 
and  proper  regulation  of  such  rates  or  charges  by  the  Common 
Council, 
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Section  10.  The  right  and  privilege  herein  granted  to  the 
aforesaid  Parker  Brothers,  or  granted  to  any  other  person  or 
persons,  shall  become  operative  only  upon  the  payment  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  an  annual  license  fee  of  $25.00  'by  the  licensee, 
whereupon  license  shall  issue  as  in  other  cases. 

Section  11.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  aforsaid 
Parker  Brothers,  or  any  other  persons  or  persons  to  whom 
similar  rights  or  privileges  may  be  granted,  to  collect  any  and 
all  of  the  garbage  and  other  matters  herein  designated  or  re¬ 
ferred  to,  from  householders  and  others  when  the  same  has 
been  properly  placed  in  cans  or  other  receptacles  in  readiness 
for  collection;  and  to  forthwith  remove  such  garbage  or  other 
matters  herein  designated  or  refered  to,  to  the  place  provided 
and  there  promptly  and  thoroughly  burn  or  otherwise  com¬ 
pletely  destroy  the  same;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
Parker  Brothers,  or  other  persons  to  whom  may  be  granted 
similar  right  and  privilege  to  do  and  perform  all  of  such  busi¬ 
ness  in  a  cleanly  and  wholesome  manner,  and  shall  provide 
proper  vehicles  for  the  handling  and  removal  of  the  same, 
which  shall  be  so  constructed  with  tight  fitting  covers  that 
none  of  the  contents  may  spill  out  or  escape  therefrom;  and 
any  and  all  of  such  vehicles  shall  be  kept  clean  and  freshly 
painted. 

Section  12.  The  aforesaid  Parker  Brothers,  their  suc¬ 
cessors  in  interest,  or  any  other  person  or  persons  to  whom 
similar  right  or  privilege  may  be  granted,  shall  file  with  the 
Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  a  written  statement 
of  their  charges  or  rates;  and  shall  give  bond  with  on*si  or 
more  sureties  unto  the  City  of  Astoria  in  the  sum  of  $2,500.00 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  any  and  all  of  the 
duties  or  obligations  herein  imposed  upon  them. 

Section  12.  (a).  That  the  Committee  on  Health  and  Police 
of  the  Common  Council  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  and  em¬ 
powered  to  make  contract  with  said  Parker  Bros.,  and  their 
successors  in  interest,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  con¬ 
ditions  of  this  Ordinance,  and  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  and 
carrying  out  its  intent  and  provisions. 

Section  13.  Any  persons  violating  any  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  ordinance,  save  and  except  those  duties  or  obliga¬ 
tions  imposed  upon  the  aforesaid  Parker  Brotheis,  their  suc¬ 
cessors  in  interest,  or  to  any  other  person  or  persons  to  whom 
similar  rights  or  privileges  may  be  granted,  and  for  which 
bond  shall  or  may  be  given,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis¬ 
demeanor,  and  upon  conviction  therefor,  before  the  Auditor 
and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more 
than  $100.00,  or  by  Imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  exceed¬ 
ing  twenty  days.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  4608. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  PLUMBING,  VENTI¬ 
LATION  AND  DRAINAGE  OF  BUILDINGS,  PROVIDING 
A  PENALTY  FOR  VIOLATION  THEREOF  AND  REPEAL¬ 
ING  ALL  ORDINANCES  AND  PARTS  OF  ORDINANCES  IN 
CONFLICT  HEREWITH. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1.  No  person  shall  hereafter  move  a  building 
from  one  part  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  to  another  part  of  said 
city,  erect  or  cause  to  be  erected  or  converted  to  a  new  pur¬ 
pose  by  alteration,  any  building  or  structure,  or  change  the 
construction  of  any  building  by  addition  or  otherwise  so  that 
it,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  be  inadequate  or  defective  in 
respect  to  plumbing,  ventilation,  sewerage  or  any  other  usual 
or  proper  or  necessary  provision  or  precaution  for  security  of 
life  or  health.  Nor  shall  any  owner,  lessee,  tenant  or  any  oc¬ 
cupant  of  any  building  or  structure  cause  or  allow  any  matter 
or  any  thing  to  be  done  in  or  about  any  such  building  or 
structure  dangerous  or  prejudicial  to  life  or  health. 

Section  2.  No  plumbing  work  shall  be  done  in  the  City  of 
Astoria,  except  in  case  of  repairs  or  leaks,  without  a  permit 
being  first  issued  therefor,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  Committee  on  Health  and  Police  shall  prescribe;  and 
when  such  plumbing  work  involves  or  necessitates  the  ob¬ 
struction  of  a  street  or  alley,  tearing  up  sidewalks  or  disturb¬ 
ing  the  surface  of  streets  or  alleys,  a  permit  shall  also  be  ob¬ 
tained  from  the  Superintendant  of  Streets  therefor. 

Section  3.  All  material  used  in  the  construction  of  drains 
waste  or  soil  pipes  or  other  structures,  shall  be  of  good  quali¬ 
ty  and  free  from  sand  holes,  splits  or  other  defects  and  the 
work  must  be  executed  in  a  thorough  and  workmanlike  man¬ 
ner.  In  no  case  will  gas  fitter’s  cement  or  any  other  prepara¬ 
tion  be  allowed  on  waste,  soil  or  vent  pipe  to  repair  defective 
pipe  or  fittings. 

Section  4.  Drain  soil  and  waste  pipes  through  which 
water  and  sewerage  is  used  and  carried  off  shall  be  of  cast 
iron,  galvanized  wrought  iron,  brass  or  lead  when  within  a 
building.  They  shall  be  sound,  free  from  holes  and  other  de¬ 
fects  and  extend  not  less  than  two  feet  outside  of  buildings, 
porches  to  be  considered  part  of  buildings,  with  a  fall  of  not 
less  than  one-quarter  inch  to  the  foot,  laid  in  trenches  of  uni¬ 
form  grade  or  securely  ironed  to  wall,  or  suspended  from  floor 
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timbers  by  strong  iron  hangers  and  run  in  as  staight  line 
as  possible.  Connections  made  to  the  horizontal  pipes  shall 
be  made  with  “Y”  branches,  except  at  the  connection  with 
vertical  stacks,  which  may  be  with  regular  sanitary  fittings. 
The  vertical  soil  pipe  shall  be  carried  out  at  least  one  foot, 
through  the  roof,  open  and  undiminished  in  size.  All  horizon¬ 
tal  soil  pipes,  four  inches  or  over,  twenty-five  feet  or  more  in 
length,  shall  have  a  clean  out.  All  horizontal  waste  pipes 
smaller  than  four  inches,  fifteen  feet  or  more  in  length,  shall 
have  a  clean  out  and  they  shall  be  put  in  an  accessible  place. 
Soil  pipe  cleanouts  shall  not  be  less  than  four  inches,  and 
cleanouts  or  waste  pipe  not  less  than  the  waste  pipe  they  serve. 

Section  5.  No  brick,  sheet  metal  or  earthenware  flues 
shall  be  used  as  a  sewer  ventilator,  nor  shall  any  chimney  flue 
be  used  for  that  purpose. 

Section  6.  In  all  buildings  up>  to  three  stories,  without 
basements,  standard  pipe  and  fittings  may  be  used.  In  all 
buildings  exceeding  three  stories,  the  three  upper  stories  may 
be  standard  pipe  and  fittings.  The  lowest  portion  must  be 
extra  heavy.  All  joints  on  cast  iron  pipe  must  be  made  with  a 
suitable  packing  of  picked  oakum,  run  full  of  molten  lead  and 
thoroughly  caulked  to  prevent  the  escape  of  sewer  gas. 

Section  7.  All  connections  of  lead  with  iron  pipe  must 
be  made  by  a  brass  funnel  or  soldering  nipples  of  the  same 
size  as  the  lead  pipe  and  caulked  or  screwed  into  the  iron  pipe 
and  connected  with  the  lead  pipe  by  a  wiped  joint  and  where  a 
soldering  union  is  used,  a  lead  washer  must  he  used  in  con¬ 
necting  same  to  iron  pipe. 

Section  8.  All  fixtures  connected  to  t'he  sewer  must  be 
properly  .trapped  and  the  trap  put  as  close  to  the  fixtures  as 
practicable  and  having  a  water  seal  not  less  than  one  and  one- 
half  inches.  No  traps  will  be  allowed  on  main  lines  of  sewer 
drain  or  soil  pipe.  Traps  shall  be  protected  from  sypbonage 
and  air  pressure  by  a  special  air  or  vent  pipe  which  shall  be 
-of  a  size  not  lees  than  the  trap  up  to  and  including  two  inches 
traps,  and  when  a  trap  is  over  two  inches  in  size,  no  vent  less 
than  two  inches  shall  be  used.  Waste  pipes  and  traps  shall 
33 ot  be  less  than  the  following  sizes: 

For  basins  and  pantry  sinks  one  and  one-quarter  inches, 

Bath  wastes  one  and  one-half  inches. 

For  Kitchen  sinks  one  and  one  half  inches.. 

For  urinals  one  and  one-half  inches. 

For  slop  sinks,  two  inches. 

For  water  .closets,  tour  inches..  , 
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The  weight  for  lead  waste  pipe  shall  not  be  less  than  the 
following: 

One  and  one-quarter  inch  pipe,  two  pounds  to  the  foot. 

One  and  one-half  inch  pipe,  three  pounds  to  the  foot. 

Two  inch  pipe,  four  pounds  per  foot. 

Three  inch  pipe,  four  and  one-half  pounds  per  foot. 

Four  inch  pipe,  five  pounds  per  foot. 

And  when  a  trap  is  concealed,  the  trap  screw  must  be 
reinforced. 

Section  9.  The  size  of  the  vent  shall  not  he  less  than  that 
of  the  trap  they  serve,  except  in  the  case  of  water  closets  or 
slop  sinks,  which  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches.  All  vents 
exceeding  thirty  feet  in  length,  shall  be  increased  one  size  every 
succeeding  thirty  feet  or  minimum  thereof.  Two  fixtures  with 
one  and  one  quarter  waste  pipe  may  be  combined  and  vented 
into  one,  one  and  one  quarter  inch  vent  pipe.  Two  fixtures 
with  one  and  one  half  inch  waste  pipe  may  be  combined  and 
vented  into  a  one  and  one  half  inch  vent  pipe.  Eight  fixtures 
with  waste  pipes  not  to  exceed  one  and  one  half  inch  may  be 
combined  and  vented  into  a  two  inch  vent  pipe.  Two  fixtures 
with  traps  two  inch  or  larger  may  be  combined  and  vented 
into  a  two  inch  vent  pipe.  One  water  closet  and  four  fixtures 
with  waste  not  to  exceed  one  and  one  half  inches  may  be  com¬ 
bined  and  vented  into  a  two  inch  vent  pipe.  In  the  same  pro¬ 
portion,  more  may  be  added  by  increasing  the  size  of  the  pipe, 
calculating  four  fixtures  with  traps  one  and  one  half  inch  or 
less  to  be  equal  to  one  water  closet.  No  horizontal  vent  pipe 
will  be  allowed  below  the  top  of  any  fixture  it  serves.  The 
branch  tee  of  vent  pipes  must  be  three  feet  above  the  finished 
floor.  Vent  pipes  may  be  combined  by  branching  together 
those  that  serves  several  traps,  in  which  case,  the  size  of  the 
main  line  must  be  increased  as  it  receives  the  several  addi¬ 
tions,  to  the  size  specified,  and  may  be  connected  to  the  main 
soil  pipe  not  less  than  three  feet  above  the  finished  floor,  which 
soil  pipe  must  be  of  ample  size,  or  be  increased,  or  they  may 
be  run  separate  through  the  roof.  All  vent  pipes  shall  be  run 
as  straight  and  direct  as  possible  or  with  a  grade  to  avoid  trap¬ 
ping  by  condensation.  When  a  row  of  water  closets  are  located 
on  the  same  floor,  they  may  be  vented  collectively  by  the  cir¬ 
cuit  or  loup  system,  turning  up  with  the  horizontal  soil  pipe  im¬ 
mediately  at  the  end,  and  as  close  as  practicable  to  the  last 
water  closet,  and  continue  above  the  top  of  said  closets.  For 
eight  water  closets  four  inch  pipe  may  be  used,  and  six  inch 
pipe  for  additional  water  closets,  and  not  more  than  twenty 
inches  of  pipe  will  be  allowed  between  closets  and  horizontal 
pipe.  The  vent  pipe  must  be  four  inches  for  eight  closets,  and 
for  additional  water  closets,  the  vent  must  be  increased  to  six 
inches. 
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Section  10.  All  wrought  iron  pipe  and  fittings  used  for 
vents  must  be  galvanized,  and  when  wrought  iron  pipe  is  used 
for  waste,  galvanized  pipe  and  recess  fittings  must  be  used. 
All  burs  on  pipe  to  be  thoroughly  reamed. 

Sec.  11.  The  system  known  as  venting  in  the  rough 
will  be  allowed  in  vertical  waste  pipes  only,  and  not  more  than 
fifteen  inches  of  iwaste  pipe  will  be  allowed  between  seal  of 
traps  and  said  vertical  pipe,  except  water  closets  wich  may 
have  a  limit  of  twenty  inches.  The  top  fixture  of  any  ver¬ 
tical  line  of  soil  pipe  need  not  be  back  vented,  provided  said 

fixture  has  not  more  than  fifteen  inches  of  waste  pipe.  When 
a  water  closet  has  no  other  fixture  above  one  fixture  may  con¬ 
nect  above  water  closet,  provided  it  has  not  more  than  fifteen 
inches  of  waste  pipe  and  not  larger  than  one  and  %  inches, 
it  will  not  be  necessary  to  back  vent  either  fixture.  Not  more 
than  one-quarter  inch  to  the  foot  will  be  allowed  between  trap 
and  stack  when  fixtures  are  vented  in  the  rough,  a  4  x  4  by  2 
inch  fitting  may  be  used  if  half  of  the  two  inch  openings  is 
above  the  top  of  four  inch  opening. 

Section  12.  The  terminal  of  all  vent  pipes  must  be  at 

least  twelve  feet  from  windows  or  other  openings,  or  one  foot 

through  the  roof  or  the  house  of  building  it  serves,  and  must 
be  at  least  three  feet  from  opening  of  chimney  or  air  shaft. 
In  case  of  windows  or  other  openings  of  living  rooms  located 
below  said  vent  pipes,  terminals  of  all  said  vents  must  be  at 
least  three  feet  above  window  or  opening.  Where  one  building 
is  attached  to  or  joins  another  of  greater  height,  having  win¬ 
dows  or  openings  overlooking  the  lower  building,  the  terminal 
of  all  soil  or  vent  pipes  of  the  lower  building  must  be  carried 
up  above  the  eaves  or  fire  wall  of  higher  building,  undiminish¬ 
ed  in  size,  unless  twelve  feet  from  said  windows  or  other  open¬ 
ings.  The  terminal  of  vent  pipes  in  out  houses  must  be  at 
least  nine  feet  from  the  ground. 

Section  13.  All  water  closets  and  other  plumbing  fix¬ 
tures  must  be  supplied  with  water.  All  pipes  for  plumbing 
fixtures  must  be  galvanized  iron,  brass  or  lead.  In  no  case 
will  black  fittings  be  allowed  in  supply  pipes.  Water  closets 
must  never  be  placed  in  an  unventilated  room  or  compart¬ 
ment.  In  every  case  the  compartment  must  be  open  to  the 
outer  air,  or  be  ventilated  by  means  of  a  shaft  or  air  duct  at 
least  six  inches  in  diameter,  and  as  near  the  ceiling  as  possible. 
All  wateT  closets  must  be  supplied  with  water  from  special 
tanks,  cisterns  or  flushometer  the  water  of  which  is  not  to  be 
used  for  any  other  purpose.  A  group  of  water  closets  may  be 
supplied  from  one  tank.  In  no  case  wrill  Philadelphia  Hop¬ 
pers,  plug  closets  or  any  other  closets  supplied  direct  from 
the  city  main  be  allowed. 
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Section  14.  In  all  cases  the  basement  of  a  building  will 
be  considered  as  a  story. 

Section  15.  All  sewer  pipes  in  yards  shall  be  of  a  good 
quality  of  vitrified  terra  cotta  pipe,  properly  laid  and  the 
joints  made  with  parts  of  Portland  cement  and  clean,  sharp 
sand,  and  as  each  joint  is  laid,  it  shall  be  carefully  cleaned  on 
the  inside  and  shall  not  be  laid  nearer  than  two  feet  from  any 
exterior  iwall  of  any  habitable  building,  nor  shall  it  be  less 
than  one  foot  under  ground,  and  in  no  case  shall  such  sewers 
be  laid  under  any  habitable  building.  All  sewers  must  be  in¬ 
spected  before  being  covered  up.  Cesspools  will  only  be  al¬ 
lowed  where  no  main  sewers  have  been  put  in,  and  they  shall 
not  be  less  than  thirty  feet  from  a  habitable  building.  Tap¬ 
ping  holes  in  main  sewers  will  not  be  allowed  without  special 
permit,  from  the  plumbing  inspector  or  Committee  on  Health 
and  Police,  where  there  is  no  plumbing  inspector,  and  in  no 
case  will  they  be  allowed  to  be  tapped  on  top.  Changes  in  di¬ 
rections  shall  be  made  with  regular  fittings  and  connections 
with  “Y”  branches.  Two  houses  facing  the  front  street  may 
connect  into  one  sewer  and  run  to  the  main  sewer,  and  a  house 
in  the  rear  may  branch  into  sewer  of  front  house,  provided 
six  inch  sewer  extends  to  where  the  first  branch  is  taken  off. 
A  row  of  houses  facing  side  street  may  be  connected  up  to 
one  line,  which  must  be  six  inch  pipe,  but  may  have  four  inch 
branches  to  receive  the  discharge  of  the  different  houses.  All 
houses  connected  with  city  sewers  must  be  provided  with  a  wa¬ 
ter  closet  and  sink. 

Section  16.  Where  fifteen  or  more  water  closets  dis¬ 
charge  into  a  line  of  soil  pipe,  said  soil  pipe  shall  not  be  less 
than  six  inches  in  diameter.  In  all  other  cases,  the  soil  pipe 
receiving  the  discharge  from  water  closets  shall  not  be  less 
than  four  inches  in  diameter.  Not  more  than  four  slop  sinks 
shall  be  allowed  on  two  inch  pipes;  nor  more  than  eight  fix¬ 
tures,  having  one  and  one-half  inch  traps  will  be  allowed  on 
two  inch  pipe;  nor  more  than  three  fixtures  having  one  and  one 
half  or  one  and  one-quarter  inch  traps  will  be  allowed  on  one 
and  one-half  inch  waste  pipe. 

Section  17:  Where  safe  wastes  are  placed  under  fixtures, 
they  shall  bei  cast  of  iron,  lead  or  wrought  iron  galvanized 
pipe  and  of  a  size  not  less  than  one  and  one-quarter  inches, 
and  must  be  run  to-  some  place  in  open  sight  and  when  practi¬ 
cable,  outside  of  a  house.  All  urinal  safe  wastes  shall  be  of 
the  same  material  and  must  discharge  into  an  open  fixture 
that  is  supplied  with  water,  where  practicable. 

Section  18  No  steam,  exhaust,  blow-off  or  drip  pipe,  shall 
connect  directly  with  sewer,  soil  or  waste  pipe,  but  must  have 
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a  proper  intercepting  trap.  'Steam  shall  he  discharged  into  a 
blow-off  or  condensing  tank.  The  waste  or  over  flow  from 
said  tank  shall  be  provided  with  a  suitable  outlet  to  main 
drain. 

Section  19:  All  buildings  must  have  at  least  four  inch 
stack  running  through  roof,  open  and  undiminished  in  size. 
All  flashings  for  vent  pipes  must  be  made  of  sheet  lead  or  cop¬ 
per  turned  over  top  of  pipes  >when  possible  to  prevent  leaking. 
The  waste  from  the  fixtures  may  discharge  into  water  closet 
bends,  provided  they  are  not  larger  than  one  and  one-half 
inches  and  must  be  vented. 

Section  20:  No  rain  water  pipes  will  be  allowed  to  con¬ 
nect  to  or  with  any  soil,  waste,  or  sewer  pipe,  without  an  in¬ 
tercepting  trapi,  all  catch  basins  placed  under  buildings  must 
have  a  back  water  valve  placed  in  waste  pipe,  to  prevent  over¬ 
flowing  in  case  of  stoppage  of  sewer,  and  must  also  be  properly 
trapped  and  vented  and  supplied  from  basin  or  water  closet 
tank. 


Section  21.  All  soil,  waste,  vent  and  drain  pipes  before 
being  covered  up  must  have  all  openings  stopped  up  and  filled 
with  water,  said  test  shall  be  made  in  the  presence  of  the 
Plumbing  Inspector,  or  member  of  the  Health  and  Police  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  if  satisfactory,  a  proper  certificate  shall  be  issued, 
when  the  work  can  be  covered  up.  Plumbing  work  shall  not  be 
used  unless  it  has  been  tested  and  inspected.  The  work  shall 
be  inspected  within  sixteen  hours  after  such  notification. 

Section  22.  No  waste  pipe  from  a  refrigerator  or  other 
receptacle  in  which  provisions  are  stored,  shall  be  connected 
with  any  drain,  soil  or  waste  pipe.  Such  pipe  shall  be  so  ar¬ 
ranged  as  to  admit  of  frequent  flushing  and  shall  be  short  as 
possible  and  when  impracticable  to  run  to  an  open  fixture,  it 
may  discharge  outside  in  sight.  The  overflow  pipes  from  tanks 
shall  discharge  into  an  open  fixture  properly  trapped,  or  in 
roof  gutter. 

Section  23:  A  trap  will  be  considered  unsealed  when  it 
shows  a  water  seal  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  in  depth. 

Section  24:  No  person  shall  throw  or  deposit,  or  cause 
to  be  thrown  or  deposited,  in  any  vessel  or  receptacle  connected 
with  the  public  sewer,  any  garbage,  vegetable  parings,  ashes, 
cinders,  rags,  or  any  other  thing  whatsoever,  except  faeces, 
urine,  necessary  water,  closet  paper  and  liquid  house  slops,  or 
allow  any  drain  to  be  connected  with  any  privy,  vault  or  cess¬ 
pool,  or  underground  drain,  or  with  any  channel  conveying 
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water  or  filth  excepting  the  soil  pipes  and  Plumbing  of  the 
house  or  buildings,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Section  25:  The  connections  with  all  sewers  must  be  made 
even  at  the  inside  surface  in  a  workmanlike  manner,  and 
where  a  length  of  pipe  or  drain  has  been  let  in  the  sewer,  it 
shall  be  made  perfectly  tight  with  good  cement.  The  Street 
must  be  opened  and  paving  and  earth  deposited  in  a  manner 
that  will  occasion  the  least  inconvenience  to  the  public,  and 
provide  for  the  passage  of  water  along  the  gutters;  one-half 
of  the  street  must  be  left  clear  for  the  passage  of  vehicles  and 
bridge-ways  on  the  sidewalks  for  foot  passengers.  In  refilling 
the  trench,  the  earth  must  be  laid  in  layers  not  more  than 
six  inches  in  depth,  and  each  layer  wetted  and  tamped  to 
prevent  after  settlement.  The  paving,  flagging  and  sidewalks 
are  to  be  restored  to  at  least  as  good  condition  as  previous  to 
excavation,  all  rubbish  and  surplus  earth  to  be  immediately 
removed. 

Section  26:  Drain  pipes  must  have  a  fall  of  at  least  one- 
quarter  inch  to  the  foot.  Drains  of  a  greater  depth  than  ten 
feet  may  be  run  upon  grade  to  within  three  feet  of  permanent 
grade  of  street  or  alley  at  the  property  line;  and  where  the 
property  is  located  some  distance  above  the  grade  of  the  street 
one-eighth  bend  may  be  used,  and  it  will  not  be  necessary  to 
keep  more  than  two  feet  from  the  surface,  provided  a  fall  of 
one-quarter  inch  to  the  foot  can  be  obtained,  four  inch  pipe 
may  be  used  from  main  sewer  to  property  line. 

Section  27:  Whenever  any  drain  connected  with  any 
public  sewer  or  drain  becomes  obstructed,  broken  or  out  of 
order,  or  detrimental  to  the  use  of  the  sewer  or  drain,  or  unfit 
for  the  purpose  of  drainage,  the  owner,  agent,  occupant  or 
person  having  charge  of  any  building,  yard,  lot  or  land  or  other 
premises,  which  are  drained  by  said  drain  or  sewer,  shall,  when 
directed  by  the  proper  authorities,  plumbing  inspector  or  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Health  and  Police,  remove,  reconstruct,  alter,  clean 
or  repair  said  drain  as  the  condition  of  said  drain  may  require. 

Section  28:  No  ipriry,  vault  or  cesspool  shall  hereafter 
be  constructed  in  any  part  of  the  city  of  Astoria  where  a  sewer 
is  at  all  accessible. 

Section  29:  The  Plumbing  Inspector,  if  there  be  one, 
and  if  not,  then  the  Committee  on  Health  and  Police,  City 
Physician  and  Superintendent  of  Streets,  shall  constitute  the 
Board  of  Inspectors  and  shall  have  the  po*\ver  in  all  cases, 
where  there  is  a  public  sewer  in  any  street  or  alley  to  cause 
any  owners  of  land  upon  or  adjoining  such  street  or  alley,  his 
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agent  or  tenant  to  make-  a  sufficient  drain  and  proper  sewer 
connection  from  his  or  her  house,  yard  or  lot,  closet  and  pre^ 
mises,  whenever  in  its  opinion  the  same  may  be  necessary,  and 
shall  thereupon  give  such  owner,  agent,  tenant  or  person  oc¬ 
cupying  such  premises,  notice  in  writing,  specifying  the  time 
when  such  drain  and  sewer  collections  must  be  made  and  com¬ 
pleted,  and  if  said  owner,  agent  or  tenant  neglects  to  com¬ 
plete  the  same  within  the  time  specified,  and  in  addition  to 
the  'penalties  imposed  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  said  plumbing  inspector  or  board  of  in¬ 
spectors  as  herein  provided  for,  shall  cause  it  to  be  done  and 
shall  recover  the  'whole  amount  oif  the  expense  thereof,  together 
with  ten  per  cent  additional  as  a  penalty,  by  an  action  in  the 
name  of  the  City  of  Astoria  before  any  court  having  juris¬ 
diction  thereof,  from  said  owners  or  persons  occupying  such 
premises,  who  shall  be  severally  and  jointly  liable  therefor. 

Section  30:  Any  sewer  builder,  contractor  or  plumber, 
who  is  employed  to  perfomi  any  work  on  any  ©ewer,  house, 
building,  premises,  or  any  place  requiring  sewerage  and  plumb¬ 
ing  as  provided  for  in  this  ordinance  before  commencing  work, 
shall  obtain  a  permit  from  the  Superintendent  of  streets,  and 
said  permit  shall  provide  that  all  persons  obtaining  such  shall 
save  harmless  the  City  of  Astoria,  from  all  suits  accidents  and 
damages  consequent  thereupon  for  or  by  reason  of  any  open¬ 
ing  i,n  any  street,  alley  or  avenue,  made  by  him,  or  by  those 
in  his  employment,  for  making  connections  with  any  public 
or  private  sewer,  or  for  any  other  purpose  or  object  what  ever, 
and  that  he  will  also  replace  and  restore  the  street  over  such 
opening  to  as  good  a  state  and  condition  as  he  found  it,  keep 
guards  by  day  and  light  by  night  and  keep  and  maintain  the 
same  in  good  order  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Streets  or  Plumbing  Inspector,  and  subject  to  his  acceptance'. 

Section  31:  Every  tenemant,  lodging  house,  or  building 
shall  be  provided  with  one  water  closet  for  every  ten  rooms 
or  less,  and  one  additional  water  closet  for  each  additional 
ten  rooms  or  less.  Improved  privy  sinks  may  be  used  in  fac¬ 
tories,  as  the  Health  Board  may  require,  but  in  no  case  shall 
water  closets  be  located  in  the  sleeping  apartments  of  any 
building. 

BOND  OF  PLUMBER 

Section  32:  Any  person  engaging  in  the  above  business 
shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  to  the  City  of  Astoria, 
in  the  sum  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  to  indemnify  the  City 
against  all  claims  for  damages;  said  bond  to  be  approved  by 
the  Mayor. 

Section  33.  All  Master  Plumbers,  Plumbers,  contractors 
or  contracting  firms  shall  be  responsible  for  all  the  acts  of

their  agents  or  employees  done  in  the  course  of  their  employ¬ 
ment. 

Section  34:  The  Health  Board,  or  any  member  thereof, 
or  Plumbing  Inspector,  if  there  be  one,  shall  have  the  right 
to  enter  upon  the  premises  drained  by  any  house  drain  or  con¬ 
nected  with  any  public  sewer  at  all  reasonable  hours  to  as¬ 
certain  whether  the  provisions  of  this  or  any  ordinance  in  re¬ 
gard  to  house  drains  have  been  complied  with,  and  if  he  shall 
find  that  said  drains  or  its  attachments  do  not  conform  to 
the  provisions  of  latw  or  this  ordinance,  in  regard  thereto,  he 
shall  notify  the  owner  of  said  premises,  or  his  agent,  of  the 
fact.  It  shall  thereupon  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  or  his  agent, 
to  cause  said  drain  or  its  attachments  to  be  altered,  repaired 
or  reconstructed  as  to  make  them  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  law  or  this  ordinance,  within  fifteen  days  from  the  time 
of  receiving  such  notice. 

Section  35:  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed,  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  the  Auditor  and  Police 
Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  Fifty 
Dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  exceeding 
twenty  days. 

Section  36:  The  Common  Council,  may  at  any  time, 
when  it  deems  it  advisable,  appoint  a  Plumbing  Inspector,  who 
shall  he  competent  journeyman,  who  shall  qualify  by  taking 
an  oath  of  office  and  filing  a  bond  in  such  sum  rs  the  Common 
Council  shall  direct.  The  Common  Council  shall  by  ordinance, 
tlx  the  salary  of  such  Plumbing  Inspector. 

Section  37:  All  ordinances  and  parts  of  ordinances  in 
conflict  herewith  are  hereby  repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE  MAKING  CERTAIN  OLD,  DILAPIDATED, 
DECAYED,  FILTHY  BUILDINGS,  SHEDS,  OR  OTHER 
STRUCTURES  A  NUISANCE;  PROVIDING  FOR  THEIR 
REMOVAL  OR  DESTRUCTION  AND  MAKING  THE  EX¬ 
PENSE  THEREOF  A  LIEN  UPON  THE  PROPERTY. 


The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 


Section  1:  That  all  old,  dilapidated,  decayed,  filthy 
buildings,  Sheds  or  other  structures,  which  because  of  either 
their  filthy  condition  they  constitute  a  menace  to  health,  or 
may  because  of  their  inherent  condition  or  surroundings  or 
proximity  to  other  buildings,  be  a  danger  or  menace  to  the 
community  or  adjacent  buildings,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  a  nuisance. 


Section  2:  That  whenever  the  City  Physician  shall  be¬ 
come  advised  of  any  such  structure,  as  may  constitute  a 
menace  to  health  as  in  the  previous  section  described,  or  the 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  have  knowledge  of  such  build¬ 
ings,  sheds  or  other  structures,  which  are  or  may  be  a  danger 
or  menace  to  the  community  or  adjacent  buildings,  he  shall 
give  a  notice  to  the  owner  of  such  building,  sheds,  or  other 
structures  as  hereinbefore  described,  and  demanding  that  the 
building,  sheds  or  other  structures  be  either  removed  or  torn 
down  within  14  days  fom  the  time  of  the  serving  of  such 
notice. 


Section  3:  Where  it  is  impossible  to  personally  serve 
the  owner  of  such  building,  shed  or  other  structures,  with  a 
notice  provided  for  in  this  previous  section,  such  notice  shall 
be  served  by  inclosing  the  same  in  an  envelope  sufficiently 
stamped,  addressed  and  registered,  to  such  owner  at  Astoria, 
Oregon,  and  such  service  shall  be  equivalent  to  personal  ser¬ 
vice  of  notice  and  in  such  case  such  notice  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  served  personally  four  days  from  the  time  when 
such  notice  was  mailed  as  hereinbefore  provided  for. 


Section  4  Within  14  days  from  the  time  notice  is  ser¬ 
ved  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  the  owner  shall  cause  to  be 
removed  or  torn  down  the  building,  shed,  or  other  structure, 
as  described  by  the  notice  hereinbefore  prov.ded  for;  and 
failure  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall 
constitute  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  shall  be  punished  by  a  tine  not 
more  than  $100.00  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not 
more  than  50  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court, 
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Section  5:  Whenever  a  notice  has  been  served  as  re- 
guired  by  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and  the  demand  in 
such  notice  has  not  been  complied  with,  after  a  period  of 
thirty  days  from  the  service  of  such  notice,  the  'City  Physician 
or  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
so  notify  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  who  shall  at  once 
cause  to  be  torn  down  or  removed  the  structure,  building  or 
shed  described  in  the  notice  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  which 
said  work,  labor  and  services  shall  be  rendered  by  other  than 
persons,  regularly  in  the  employ  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and 
said  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  keep  an  account  of  ne¬ 
cessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  prosecution  of  such  work  and 
shall  add  thereto  the  sum  of  $10.00  as  a  penalty  for  failure 
to  comply  with  the  notice  hereinbefore  provided  for,  and 
said  account,  together  with  such  penalty  added,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  iwho  shall  enter  the  same  in 
the  Docket  of  City  Liens  as  a  lien  against  the  property  from 
which  such  structure,  building  or  shed  was  removed  or  torn 
down,  and  interest  thereon  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  6 
per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date  of  such  lien,  which  shall  be 
of  the  filing  date,  until  paid. 

Section  6:  The  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  pro¬ 
secution  of  the  work  in  the  previous  section  provided  for  shall 
be  paid  from  the  General  Fund  of  the  City. 

Section  7 :  A  copiy  of  the  notice  served,  together  with 
proof  of  such  service,  by  affidavit,  together  with  the  account 
filed  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  and  the  entry  of  such 
account  in  the  Docket  of  City  Liens  shall  be  and  is  hereby  de¬ 
clared  a  complete  record  of  such  lien  as  hereinbefore  provided 
for.

AN  ORDINANCE  EMPOWERING  AND  AUTHORIZING  THE 
CHIEF  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT  OF  THE  CITY  OF 
ASTORIA  TO  INSPECT  BULDINGS  AND  OTHER  STRUC¬ 
TURES;  TO  ORDER  THE  CORRECTION  OF  THE  CONDI¬ 
TIONS  THEREIN  WHICH  HE  MAY  FIND  TO  TEND  TO¬ 
WARD  ENDANGERING  PROPERTY  AND  LIFE  BY  FIRE; 
TO  APPOINT  DEPUTY  INSPECTORS  TO  MAKE  SUCH 
INSPECTION  AND  PUNISHING  DISOBEDIENCE  OF  SUCH 
ORDERS. 


The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 


Section  1 :  The  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  is  hereby 
empowered  and  authorized  to  at  any  and  all  reasonable  time 
enter  upon  and  into  any  premises,  building  or  structure  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Astoria  lor  the  purpose  of 
examining  and  inspecting  the  same  to  ascertain  the  oond-tioin 
thereof  with  regard  to  the  presence,  arrangement  of  deposit 
of  any  articles,  materials,  substances,  goods,  wares  or  merchan¬ 
dise  which  may  have  a  tendency  to  create  danger  of  or  from 
fire  in  said  premises,  building  or  structure,  or  to  create  danger 
in  case  of  fire  on  or  in  the  same,  or  personal  injury  to  or 
loss  of  life  of  the  occupants  of  or  persons  on  or  in  said  pre- 
misees,  building  or  structure;  also  with  regard  to  the  condi¬ 
tion,  size,  arrangement  and  efficiency  of  any  and  all  appli¬ 
ances  for  protection  against  fire  on  or  in  such  premises,  build¬ 
ing  or  structure. 


Section  2 :  If  he  shall  find  on  such  inspection  of  such 
premises,  building  or  structure  any  rubbish,  debris,  waste,  or 
inflamable  or  combustible  materials,  and  that  the  same  is 
not  so  arranged  or  disposed  as  to  afford  reasonable  safeguard 
against  the  dangers  of  fire,  or  if  he  shall  find  that  the  arti¬ 
cles,  materials,  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  on  or  in  s  id 
premises,  building,  or  structure  are  so  arranged  and  disposed 
that  the  occupants  thereof  or  persons  rightfully  on  or  in  the 
same  would  not,  because,  of  such  arrangement  and  disposition, 
be  afforded  reasonable  access  to  the  exits  of  said  premises, 
building  or  structure  in  case  of  fire,  or  if  he  shall  find  that 
by  reason  of  such  arrangement  or  disposition  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Department  would  unnecessarily  and  unreasonably  be 
interfered  with  in  the  exercise  of  their  duties  in  and  about 
such  premises,  building  or  structure  in  case  of  fire  in  the 
same  he  may  order  in  writing  the  removal  of  such  rubb  sh, 
dabri's  waste  or  inflamable  or  combustible  materials  from 
said  premises,  building  or  structure,  or  the  disposing  and  ar¬ 
ranging  of  the  same  on  or  in  said  premises,  building  or  struc¬ 
ture  in  such  manner  as  will  remove  such  danger  from  fire. 
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He  may  also  order  in  wr'ting  that  such  articles,  ma¬ 
terials,  wares  o-r  merchandise  be  so  arranged  and  disposed  on 
or  in  said  premises,  building  or  structure  that  the  occupants 
thereof,  or  the  persons  rightfully  on  or  in  the  same,  will  be 
afforded  all  reasonable  access  to  the  exits  from  the  same  in 
case  of  fire,  and  the  same  members  of  the  Fire  Department 
will  be  afforded  all  reasonable  facilities  for  the  discharge  of 
their  duties  in  and  about  said  premises,  building  or  structure 
in  case  of  fire. 

Section  3:  If  he  shall  find  that  the  appliances  on  or  in 
such  premises,  building  or  structure  for  protection  against 
fire  are  not,  in  proper  condition,  or  of  sufficient  size  or  num¬ 
ber,  or  are  otherwise  insufficient  for  the  purpose  for  which  the 
same  are  designed  and  intended,  or  if  he  shall  find  that  such 
appliances  are  reasonably  necessary  for  the  protection  of  such 
premises,  building  or  structure  and  are  wholly  wanting,  he 
shall  order,  in  the  case  of  such  improper  condition  or  insuf¬ 
ficiency,  that  the  same  be  placed  in  proper  condition  and  ren¬ 
dered  reasonably  sufficient  to  afford  reasonable  protection 
against  fire,  and  in  the  case  of  absence  of  such  applinances 
where  he  may  find  that  they  are  reasonably  necessary  for  pro¬ 
tection  against  fire,  he  shall  order  the  installation  of  appliances 
sufficient  to  afford  such  reasonable  protection  in  case  of  fire 
to  said  premises,  building  or  structure,  and  to  the  occupants, 
thereof  or  persons  rightfully  on  or  in  the  same. 

Section  4:  The  Chief  of  the  File  Department  hereby  is 
empowered  and  authorized  to  appoint  such  and  as  many  de¬ 
puties  to  make  the  inspection  hereinbefore  provided  for,  who 
shall  report  in  writing  the  results  of  their  inspections  to  the 
'Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  and  who  are  hereby  empowered 
and  authorized  to  make  such  orders  in  respect  to  the  condi¬ 
tions  found  by  them  on  inspection  as  are  hereby  authorized  to 
be  made  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department.  Should  any 
owner,  lessee  or  accupant  of  any  premises,  buildings  or  struc¬ 
tures  of  the  owner  or  peroon  in  control  of  any  materials,  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  consider  themselves  aggrieved  by  such 
order  of  such  deputy,  he  may,  within  twenty-hour  hours  after 
the  said  order  has  been  served  on  him,  appeal  to  the  Chief  of 
the  Fire  Deparemcnt,  who  shall  thereupon  make  such  order  in 
the  premises  as  in  his  discretion  he  may  deem  right  and  rea¬ 
sonable,  and  said  order  shall  be  final. 

Section  5:  Such  order  or  orders  hereinbefore  mentioned 
shall  be  directed  to  the  owner.lessee  or  accupant  of  such  pre¬ 
mises,  building  or  structure,  or  to  the  person  in  control  of  the 
articles,  materials,  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  herein  refe¬ 
ed  to,  or  to  the  owner  thereof,  as  the  circumstances  may  re- 
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quire,  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  sudh  owner,  lessee,  or 
occupant  of  such  'premises,  building  or  structure,  and  ot  such 
person  in  control  of  such  articles,  materials,  goods  'wares  and 
merchandise,  or  the  owner  thereof,  to  comply  with  such  order 
cr  orders  with  all  reasonable  dispatch  and  diligence. 

Section  6:  Any  owner,  lessee  or  occupant  of  such  build¬ 
ing,  premises  lor  structure,  or  any  person  in  control  of  such 
articles,  materials,  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  as  herein¬ 
above  referred  to,  of  the  owner  thereof,  who  shall  fail  or  neg¬ 
lect  to  discharge  the  duties  imposed  by  this  ordinance  and  the 
orders  of  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  or  the  deputies  ap¬ 
pointed  by  him  under  this  ordinance,  on  conviction  hhervot , 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  Ten  Dollars  or  not  more  than  One 
Hundred  Dollars  far  each  day  of  failure  or  neglect. 

Section  7:  The  terms  “owner”,  “lessee”,  “occupant”, 
“person  in  control  of”  as  used  in  the  foregoing,  shall  bo  con¬ 
strued  to  include  the  plural,  as  well  as  the  singular,  and  arti¬ 
ficial  persons  as  well  as  real.

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ORDINANCE  NO.  4131. 


AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THEATRES,  MECHANICAL 
OR  MOVING  PICTURE  SHOWS  FORBIDDING  OVER¬ 
CROWDING  AND  OBSTRUCTING  OF  AISLES  AND  OTHER 
PARTS  THEREOF:  PROVIDING  FOR  VENTILATION; 
FOR  EXITS  AND  THE  WIDTH  THEREOF;  FOR  UNOB¬ 
STRUCTED  SPACES;  FOR  INSPECTION  OF  SUCH 
PLACES:  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  ENFORCEMENT 
OF  THE  PROVISIONS  THEREOF. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1 :  No<  person,  persons,  firm,  company  or  cor¬ 
poration  shall  operate,  conduct,  or  maintain  any  theatre  or 
moving  picture  show  or  mechanical  show  of  any  kind,  within 
the  City  of  Astoria,  without  complying  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

Section  2 :  Sufficient  and  adequate  means  of  exit  and 
egress  shall  be  provided  and  be  lighted  with  proper  exit  signs, 
such  exit  signs  to  be  so  lighted  and  so  placed,  as  to  be  easily 
discernible  by  the  persons  attending  such  theatre,  moving 
picture  or  mechanical  show. 

Section  3:  There  shall  be  not  less  than  two  (2)  exits 
provided  for  a  seating  capacity  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250) 
persons  or  more  and  each  of  such  exits  shall  be  not  less  than 
five  ( 5 )  feet  in  width,  and  for  a  seating  capacity  of  less  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  persons  there  shall  be  two  (2)  exits 
provided  and  each  of  such  exits  shall  be  not  less  than  two  and 
a  half  feet  ( 2  %  )  wide  and  in  either  case  one  of  said  exits 
shall  be  a  side  or  rear  exit,  and  in  the  event  of  a  side  exit, 
shall  ibe  back  from  front,  not  less  than  one  quarter  of  the  dis¬ 
tance  between  the  front  and  rear  walls  of  the  room,  and  if 
opening  on  to  a  passageway,  said  passageway  shall  be  not  less 
than  three  and  a  half  (3%)  feet  wide  and  lead  directly  to  the 
street. 

Section  4 :  The  passage-ways  referred  to  in  the  previous 
paragraph  shall  be  sufficiently  lighted  from  the  exit  of  such 
theatre,  moving  picture  or  mechanical  show  to  the  street,  so 
that  persons  having  occasion  to  use  the  same  can  easily  see  the 
passage  to'  the  street,  from  the  exit  thereof. 

Section  5 :  All  exit  doors  or  openings  in  this  ordinance 
provided  for,  and  all  doors  of  such  places,  herein  referred  to, 
shall  swing  or  open  outward. 
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Section  6:  No  theatre,  moving  picture  or  mechanical 
show  shall  allow  or  permit  any  persons  whatsoever,  excepting 
those  occupying  regular  seats  in  such  places  and  .performers, 
actors  and  regular  employees  therein,  to  a  greater  number 
than  one-tenth  (1-10)  of  the  seating  capacity  of  such  theatre, 
moving  picture  or  mechanical  show,  to  stand  in,  or  remain  in, 
the  aisles,  lobby  or  other  portion  iof  such  place  while  a  per¬ 
formance  or  show  is  being  given  in  such  place. 

Section  7 :  All  such  theatres,  moving  picture  or  mechan¬ 
ical  shows  shall  be  properly,  sufficiently  and  adequately  venti¬ 
lated,  either  by  means  of  electric  fans,  or  openings  for  that 
purpose,  either  at  the  sides  or  at  the  ceilings  of  such  places, 
in  such  a  manner  that  there  shall  be  a  constant  and  free  cir¬ 
culation  of  pure  air  therein,  and  further,  that  all  foul  air  is 
removed  by  the  system  or  manner  of  ventilation  provided 
therein. 


Section  8:  That  every  such  theatre,  moving  picture  or 
mechanical  show  shall  have  two  (2)  aisles  running  the  entire 
length  thereof,  each  of  said  aisles  to  be  at  least  three  (3)  feet 
in  width. 


Section  9 :  At  each  exit,  as  provided  for  herein,  and  at 
each  door  of  such  theatre,  mechanical  or  moving  picture  show, 
and  immediately  adjoining  and  in  front  of  such  exit  or  door, 
there  shall  be  a  free,  open,  clear  and  unobstructed  space,  at 
least  the  width  of  such  exit  or  door,  and  running  back  eight 
(8)  feet  into  the  interior  of  such  place. 


Section  10:  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  the 
Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  or  any  fireman,  of  the 
City  Fire  Department  whom  he  shall  designate  in  writing  for 
that  purpose,  at  least  once  in  every  week  or  as  often  as  he 
shall  deem  necessary,  to  inspect  all  theatres,  moving  picture 
or  mechanical  shows,  conducted,  operated  or  maintained  m 
the  City  of  Astoria  to  see  whether  the  regulations  of  this  or¬ 
dinance  are  being  enforced;  that  such  inspections  may  be  made 
during  the  progress  of  a  performance  in  such  places;  that  for 
the  purpose  of  such  inspections,  as  herein  set  forth,  the  Chief 
of  the  Fire  Department  or  such  firemen  as  he  shall  designate, 
as  above  set  forth,  'shall  have  access  upon  demand  therefor 
to  such  theatres,  moving  picture  or  mechanical  shows;  that 
said  chief  or  firemen  shall  report  any  violations  of  this  ordin¬ 
ance  to  the  City  Attorney  who  shall  prosecute  the  same. 

Section  11:  That  two  convictions  of  the  violation  of  this 
ordinance,  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  shaH  consitute  a  for¬ 
feiture  of  the  license  issued  to  a  person,  persons,  firm  com 
pany  or  corporation  to  operate  conduct  or  maintain  such  thea¬ 
tre,  moving  picture  or  mechanical  show. 
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Section  12:  That  the  person  in  charge  of  such  theatre, 
moving  picture  or  mechanical  show,  shall  he  required  and 
charged  with  the  duty  of  observing  and  fulfilling  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  this  ordinance,  and  shall,  for  all  Intents  and  pur¬ 
poses,  so  far  as  this  ordinance  is  concerned,  be  considered,  in 
event  of  the  breach  of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  to  be 
the  violator  thereof,  and  shall  be  punished,  as  hereinafter  pro¬ 
vided  for. 

Section  13:  Within  five  (5)  days  after  the  passage  and 
approval  of  this  Ordinance,  any  person,  persons,  firm,  com¬ 
pany  or  corporation  who  shall  operate,  conduct,  or  maintain 
any  theatre,  moving  picture  show,  or  mechanical  show  of  any 
kind  within  the  iCity  of  Astoria,  shall  be  required  to  file  a  state¬ 
ment  with  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
setting  forth  the  name  of  such  place  and  the  name  of  the  per¬ 
son  in  charge  thereof;  that  in  the  event  of  a  change  of  the  per¬ 
son  in  charge  of  such  place,  the  person,  persons,  firm,  company 
or  corporation  who  operates,  conducts  or  maintains  any  such 
place,  shall  file  within  one  (1)  day  of  the  time  when  such  new 
person  in  placed  in  charge  of  such  place,  a  statement  with  the 
Auditor  and  Police  Ju<Jge,  setting  forth  the  fact  of  such  change, 
and  naming  the  place  and  the  new  person  in  Charge  thereof. 

Section  14:  That  no  doors  or  exits  of  such  theatre,  mov¬ 
ing  picture  or  mechanical  show  shall  bo  fastened  or  locked 
during  the  period  of  a  performance  in  such  place  but  the  same 
shall  be  so  arranged  that  they  will  readily  yield  and  open  to 
slight  pressure  from  the  inside. 

Section  15:  That  any  person  so  charged  with  the  duty  of 
observing  and  fulfilling  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  as 
set  forth  in  paragraph  12  thereof,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before 
the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
$10.00,  nor  more  than  $100.00,  or  imprisonment  in  the  City 
Jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  (30)  days,  or  both,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Court.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  USE  OF  AISLES  AND 
PASSAGE  WAYS  AND  STAIRWAYS  IN  THEATRES  AND 
PUBLIC  HALLS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1:  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner,  lessee, 
manager,  or  other  person,  firm  or  corporation,  having  charge 
of  any  theatre  or  public  hall  to  permit  any  person,  during  a 
performance,  exhibition,  lecture,  entertainment  or  public  as¬ 
sembly  therein,  to  sit  or  remain  standing  in  any  aisle,  passage 
way,  stairway  or  before  any  exit  in  or  of  such  theatre  or  public 
hall. 


Section  2:  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  during  a 
performance,  exhibition,  lecture,  entertainment,  or  public  as¬ 
sembly,  in  any  theatre,  or  public  hall,  to  sit  or  remain  standing 
in  any  aisle,  passageway,  or  stairway  or  before  any  exit  in  or 
of  such  theatre  or  public  hall. 

Section  3 :  Any  person,  owner,  lessee,  manager,  or  other 
person,  firm  or  corporation,  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine,  not  exceeding  $  100.00  or  by  im¬ 
prisonment  in  the  City  Jail  not  exceeding  50  days  or  iby  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  >Ooiurt,

AN  ORDINANCE  PROHIBITING  THE  OBSTRUCTION  OP’ 
PASSAGEWAYS  OF  THEATRES  AND  PEACES  OF  PUBLIC 
ASSEMBLAGE. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1 :  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation,  having  control  or  management  of  any  theatre, 
hall,  concert  hall,  or  other  place  of  public  assemblage  to  ob¬ 
struct  or  cause  to  permit  the  obstruction  of  any  exit,  entrance, 
aisle,  stairway,  lobby  or  passageway  thereof  during  any  per¬ 
formance,  exhibition,  lecture,  concert,  or  other  public  assem¬ 
blage  therein. 

Section  2:  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinance  in  con¬ 
flict  with  this  ordinance  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

Section  3 :  Any  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  who  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  $100.00  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  City  Jail  not  more  than  50  days,  or  by  both  such  fine 
and  imprisonment.

AN  ORDINANCE  REGULATING  THE  INSTALLATION  OF 
MOVING  PICTURE  BOOTHS  IN  THEATRES  AND  MOVING 
PICTURE  ESTABLISHMENTS  AND  PROVIDING  FOR 
GREATER  SAFETY  TO  LIFE  AND  PROPERTY  BY  REGU¬ 
LATING  THE  INSTALLATION,  REPAIR,  OPERATION 
AND  MAINTENANCE  OF  ALL  MOVING  PICTURE 
THEATRES  OR  ESTABLISHMENTS. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Section  1:  All  moving  picture  machine?  must  be  locat¬ 
ed  at  the  opposite  end  from  the  entrance.  They  may,  however, 
he  located  over  the  entrance  of  the  building  if  rear  or  side  exit 
is  provided. 

Section  2:  All  wiring,  apparatus,  etc.,  not  specifically 
covered  by  special  rules  herein  given  must  conform  to  the 
standard  rules  and  requirements  of  the  National  Electric  Code, 

Section  3.  Arc  lamp  used  as  part  of  moving  picture 
machine  and  dissolvers,  etc,  must  be  constructed  similar  to 
arc  lamps  of  theatres  iso  far  as  practicable  as  specified  by  the 
National  Electric  Code  and  the  wiring  of  same  must  not  be 
less  capacity  than  No.  6  B  and  S  Gage  copper  wire. 

Section  4 :  Wiring  must  all  be  in  approved,  rigid  or  flex¬ 
ible  conduit  (this  includes  booth,  auditorium,  dressing  rooms, 
or  any  part  of  moving  pictures  theatres).  See  rule  38  N.  E.  C, 
Ed.  1911.  Each  picture  machine,  dissolvers,  flood  or  spot 
light  must  be  wired  as  a  2-wire  circuit,  and  a  2-pole  switch  and 
cut-out  must  cut  off  and  protect  the  resistance  and  arc  for 
every  machine.  All  conduit  must  he  brought  tp  a  point  a§  n,ear 
as  possible  to  the  arcs  of  the  machines.  Connections  from  arcs 
to  conduit  must  he  made  with  asbestos  .covered  wire.  Conduit 
must  he  rigidly  supported  in  every  case. 

Section  5:  Rheostats  or  other  necessary  current  reduc¬ 
ing  devices  must  he  made  entirely  of  non-combustible  mater¬ 
ial,  and  of  approved  design,  must  be  mounted  on  non-combus- 
tibile  support  in  such  a  manner  that  there  will  be  an  air  space 
of  at  least  3  inches  on  all  sides.  Tbe  rheostat  must  be  of  en¬ 
closed  design  or  be  completely  enclosed  by  a  netting  with  a 
mesh  not  greater  than  %  inch.  When  the  resistance  is  not 
hung  in  operating  room  and  the  same  is  excessively  hot,  the 
same  must  he  properly  protected  by  asbestos.  Wherever  pos¬ 
sible  resistance  would  be  suspended  from  the  ceiling  on 
straight  insulators.  When  it  js  possible  this  resistance  should 
he  located  outside  booth. 
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Section  6:  Top  and  Bottom  Reels  must  'be  enclosed  in 
steel  boxes  or  magazines,  each  with  an  opening  of  approved 
construction  at  bottom  or  top  so  arranged  so  as  not  to  permit 
entrance  of  'lame  to  magazine.  No  solder  is  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  of  these  magazines.  The  front  side  of  each  maga¬ 
zine  must  consist  of  a  door  spring  hinged  and  swinging  hori¬ 
zontally  and  be  provided  with  a  substantial  latch. 

Section  7 :  Automatic  Shutter  must  be  provided  and 
must  be  so  constructed  as  to  shield  the  film  from  the  beam  of 
light  whenever  the  film  is  not  running  at  operating  speed. 
Shutter  must  be  permanently  attached  to  the  gate  frame.  In 
addiion,  a  non-automatic  shutter  must  be  provided,  piaced  in 
front  of  condenser  so  as  to  be  readily  closed  by  hand. 

Section  8 :  Extra  films  must  be  kept  in  individual  metal 
boxes  equipped  wit  a  tight-fitting  covers. 

Section  9:  MACHINE  OPERATION:  Must  be  opera¬ 

ted  by  hand,  and  motor  driven  will  not  be  'permitted  except 
when  moving  picture  machines  of  approved  type  are  used.  If 
driven  by  a  motor,  moving  picture  machine  must  be  of  a  type 
expressly  designed  and  approved  for  such  operation,  and  when 
so  approved  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department,  motor  driven 
machines  when  in  charge  of  a  skilled  operator  may  be  permitt¬ 
ed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department.  This  permission  shall 
be  given  in  writing  or  on  a  printed  form  used  for  this  purpose 
and  said  permission  shall  be  given  in  advance  by  the  Chief  of 
the  Fire  Department  and  must  state  the  name  and  type  of  ma¬ 
chine  and  name  of  operator,  and  if  no  such  permission  is  given, 
the  machine  must  be  operated  by  hand. 

(The  above  section  is  as  amended  by  Ordinance  4  607, 
approved  May  6th,  1914.) 

Section  10:  Reels  containing  films  under  examination 
or  in  process  of  rewinding  must  be  enclosed  in  magazines  or  ap¬ 
proved  metal  boxes  similar  to  those  required  for  films  in  oper¬ 
ation,  and  not  more  than  2  feet  of  film  shall  be  exposed  in 
booth. 

Section  11:  Picture  Machines  must  be  placed  in  an  En¬ 
closure  or  House  constructed  in  the  following  manner: 

Section  12:  Construction  of  Enclosure  or  House  (Booth) 

(ia)  Size  of  Booth.  All  booths  to  be  at  least  6  feet  6 
inches  high,  or  high  enough  to  provide  space  for  gravity  slid¬ 
ing  doors,  with  floor  space  to  vary  according  to  the  number  of 
machines  in  boths,  as  follows: 
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One  picture  machine,  6  by  o  feet. 

One  picture  machine  and  one  stereopticon,  9  by  6  feet. 
Two  picture  machines  and  one  stereopticon,  12  by  6  feet. 


(b)  Openings  per  machine  in  the  booth,  one  for  the 
operator  and  one  for  the  machine.  Opening  for  machine  shall 
not  he  more  than  8  inches  high  and  12  Inches  Long.  Operator’s 
widow  shall  be  not  more  than  8  inches  wide  and  more  than  12 
inches  high.  All  openings  in  other  portions  of  booth  except 
ventilator  in  ceiling  and  entrance  doors,  must  not  exceed  8 
inches  wide  and  12  inches  high.  All  openings  to  this  booth,  ex¬ 
cepting  entrance  doors  to  this  enclosure  or  house,  must  be  ar¬ 
ranged  so  as  to  be  entirely  closed  by  doors  or  shutters  con¬ 
structed  in  the  following  manner:  Doors  must  be  hung  so  that 
gravity  will  tend  to  close  them  (only  vertic'le  sliding  doors  will 
be  approved)  and  be  held  open  by  a  twine  arranged  in  such 
a  way  that  it  will  pass  directly  over  the  film  when  in  place. 
All  doors  over  openings,  except  entrance  doors,  must  be  slid¬ 
ing  doors,  and  he  constructed  of  two  pieces  of  No.  20  B  &  S 
gage  galvanized  iron,  one  piece  placed  on  each  side  of  14  inch 
asbestos;  lap  1  inch  around  the  corners,  and  the  whole  riveted 
together.  The  doors  to  lap  over  all  edges  of  openings  at  lei  st 
iy2  inches.  The  same  to  run  in  galvanized  iron  guides  of  at 
least  No.  14  B  &  S  gage,  the  guides  to  lap  over  the  door  at  least 
1  inch,  and  fit.  snugly  against  the  openings  covered.  The 
guides  to  be  placed  inside  of  the  booth  and  all  the  heads  of 
nails  or  screws  holding  same  in  place  to  be  concea.ed  by  a  sin¬ 
gle  lock  formed  ion  the  guides.  These  guides  to  he  continued 
across  bottom  of  opening  to  form  a  seat  for  the  door  to  drop 
into.  Corners  of  guides  to  he  lapped  and  riveted. 


Suh-division  B  1,  Portable  Booths:  Permission  may  he 
granted  by  the  (Chief  of  Fire  Depiartment  for  the  use  of  port- 
ble  booths  for  temporary  use  in  theatres,  halls  or  churches, 
providing  such  booths  be  constructed  of  iron  supports  covered 
with  either  sheet  metal,  asbestos  wood,  asbestos  cloth  or  some 
other  approved  non-combustible  covering  and  no  person  shall 
operate  any  moving  picture  machine  'in  which  films  are  used 
in  ay  theater,  ball  or  church  without  first  getting  permission  to 
do  so  from  the  Chief  of  Fire  Department.  The  Chief  of  Fne 
Department  must  ascertain  that  the  installation  and  use  o 
said  portable  booth  will  not  cause  any  unnecessary  danger  t 
life  or  proper!  v  before  granting  permission  as  'hereinbefore 
provided,  and  if,  after  permission  is  granted,  said  booth  ism 
installed  in  a  manner  conforming  with  the  provisions  of  tins 
Section,  be  shall  have  power  to  cancel  said  permit. 


(The  above  section  is  as  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  4  662,  ap¬ 
proved  August  18th,  1914.) 
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(c)  Ventilation  must  be  obtained  through  the  roof  by 
means  of  a  chimney  from  all  booths  wherever  possible  and 
ventilation  must  be  ttot  the  outside  air  and  no  ventilator  to  be 
of  smaller  size  than  3  6  sq.  inches  in  cross  section  per  machine. 
This  ventilator  to  be  constructed  with  lock  joints  or  rivets  and 
solder  not,  to  be  depended  upon  for  holding  sheets  of  metal  in 
place.  The  gage  of  metal  to  be  the  same  as  used  in  the  'con¬ 
struction  of  iron  booths. 

(id)  Entrance  doors  must  close  against  an  angle  iron 
rabbet  1  x  1  x  3-16  inches,  extending  completely  around  open¬ 
ings,  and  be  held  closed  by  a  metal  rope  and  weight,  the  weight 
to  run  inside  a  protecting  pipe,  and  the  rope  to  pass  over  a 
pulley.  This  door  must  be  constructed  in  a  thoroughly  sub¬ 
stantial  manner,  and  be  braced  so  that  the  same  will  not  warp 
of  get  out  of  shape.  The  doors  shall  be  larger  than  2x6  feet 
in  size,  and  must  be  constructed  of  equally  as  good  fire  resist¬ 
ing  material  as  the  booth  itself. 

(e)  Stationary  Wooden  Metal  Lined  Booth  to  be  eoin- 
struoted  of  sheathing  ait  least  3-4  inch  thick,  supported  by 
2x4  inch  wooden  studding,  not  more  than  18  inch  centers, 
presenting  a  smooth  and  solid  surface  on  the  inner  side  of 
booth.  All  studding,  braces,  etc.  to  be  on  the  outside  of  booth. 
The  ceiling  and  walls  of  booth  must  ibe  lined  with  at  least  1-8 
inch  asbestos  under  galvanized  sheet  iron  as  thick  as  No.  2  4 
B  &  S  gage,  and  the  joints  must  be  locked.  The  floor  must  be 
covered  with  galvanized  sheet  iron  at  least  as  thick  as  No.  20 
B.  &  S  gage  sheet  iron  over  a  1-8  inch  asbestos.  Metal  must 
be  thoroughly  secured  in  position  by  nails  and  the  heads  cov¬ 
ered  by  approved  lock  joint,  made  with  the  metal  lining  of  the 
booth.  Entrance  door  openings  must  not  be  larger  than  2x6 
feet.  All  other  openings  must  conform  to  Section  (b) . 

Sectin  13:  Protective  Features.  No  waste  water,  news¬ 
paper,  old  clothes,  rags,  or  In  fact  anything  of  an  inflamable 
character  will  ibe  permitted  in  the  operating  room.  The  walls 
and  the  floors  of  the  operating  room  must  be  kept  clean;  under 
no  circumstances  muist  dust  be  allowed  to  accumulate.  Waste 
will  not  be  permitted  in  'operating  room;  Such  wiping  rags  as 
may  he  necessary  must  bie  kept  in  approved  waste  can.  Under 
no  circumstances  must  the  operator  leave  the  operating  room 
without  first  having  disconnected  the  current  from  thiei  arc 
lamp  of  the  machine.  Smoking  is  positively  prohibited.  One 
chemical  'extinguisher,  2  buckets  water  and  2  buckets  of  sand 
must  be  provided. 

Section  14:  Any  part  or  the  whole  of  moving  picture 
theatres  or  establishments  shall  be  opened  during  hours  of 
performance  or  at  other  reasonable  hours  for  inspection  there-

of  for  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance  by  the  Chief  of  the  Fire 
Department  |otr  by  a  member  of  the  Fire  Department  detailed 
by  the  Chief  thereof  for  that  purpose. 

Section  15:  ^ny  person,  firm,  partnership,  company  or 
corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  before  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge,  shall  be  fined 
not  less  than  $5.00  nor  more  than  $300.00,  and  not  less  th*m 
one  nor  more  than  100  days  imprisonment  in  the  City  Jail  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  iCourJ.,

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  REGULATE  STREET  TRAFFIC  WITH¬ 
IN  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

DEFINITIONS 

Section  1 :  (a)  The  term  “street”  shall  apply  to  that 

part  of  a  public  highway  intended  for  vehicles  or  street  cars 
and  generally  known  as  the  roadway. 

(b)  The  term  “curb”  shall  apply  to  the  extreme  edge  loif 
a  street. 

(c)  The  term  “horse”  shall  apply  to  any  draft  animal 
or  beast  of  burden. 

(d)  The  term  “vehicle”  shall  apply  to  a  horse  and  to  any 
conveyance  except  a  street  car. 

(e)  The  term  “motor  vehicle”  shall  apply  to  all  vehicles 
propelled  by  any  piowieir  other  than  muscular. 

( f ) -  The  term  “emergency  vehicle’ 'shall  apply  to  ambu¬ 
lance,  fire  .police,  public  service  emergency  'and  United  States 
mail  vehicles,  while  enga  ged  in  emergency  business. 

(g)  The  term  “street  car”  shall  apply  to  any  conveyance 
confined  to  fixed  tracks. 

(h)  The  term  “'driver”  shall  apply  to  the  rider,  driver 
or  leader  of  a  horse,  to  a  person  who  pushes,  draws  or  propels 
a  vehicle  and  to  the  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle  or  street  car. 

(i)  The  term  “parked”  shall  apply  to  a  waiting  vehi¬ 
cle  and  to  vehicles  drawn  up  parallel  to  the  curb. 

(j)  The  term  “congested  district”  shall  apply  to  the 
area  bounded  on  the  West  by  the  West  line  of  10th  Street';  on 
the  East  by  the  East  line  of  14th  Street;  on  the  North  by  a  line 
drawn  parallel  with  'and  thirty-five  (35)  feet  North  of  North 
line  of  Commercial  Street  from  the  West  line  of  10th  Street 
to  the  East  line  of  14th  Street  and  on  the  South  by  a  line  drawn 
parallel  with  and  thirty-five  (35)  feet  South  of  the  South  line 
of  Commercial  Street  from  the  West  line  of  10th  Street  to  the 
East  line  loif  14th  Street. 

OBEDIENCE 

Section  2 :  The  following  regulations  for  vehicles  and 
street  cars.  Shall  be  observed  by  the  drivers  thereof.  Pedes¬ 
trians  .shall  at  all  times  obey  traffic  directions  of  any  police 
officer  who  may  be  stationed  on  a  street  for  the  purpose  of 
regulating  street  traffic. 
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PASSING 

Section  3:  (ia)  A  vehicle  meeting  another  shall  pass  to 
the  right. 

(lb)  A  vehicle  overtaking  another  shall  pass  to  the  left 
and  not  pull  over  to  the  right  until  entirely  clear  of  it. 

TURNING 

(c)  A  vehicle  turning  into  a  street  to  the  right  shall 
turn  the  corner  as  near  the  right  hand  curb  as  practicable. 

(d)  A  vehicle  turning  into  a  street  to  the  left  shall  pass 
around  the  center  of  intersection  of  two  streets. 

KEEPING  TO  THE  RIGHT 

(e)  A  vehicle  shall  keep  over,  as  near  as  practible,  to 
the  right  (hand  curb  iso  as  to  leave  the  center  iof  the  street  free 
and  open  for  overtaking  traffic  the  slower  the  speed  the  near¬ 
er  the  curb. 


BACKING  AND  FOLLOWING 

(f)  A  vehicle  shall  not  make  a  turn  to  reverse  its  di¬ 
rection  at  any  place  where  traffic  will  ibe  obstructed,  but  it 
shall  go  around  the  block  or  to  a  street  wide  or  free  enough 
for  the  purpose. 

(g)  A  vehicle  shall  not  follow  another  vehicle  or  street 
car  too  closely  for  safety. 

STOPPING,  STANDING,  WAITING  AND  PARKING 

Section  4:  (a)  A  vehicle  shall  not  stop  with  its  left 

side  to  the  curb. 

(b)  A  vehicle  waiting  in  front  of  an  entrance  to  a  build¬ 
ing  shall  give  way  promptly  to  a  vehicle  arriving  to  take  up 
or  set  do.wln  passengers. 

A  vehicle  shall  not  be  parked  in  front  of  an  entrance  to 
any  building,  or  so  as  to  interfere  with  free  access  to  such 
entrance,  except  while  loading  or  unloading. 

(c)  A  vehicle  shall  not  he  left  on  a  crosswalk  or  in  such 
position  as  to  prevent  another  vehicle  from  moving  up>  close 
and  parallel  to  the  curb  in  front  of  an  entrance  to  a  building, 
or  so  ias  to  prevent  another  vehicle  already  stopped  near  the 
curb  from  moving  away,  or  within  ten  feet  of  a  fire  hydrant, 
United  States  mail  box,  or  horse  trough. 

(d)  A  vehicle  shall  not  be  so  parked  or  otherwise  stopp¬ 
ed  as  t(o  prevent  the  free  passage  of  other  vehicles  or  street 
cars  in  both  directions  at  the  same  time. 

(e)  Within  the  congested  district  described  in  paragraph 
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“j”  of  Section  1  no  vehicles  shall  stand  more  than  thirty  (30) 
minutes  at  any  onie  time  and  for  such  period  of  thirty  (30) 
minutes  oftener  than  three  (3)  times  in  any  one  day  between 
nine  (9)  A.  M.  and  six  (6)  P.  M.  except  on  Sunday,  New  Year’s 
Day,  Decoration  Day,  Fourth  of  July,  Labor  Day,  Thanksgiving 
and  Christmas. 

(f)  A  parked  vehicle  shall  not  occupy  a  space  more  than 
(7)  feet  from  the  curb  between  nine  (9)  A.  M.  and  six  (6) 
P.  M. 

(g)  A  vehicle,  shall  not  stand  hacked  up  at  any  angle 
to  a  curb,  except  while  loading  or  unloading,  and  if  horse- 
drawn  and  with  four  wheels  the  horses  shall  stand  parallel 
with  the  curb,  faced  in  the  direction  of  traffic. 

(h)  A  vehicle  shall  not  stop  in  any  street  except  near  the 
curb,  or  so  as  to  obstruct  a  crossing  unless  to  allow  another  ve¬ 
hicle,  street  car  or  pedestrian  to  cross  it  path. 

(i)  A  street  car  shall  not  stop  within  an  intersection  of 
streets  or  so  as  to  obstruct  a  crossing. 

(j)  No  vehicle  or  other  thing  shall  be  allowed  to  stand 
or  remain  in  front  of  the  entrance  or  exit  of  any  theatre  during 
performances  lor  the  entrance  of  any  fire  house,  or  within  fifty 
(50)  feet  on  either  side  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  center  of  the 
fire  house  entrance  perpendicularly  across  the  street. 

PASSING  STREET  CARS 

Section  5:  A  vehicle  overtaking  a  street  car  stopped  to 
take  up  or  set  down  passengers  shall  exercise  due  caution  not 
to  interfere  with  or  harm  them,  always  coming  to  a  very  slow 
and  safe  speed,  stopping  when  neccessary,  and  shall  not  pass  on 
the  right  of  a  street  car  so  stopped. 

RIGHT  OF  WAY 

Section  6:  (a)  Emergency  vehicles  shall  have  the 

right  of  way,  and  fire  department  vehicle®  shall  have  the  right 
of  way  over  all  others. 

(b)  Street  cars  running  on  tracks  located  in  the  center 
or  on  the  right  hand  side  of  the  street  shall  have  the  right  of 
way  over  all  except  emergency  vehicles  at  street  intersections. 

(c)  A  vehicle  approaching  a  street  intersection  has  the 
right  of  way  over  vehicles  approaching  on  its  left. 

(d)  A  vehicle  on  the  track  in  front  of  a  street  car  shall 
immediately  turn  out  upon  signal. 

(e)  A  vehicle  or  street  car  shall  not  so  occupy  any  street 
as  to  obstruct  traffic. 
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(f)  A  vehicle,  on  the  approach  of  fire  apparatus,  shall 
immediately  draw  near  to  and  parallel  with  the  curb  and  stoip, 
and  remain  stopped  until  all  fire  department  vehicles  shall 
have  passed. 

( g)  A  street  car,  on  the  approach  lof  fire  apparatus,  shall 
stop  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  its  passage. 


SIGNALS 

Section  7:  (a)  A  driver  slowing  down,  stopping,  or 

turning,  'shall  give  timely  and  unmistakable  signal  by  out¬ 
stretched  arm.  Especially  is  this  important  when  stopping 
quickly  or  turning  to  the  left.  The  same  signal  may  be  used 
for  all  above  purposes. 

(b)  The  driver  of  a  vehicle,  before  hacking,  shall  give 
ample  warning  and  avoid  injury  to  other  vehicles,  street  cars 
and  pedestrians. 

(c)  One  blast  of  a  police  traffic  whistle  shall  indicate 
that  vehicles  coming  from  east  and  west  have  the  right  of  way 
at  street  intersections. 

(d)  Two  blasts  of  a  police  traffic  whistle  shall  indi¬ 
cate  that  vehicle®  coming  from  north  and  south  have  the  right 
of  way  at  street  intersections, 

(e)  Three  or  more  blasts  of  a  police  traffic  whistle  shall 
indicate  the  approach  of  fire  apparatus  or  other  danger. 

(f)  A  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  lights  and  sound 
signals  as  prescribed  by  law. 

(g)  A  vehicle  headlight  shall  be  so  controlled  that  It 
will  not  blind,  dazzle  or  confuse  other  users  of  the  streets  or 
make  it  difficult  or  unsafe  for  them  to  ride,  drive  or  walk 
thereon. 

(h)  Sound  signals  shall  not  be  used  except  for  necessary 
warning. 

(i)  Sirens  and  automatic  rotary  gongs  shall  not  ibe  used 
except  on  vehicles  of  the  Department  of  Fire  and  Police. 

(j)  Vehicles  and  street  cars  shall  not  pass  any  fixed  fire 
signal  when  it  is  giving  an  alarm  of  fire. 


SPEED 

Section  8 '  (  a)  Vehicles  and  street  cars,  including 

emergency  vehicles,  shall  bie  drven  with  great  caution  and 
their  speed  shall  be  reasonable,  having  regard  for  the  traffic, 
the  safety  of  the  public  and  the  use  of  the  street. 
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(lb)  The  following  rates  of  speed  stall  not  be  exceeded: 

Per  Hour 

For  emergency  vehicles,  while  engaged  in  emer¬ 
gency  work,  in  any  part  of  the  city.  , ,  . . ,25  miles. 

For  motor  vehicles,  (except  motor  trucks  outside 
the  congested  district . 20  miles,. 

For  motor  vehicles,  (except  motor  trucks)  inside 
congested  district . 15  miles. 

For  freight  motor  trucks,  (4,00Q  pounds  capa¬ 
city  or  over) . . . . .  .  12  miles. 

For  vehicle's,  passing  a  public  school  on  school 
days  between  8  A.  M-  and  4  p,  10  miles. 

For  horses  outside  the  congested  district .  8  miles. 

For  horses  inside  the  congested  district  ,,,,,,  6  miles,. 

PARADES  AND  FUNERAL  PROCESSIONS 

Section  9.  (a)  During  parades  the  police  may  clear  the 

streets  and  prohibit  vehicles  and  pedestrians  from  crossing  the 
streets. 

(b)  No  pedestrian,  vehicle  or  street  car  shall  break 
through  the  line  of  a  funeral  procession. 

RESTRICTIONS  as  to  horses 

Section  10:  .  (a)  A  horse  shall  not  be  unbridled  or  left, 
unattended  in  a  street  or  unenclosed,  space  without  being  se- 
curley  fastened,  unless  harnessed  to  a  vehicle  with  wheels  so 
secured  as  to  prevent  its  being  dragged  faster  than  a  walk. 

(b)  A  'driver  Shall  hold  the  reins  in  >his  hands  at  all 
times  while  driving,  riding  or  leading  a  horse. 

(c)  No  oinie  Shall  over-load,  over-drive,  over-ride,  ill- 
treat  or  unnecessarily  whip  any  horse. 

(d)  No  one  shall  crack  or  so  use  a  whip  as  to  excite  any 
horse  other  than  that  which  he  is  using,  or  so  as  to  anuoy,  in¬ 
terfere  with  or  endanger  any  person. 

(0)  No  one  Shall  use  a  horse  unless  fit  for  its  work,  free 
from  lameness  or  sores  likely  to  cause  pain,  and  free  from  any 
vice  or  disease  likely  to  cause  accident,  injury  or  infection. 

RESTRICTION  AS  TO  VEHICLES 

Section  11  (a)  A  vehicle  without  a  driver  shall  be 

©o  secured  that  it  cannot  be  moved  without  human  action. 

(b)  A  vehicle  shall  not  be  used  which  is  so  construe  tech 
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enclosed,  equipped  or  loaded  as  to  be  dangerous,  retard  traffic, 
or  prevent  the  driver  from  having  a  view  sufficient  for  safety. 

(c)  A  motor  vehicle  shall  be  equipped  with  resilient  tire® 
so  constructed  and  in  such  condition  as  to  prevent  injury  to 
pavements. 

(d)  No  one  shall  enter,  ride  upon,  attach  himself  or 
his  vehicle  to  any  vehicle  or  street  car  without  the  driver’s 
consent. 

(e)  No  one  riding  a  bicycle  or  motorcycle  shall  hold  on 
to  a  street  oar  or  motor  vehicle. 

(f)  No  motor  vehicle  other  than  fire  department  vehicles 
shall  be  operated  with  offensive  exhaust  or  with  muffler  open. 

(g)  No  vehicle  shall  be  driven  along  a  sidewalk. 

(  h )  Vehicles  shall  not  spill  their  loads. 

RIGHTS  AND  DUTIES  OF  DRIVERS  AND  PEDESTRIANS 

Section  12:  (a)  Drivers  must  exercise  all  possible  care 

not  to  injure  pedestrians. 

(b)  Pedestrian  shall  observe  the  traffic  directions  of 
police  officers  and  they  should,  also,  for  the  safety  and  con¬ 
venience  of  themselves  and  the  public: 

1.  Look  to  see  what  is  approaching  before  stepping  from 
the  sidewalk. 

2  Cross  the  street  at  a  right  angle,  preferably  at  a  re¬ 
gular  crossing. 

3.  Stand  on  the  sidewalk  when  waiting  for  a  car. 

4.  Face  the  front  of  a  car  when  alighting  from  it  and 
observe  the  traffic  from  the  right  before  moving  to  the  side¬ 
walk,  and,  if  crossing  behind  a  car,  observe  the  traffic  in  both 

directions. 

5.  On  sidewalks  keep  to  the  right,  and  when  stopping  do 
not  obstruct  a  crossing  or  an  entrance  to  a  building. 


RESPONSIBILITY 

Section  13.  The  driver  or  person  in  charge  of  a  vehicle 
when  any  offense  under  this  ordinance  is  committed  shall  be 
deemed  the  responsible  person  and  liable  to  the  penalties  here¬ 
under. 


THE  STATE  LAW 

Section  1 4 :  The  statutes  of  the  State  of  Oregon,  concern¬ 
ing  street  traffic,  as  modified  by  this  ordinance,  are  made  a 
part  of  this  Ordinance. 
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PENALTIES 

Section  15:  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  punished 
by  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison¬ 
ment  in  the  City  Jail  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  ninety  (90) 
days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

Section  16:  The  Chief  of  Police  may  at  any  time  he 
deems  it  necessary,  designate  any  number  of  police  officers  to. 
attend  upon  the  public  streets  to  control  the  movement  and 
order  the  stoppage  of  vehicles  and  street  cars  in  and  upon  such 
streets,  in  order  to  prevent  the  congestion  of  traffic  and  to. 
prevent  accidents,  and  each  police  officer  in  the  City  of  Astoria 
shall  have  authority  to  control  the  movement  and  order  the 
stoppage  of  vehicles  and  street  cars  in  and  upon  the  public 
streets  thereof,  for  the  purpose  herein  set  forth.  Drivers  of 
vehicles  and  imotormen  of  street  cars  must  at  all  times  comply 
with  any  direction  given  by  whistle,  voice  or  hand  of  any  police 
officer  or  any  signal  he  may  use  for  the  purpose  of  directing 
traffic  as  to  stopping,  starting,  approaching  and  departing  from 
any  place  in  any  street. 

Section  17 :  Inasmuch  as  the  objects:  to  be  accomplished! 
by  this  ordinance  will  he  of  great  benefit  to  the  people  of  the 
■City  of  Astoria,  and  there  exists  an  urgent  necessity  that  this 
ordinance  should  take  effect  as  soon  as  possible,  so  that  the 
health,  peace  and  safety  of  the  City  of  Astoria  may  be  pre- 
sered,  an  emergency  is  hereby  declared  to  exist,  and  this  sec¬ 
tion  therefor  shall  take  effect  when  approved  by  the  aftirma- 
tive  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  Common- 
Council,  and  this  ordinance  shall  then  be  in  force  and  opera¬ 
tive  immediately  after  its  approval  by  the  Mayor  o.f  the  City 
of  Astoria. 


REPEAL 

Section  18:  This  Ordinance  repeals  the  following  Ordin¬ 
ances:  Ordinance  No.  45  50,  approved  the  18t.h  day  of  Nov¬ 
ember,  1913.  Ordinance  No.  4549;,  approved  the  18th  day  of 
November-,  1913.

AN  ORDINANCE  ADOPTING  A  SEAL  FOR  THE  CITY  OF 
ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  seal  to  be  hereafter  used  and  known 
as  the  Seal  of  the  City  of  Astoria  shall  consist  of  an  outer  rim 
on  which  shall  be  the  words  “Seal  of  the  Cjty  of  Astprja,  Cjat^ 
sop  County,  Oregon”  also  the  date  “1865,”  the  date  of  the  in¬ 
corporation  of  the  town  (now  city)  of  Astoria.  Across  the 
face  and  below  the  center  of  said  seal  shall  be  a  scroll  bearing 
upon  it  the  inscription  “EA  SPECTAT  OCCASUM  SOLIS,” 
beneath  said  scroll  shall  be  a  salmon,  representing  the  chief 
industry  of  Astoria;  above  said  scroll  shall  be  a  representa¬ 
tion  of  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia  river,  a  ship  under  full  sail, 
Cape  Hancock  and  the  light  house  and  trees  thereon,  and  sun¬ 
set.  In  the  heaven  above  the  riyer  the  American  Eagle.  Said 
seal  shall  make  an  impression  2  1-4  inches  in  diameter  ass 
follows; 


!5ee.  2.  The  Seal  described  in  section  one  of  this  ordin¬ 
ance  be  and  is  hereby  adopted  as  the  Seal  of  the  City  of  Astoria..

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Rules  and  Regulations  for  the 

Supply  and  Use  of  Water 


Sec.  1.  Application  for  the  use  of  water  must  be  made 
on  printed  forms,  to  be  furnished  at  the  office  of  the  City 
Water  Works,  and  the  applicant  must  state  fully  and  truly  all 
the  purposes  for  which  the  water  may  be  required,  and  must 
agree  to  conform  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations,  as  a  condition 
for  the  use  of  water. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  supplied  with  water  from  the  City 
mains  shall  be  entitled  to  use  it  for  any  purpose  other  than 
those  stated  in  his  application,  or  to  supply  in  any  way,  other 
persons  or  other  families. 


Sec.  3.  Should  the  applicant  or  occupant  of  the  premises, 
desire  an  additional  service  or  fixture,  or  to  apply  the  water 
for  a  purpose  not  stated  in  the  original  application,  a  new  ap* 
plication  must  be  made  and  a  permit  obtained  at  the  office  of 
the  City  Water  Works. 

Sec.  4.  Should  it  be  desired  to  discontinue  the  use  of 
water  for  any  special  purpose,  whether  for  closets,  bath  tubs, 
street  sprinklers,  irrigation,  hose  connections,  or  other  fix¬ 
tures,  the  faucet  must  be  removed,  the  branch  pipe  must  be 
removed,  the  branch  pipe  or  service  supplying  the  fixtures  plug¬ 
ged,  and  notice  given  in  writing  at  the  office  of  the  City  Water 
Works,  before  any  reduction  in  the  rates  will  be  made. 


Sec.  5.  Should  it  be  desired  to  discontinue  the  use  of 
all  the  water  supplied  to  the  person  on  the  premises  for  a 
period  not  less  than  one  month,  notice  in  writing  must  be 
given,  and  payment  in  full  of  all  arrearages  (if  any  there  be) 
made  at  the  office  of  the  City  Water  Works.  The  water  will 
then  be  turned  off  and  turned  on  again  on  application,  without 
charge-  but  no  remission  of  rate  will  be  made  for  a  period  of 
less  than  one  month,  or  without  the  notice  prescribed  in  this 

section. 


Sec.  6.  Where  water  is  now  supplied  through  one  service 
to  several  houses,  families  or  persons,  the  Board  may  at  their 
discretion  decline  to  furnish  water  until  separate  service  is 
Drovided  or  may  continue  the  supply  on  the  condition  that  the 
water  may  be  shut  off  from  all  in  the  case  of  non-payment  or 
violation  of  the  rules  and  Regulations  by  any  one. 
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Sec.  7.  Hereafter  the  service  pipes  must  be  so  arranged 
that  the  supply  to  each  separate  house  or  premises  may  be  con¬ 
trolled  by  a  separate  stop  cock  placed  within  and  near  the  line 
of  the  street  curb,  and  one  person  must  pay  for  all  the  water 
used  through  said  service,  for  his  own  use,  or  for  the  use  of 
others  to  whom  it  may  be  accessible. 

Sec.  8.  When  two  or  more  families  or  persons  use  the 
same  faucet,  each  will  be  charged  as  in  the  case  of  separate 
service. 


Sec.  9.  Taps  at  wash  basins,  water  closets,  baths  and 
urinal,  faucets  and  other  fixtures  must  not  be  left  running. 

Sec.  10.  Water  will  not  be  furnished  where  there  are 
defective  or  leaky  faucets,  closets,  or  other  fixtures,  and  when 
such  may  be  discovered  the  supply  will  be  shut  off. 

Sec.  11.  No  cistern  shall  be  filled  from  the  City  Works 
main  except  upon  the  written  permission  of  the  Commission. 

Sec.  12.  Water  for  building  purposes  will  be  furnished 
only  by  payment  in  advance,  on  the  written  estimate  of  the 
manager  or  architect  of  the  brick,  stone,  plastering  or  other 
materials  for  which  the  water  is  to  be  used.  For  material  not 
stated  in  the  estimate,  the  application  must  be  renewed. 

Sec.  13.  Water  for  sidewalk  sprinkling,  private  hydrants, 
irrigation  hose  connections,  closets  or  bath  tubs,  will  not  be 
furnished  to  parties  who  do  not  also  pay  for  use  of  water  for 
family,  stores  or  other  purposes  to  which  it  may  be,  and  the 
water  will  be  turned  off  from  the  premises  as  soon  as  such  pay¬ 
ments  are  discontinued. 

Sec.  14.  Sidewalk  sprinkling  must  be  confined  within 
the  limits  of  the  front  of  the  premises  for  which  payment  has 
been  made,  and  not  extended  to  the  adjoining  street. 

Sec.  15.  No  hose  shall  be  used  for  sprinkling  the  streets 
except  by  special  contract. 

Sec.  16.  No  person  shall  place  a  tap  in  front  yard  or  com¬ 
mon  area  of  any  premises,  so  situated  as  to  be  accessible  to 
persons  living  or  occupying  neighboring  premises,  and  the 
water  shall  not  be  allowed  to  pass  to  such  tap,  or  if  turned  on 
to  any  tap  hereafter  put  in,  shall  be  shut  off  until  such  tap  is 
removed  to  some  unexposed  place  on  said  premises. 

Sec.  17.  All  persons  taking  water  shall  keep  the  service 
pipes  within  and  without  their  premises  in  good  repair,  and 
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protected  from  frost,  at  their  own  expense,  and  they  will  be 
held  liable  for  all  damages  which  may  result  from  their  failure 
to  do  so,  and  no  deduction  from  water  rates  will  be  made  on 
account  of  service  pipes  being  frozen  up.  Water  running  to 
waste  to  prevent  freezing  is  strictly  prohibited. 

Sec.  18.  The  water  may,  at  any  time,  be  shut  off  from 
the  mains,  without  notice,  for  repairs,  extensions,  or  other  ne¬ 
cessary  purpose,  and  persons  having  boilers  supplied  by  direct 
pressure  from  the  mains  should,  in  such  cases,  open  the  hot 
water  faucet  to  prevent  the  danger  of  explosion  or  collapse. 
The  Water  Commission  will  not  be  responsible  for  the  safety 
of  boilers  on  the  premises  of  any  water  consumer. 

Sec.  19.  The  Commission  reserves  the  right  to  put  in  a 
meter  at  its  own  cost  and  charge  for  the  measured  water  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  established  meter  rates.  If  a  meter  gets  out  of 
order  and  fails  to  register,  the  consumer  will  be  charged  with 
the  average  consumption  as  shown  by  the  meter  when  in  order. 

Sec.  20.  When  a  permit  has  been  obtained  for  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  water,  a  corporation  cock  or  tap  for  the  mains  will 
be  furnished  without  charge,  of  such  size  as  may  be  determin¬ 
ed  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  City  Water  Works. 

Sec.  21.  This  tap  will  be  inserted  by  the  plumber  of  the 
City  Water  Works,  in  all  cases,  and  for  the  work  of  insertion 
a  charge  will  be  made  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  payable 
in  advance,  by  the  plumber,  employed  to  make  the  service  con¬ 
nections. 

Sec.  22.  No  plumber  or  other  person  will  be  allowed  to 
make  connections  with  the  City  mains,  or  to  make  alterations 
in  any  conduit,  pipe,  or  other  fixtures  connecting  therewith, 
or  to  connect  pipes  when  they  have  been  disconnected,  or  to 
turn  off  the  water  or  to  turn  it  on  on  premises,  without  per¬ 
mission  from  the  City  Water  Works. 

Sec.  23.  Plumbers  doing  any  wrork  by  which  water  may 
be  drawn  from  the  City  mains  must  make  in  writing  a  true  and 
accurate  report  of  the  work  done,  and  deliver  it  at  the  office 
of  the  City  Water  Works  within  twenty  four  hours  after  com¬ 
pletion,  and  must  describe  the  position  of  the  service  pipes,  fer¬ 
rules  and  stop  cocks,  by  reference  to  street  and  lot  corners,  on 
blank  forms  to  be  furnished  by  the  City  Water  Works. 

Sec.  2  4.  Within  and  near  the  line  of  the  street  curb  a 
stop  cock  must  be  placed  and  protected  by  means  of  a  patent 
extension  stop  cock  both  of  which  will  be  furnished  by  the  City 
Water  Works  without  charge. 
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Sec.  25.  Within  the  basement  wall  a  stop  and  waste  cock 
protected  from  the  frost,  must  in  all  cases  be  placed,  by  means 
of  which  the  service  pipes  in  the  building  may  be  drained  dur¬ 
ing  the  night,  during  freezing  weather.  Additional  stop  and 
waste  cocks  should  be  placed  in  sags  and  bends  in  the  pipe 
when  it  cannot  otherwise  be  drained. 

Sec.  2  6.  There  shall  be  a  lead  service  pipe  of  not  less 
than  two  feet  in  length  to  connect  with  corporation  cock  on 
main  for  each  service  which  must  be  of  a  quality  and  weight 
corresponding  to  A  A  A  Brooklyn  guage,  with  wiped  or  cup 
joint  and  brass  coupling  on  each  of  lead  connection  and  lead 
connection  must  have  at  least  four  inches  of  slack  to  guard 
against  rupture  of  settlement  of  main  and  material  in  trench. 

Sec.  27.  All  pipes  from  lead  connections  to  stop  and 
waste  cock  at  curb  must  be  of  galvanized  pipe  or  corresponding 
strength  to  lead  pipe. 

Sec.  28.  Plumbers  failing  to  perform  their  work  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  established  Rules  and  Regulations,  or  executing  it 
unskilfully,  or  to  the  damage  of  the  City  Water  Works,  may  be 
debarred  from  making  connections  with  the  City  mains. 

Sec.  29.  On  failure  to  comply  with  the  Rules  and  Regu¬ 
lations  established  as  a  condition  to  the  use  of  water,  or  to 
pay  the  water  rates  in  the  time  and  manner  hereafter  provided, 
the  water  may  be  shut  off  until  payment  is  made  of  the  amount 
due,  with  one  dollar  in  addition,  for  the  expense  of  turning  the 
water  off  and  on. 

Sec.  30.  Should  the  occupant  of  the  premises  turn  on 
the  water  after  it  has  been  shut  off  at  the  curb  cock,  it  will  be 
turned  off  at  the  main  and  a  charge  of  two  dollars  made  for 
the  expense  of  turning  it  off  and  on. 

Sec.  31.  Agents  of  the  City  Water  Works  may  have  free 
access,  at  proper  hours  of  the  day,  to  all  parts  of  building  and 
premises,  which  may  be  supplied  with  water  from  the  City 
mains,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  condition  of  the  pipes 
and  fixtures,  and  the  manner  in  which  the  water  is  used. 
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Rules  for  Government  of  the  Police  Force 


ORDINANCE  NO.  4108. 

AN  ORDINANCE  MAKING  RULES  FOR  THE  GOVERNING 
OF  THE  POLICE  FORCE  OF  THE  CITY  OF  ASTORIA. 

The  City  of  Astoria  Does  Ordain  as  Follows: 

Sec.  1.  That  the  following  rules  and  regulations  are 
hereby  adapted  to  govern  the  police  force  of  the  City  of  Astoria, 
viz: — • 


Rule  1:  Each  member  of  the  Police  force  shall  devote 
his  whole  time  and  attention  to  the  business  of  the  department, 
although  certain  hours  are  allotted  to  the  Policeman  for  the 
performance  of  duty,  on  ordinary  occasions,  yet  at  all  times 
they  must  be  prepared  to  act  immediately,  on  notice  that  their 
services  are  required  by  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Rule  2:  The  entire  Police  force  of  the  City  constitute 
one  body  and  any  of  its  officers  or  men  may  at  any  time  be 
placed  on  day  or  night  duty,  temporarily  or  permanently,  any¬ 
where  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Chief  of  Police  without  re¬ 
gard  to  the  District  to  which  they  may  have  been  previously 
assigned. 

Rule  3.  Each  member  of  the  Police  Department  must  be 
civil  and  respectful  to  their  officers,  to  each  other,  and  to  all 
persons;  he  must  refrain  from  harsh  or  profane  language,  and 
when  required  he  must  act  with  sufficient  force  to  perform  his 
duty. 


Rule  4.  All  members  of  the  Police  force  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  always  on  duty,  subject  to  such  relief  therefrom  as  shall 
be  allowed  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  and  the  same  responsibility 
as  to  the  suppression  of  disturbances  and  to  the  arrest  of  of¬ 
fenders  rests  upon  them  at  all  times  as  when  on  their  regulai 
duty. 


Rule  5:  Every  member  of  the  Police  force  when  enter¬ 
ing  upon  duty  must  be  dressed  in  a  neat  and  well  kept  uniform 
Every  member  when  coming  off  duty  shall,  before  he  is  reliev¬ 
ed,  make  a  report  to  the  Chief,  or  to  the  officer  on  duty,  of  all 
information  coming  to  his  knowledge  of  any  unlawful  act  or 
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acts  committed,  and  all  suspicious  persons  coming  under  his 
observation. 

Rule  6:  Every  Police  officer  going  on  duty  shall  report 
at  Headquarters  ten  minutes  before  the  appointed  hour  for 
going  on  duty.  Members  coming  off  duty  must  report  to  the 
Chief  of  Police,  or  such  officer. 

Rule  7 :  No  member  of  the  Police  force  shall  leave  the 
City  without  consent  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  nor  shall  any 
member  of  the  force  be  absent  from  duty  (unless  he  be  sick), 
without  the  consent  of  the  Chief  of  Police.  Non-payment  of 
indebtedness  for  clothing  and  substenance  incurred  by  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  force  shall  be  cause  of  dismissal;  intoxicated  while 
on  duty,  wilful  disobediance  of  orders,  leaving  the  beat  with¬ 
out  good  cause,  and  conduct  unbecoming  an  officer,  means 
suspension. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  rules  set  forth  in  Section  1  of  this  ordin¬ 
ance  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  who  shall  offi¬ 
cially  report  any  violation  thereof,  to  the  Common  Council  at 
its  next  regular  meeting.

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE  CITY  CEMETERIES 
Adopted  Dec.  28th  A.  D.  1911 


WHEREAS,  an  Act  entitled,  “An  Act  to  amend  paragraph 
51  of  Section  38  of  Chapter  5  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  As¬ 
toria  to  provide  for  a  Cemetery  Commission  and  prescribe  its 
powers  and  duties,”  which  said  Act  was  submitted  by  initiative 
petition  to  the  electors  of  the  City  of  Astoria  and  duly  adopted 
by  said  electors  at  the  general  election  held  on  the  14  th  day  of 
December,  1910,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  said  Cemetery  Commission  is  duly  author¬ 
ized  by  virtue  of  said  Act  to  provide  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  government  of  said  Cemeteries,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RE¬ 
SOLVED  BY  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSION: 

First:  That  the  City  Cemetery  located  upon  the  Dona¬ 

tion  Land  Claim  of  W.  H.  Gray  and  Jeremiah  G.  Fuller  and  be¬ 
ing  situated  in  the  South  half  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  Sec¬ 
tion  21  and  the  Northwest  quarter  of  Section  28,  all  in  T.  8 
N.  R.  10  W.  of  the  W.  M.  in  Clatsop  County,  Oregon,  is  hereby 
named  “Ocean  View  Cemetery,”  and  the  same  shall  be  recorded 
and  known  by  that  name. 

Second:  No  person  shall  inter  or  cause  to  be  interred  in 

said  Cemetery  the  body  of  any  deceased  person  without  first 
having  obtained  a  permit  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  rules 
and  regulations,  hereinafter  set  out,  or  such  as  may  hereafter 
be  adopted  for  the  government  of  said  cemetery. 

Third:  That  each  calender  year  at  the  first  regular  meet¬ 

ing  of  the  Commission,  a  good,  competent  person  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  superintendent  of  the  said  cemetery.  He  shall  give 
his  undivided  time  and  attention  to  the  cemetery  work  under 
the  direction  of  the  Commission  and  shall  receive  a  salary  to 
be  fixed  by  the  Cemetery  Commission,  payable  at  the  expira¬ 
tion  of  each  month.  He  shall  hold  such  office  subject  to  the 
pleasure  of  the  Commission  and  until  his  successor  is  appoint¬ 
ed  and  qualified.  He  shall  have  full  charge  and  general  super¬ 
vision  over  said  Cemetery  and  keep  the  same  in  good  condi¬ 
tion;  dig  the  graves,  cut  and  irrigate  the  grass,  repair  the 
fences  surrounding  the  cemetery,  keep  the  driveways,  roads 
and  avenues  in  good  condition  for  travel  and  so  that  thej  may 
be  distinguished  from  the  lots  and  blocks  and  park-places,

clear  and  make  ready  for  use  new  grounds  driveways,  roads 
and  avenues,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  commission 
from  time  to  time  may  deem  advisable;  the  City  of  Astoria  by 
its  Cemetery  Commission  to  furnish  the  necessary  materials 
and  tools  for  all  such  purposes.  He  shall  keep  a  list  of  all 
employes  of  the  Commission  and  the  date  and  nature  of  their 
work,  rate  of  wages  and  of  amounts  due,  and  shall  make  out 
and  certify  to  a  monthly  pay  roll  of  the  same.  He  shall  keep 
in  a  book  provided  therefor  by  the  Commission  a  record  of  all 
interments,  showing  in  proper  columns; 

The  full  name  of  the  deceased. 

Place  of  nativity,  (if  known.) 

Age,(  if  known.) 

Date  and  place  of  decease. 

Date  of  interment. 

Cause  of  death. 

Number  and  the  date  of  permit. 

Name  of  undertaker. 

Lot  or  grave  in  which  buried. 

Outside  size  of  coffin  or  box. 

Fourth:  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Astoria,  who 
is  by  virtue  of  his  office,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Cemetery  Com¬ 
mission,  must  receive  and  keep  all  moneys  that  shall  come  to 
the  Cemetery  Commission  by  taxation  or  otherwise,  and  pay 
out  the  same  only  upon  a  warrant  from  the  Commission  attest¬ 
ed  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Commission.  He  must  make  a  report 
of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  quarters  ending  the 
last  day  of  March,  June,  September  and  December  each  year 
and  file  the  same  with  the  CleTk  of  the  Commission  within  five 
days  from  the  expiration  of  such  quarters,  respectively. 

Fifth:  That  the  Auditor  and  Police  Judge  of  the  City 

of  Astoria,  who  is  by  virtue  of  his  office  the  Clerk  of  the  Cem¬ 
etery  Commission,  shall  keep  proper  books  of  accounts  and  a 
record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  Commission.  He  shall 
receive  and  properly  receipt  for  all  moneys  due  the  Commis¬ 
sion  from  the  sale  of  lots  or  otherwise  and  deposit  the  same 
weekly  with  the  Treasurer,  to  be  placed  in  the  Cemetery  Fund; 
he  shall  when  ordered  by  the  Commission,  draw  a  warrant  up¬ 
on  the  Treasurer  for  any  demand  or  account  to  be  paid,  which 
warrant  must  be  drawn  on  the  Cemetery  Fund  and  be  signed 
by  the  President  or  Acting  Chairman  of  the  Commission  and 
be  attested  by  himself  as  Clerk.  He  shall  issue  in  the  name  of 
the  Commission  all  permits  for  interments  to  be  made  in  said 
Cemetery  and  receive  for  the  Commission  all  moneys  due  from 
account  of  opening  graves  in  said  Cemetery  for  such  inter¬ 
ments;  he  shall  make  and  keep  an  exact  and  thorough  record- 
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of  all  matters  pertaining  to  said  Cemetery  and  shall  record  in 
plain  and  systematic  manner  the  ownership  of  all  lots,  graves 
or  other  plats  of  ground  in  said  Cemetery,  transfers  of  bodies 
from  one  grave  to  another,  all  burials  and  exhumations,  and 
shall  record  the  age,  sex,  color,  nativity  and  residence,  when 
obtainable,  of  all  persons  buried  therein;  and  shall  make  and 
keep  appropriate  records  separate  from  the  others  of  all  bur¬ 
ials,  transfers  or  exhumations  in  the  Pauper  or  Potters  held, 
with  the  same  attendant  facts.  He  shall  keep  in  a  book  pro¬ 
vided  therefor  by  the  Commission  a  record  of  all  burial  permits 
issued  by  him,  showing,  in  proper  columns: 

The  full  name  of  the  deceased. 

Place  of  nativity,  (if  known.) 

Age,(  if  known.) 

Date  and  place  of  decease. 

Date  of  interment. 

Cause  of  death. 

Number  and  the  date  of  permit. 

Name  of  undertaker. 

Lot  or  grave  in  which  buried. 

Outside  size  of  coffin  or  box. 

Sixth:  The  Cemetery  Commission  shall  have  power  to 

fix  and  regulate  the  prices  for  which  lots  and  graves  in  said 
Cemetery  may  be  sold  and  it  shall  from  time  to  time  fix  the 
price  for  which  lots  may  be  sold  in  said  Cemetery;  to  provide 
for  the  exchange  of  lots  in  the  impioved  portions  of  the  Ceme¬ 
tery  for  lots  held  by  persons  in  the  unimproved  portions  of  the 
same  and  in  the  Hillside  Cemetery,  in  this  city:  Provided, 
that  in  the  exchange  of  lots  in  the  improved  portions  of  the 
Cemetery  for  lots  in  the  unimproved  portions  or  in  Hillside 
Cemetery,  the  applicant  shall  submit  with  his  petition  for  such 
exchange  a  quit-claim  deed  conveying  to  the  City  of  Astoria 
the  lot  or  lots  offered  in  exchange,  together  with  the  original 
deed  or  such  other  documentary  evidence  as  shall  be  deemed 
sufficient  to  show  ownership;  provided  further,  that  if  the 
price  of  the  lot  requested  by  the  petitioner  in  the  improved  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Cemetery  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  $25,  then  such 
petitioner  shall  in  addition  pay  to  the  Cemetery  Commission  a 
sum  sufficient  to  make  up  the  difference. 

Seventh:  When  a  lot  or  grave  in  the  Cemetery  is  sold, 

the  purchase  price  thereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  Cemetery  Com¬ 
mission,  and  no  permit  shall  be  issued  for  burial  in  any  lot  un¬ 
less  the  same  shall  have  been  sold  and  the  purchase  price 
thereof  as  fixed  by  the  Commission  received  therefor,  (except 
in  case  of  an  exchange  of  lots  as  provided  for  in  Section  6  here¬ 
of.) 
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Eighth:  Every  conveyance  of  a  lot  in  the  Cemetery  shall 
be  by  deed,  executed  by  the  president  and  attested  by  the 
Clerk  of  the  Cemetery  Commission;  but  such  conveyance  shall 
only  have  the  effect  of  giving  the  perpetual  use  of  a  lot  for  bur¬ 
ial  purposes,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  State  and  the  rules  and 
regulations  made  by  the  Cemetery  Commission,  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  thereof;  provided,  that  no  conveyance  shill  be  made  of 
single  grave  but  permits  shall  be  issued  for  burial  therein. 

Ninth:  The  following  rules  and  regulations  shall  govern 

in  the  management  of  the  Cemetery,  to-wit: 

CONCERNING  INTERMENTS  &  FUNERALS 

No.  1:  Whenever  an  interment  is  to  be  made  in  a  fami¬ 
ly  lot  written  application  must  be  made  to  the  Cemetery  Com¬ 
mission  by  the  owner  of  said  Lot  and  a  permit  obtained  there 
for.  The  applicant  must  state  the  following  particulars: 

The  full  name  of  the  deceased. 

Place  of  nativity,  (if  known.) 

Age,(  if  known.) 

Date  and  place  of  decease. 

Date  of  interment. 

Name  of  undertaker. 

Outside  size  of  coffin  or  box. 

Cause  of  death  (if  known.) 

Lot  or  grave  in  which  interment  is  to  be  made. 

Location  of  grave. 

In  case  of  the  interment  of  a  deceased  owner  of  a  lot  the 
application  shall  be  signed  by  some  person  known  to  be  of  his 
family  or  household,  or  by  his  physcian. 

The  permit  must  be  deposited  with  the  Superintendent  of 
said  Cemetery  at  least  twelve  hours  before  the  time  of  the 
funeral  and  notice  of  the  hour  of  the  funeral  must  be*  given  at 
the  same  time. 

No.  2:  Application  for  interments  in  single  graves  must 
be  made  to  the  Cemetery  Commission  and  the  same  notice  and 
information  will  be  required  as  for  interments  in  family  lots 
and  in  addition  to  the  charges  for  opening  and  closing  the 
graves,  the  price  of  the  ground  occupied  by  such  grave  shall 
be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Commission  and  when  such  grave  be¬ 
comes  vacant  by  the  removal  of  the  body  interred  therein  the 
ground  thereby  reverts  to  the  City. 

No.  3:  When  a  body  is  to  be  removed  from  one  part  of 
the  Cemetery  to  another,  a  permit  must  be  obtained  from  the 
Commission  for  such  removal  and  when  bodies  are  brought 
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from  other  burial  grounds  for  interment,  the  same  proceed¬ 
ings  must  be  had  as  to  obtaining  permits  as  hereinbefore  pro¬ 
vided  for. 

No.  4:  All  graves  must  be  opened  and  closed  by  the 
Cemetery  Commission  and  all  interments  shall  be  subject  to 
the  following  charges,  which  must  be  paid  in  advance,  to  the 
Commission  when  the  permit  is  issued,  viz: 

For  opening  and  closing  a  grave  2  ft.  x  5  ft.,  or  less  $4.00 

For  opening  and  closing  a  grave  over  2  ft.  x  5ft  and  not 
exceeding  3  ft.  x  8ft . $5.00 

For  opening  and  closing  a  grave  over  3  ft.  x  8ft.  and  not 
exceeding  4  ft.  x  9ft . $7.50 

For  opening  and  closing  a  family  vault  the  charge  will  be 
according  to  the  time  estimated  to  be  required,  from  $3.00 
upwards. 


No.  5:  Funerals  shall,  unless  special  permission  be 
granted  by  the  Cemetery  Commission,  take  place  between  the 
hours  of  7  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m. 

No.  6:  Drivers  of  carriages  employed  at  funerals  kre  re¬ 
quired  to  remain  in  the  seats  of  their  respective  vehicles  during 
the  funeral  ceremonies  at  the  grave;  and  shall  retain  com¬ 
plete  control  of  their  horses;  they  shall  walk  their  horses  in 
the  cemetery  grounds  when  returning  as  well  as  when  going 
to  a  funeral;  and  no  turning  of  carriages,  automobiles  or  other 
vehicles  upon  the  roads  or  avenues  within  the  cemetery 
grounds,  or  driving  upon  the  grass  or  lawns,  will  be  permitted. 
T'he  owners  of  carriages,  automobiles  or  other  vehicles  and 
employers  of  drivers  thereof  will  be  held  responsible  for  any 
misconduct  of  any  of  their  employes  within  the  Cemetery 
Grounds. 

CONCERNING  ROTS  AND  THEIR  OWNERS. 

No.  1:  The  lots  marked  single  lots  on  the  platts  of  the 
cemetery  are  hereby  reserved  and  set  off  for  single  graves,  and 
the  remaining  lots  shall  be  sold  as  family  lots  and  no  single 
graves  shall  be  sold  therein. 

No.  2.  Two  or  more  persons  may  unite  in  buying  a  fam¬ 
ily  lot,  and  may  receive  a  conveyance  therefor  in  their  joint 
names. 

No.  3:  A  purchaser  of  a  single  grave  afterward  buying 
a  family  lot  will  be  allowed  to  remove  the  body  from  said  grave 
and  re-inter  it  in  said  family  lot;  and  will  be  allowed  the  price 
paid  for  such  graye,  in  the  purchase  of  said  lot. 
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No.  4:  The  owner  of  family  lot  may,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Cemetery  Commission,  allow  the  burial  of  a  friend,  or 
other  person  not  in  his  family,  in  his  lot;  but  to  allow  such 
burial  for  a  compensation  is  strictly  forbidden. 

No.  5:  The  Cemetery  Commission  will  receive  applica¬ 
tions  from  any  society  or  association  for  the  purchase  of  not 
less  tnan  ten  adjoining  lots  for  burial  purposes,  and  all  ground 
so  disposed  of  to  any  such  society  or  association,  shall  in  every 
respect  be  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  made  by  the  Commission  for  the  government 
thereof. 

CONCERNING  THE  IMPROVEMENT  AND  THE  KEEPING 

OE  GROUNDS. 

In  order  that  the  general  beauty  and  attractiveness  of  the 
Cemetery  may  be  preserved  and  promoted,  and  that  the  im¬ 
provements  of  individual  lots  may  contribute  thereto,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  rules  are  instituted: 

No.  1.  No  lot  or  parcel  of  ground  shall  be  surrounded 
by  any  socalled  fence,  railing,  coping,  hedge,  embankment  or 
ditch  except  as  directed  by  the  Cemetery  Commission. 

No.  2:  No  lot  shall  contain  any  slab,  stone  or  head  or 
foot-stone  in  any  erect  or  vertical  position. 

No.  3.  No  lot  shall  contain  any  vase  or  seat  or  any  rock- 
works,  or  any  other  architectural  objects,  excepting  by  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  Commission. 

No.  4.  No  lot  shall  be  decorated  with  any  tree  or  shrub 
without  permission  of  the  Cemetery  Commission. 

No.  5.  No  boundary  stone  or  center  stone  shall  project 
above  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

No.  6.  No  monument  shall  be  placed  in  any  lot  without 
permission  of  the  Cemetery  Commission  first  having  been  ob¬ 
tained  and  no  monument  shall  be  so  placed  as  to  interfere  with 
the  important  effect  upon  adjoining  lots.  No  more  than  one 
monument  shall  be  permitted  in  a  single  lot. 

No.  7.  Each  grave  may  be  marked  by  a  stone  with  or 
without  an  inscription,  lying  flat  upon  the  ground  upon  a  con¬ 
crete  foundation,  with  its  surface  projecting  no  more  than 
eight  (8)  inches  above  the  ground;  no  mound  over  any  grave 
shall  be  allowed  unless  it  shall  be  kept  improved  by  the  owner 
of  the  Lot  satisfactory  to  the  Cemetery  Commission,  and  in 
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case  it  is  not  so  kept  the  Superintendent  of  the  Cemetery  shall 
level  the  mound  to  the  surface  of  the  lot. 

No.  8.  The  Superintendent  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Cemetery  Commission,  have  entire  charge  of  the  planting 
of  trees  and  shrubs  in  accordance  with  the  general  plan  for 
the  ornamentation  of  the  grounds  and  if  any  tree  or  shrub 
standing  in  any  lot,  whether  planted  by  the  direction  of  the 
Superintendent  or  otherwise  shall  become  by  reason  of  its 
roots,  branches  or  otherwise,  detrimental  to  adjacent  lots  or 
avenues,  or  for  any  other  reason  its  removal  shall  become  ne¬ 
cessary  or  advisable,  the  Cemetery  Commission  shall  have  the 
right  to  cause  the  removal  of  such  tree  or  shrub  or  any  part 
thereof. 

No.  9.  Private  vaults  or  tombs  will  be  allowed  in  lots 
where  the  ground  is  suitable  therefor  but  in  every  case  a  de¬ 
sign  for  the  same  must  first  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by 
the  Cemetery  Commission. 

No.  10.  In  every  case  where  workmen  are  employed  by 
owners  of  lots  to  do  work  or  make  improvements  in.  upon  or 
about  said  lot,  such  workmen  shall  be  subject  to  the  control 
and  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  said  Cemetery;  and  any 
workmen  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  said  directions 
or  who  shall  carelessly  or  willfully  do  injury  to  adjacent  lots 
or  who  shall  neglect  to  remove  any  rubbish  accumulated  in  his 
work  w  11  not  thereafter  be  permitted  to  work  in  the  grounds 
of  the  Cemetery. 

No.  11.  Owners  of  lots  shall  be  required  to  keep  all 
monuments  or  markers  in  a  proper  position  and  where  any 
such  monument  or  marker  is  found  to  be  out  of  position  due 
to  the  earth  sinking,  or  otherwise,  he  shall  be  notified  by  the 
Clerk  to  repair  it  and  if  not  so  repaired  within  thirty  days  af¬ 
ter  such  notice  is  mailed,  the  Commission  shall  have  the  re¬ 
pair  made  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  of  the  lot  and  no  further 
interments  shall  be  allowed  in  said  lot  until  the  charge  for 
such  repair  has  been  paid. 

CONCERNING  VISITORS 

No.  1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  Cemetery  Grounds 
between  the  hours  of  8  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m.;  and  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  months  also  between  the  hours  of  7  and  9  p.  m. 

No.  2.  Visitors,  either  on  foot  or  in  carriages,  or  other 
conveyances,  must  enter  by  the  gates;  and  any  person  who 
shall  violate  this  rule,  will  be  deemed  a  tresspasser,  and  dealt 
with  accordingly. 
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No.  3.  Fast  driving,  and  driving  off  the  roads  or  avenues 
are  strictly  prohibited. 

No.  4.  Picnic  parties,  or  persons  with  refreshments  or 
liquors,  will  not  be  admitted  to  the  grounds. 

No.  5.  No  persons  with  fire  arms  or  dogs  will  be  permit¬ 
ted  to  enter  the  grounds,  except  as  to  fire  arms  in  case  of  mil¬ 
itary  ceremonies. 

No.  6.  Boisterous  and  profane  language  and  any  con¬ 
duct  tending  to  disturb  the  quiet  and  good  order  of  the  place 
are  forbidden. 

No.  7.  Visitors  and  all  persons  who  shall  enter  the 
grounds  are  forbidden  to  pluck  any  flowers  or  plants,  or  break 
or  injure  any  tree  or  shrub,  or  to  write  upon  or  deface  any 
wall,  monument  or  gravestone. 

No.  8.  Loaded  wagons,  or  trucks  or  drays  (unless  load¬ 
ed  with  material  for  work  in  the  Cemetery)  will  not  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  enter  the  grounds. 

No.  9.  No  Money  shall  be  paid  to  the  attendants  at  the 
entrance  or  on  the  grounds. 

No.  10.  The  Superintendent  and  attendants  are  instruc¬ 
ted  to  prevent  the  entrance  of  all  improper  persons,  and  also 
all  those  who  may  be  known  to  have  at  any  time  wilfully  trans¬ 
gressed  the  rules  of  the  Cemetery.  It  is  also  their  duty  to  re¬ 
move  from  the  grounds  all  who  violate  any  of  the  rules,  or 
commit  any  tresspass  or  depredation. 

Tenth:  These  rules  and  regulations  may  be  altered  or 

amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Commission  by  an  af¬ 
firmative  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the  members  of  the  Cemetery 
Commission  and  not  otherwise.  Provided  however,  that  all 
members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  previously  notified  of 
such  intended  change  at  least  three  days  prior  to  such  meeting.
